compted and reuerenced of the learned of all ages, but alſo in the 
baſe and groſſer trades of men, dayly pzaffiſed with tye hande.

byꝛdes of pzaye, what ſo euer they bee, bycauſe the Falcon doth.

miliar to man, of all other byzdes of pzaye. And thereof it pꝛo⸗ 
cecdeth,that we lay, the Falcon Gentle, the Haggard Falcon, 
the Falcon Sacre, and ſo likewiſe of the other hawkes, calling 
them all by the name of Falcon. 
Moteouer, as the Falcon, whiche is a ſpeciall name of one 
kynd of hawkes,hath giuen name to all other hawkes and birds 
of pzaye. So hath it beſtowed the name and tytle of a Falco- 
ner, to euerie one of what (fate oꝛ calling ſotuer hee bee, that doth 
dcale with any kinde of Hawkes: and the terme ok Falconrie, 
to the arte;p2ofeſſion, and knowledge of luring and manning 
thoſe byꝛdes of pꝛayt, by which ſingular ſkyll, they are made to 
flee all other foules, as well thoſe foules of ayze, as of the 
lande and ryuer.

Plinie in making the ſame deuiſlon of Eagles, hath varied 
in that poynt altogether from Ariſtetle, as touching the names 
and termes of Eagles, fo that they were of diuers countries, 
and did Wꝛite in ſeuerall languages. But foz that Þ meane in 
this boke onely fo ſpeake of thoſe kyndes of Eagles which ſerue 
to Falcontie, Þ will deale but with two ſoztes of Eagles, fox

T* bꝛown oꝛ yellow Egle after Ariffotles opinion is called 
in Grerke Gn, Which doth fignifie in the Frenche tong 
(kindly x no baſtard bome)bicauſe it is of all other kynds of Ea⸗ 
gles the true t right Eagle, che doth tal him by p greeke word 
Chriſairos,by reaſon of his goldt mayle, in Latin he is termed 
A. ij. Stellar 1, 


— 
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Stellary, and #/ erodus. This is that Eagle whome we call the 
Egle royall,king of byꝛdes, and ſometimes the byꝛde of /upiter, 
and that Egle, Which ought to be taken and actompted the pꝛin⸗ 
cipall beſt, being moꝛe huge and large than the reſt, and beſides 
more ratt and daintie to be ſeene. Foz (hee doth haunt moſte 
commonlye the toppes of highe and craggie mountaines, and 
doth there pꝛaye vpon all (oztes of foules,gs alſo Hares, Kyddes 
Gotes,and ſuch other like wilde, and ſauage beaſtes of the field. 

This Eagle dothe line alwayes ſolitarie and alone, vnleſſe 
happily ſhe hane hir bꝛode with hir, whome ſhe doth condutte 
and guyde from place to place, the better fo inſtrut them howe 
to kyll their pzaye,and feede them lelues. But no ſoner hath ſhe 
made the pertit, and thzoughly (cooled them therin, but preſently 
che chaſeth them out of that coaſte, and doth abandon them the 
place Where they Were eyꝛed, and will in no wiſe bꝛoke them to 
abide neare hir, to the ende (that the countrey where ſhe dilclo⸗ 
ſeth) and maketh her Eyrie, bee not vnfurniſhed of conuenient 
pꝛay, which by the number and exceſſiue ſtoze of Eagles, might 
otherwile be ſpoyled and made bare. Foz it is verie likely, that 
if hir bꝛode and increaſe ſhould there make ſtay, beeing ſo huge 
byꝛdes, and of ſo great rauyne, there woulde in ſhort ſpace lacke 
pꝛaye foz hir ſelfe, and by meane thereof bꝛeede hir to a farther 
tuill and miſchicfe:fo2 the auoyding of whiche, this pzouident 
and carefull foule doth pꝛelently force hir bꝛode to depart into 
fome other part and region. 

This Egle maye with eaſe be diſcerned from the Uulfure, 
bycaufe this Eagle Royall, being bzowne oz pellowe maylde, 
bath not hir armes oz feete in any c6dition couered with plume, 
as the Uulturehath, ae 

True it is, that the arme of the Egle is ſhoꝛt, yellow mayld 
t all beſet with ſtales, the pounces large, her beake blacke, long, 
and croked at the toppe. The trayne ok the Egle Royall, as al⸗ 
ſo the trayne of the lender blacke Egle, is ſhoꝛt and ſliffe at the 
poynt, euen as the traine ok the UNulture is, 


The Egle is alwayes of one ſelf hugeneſſe, in reſpect of hir 
nature, and it can not be (aid,in that che is an Eagle, that — is 
either 
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either larger 02 leſſer,af any one time oz other, vnlelle you will 
giue hir the ſurname and addition of blacke, yellowe, oz ſome 
other ſuch pꝛoper name and terme, which doth alter hir accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to hir accydentes, but nothing at all in regarde ok hir ſub⸗ 
ſtance and nature. Ind were it not that ſhe is ſo mallp a foule, 
and not poztable on the ſiſte (as in troth ſhe is exceeding huge) 
and beſides, it / is ſo harde and difficulte a matter, to pꝛouide hir 
p2ay and fode, Pꝛinces, and puiſſant ſtates, would moze vſually 
haue hir, and hawke with hir, koꝛ their ſolace and pleaſure, than 
they nowe doe. But by reaſon ſhe is ſo huge and ventrous, ſhe 
might happily offer foꝛce and violence to the eyes and face of hir 
keper,if at any time ſhe ſhould conceiue diſpleaſure againſt him. 
And fo? thts cauſe in chiefe,the Egle is not in vle, as other mea⸗ 
ner hawkes and of leffe fozce be in theſe dayes, 

He that will haue the Egle to be god and trackable, muſte 
deuiſe to take her an Eyeſſe in the Eyzie, mannyng and accu⸗ 
ſtoming hir among houndes and greyhoundes, to the end that 
when he goeth and addꝛelleth him to the fielve,the Egle ſoaring 
aloft ouer the houndes farting the game, Fore, Hare, Gote, oꝛ 
ſuch like beaſtes of the wod, ſhee making hir downecöme, and 
ſtouping from hir wings,may ſo ſtay and ſeaze vpon the game, 
bntill the dogges come in and pzocure the fall thereof. ' I man 
may keede hir with any kynde of fleſh, and chiefly of ſuch game 
and pꝛaye as ſhe llayeth in the fielde by flight. 

Tawnye, oz bꝛowne mayle in an Eagle, deepe and hollow 
eyes, ſpecially if ſhe be bꝛed in the weaſt partes of the wozlde, is 
an aſſurey ligne of hir godneſſe : foz the tawnye Egle is euer 
founde god in pꝛoke. 

Aldo the whitneſſe on the head of an Eagle, oz on hir backe, is 

a ſingular token of an excellent Eagle. 

at Eagle, that when ſhc fleeth from thgfiſte of bir keeper | 

will either flee vpon the man, ſoaring round about him, oz light 

on the grounde, and take the ſtand, is by al pꝛobabilitie and con- 
ieffure,no inwarde Eagle. but a kugitiue, and a rangler. 

At what time the Egle, diſplayts hir trayne in hir flighf,and | 

male a turne in hir mountte, it is 3 great ligne that ſhee 

deter. 
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determineth to flye on head and gadde: the nexte remedie fox 
Which miſchleke is to thzowe hir out hir meate, and lure hir with 
as loude a voyce as you poſſible may, Ind if it be ſo that ſhe 
then ſtoupe not to that which is caſte out vnto hir, then epther 
hath (he ouer goꝛged hir ſeife, oꝛ otherwiſe ſhe is to hye and to 
full of fleſhe. I meane to auoyde this inconueniencc,is to ſowe 
the featbers of hir trayne together, to the end ſhe may not ſpzcad 
them abzoade, noz vie the benefite of hir frapne feathers in hir 
flight. Oz elſe another way is, to deplume and make bare hir 
tuell and fundament fo as it may appeare, and then certainely 
foz krare of the colde ayze ſhe will not aduenture to mounte ſo 
hit:but fceling hir trayne feathers faſt ſowed together, (he will 
ſtande in awe of other Eagles, whome by the meane of that 
device and pꝛackile, che hall in no wiſe be able to auoyde, 

When the Eagle make'h a ſhoꝛt turne vpon bir keeper in hir 
flight, and flyeth not out afozehead, that is one pzincipal god to» 
ken that (he will not away. 

It hath beene ſayde, that an Eagle is of fozce to areſt and 
cauſe a woulfe to ſtay, and will take him, with the ayde and aſ- 
ſiſtance of dogges, making into hir reſcue, and that it hath bene 
ſcene and experimented, But ko; ns part I finde the oddes of 
them (o great, as J leaue the beliefe of it to the reader, not re cy⸗ 
ting it as a froth, but a thing wzitten, to ſhewe the great hardls 

e and vndaunted nature of the Eagle. 

It is repoꝛted that the men of the countrey where the Eagle 
tyꝛeth, knowing thereof, and intending to bereaue hir young 
bꝛode, doe arme and well furniſh their heades,foz feare leaſt the 
Eagle doe offer them fozce and violence. And if ſo they (ewe 
the old bzeeder one of hir chickeus,0z tye it fo the bough ok a tree 
neare the place where ſhe buildeth, ſhe will call and cauſe the 
damme to repayze thether by continuall cleping, who ündeth 
hir, and pitping hir cryes, will bzing it lo much pzouiſlion and 
pave, as he that commeth to take bir from the eyzie, ſhall there 
dayly be (ped of as muche fleſhe and pꝛouiſlon as will verie rea⸗ 
ſonably ſerue him and ſire others, Foz the olde Eagle will con⸗ 
uey thyther Haris,Conies,foules, and ſuch other like gy —

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biandes,fo2 the ſupplye of hir neceſſitie. 

The Eagle doth not commonly vle to pzaye neare vato his 
eyzie, but to kyll hir pꝛouiſlon abꝛoade as farre off as ſhe maye. 
And if ſo it happen, ſhc leaue any fleſhe afrer ſhe is full goꝛged, 
that doth ſhe reſcrue carefully koꝛ the nexte day, to the ende that 
if foule weather ſhould happily growe to hinder hir flight, yet 
Ge might be ſtoꝛed of ſufficient pꝛape foz the daye following, 
without any further trauell, 

In Eagle doth not fozfake oz chaunge hir Eyyle all hir life 
time, but of cultome doth yearely returne and make repayze to of 
one ſelf place, and there buildeth moſt alluredly, by meane where 
of it hath ben noted and obſerued in time paſt,that an Egle doth 
lyue verie many yeares. Bekoꝛt hir olde age, hir beake wareth 
ſo exceeding long and croked at the toppe, as ſhe is much hinde⸗ 
red thereby of hir feeding : in ſozt as che dyeth not of diſeaſe oz 
by extremetie of age, but only by reaſon ſhe can not poſſible vſe 
the benefite of hir beake, being accrewde and growne to ſuch an 
txtetding length and diſpzopoztion, Whereof commieth the pꝛo⸗ 
nerbe as Þ take it, Aquila ene the age of an Eagle, which 
is pꝛoperly applyedto men that bo lyue only by dzinke, as olde 
men are wont to do, 

The Eagle doth euer wage warre with the little Royfelef, 
whome the Frenche men doe fo terme, foz that this foule is 
thought to be a little king among byꝛdes, as the Etimologie 
of che woꝛde doth leeme to impozte, the Latines likewiſe they 

tall him Negxlus, and the Germans a Goldhenlyne, The octa⸗ 
Con and chiefe grounde of this controucrle betwixte the Eagle 
and the Goldhenlyne,is(by the repozt of Atiſlorle) onely vpon 
the name, foz that ſhe is called the king of birdes, of which title 
and pzeheminence the Eagle would willingly bereaue hir, 
Againe there is one other kind of litle foule whom Axiſtocle 
calleth a 51074, the Latines Kepricarrix o Scandulaca, and the = 
Frenchmen 6rimpereas,that doth þ Egle verie great outrage e 
offence. Foz no ſoner perceiueth ſhe the Eagle to be abſent from 
— — pꝛeſently in great diſpite ſhe bzeaketh all hir egges 
(es,

When J layde bekoꝛe, that the Eagle royall was of a yellow 
maple, I meant nothing elſe by that ſpeach, but that the Eagle 
was maylde, of the verie coloure of a Deares haire, Which is in 
deede not yellowe,but bzowne oz tawnie. And albeit ATriſtotle 
for his pleaſure,termed it by the Greeke woꝛde, chriſaites, which 
is as much in ecffett, as to ſap, the golden Egle: yet muſt it not 
therefoze bee concluded, that this Eagle is ok a right golden 
mayle, but of a moze bzowne oz tawnie maple, than the other 
kinde of Eagle is. 

Tye Paynters, and Statuaries of Rome, haue diſguiſed this 
E gle in their poztrayfours, fo: euery man knoweth, that it is 
karre otherwiſe,than they haue dzawne it. 5 

Is well the bzowne Eagles as the blacke, are ſkynned and 
vncaled, as the Uultures be, and their ynnes ſent to the furry - 
ers and pellytours of Fraunce, with their winges, heades, and 
talons, and tuen of the lame verie coloure, as J haue here ſet it 
bowne,and declared it vnto you,

haue ſignified vnto, vou that there are only two ſorfes of 
Eagles which ſerue foz Falconrie, which are the yellow 
oꝛ tawnie Eagle, whome Jh aue hjtherto treated ot, and 
tbe blacke Eagle whome J muſt now decypher vnto * 
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Aritotle doth terme the blacke Eagle arelauratus, ad Ta- 
gophanos, bycauſe ſhe taketh the Hare : and this Eagle the La- 
tines call Pulla, Fulwia,Leporaria,and Valeria, the oddes and dit⸗ 
kerence betwixte theſe two Eagles is caſie to be founde, to2 this 
blacke Eagle is lefſe than the Eagle royall, which is the yellow 
and tawnie Eagle, and the blacke Eagle doth as muche differ 
from the yellowe Eagle, as the blacke Mylion doth from the 
Mylion Royall. 

Plinte hath placed this blacke Eagle in the firſte oꝛder and 
rancke of Eagles, as one that would willingly pzefer hir bekoꝛe 
all other kyndes of Eagles. Ind here A riftetle hath ſet hit but 
in the thirde oꝛder and place. 15+ 

The blacke Eagle (ſayth he) being leſle huge and copulent 
than the oth er, is of karre moe fozce and excellencie. 

Moꝛeouer he affirmeth that the Eagles dot towꝛe vppe and 
mount fo hye, ok purpoſe koꝛ pꝛoſpect, and to ſeefrom karre. And 
by reaſon that their ſight is ſo cleare and perkeck, men haue re- 
pozted them of all others, fo be the only byꝛdes that doe partici⸗ 
pate with the diuine nature. 

Moꝛeouer, koꝛ the feare the Eagle hath of hir excellent eyes, 
ſhe maketh not hir ſtowping from hir gate at once, and raſhly, 
as other kynd of long winged hawkes do, but by litle and litle. 

The Hare is a pꝛayt in whome ſhe taketh great pleaſure, yet 
when ſhe findeth the Hare running, ſhe offereth not fozth with 
to ſcaze on him vpon the mountaine, but can fozbeare and ſtaye 
hir time, vntil he be on the playne champion and then ſeazing on 
him, ſhe pꝛeſently caryeth him not awap,but doth firlf make tri⸗ 
al and experience of him, poyling and weying him in hir poun⸗ 
ces, and after that lifting vp the ſillie beaſt, doth beare him cleant 
away, and pꝛayeth on him at hir belt will and pleaſure,

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Nowe as touching the Vultures, and firſt” 
of the large aſhe coloured or 


blacke Vulture. 
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Here art two ſoꝛtes of Uultures, to wit, the afhe mayld, 
— 02 blacke Uulture, and the bzowne oz whitiſh Uulture. 
| Firſt will J ſpeake of the blacke oꝛ aſhmaylve Uul- 
ture, who is in deede moze huge than the bzowne, foz the aſhe- 
coloured TJulture is the moſt large byꝛde of pꝛayt that is to be 
ko unde, and the female Uulture moze large than the male,enen 
as it fallety out by experiente in all kyndes of byzdes of pꝛaye 
and rauyne, ‚ 

The Greekes, they call the Uulture G7, and the Latines 
Fulture. 7 

This Hawke is a paſſenger in Egipt, moze knowne by hir 
coate and caſe than otherwiſe, bycauſe the furryers doe vſe their 
ſkynnes fo? ſtomackgers, to guard and defend the bꝛeſt againſt 
the koꝛc t of feruent colde. 

All other byꝛdes of pꝛayt do differ from the Uulfare, in that 
they are deſtitute and voyde of plumage vnder their winges, 
whereas the Uulturts be there veſted and couered with an ex- 
cellent fyne downe. Their ſkinne is thicke like a Goats inne, 
and namely you ſhall finde vnder their gozge, a certayne patche 

ok the bzeadth of your hande, where the plume is ſomewhat in- 
clining to a redde,like the haire ofa Calf, toꝛ that kind of plume 
bath not a webbe faſhioned, as other feathers are vſually ſhapte 
and pꝛopoꝛtiontd, but are like bnfo the downe which is to be 
founde on eyther fide the necke,and on the vpper part of the plye 
and bent of the wyng,in which parts the down is lo white, that 
it gliſtereth and is as ſoft as ſilke, 

The Uultures haue this one poynt ſpeciall, and peculiar fo 
them ſelues, in that they are rough legged, a thing that hapneth 
not to any other kynd of Eaxles oz byꝛdts of pꝛapt.

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Ofthelefſle Vulture,whiche 
is the browne or whitiſh 
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＋ He bꝛowne oz whitiſhe Uulture, doeth differ krom the 
blacke maylde Uulture , in that hee is ſomewhat leſſe, 
than the blacke Uulture is, hauing the plumage of hir 
thꝛatt 02 goꝛgt, of hir backe, the fethers vnder the belly neare 
the pannell, and of the whole bodie tawnie, oꝛ bzowne of co 
lour : but the bzayle fethers,and of the trayne, like to thoſe of 
the blacke maylde Uulture : whiche induceth fome to thinke 
that there is no difference at all betwixte theſe two: kindes, 
ſaue that the one is male, and that other female, in the ſame 
gender t kind. But this is molt certaine 4 aſſured, that with 
Noble perſonages you ſhal ſee as wel the one kind as the o⸗ 
ther. Epther loꝛt hath a ſhoꝛt trayne in regard of p largeneſſe 
of their wings, whiche is nat the naturt and ſhape of other 
birdes of rauine and pꝛape, ſaue onely that to wle whome the 
Frenche terme ( Piſcuerd,tht Italians. Pig exo, and in out ma- 
ther ſpeache J may call tht dd wall. 

Pou ſhal tuer finde the Uultures rough, and heary legged, 
whiche is an euident ſigne that they fratte and rubbe them a⸗ 
gaynſte the rockes, where their chiele abode and ſlape is. Ind 
further you ſhall note that thebzowne oz blancke Unltures 
are moze rare and dayntie to bet ſeene , than the blacke oz 
aſhemapylde bee. 

Agapne this is peculiar to them in their kinde, that the fes 
thers on their heades ber ſhozte in reſpett ol the Eagles ke⸗ 
thers, which hath bin ſomt caule, that they haue bene thought 
to be balde and without plume, thonghe in verte deede it bee 
nothing ſo. | | 

The Uulture that is aſhecoloured oz blacke maylde, hathe 
ſhozte armes all beſet with plume, enen to the very Talons, 
whiche is a ſpeciall note among all thaſe birdes ot rauine, on⸗ 
ly peculiar to them, and not to any other fo wle, hauing cro⸗ 
ked Tal0s, vnleſle it be the Owle, who is roughlegged, euen 
in ſoꝛte as theſe Uultures be, 

To diſcerne the bꝛowne from p aſhemayted Uulture,you 
muſte note, that the bꝛowne Vulture hath hir necke fethers: 
very ſfrayght e long, muche like ta thoſe that the Cocke hath 

* 0} 
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dx the Stare. In regard of thoſe feathers on hir backe,ſides» 
and the cozner of the plye of hit wings, whiche are little and 
llender, in manner of ſcales , but the bzcaſte feathers as alſo 
thoſe on the backe, and the couert feathers of the trayne, are 
to the redde Uulture redde, and to the black Uulture blacke, 
and to bothe kindes veryelarge,by-meane of their hugeneſſe 
they can not be vppon their wings, no rylc fromthe ſtande 
without ſome aduauntage. 

A man ſhall ſeldome ſee-them vp06 the playncs, and cham⸗ 
pion of Italie, Almanie, and Fraunce,vnleſſe happily ſomes 
time in the winter, koꝛ then they rangle and wander into e⸗ 
uery parte, foz at that tyme in c<hiefe they abandone and fo2- 
ſake the toppes of the ſtately and high mountaines, to auoide 
the extremitie of cold, 4 do take their paſſage into moꝛe hote 
regions and countries , where the clymate dothe better ſerue 
their purpoſe, and better agree with their nature. 

The Uultures at the moſte, do not diſcloſe aboue two 92 
tee chickens oz yong birdes-, and it is a very harde matter 
and almoſte impoſſible foz any man to robbe their eyzie, fo: 
that moſſe commonly they buyld in ſome hanging cliffe whe- 
ther there is very harde and daungerous acceſſt. They may 
bee nouriſhed and kedde with tripes, ofkell, and inwardes of 
braſtes. And bycauſe they do vſuallye haunte the fieldes of 
purpoſe to denoure the offell and refuſepartes of ſudy beaſtes 
as men haue flaughtered and flayne, and ſuche like carrion, 
ſome men are of opinion, that they doe pzeſage and betoken 
great murther and bloudy ſpoyle of men that are in armes.

It is ſayte, that when the Eagle beginneth to growe to ly⸗ 
king, ntare cawking oz calling time, ſhe cõmonly flpeth with 
other Eagtes, bearing with them to their ſtande where they 
vſe to pꝛape, a ptete of Irfenicke, otherwiſe called Ozpiment, 
whiche doth delay and moztifle their luſte and deülre.

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' The ryghte Eagle is bzedde in the hygheſt clynes of Le- 
nante, and (pectallye in thoſe of Cypzus. They are as large 
as a wylde Goſe, and moze. Some of them are of a bzowne 
maple, and ſomt other of a ſpotted mayle , their goꝛges and 
bzeaſtes are full of ſtraked lynes, tending to redde , they haut 
long headts, greatebeakes, and very muche crokte, ſtrong 
armes, and roughe large ſtretchers, in a manner as greate ag 
the palme of a mans hande, boyſteous talons, and a reaſona⸗ 
ble long trayne. | 

'' Theſe Eagles, in the mayne fielde wyll take the Hare, 
and by foꝛce holde him, and carrye him in tbe apze as they 
flee , vntyll they eſpye ſome rocke oz other fitte ſtande, where 
they maye p2aye vppon him. In lyke ſozfe they take other 
btaſtes, and ſundzye tymes doe roue and rangle abzoade 
to beate and ſeaze on Gotes, Kyddes , and Fawnes. They 
are in vſe and pꝛice with ſundzy noble men, as hath bene res 
poꝛted vnto mee tredibly. | | 

The greate Turke of all other Pꝛinces, doth moſte vſe to 
flee with the Eagle, and dothe gyue his Falconers in charge, 
to man and lure them, as they doe the Goſhawke:and beeing 
thzoughly manned, hath a caſte of Eagles at one tyme , v- 
pon one pearche betwirtetwo of his people into the fielde , 
when they are there, they flee bothe togither, the one at the 
mowntee, a very ſtately pitche, and the other moze baſe and 
lowe, and that Eagle that dothe flye the baſe pitche, is taught 
to make a greate noyſe as ſhceeroneth to and fro, ouer the 
Fozeſte, not muche vnlike the queſting oz calling of a dogge, 
by meane of whiche ſodayne crye and noyſe , diuers tymes 
there iſſue out of the couerte, ſome wylde and ſauage beaſts, 
whiche arc no ſwner diſcryed by that high fleeing Eagle, but 
fodaynly ſhe bateth ok hir pitche, « ſtoupeth from hir wings, 
t at the Wwnecome either ſeazeth oz rifleth ſome one ok them, 
laying them by fozce , vntill the dogges mape make in ta hir 
reſkewe. And thus betwixt the Eagle _ N , thepzape 
ilij. 8 
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is taken not without the greate pleaſure and lyking of that 
mightie Pꝛince the Turke. Pon maye geile of the excellencie 
of this gallante paſtime , if it bee trewe, as it is vouched by 
repo2t. Heerein I can affirme nothing of my ſelfe, but do ko⸗ 
lowe mine authour , from whome A collected this kinde of 
hawking , and ambolde to make recytall ok it in this ptace, 
bothe foz the bugenelle of the fowle, as allo the ſtraungenelle 
of the pꝛackiſe. 

Au theſe kindes of Eagles, haue their Tpercelles oꝛ male 
birdes, of whome ſome huge, ſome of myddle fyſe, and other 
ſome lelle, whiche are called Baſtarde Eagles, not had in a⸗ 
ny accompte. | | | 

Thus (as you ſce) haue J layde downe fo your vewe and 
judgements, the kindes and ſoztes of Eagles, with their pꝛo⸗ 
per deſcriptions due fo them , and other poyntes incident to 
their natures : and haue ſtayed moze aboute the matter, than 
needed, in mine owne opinion, beeing a fo wle ſo little in vie 
with vs, but J haue done it as well to make my diuiſion per⸗ 
feitly, as alſo to decipher that, whiche euery ont perhappes 
hath not read ,-as touching the naturall inclination of this 
royall birde, who foz that ſhee is Queene and chiefe of all 

hawkes,deſerueth ſome larger diſcourſe than 
the reſte, whiche are in nature moze baſe, ' 
though in vſe moze familiar and 
oꝛdinarie. 
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of Falcons there are. 
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ere are ſeanenkindesof Falcons, and among them all 
koꝛ hit nobleſſe4 hardy courage, «© withall e 
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of hir mittel, J may, i do meane to place the Falcon Gentle

This Falcon is called the Falcon Gentle, foz hir gentle 
and curteous condition and faſhions. In hart and courage 
ſhe is valiant, ventrous, ſtrong, and god to bꝛoke both heatt 
and colde, as to whome there commeth no weather amille at 
any time, whereas the molt part of other Hawkes, eyther are 
lightlic offented with the one oz the other, and muſte haue a 
hand kept vpon them accozdingly , oz otherwiſe , there is no 
great pleaſure to be taken in them, 


The HaggartFalcon. 


2 The ſeconte is the Haggart Falcon, whiche is otherwiſe 
tearmed the Peregrine Falcon. The Haggart is an excellent 
god byzd,but(as my Juthour affirmeth)very choyce,and tf- 
der to endure hard weather: but in mine owne conceyte ſhe is 
in nature karre otherwiſe. And my reaſon is this, that ſhee 
ſhould be better able to endure cole than the Falcon Gentle, 
bycauſe ſhe dothe come from fozayne partes a ſtraunger, and 
a paſſenger,and wth winne all hir pꝛay and meate at the har⸗ 
deſt by mayne wing, and wth ariue in thoſe parts where ſhe 
is taken when thc kowles do come in greate flockes, whiche is 
the very hardeſt parte of the yeare, Moꝛeouer being a whote 
Hawke by kind, ſhe houlre the better ſuſtayne the fozce of 
weather, and that ſher is a whot Hawke of nature, may bee 
gathered by hit flying ſo high a pitche, which J take to be,fox 
that in the higher parts, che findeth the colter ayꝛe, foz p midle 
Region is moze cold, than the reſt, bycauſe thither commeth 
no reflexion. Ind agayne, ſhee meweth with moze expedition 
(if ſhe once begin to caſt hir feathers) than the other Falcons 
o. But theſe poyntes of controuerſie J leaue to the learned, 
and ſuch as haue the experience ofthe matter. *

Foz they are diuers in 
nature, and of ſeuerall plumes, and beſides that, diſcloſed and 
ey2ied in diuers countries. Wherefoze,J meane to touche e- 
uery one of their natures, and to declare pou, whereunto eche 
is enclined,accozding as they are mãned, and gouerned, and 
flrſt of all J will treate of the Falcon Gentle. 

But befoze I ſpeake of the Falcon Gentle, J will ſome⸗ 
what touch the Etimologie of the name, and lay downe the 
opinions of two learned men, and auncient wziters as tous 
ching that matter. 

Firſte Suidas a Greeke Juthour dothe affirme that Falco 
which in our mother ſpeach doth impoꝛt a Falcon, is a gene⸗ 
rall name to all Hawkes of pzay and rauine, as ccipreer is 
in Latine,and «pay in Greeke. 

Feſtus, he is of opinion, that the Falcon is ſo named, by⸗ 
cauſe ot hir pownces and croked Talons, which do bend likt 
vnto a ſyth,oz ſickle, which in Latine is called Fa/x. 

But wherthence ſoeuer the name is deriued , this is moſtt 
aſſured,that of all other birds of pay, the Falcon is moſt ex- | 
cellent and the very pꝛince of all other Hawkes, both fo; hir 
godnelle of wing, and great hardinee and courage.

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T He Falcon Genfle,by nature doth lone fo flee the Hearon 
euery wax, and is a very god Hearoner as well from hit

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wings at the downe tome, as from the fiſte, and afozebead, 
and will fice all other kindes of greater fowles,as thoſe which 
are tearmed birres of Paradiſe, fowles moze large than the 
Htaron. Moꝛeouer ſhe is god to flee the ſhoueler a fowle like 
the Hearon, but ſomewhat leſſe, the wilde Gooſe, and ſuch os 
ther like fowles, and therefoze is extellentt at the Riner oz 
Bzoke. If you take the Falcon gentle an eyeſſe , you maye 
boldly flee the Crane. with hir, but if ſhe be not an eyelle, ſhe 
wil neuer be ſo hardie as to venture on the Crane. Ind ther⸗ 
koꝛe being an eyeſſe,and neuer ſeing, noꝛ knowing any other 
leſſe fowle than the Crane. It you call hit off to the Crane, 
ſhe fozthwith thinketh it to be a fowle fitte fox hit, and by 
meane thereof fleeth the Crane very well, and becommeth a 
very gad Crane fleer, foz Hawkes commonly pꝛoue eyther 
towards, aꝛ bardie after that they are firſt quarred.

1 a man we well, he choulde neuer fake the Falcons out of 
the cyzie, till time they be full ſummed, and hard penned, oz 
it he w happily committe that errour, he ſhould not man hir,

moſt likely things to ſhew, x to the eye , become in pzofe, the 
wozlte and of leaſt regard.

The chape of a god Falcon therefoze is, frſt to haue wyde 
nares, high and large tyeliddes, a greate blacke eyt, a rounde 
head ſomewhat full on the toppe, a ſhoꝛtt thicke beake blewe 
a$ azure, a rcaſonable highe necke, barbe feathers vnder the 
clappe of the beake,a god large bzeaſte,rounde,fleſhy, ſtrong, 
harde,and ſtiffe bended. And that is the true cauſe, why the 
Falcon doth greatlye affye in hit bꝛeaſte, and ſtriketh with it, 
and gageth it moſte at hir encounter. Ind by meane ſhe is 
very ſtrong armed, ſhee vſeth the moze freely alſo to ſtryke a 
fowle with hir pownces and talons. Mozeouer ſhe muſte be 
bꝛoade ſhouldered, ſhee muſte haut lender ſayles, full ſides, 
long and greate thighes, cht muſt be ſtrong and ſhozt armed, 
large koted, with the ſeare of the fte ſofte , and all one fo 
bewe with the ſeare of the beake and nares,blacke pownces, 
long wings and croſſing the trayne , whiche trayne ought to 
be ſhoꝛt, and apte to bende and bowe fo enery ſide. Foz in the 
trayne of a hauke doth conſiſt a greate helpe, when ſhe flyeth. 
And therefoze (as well as koz beautie) if atrapne feather oz 
touert feather be bzoken, oꝛ bzuſed, we do couet to ympe them 
aga ne, oꝛ ſet them to right, bicauſt it may be the leſſe hinde⸗ 
raunce to the hawke in hir klighte. 

Pou muſte note that thoſe verye Falcons, that are of one 
kinde and ſozt,haue very greate difference and oddes betwixt 
them, and are called by diuers names, accozding to the tyme 
that a man beginneth to deale with them, e doth vndertake 
them, accoꝛding to the places where they haunte , and accoz⸗ 
ding to the countries whencethey come. 

They are diuided info Mewed hawkes, Rammagehaws 
kes, Soze hawkes, and Epyeſſes, into large hawkes, meane 
hawkes,and ſlender hawkes, all whiche are of diuers and ſe⸗ 
utrall plumes aud mayles , acco2ding to the diuerſitie of the 
regions. Alſo they are ok diuers pꝛices, actoꝛding to the god⸗ 
neſſe and eſtimation of them. Agapne, ſome are blacke Fal⸗ 
cons, ſome rufſet Falcons, ſome other blancke Falcons: ſome 
of which are riuer Hawkes, to layethefowle at the kt. 
and other ſome fielde hawkes , to flye the lande, and there to 
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kill the Feſant, artridge, and ſuch like fowles. Thus you ſet 
howe diuers and many they be, actoꝛding to their outwarde 
actidentes, yet in nature, all Falcons. Therefoze, bicauſe J 
am to treate of every kinde ſeuerall, J will not longer holde 
you in this place, with deſcription of the Falcon Gentle, but 
hereafter when J wzite in another place of the diſeaſes,cures 
and the manning of theſe hawkes,J will as neare I may, let 
paſſe nothing, that ſhall belong in any reſpeit vnto the Falco, 
but that in one place oz other you ſhall finde if,

T He firſfe name and terme that they beſtowe on a Fal⸗ 
con , is an Eyeſle , and this namt dothe laſte as long as 

he is inthe eyrte. i kor that ſhe is taken fromthe extie 
Thoſe Falcons are tedious,and do vſe to cryt very mudy, 
in their feeding they are troubleſome, and paynfullto bee en» 
tred : but beyng once well entred and qnarred, they leaue a 
gerate parte ot᷑ that vice, and do pꝛoue very $00 to the Hea» 
n, and to the ryutr, and all other kinves of ko wle.

2 The leconde name is a ramage Falcon, and ſo ſhe is cal⸗ 
led when ſhe hath departed and left the tyꝛie, that name dt 
laſte, and ſhe is called a ramage hawke, May, June, Julie, 
and Fugaſt.Theſe Falcons are harde to be mined by reaſon 
of the heate,and foz that they can ill oke hunger, oz to ſtand 
emptie panneld: but who fo can vie them with pacience and 
tudgemente, ſhall finde them palling god; fox that they are 
without kaulte. | nne 

Thirdlte they art called ſoꝛe Hawkes , fromthe ende of 
Au guſl, to the laſte of September,Offober, and Nouember. 

Thole hawkes are of god viſpoſition, they will doe verye. 
well, and are intheirpzime and full pꝛyde fox beawtie and

s Fiftly,they are called (Entermewers) oz Hawkes of the 
fir(t cote, that is from the middle of Map, till June, July, 
Luguſt,Scptember;Ofober,Nouember,December, | 
Tho ſe Hawkes are called Entermewers, foz that they caſt 
the old, and haue new feathers, and they pzoue very god, and 
hardie Hawkes, but no great truſt is to be giuf them, foz that 
they are giddy headed, and fickle : wherefoze he that lokes to 
paue god, oꝛ credite by keeping of them, muſt be very circum- 
ſpeft,and regarde their natures very well, and muſt keepe a 
god harde bande on them, and maſfe make his fiſte theyz 
paarche „and nruer in a manner lette them bee from the 


Btiides, in fhoſe ſeuen kyndes of Falcons,whiche I ſpake 
of in the firlk deuiſlon, there are included ſundzie ſoztes tears 
med accoꝛding to the Countries and places where they are 
eyzied and whener they come, the ſpeciall names and pꝛo⸗ 
perties of all whiche, J holde it not ſo needefull to dil⸗ 
courſe vppon, ſpeaking kullit and ſufficiently of thoſe ſeauen 
kyndes of Falcons in they; tymes and places , as they 
ſhall offer them lelues in oꝛder vnto.me to be deciphered vnto 
the Rrader, to Whole gad iudgement and induſtrie J 1 
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fo referre and leaue ſundzy things whiche J leaue vn poken of, 
toz that there is no man tyat is deſirous ot ſkill, but, may with 
eaſe and wil with diligence, (J doubt not)flee ouer to thoſe ve- 
ry Juthours in Frenche and Italian, from whence. J bave 
made this bziefe collection , where be ſhall be allured to fynde 
things moze at large ſet out: but the effect ( vnleſſe J be decey⸗ 
ued) compzyled in theſe tewe pages of paper, aſwell concer- 
nyng the kyndes of Hawkes, as alſo their mannyng, luring, 
fiightes, mewing, diſcaſes and cures in euery condition, as (J 
truſt) to the pleaſure and p2ofite of the gentle and willing 
reader. Wherfoze J wil now pzoceede to the Haggart Falcon, 
a moſt excellent byꝛde, it hir nature and pꝛopertie be obſerued in 
dewe maner, 


Of the Haggart Falcon, and why ſhe is 
called the Peregrine, or Haggart. 


1 Haue many times ſtudied with my ſelke, foz what cauſe the 
2Haggart Falcons, the moſt excellent byꝛdes of all other Fal- 
tons, haue bene termed Haggart oꝛ Peregrin Hawkes. Ind at 
firſt was of opinion that men ſo called them, fo2 that they are 
bꝛougbt vnto vs, from karre and fozapne countries, and are in 
deede meere ſtrangers in Italie, and (as a man may call them) 
trauaylers. Ind this J know foz truth, they are not diſcloſed oz 
tyꝛed in Jtalic, and beſides that there are few in Italie, that do 
take them at any time, but the greateſt ſtoꝛe of them are bzought 
and conueyed thither from fozayne regions* but if they ſhoulde 
be termed Peregrine oꝛ Haggart Falcons, foz this onely cauſe, 
and onely in refpeif bercof and nothing elſe, then might we as 
well beſtow that name alſo vpon all other Falcons, that are not 
bꝛedde in Italie, as vpon the Tunician and other Hawkes that 
are paſſengers. Wherfoze J am of opinion, that foz thzee cauſes 
9 ˖· and in chiefe, they are called Haggart, oz Peregrine 

alcons. 

x Firſt,bicauſe a man can not finde, noꝛ euer pet did any man 


huſtian oz Heatyen, fynde their eyzie in Er Region, ſo as it 
may 
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map well be thought, that koꝛ that occaſion they haue atchicued 
and gotten that name and terme of Peregrine oz Haggart Fal- 
cons,as if a man, would call them Pilgrims oz Fozayners, 

The ſecond cauſe is, bycauſe theſe Falcons do rangle and 
wander moꝛe chan any other ſozte of Falcons are wonte to do, 
ſcexing out moze ſtraunge and vncouth cofifries, which in deede 
may giue them that title of Haggart and Peregrine Hawkes, 
fo: their ercellencie, bycauſe they do ſeeke Co many ſtraunge and 
fozapne coaſtes, and do rangle ſo far abꝛode. 

The thirde and laſt cauſe, J do thinke, may be their beau- 
tie and excellencie,bycauſe this woꝛde (Peregrin.) 02 Peregrine, 
doth many tymes impozte an honozable and choyce matter, had 
in great regard: but it ſkilleth not muche whiche of theſe thꝛee 
alleged is the true cauſe, wee will not ſtande vpon that nyce 
poynt, foꝛ that a god Falconer, onght much moze to regarde 
the ſearchyng out of the true nature and pzopertic of Hawkes, 
than to haue ſa great and ſpcciall reſpeif vnto their names and 
termeg. 

Wherefoze J conclude, that theſe Haggarf Falcons are not 
of Italie, but tranſpozted and bzonght thither from fozayne pla» 
ces,as namely from Jlexandzia,Cypzus and Candie. Ind pet 
this is foz certayne, that in Italie there are taken of theſe Hag- 
gart Falcons,as in the dom ini of the renowned Duke of Fer= 
tara, and in the countrie neare Rauenna, beyng bzought thither 
by fozce of weather and winde. And by that meanes there are 
none of thoſe Haggarts founde eyeſſes, but they art all eyther. 
ſoare Hawkes,oz mewed Haggarts. 

Df ſhape and p2opoztion they are like the other Falcons, and 
art of thzee ſoꝛtes, as touchyng their making, and moulde, that 
is to ſay, large, little, oz Falcons of a middle (iſe. Some of 
them are long ſhapte, ſome ozte truſſed Falcons, ſome larger, 
fome leſſe. | 

They are oꝛdinarily of foure maples, eyther blancke, rnſſef, 
bꝛowne, oꝛ turtle maylde, and ſome pure White maylde, with⸗ 
out any iote oꝛ ſpotte of any other colour, but thoſe a man ſhalt 
very ſeldome ler. Ind foꝛ that cauſe J meane not to ſay oy

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of that kinde of mapled Falcons, but will deale with fuche as + 
are moze oꝛdinarie in vie. 


Of the good ſhape ofa Haggarte Falcon. 
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A God and right Haggart Falcon ought to haue hir head of 
a darcke 02 blancke plume, flatte on the toppe, with a wyite 
wꝛeath oꝛ garlande enuironing hir head, a large blew bending 
_ beake, wide nares,a great,full, blacke eye, hie, ſtately necke, large 
bꝛelt, bꝛode chouldzed, a great feather, in colour like the keatber 
of a Turtle, log vanes and ſayles, but ſiẽder ſhapte, long traine, 
hie tyighes, and white on the inſide, J meane hir pendant fea- 
thers, chozte, and great armed, large wide fwte, with llender 
ſtretchers and talons, and the ſame to be exther pale white 
maylde, oꝛ pale blewyſh, tending tome what to azure. Theſe are 
generally, the moſt aſſured tokens ok an excellent Haggait Fal- 
con, | 
He to know aHaggarc 
by hir fleing. 


A God ſkilfull Falconer, will quickly diſcerne a god Hag- 
garte Falcon, from a fleight Falcon, though be be farre of, 
by the ſtirring of hir wings. Foz that a Haggart Falcon vſeth 
not a thicke ſtroke, but ſtirreth bir wing by leaſure and ſeldom, 
and getteth vp to hir mountee, without any great making out. 
And although perhaps ſhe be not ſo large as the lleight oz ſoze 
Falcon,yct to ſeeming and ſhewe ſhe is moze large, which hap⸗ 
peneth by meane of hir ſayles, which in very deede are of grra⸗ 
ter ſcope and compaſſe than the Ceight Falcons are. Contrarys 
wile, the fleight Falcon ſhe vſcth a moze ſhoꝛt and quicker ſtroke 
with hir wing, than the Haggart dothe, and doth not deale ſo 
lealurely. There are beſides this one difference, ſundzie oft cr, 
betwirt theſe two kindes of Falcons, which in this place, J will 
deliuer pou, foꝛ that you ſhal the better iudge the oddes betwixt 
them, being both very god Falcons, and the belt of all other, 
doth foꝛ ficld and riuer.

F. that diuers haue delight to know the difference betwirt 
the Falcon Gentle and the Haggart, J will here ſhewe you

cerfayne ſpeciall poynts concernyng the difference of them both. 
Firſt the Haggarte is a larger hawke than the Falcon gentle, 
and a longer armed Hawke, with a reaſonable large fote, and 
hyꝛ talons moꝛe long than the Falcon gentles are, a high necke 
and a long, a fkayze ſeaſoned head, and a moꝛe long brake than 
the other hath. |

They 
are very ventrous vpon all kindes of fowles, and will flie at a⸗ 
ny game that the Haggark doth. With this Tartarof, oz Bar- 
barie Falcon, and the Haggart alſo, you may flee all Maye and 
June, koꝛ they are Hawkes, that are very ſlacke in mewyng at 
the firſt, but when they once beginne, they mew and ſhedde their 
fcathers very kaſte. 


For what caule this Falcon is called a Bars 
bary or Tartaret Falcon. 


Te kinde of Falcons art called Barberie Falcons, foz that 
molt commonly they make their paſſage thzough Barbarie 
and Tunyſe, where they are taken moze often than in any other 
place: Is namely in the Jles of Leuant, Candie, Cypꝛes and 
Rhodes, where theſe Hawkes do moze frequent, and ble than in 
any other Region, and the Countrie men will ſwner take them, 
by endeuour if they may, than any Hawkes that are eyzeed in 
their countrie, And truly J do not thinke, that in any other 
place there are ſo many god Craneſlayers,as there are to be had 
in the Jle of Candie. The reaſon of it is, oꝛ that the Nobilitie 
and ſtates of the countrie,are much moze enclined to keepe thoſe 
kinde of Hawkes that will kill the Crane, than any other people 
are elſewhere,and they do enure and make their Falcons to that 
kinde of game, moze than to any other kowle.

Gerfalcon will loke to haue a gentle hand kepte on hir, and hir 
keeper to be curteous and full at patiente. The Gerfalcon is a 
gallant hawke to beholde, moze huge than any other kynde of 
Falcon,hir eyes and hir head are lyke the Haggart Falcon. She 
| hath agreat bending beate, large nares, a maple like vnto a 
Laner, verie long ſayles, and ſharpe poynted, a trayne muche 
like the Laner, a large tote, marble ſeared, blanke. ruſſet, and 
bꝛowne plumed as other Falcons be, moze beautifull to the eye 
than any other kynde of Falcon. 

Theſe kinde of hawkes are made to flee from the fille to the 
Heron, Crane, Sole, Suſtarde,-and ſuche other like koules.

The Rauen truely is a monſtrous ſtrong flight, by. meane 
the is of ſo great fozce and wight of wing, and withall doth viſe 
to mate ſo many turnes in the ayze, as vou ſhalt; ſee no other 
foule do the like. Pet neuertheteſſe; as they told me, they had 
ſeene a caſt of Gerfalcons brate hir in ſuch wiſe, as ſhe bath bene 
forced to take the ſtande, andto-pearche in a Pyne oꝛ Fyrre tree 
foz hir ſuccour and ſafetie.

Ind þycauſe /Timyceisthehead and chiefe Citie in all 
Barbarie,andthe Pꝛinte and ſtate there, commozant. and moſt 
abyding, holding the court there, and doe moſt chiefly vſe to flee 
with theſe kynde of Falcons. of all others, they are moſt chiefly 
termed Tunytians. 

The Tunycian may alſd be called aPunycian Falcon, fox 
that which we readeofthe warres Punicke, againſt the Car- 
tyaginenſes, beynganainteined againſt the.inhabitantes of that 
place, where nowe is ſituated Tunyce. 

Tie Tunrycian-isarge, appzoching-neare the nature of a 
Laner, and verie like in plume and mayle, and nat vnlike, ko 
the ſeore ok hir k te, but ſomewhat leſſe, and ok a longer flyght:

byꝛdes, ſhe may ſtoupe from hir winges, and ſeaze on them as 
on hir pꝛay. And this is ſo oꝛdinary ahawke,and the pzaifiſe that 
IJ ſpeake of fo generall,as there is not the ſimpleſt bowʒe oꝛ pea⸗ 
ſant but doth know it. J can make no fitter noꝛ moze apte com⸗ 
pariſon, than to reſemble the frye and ſmall fiſh of the ſea, being 
had in chaſe by the huger loꝛt of fiſh deſirous to deuour them: to 
the (mall foules and birds of the apze, purſued by the Hobbye. 

Foz as ſont as tt ſilly fiſhe that is chaſed by the Delphin and 
{ach like, do percetar their ſafetie to be nothing in the Element of 

water, whert, by God and nature they are alotted to liue,eftſone 
haue they their recourſe to the ayze to ſaue them ſelues, choſing 
rather to lye at the mertie of the rauening ſea foules ſoaring vp⸗ 
en the water, than to yeelde them ſelues in pzay to their naturall 
aduerſarics the fiſh. 'Euen ſo the Yobbies perceiuing the hunteſ- 
men oꝛ Falconers in the field to hunt the poze Leuerct, oz flee 3 b 
Partridge, do fozthwith accompanie them, ſozing vpon them, in 
hope to encounter ſomt one ſmal bird oz other, whom 5 hounds 
oꝛ (panels ſhal by foztune put vp, and ſpzing by ranging þ field. 
Then the Larkes and fuch like ſmall foules, whole nature is not 
to bꝛaunch oꝛ take the tree, but altogither to line vpon 5 grofid, 
finding themſclues purſued by the hounds and ſpanels,to begile 
thẽ, are enkoꝛſt to truſt to their wings, and fo take the ayꝛt, 4 be 
ing there, finding thfſelues moleſted by p Falconers & Hobbies, 
do make their choyce and election to become. a pꝛap rather to the 
dogs, oꝛ ſceke.mercy among the honſe legges, and ſo to be ſurs 
piled aline,than fo afkie in the curttſie of the cruell Hobbigs,and 
to be taken in their cruell talans, where ren Walen to 
dye the death. 01 | 

The Hobby is fo nimble andimight of wing, that the.dares 

encounter the Crowe, and to glue ſoulrto2 ſoule,and 1 7 ins 
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blowe with him inthe ayze. 

This is a naturall and ſpeciall tricke that che dot he vſe, ef- 
pying the Falconers1n the field ſhe doth followe them, and at⸗ 
tende on them, but it is but fox a certaine ſpace,as though in ve⸗ 
rie deede ſhe had hyꝛ lymites and boundes preſcribed bir, and 
appoynted howe farre ſhe ſhonlde-flee. Foz as ſone as ſhe lea⸗ 
ueth them, ſhe pzeſently ſcoureth along the ſyde of lome groug 
oꝛ highe wode, where ſhe dothe o2vinarily vſe to ptarch and 
take the ſtande. | | 

The Yobbye hath a blew brake, but the ſeare ok hir brake and 
legges is pellowe. The crynet oz little blacke teathers vnder 
hy eyes be verie blacke, ſo as moſtFrommonly they continue 
and p2oceede from the beake to the temples oꝛ tare burres, and 
in like manner, is there an other blacke ſtreake that deſcendeth 
to eyther ſide of hir gozge. As touching the top of the heave, it 
is betwirt blacke and yellowe, but hath two whyte ſtames vp⸗ 
on the necke, The plumes vnder the go2ge and about the 
bꝛowes, are reddiſhe, without (pot oꝛ dꝛoppe. The plumes vn- 
der the bellie ( 02 as I may beſt terme them) the beaſt feathers, 
are bzoune foz the moſt parte, and pet poudered with whyte 
ſpottes,as Ermpnes. All the backe, the trayne and the wyngs 
are blacke aloft, ſhe hath no great ſcales vpon hir legges, vnlelle 
it be a kewe that beginne behinde the thzee ſtretchers and poun# 
cies, which are verie large tn reſpect of hir ſhozt legges. Vir bꝛa⸗ 
ple feathers are engouted twixte red and blacke. The pen- 
dant feathers ( which are thoſe behinde the thigh ) are of a ruſtie 
and ſmokie verniſh complexion . When a man ſeeth hir ſoze 
aloft in the ayze,be wil iudge bir vnder the wings, that hir plu⸗ 
mage and downe, as well of hir winges asbetwirt hir leggeß, 
is ruſſet and reddiſhe mayled. 

There are two foules,wheref the one ts called / an le blanche) 
which J take to be the Harrohen oꝛ capped Kyte, and the other 
(3lanch quene) the ring taple, who dot always dee With hir 
koꝛ company, beating and ſouſing the Larkes, and if happily 
they ye the Hobbye encountering: tbe Tarkt, whome tfcp 
put and fozce to hir winges, it is a pleaſure to behold the game 
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that is bet wirt this caſt of bullardes and the hawke. Foz their 


deſire and intent is to bereaue the fillye Hobbye hir pꝛaye: but 
ſhee being nimble and wight ol wing, encountreth with them, 
entercepting the Larke from them, mauger their might and 
ſundꝛie times they buckle ſo together, as you ſhall ſee them come 
tũbling down both pfeare,one fall griping x ſeazed on the other. 

Dome would haue that this Hobby of whom J waite,ſhould 
be that byꝛde whome Arifletle caileth Aipotriorchu, and the 
Latines $*6«te-:bat Þ am not of that myndt, but that it ſhould 
rather be the Secret Whome Ar:torle doth meane. But let the 
learned reader iudge the controuerſie, Jam to lay downe their 
natures and pꝛoperties, and not to decyde any matter of con- 
trouerſie which in deede doth belong to the curious Falconer, 
and not to him that voth inibꝛace moze the ſpozte, than the di⸗ 
uerſitie and oddes of ſpeache, which in euerie arte a man ſhall be 
aſſured to fynde. Let if ſuffice if J gyue the Reader to vn⸗ 
derſtande the nature of enerie hawke nowe adapes in vſe, 
and withall ( accozding to my pꝛomiſe and meaning) doe let 
him knowe the meane to flye with them bothe the kpelde and 
bꝛoke, as alſo to doe hym to witte,howe to Mewe, Ympe,and 
cure them beyng diſeaſed, Theſe are the ſpeciall poynts, and ſuch 
as deſerue thankes from me, and commendation from him. J 
will pꝛoceede in the deſcription ofthe nature ok this hawke, ac⸗ 
coꝛding to the opinion of the Italian.

he Hobbies are moꝛe large than the Merlyns, and koꝛ beake, 
eyes, plume, and fote, they verie much reſemble the Falcon. 
They will lye vpon their wings reaſonably wel, kolowing mk, 
and ſpanets, fleing vpon them many turnes, to the end tyat whe 
any Partridge oz Quayle is ſpꝛong, they may the better ſtoupe 
— their wings, and ſo ſeaze on the foule, which ſundzy times 
ey doe. 
Theſe kinde of hawkes are vſed of ſuch as go with nettes, and 
ſpanels. The ower of which game is this, The 
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The dogges they range the field to ſpꝛyng the kowle, and the 
Hobbies they accuſtome to flee alofte ouer the,ſozing in the ayze, 
whom the ſellie byꝛdes eſpying at that aduantage, and fearyng 
this conſpiracie(as it were)betwirt the dogges and Hawkes, foꝛ 
their vndoing and cofuſion, dare in no wiſe comitte themſelues. 
to their wings, but do lie as cloſe and flat on the ground, as they 
poſſible may do, and fo are taken in the nettes. 

Some Gentlemen haue made repoꝛte, and foz truth aſſured 
me, that the (Emperoure Ferdinando) of famous memozy, did 
giue his Falconers in charge to keepe t reclayme ſundzie Hob- 
bies. Ind his Maieſtie diners times fox recreation, would take 
his hozſe,and into the fieldes, with a Yobbie on his fiſte, holding 
in his right had a long llẽ der pole, oꝛ reede ſeuen fete in length, 
on the toppe whereof there was conueped by fleight, a ſtrong 
line, with a lliding knotte: And, when happely his Maieſtit 
had eſpied a larcke on the ground, he would fozthwith hold vp, 
and aduaunce his Hobbie,fo the vewe ok the lellie byꝛde, whom 
as ſone as the larcke ſawe, ſhe would in nowiſe dare to ſpzyng, 
but lie as ſtill as a ſtone, flat vpon the earth, ſo fearefull they are 
of the Hobbie in chief of al other Hawkes: then would the Em⸗ 
perour at his god leaſure and greate pleaſure, with his long 
pole, and the lliding line, take the ſellie fowle, and dꝛawe hyꝛ vp 
vnto him, and truely toke no ſmall delight in this kinde of pa⸗ 
ſtime, and would cauſe his Falconers to do likewiſe, who by 
this deuiſe toke many by2des, and in this ſozte woulde they 
Hawke fro the beginning of September, to the end of Ockober. 

This pꝛactiſe did ſomewhat reſemble; and dꝛawe to the na⸗ 
ture of our deuiſe, in daring ok larckes, whiche wee vſe at theſe 
dayes, but (in my judgement) nothing lo ready and fitte as our 
paſtime and ginne Which we have, whiche is a very god ſpozte 
and full of delight, to ſee the fearefull nature of the ſillie Larcke, 
with the great awe and ſubieifion that the Hobbie hath hy2 in, 
by the lawe of kinde:foz aſſuredly there is no other Hawke, no 
not the hugeſt,whom the larcke doth ſo much feare as h Hobbie 
which may manifelkly appearebythis that J haue witten, as

T uhe ſecond is named a demy Autour, 02 Goſhawke, as it 
were a kind betwixt two other loꝛtes, and that is a ſpare lender 
hawke and of little regard, in reſpeck of any gad ſhe will do. 

The third is the Tpercle whiche is the male, oz cocke to the 
SGolhawke, who doth lay the Partridge, and is not of luckicient 
foꝛte to kill the Crane. He is termed a Tyerclet, koꝛ that there 
are moſt commonly diſcloſed thꝛee byꝛdes in one ſelfe eyzer, two 
Hawkes, and one Tiercell. 5 | 

The kourth kind of Jutour is þ Sparowhawke;whoſe na⸗ 
ture is fo kill all kinde of pꝛaye that the, Goſhawke dothe, ſaue 
onely the larger ſozte of kowles. 

 Thefifth kind is called (lech) whom the Egiptians terme 
(dach) which doth very much reſemble. the. Sparowhawke,, 
but is leſſe than the Sparowhawke, and hath a very blewe eye. 

There are ſundzie ſoztes of Goſhawkes, and thoſe bꝛought 
and conueyedout of ſundꝛie fozayne partes and regions, but a- 
mona thẽ all, that Goſhawke that is bꝛed + eyzeed in Armenia, 
and Perſia, is the pꝛincipall beſt hawke, and then next to hyz in 
codneſfe,thehawke of Greece; and laſtly that of Ifrike... 


- Thehawke of Armenia hath hy2 eyes greene bat p belt ot? 
kinde is ſhe that hath blacke eyes, & blacke plumes on hir backe. 


The hawke of Perſia is large, wel plumed, cleare and deepe. 
eyed, with pangyng and pendant eyleddes and bꝛowes. 
-- Thehawke of Greece hath a great head, well ſeaſoned, a 
ſtrong necke,and is reaſonable well plumtd. 

The Gofhawke of Afrike, hath blacke eyes in hy? ſoarage, 
dut being a mewedhawke, hy: eyes becomt reddiſh and fierie. 

At what times Hawkes begin to fall fo liking, which is at 
Cawking time,all byes ok pꝛay do allemble themſelues with 
the Goſhawke, and do flocke togither. As namely the Falcon, 
the Sacre,and furh other that liue on pzaye and rauint.

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Ind hereof it pzoceedeth that the Goſhawkes become fo di» 
uers in godneſſe,fozce,and hardineſſe, accoꝛding to the diuerll⸗ 
tie of their choyce, and cawkyng. 

The beſt Goſhawke ought to be weightie, and a heauie bird, 
as thoſe of great Armenia bet. 

Jn Ori they make thoyce of their Hawkes, by the Waſſynes 
and poyſe of them, r do eſteeme p moſt weightie Hawke foz the 
beſt:as fo2 the mayle & conditions they do little regard oz pꝛize. 

The blancke Goſhawke is thelargell,the fayzeſt, and moſte 
apt and eaſie to be reclaymed, and withall the ſtrongeſt of all 
Hawkes of that ſozte, foz ſhe can kill the Crane. And by reaſon 
ſhe is eyꝛeed in a very hie and loktie place, and ca beſt endure the 
colde, which is moſt rife in the middle region of the ayꝛe, there- 
fore is ſhe god to flee all fowles of that ſozte and condition. 

The Goſhawke that doth encline and tend to a blacke maile, 
and that hath ſuperfluous plumes on hyz head, reachyng downe 
hir fronte oꝛ fo2chead, like a peruque, oꝛ bozowed hayꝛe, that is a 

very fayze Hawke fo beauty, but nothing ſtrong.

they ble in Zombardie,7 ſcan, Marca, and Puglia, ſome other 
of x»ſis, Friuli, Almania, and otherſome of Lomberdre , all 
which J will bzieflp touch vnto'you, and not long dwell in 
the matter, hauing out of my french authozs already deciphe⸗ 
red the natures of the moſt part of them, 


Firſt of al there are Goſhawkes,called Armenia Hawkes, 


much differing from the Goſhawke, in ſozt as almoſt, they 
haue no reſemblance at all to the other kinds of Gothawkes. 
Thep are very fayze and huge,the maple of them is blancke, 
as ſundzic daggart Falcons be, they fler with great courage 
aͤnd like, all greater ſozt of fowles. N 5 

There are others eyzied in slaueni and Halmacia, and 
thence are they tearmed Slauon Goſhawkes, Which indeede 
are god koꝛ any thing a man will employ them vnto.

Out ofthe Italian concerning the 
Goſhaw kes and their kinds. 


T Here are ſundzie ſoztes of Goſhawkes , accozding to the 

diuerſitie of places and regions. There be Hawkes of 
Armenta,Slawonia, Sardinia, Calament , of the Alpes, whiche 
they vſe in Lembardie, Tuſcan, Marca, and Puglia, ſome other 
of Ku, Friuli, Almania, and other ſome of Lembardie, all 
which J will bꝛiefly touch vnto pou, and not long dwell in 
the matter, hauing out of my french authozs already deciphe- 
red the natures of the moſt part of them, 


Firſt of al there are Goſhawkes,called Armenia Hawkes, 


much differing from the Goſhawke, in ſozt as almoſt, they 
haue no reſemblance at all to the other kinds of Gochawkes. 
. They are very fayze and huge. the mayle of them is blancke, 
as ſundzic haggart Falcons be, they fler with great courag 
aͤnd like, all greater ſozt of kowles. 85 
There are others eyzied in lauen and Halmacia, and 
thence are they tearmed Slauon Goſhawkes, Which indeede 
are god foz any thing a man will employ them vnto, Uery 
fayze x hardy Hawkes, large foted, very well penned, theyz 


downe and plumage excellent fine, their tungs blacke, and 


their nares large and wide, 
Thoſe of Sardinta are nothing like the other Hawkes, 
they are bzowne,and rullet plumed, mall Hawkes,bard and 


not (mall fotedzand nothing ventrous, 
| E. Thole 
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Thoſe of calament are ſhoꝛt truffed Hawkes, and large, 
blancke ſeared on the fote , thoſe fler the greater fowles ex- 
ceeding well, | 

The Goſhawkes of the Alpes, and of £a/a6r:a, are in a 
manner moze large than they are long, very pꝛowde, and 
hardic Hawkes. 

The Golhawkes of tanbardie are not very large, bzowne 
mapld, and cowardly kytes to do any god. 

The Gofhawke of A and garmatia, is à large and 
huge Hawke, the moſt part of them are blancke Hawkes, and 
taken vp of great Pzinces and noble ſtates, they are apt and 
able to do any thing that may be loked foz from Hawkes of 
that kinde. My ſelfe haue ſeene great ſtoꝛe of them in the Ci⸗ 
tie of Mo/qu«,which is the chieke dukedome of all K. The 
Moſcouits ¶ Tartarians dot vſe to flee with thoſe Goſſawkes 
at the bzwke, 4 there do beate vp the fowle with p dzumme, 
without whiche you ſhall teldome ſee a Boyaron (as they 
tearme them) which is a Gentleman, ride at any time. And 
one ſpeciall thing which J noted among them was, that as 
well Areſcouites, As Tartares, do vit to beare their Hawkes on 
the tight fiſte, whiche is cleane contrary to our manner and 
guiſe beere in England, oz in any other Region that J haue 
heard oꝛ ſeene, ſaue only in thoſe Nozth partes, no reaſon 1 
can yeeld foz it, but that, each countrey foz the moſt part hath 
his faſhion. , 

Thoſe of Friuli, are god Hawkes, and large, but not (o 
fayze as the Slauon Hawkes. 

Note this, that a god Goſhawke ought to be littell, and 
bzoad ſhouldzed, large bꝛeſted, very round and fleſhly,hauing 
a long thigh. a ſhoꝛt legge oz arme, and the lame grtate, and 
a large fote, and not gowty but ſlender, Contrariwile the 
Tiercell ſhould be large, foꝛ it is a common ſaying. 

Alittle Hawke, and a large Tiercell, is euer belt.

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All Goſhawkes are by nature greedye , and catching, of 
whome ſome we ble to flee the riner , and freſh bzokes, and 

ſome the Dea, and otherſome agapne the field, and neuer oz 

very ſeldome the riuer oz bzoke, 

The firſte ſoꝛte foz the moſt parte doe pzay vppon Duckes, 
Geeſe, Hearons, Shouelers, and ſuch lyke fowle,as do vſuals 
lie haunt, and liue in the Sea and riuers. Ind thoſe diuers 
times doe ſeaze and take theyꝛ pꝛay vppon the ſuddayne at 
vnwares, by fleeing lowe neare the ground, and ſtealing vp⸗ 
pon the kowle. 

The other, after a while that they haue vſed to flee the 


fleld, do pzay on Pigeons, Pullets, Bennes, and Partridges. | 


And being once mewed hawkes,and paſt their ſoarage , they 
will take the ſtand vppon ſome tree, and finding eyther Par- 
tridge,Fezant, Pullet, Henne, oz ſuche other like kowle, they 
make their ſtowping ſo fiercely and in ſuch great haſt, and do 
flee them ſo karre befoze hed and at randon, mayntapning, 
and making god their flight, as in the end they kill them, and 
do p2ay vpon them. 

Ok the Goſhawkes, thoſe that bee ventrous, and hardie, 
will kill the Hare, and hauing kilde him, diuers times, they 
ſwallow in foz haſt greate bones, and doe put them ouer 
pre 9 , and endue them ſafely withoute anye hurte 
at a o 

Thoſe that are the riuer Goſhawkes, and doe haunte the 


water, and bzokes, are commonly the moſte hardy and ven⸗ 


trous Hawkes of all that kynde, and do at the riner of they; 
owne inclination and nature fall to kill the greate fowles 
of the Kiuer , of Whyche J haue befoze made recitall an 
mention, | 
Trutly the Goſhawke is very much to be regarded fox 
hir hardie mettall and courage, foz that therein ſhe is not 
inferiour to anye kynde of Hawke, but rather moze fearce 
and eger. Ind agapnt to bee kept with greater care, fox 
that ſhee is moze choyce and daynty , and doeth loke 
I E.ij. to haue

to haue a mozenice hand kept on hir, than any other kind of 
Falcon oꝛ Hawke, vnleſſe it be þ Sparowhawke,which is al 
one in a maner in nature with the Goſhawke, and of whom 
A purpoſe now to wzite.

that in my deuillon J made recitall of hir name, accoꝛding to 
the French Authoz,from whence, J collecked ſundzie of thoſe 
poynts and documents,appertayning to Falconrie:J thinke 
it not beſide my purpoſe, bziefly to deſcribe heere bnto you, 
though A mult needes confeſſe,that,where the Hawke is of ſo 
flender value, the definition, oz rather deſcription ofhir na- 
ture and name muſt be thought of no great regard. 
The ſhape of hir is this. 

She is beaked and headded like the Falcon, hir plume is of 
two colours, hir bꝛeſt white, hir eye, beake, and fwte blacke, a 
long blacke trayne, hit flagges and long fethers partly black, 
and white, and the coloure of thoſe fethers ſhe chaungeth not, 

though ſhe mewe neuer fo okte.

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Hir feeding is vpon Ratfes,Squirrells,and Liſards, and 

ſometimes vpon certaine birdes ſhe doth-'vſe to pꝛape, whome 
ſhe doth intrappe and deteyue by flyght, fox this is hir deniſe. 

She will ſtand at pearche vpon (ome tree 02 poſte, and there 
make an exceeding lamentable crye, and exclamation , fuche 
as birdes are wonte to do, beeing wzonged, 0z in hazarde of 
miſchieke, and all to make other fowles beleeue g thinke that 
ſee is veryt mudy diſtreſſed , and ſtandes needefull of ayde, 
whercvpon the credulons ſellie birdes do flocke togither pꝛe⸗ 
ſently at hir call and voyce,at what time if any happen to ap⸗ 
pꝛoche neare hir, ſhe out of hande ſeazeth on them, and deuon⸗ 
reth them, vngratekull ſubtill fowle)in requitall of their ſim» 
plicitie and paynes, 

Theſe hawkes are in no accompt with vs, but pooze ſimple 
fellowes and peaſantes ſometimes do make them to the ſiſte, 
and beeyng reclaymed after their vnſkilkull manner, do beare 
them hoded, as Falconers doe their other kindes of hawkes 
whome they make fo greater purpoſes. 

Heere A ende of this fowle,bicauſe J neither accompte hir 
woꝛthe the name of a hawke, in whome there reſteth no va⸗ 
lour oz hardinefle, ne yet deſeruing to haue any moze weitten 
ok hir pꝛopertie and nature, moze than that ſhee was in mine 
Juthour ſpecified, as a member of my deuiſlon, and there re⸗ 
puted in the number of long winged hawkes.Foz truely it is 
not the pzopertie of any other hawke , by ſud deuiſe and co- 
wardly wile to come by their pzaye,but they loue to Winne it 
by mayne fozce of wings at randon , as the rounde wynged 
hawkes do, oz by free ſtowping as the hawkes of the Tower 
do moſte commonly vle, as thr Falcon, Gerfalcon, Sacre, 
Merlyn, and luche like, whiche do lye vpon their wing, roding 
in the aire,and ruffe the fowle, oꝛ kill it at the encounter. 

I cannot ſapt, that at any time I haue ſetnt this kinde of 
hawke, neyther in any boke read of hir nature and diſpoſiti- 
on, as I haue here made mention of it, ſane onely in my au⸗ 
thur,who wiiting of Falconrie, was ſo bolde as to rancke hir 

E. v. among 
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among other hawkes,of greater accompt and valewe, and in 
Geſer , where hee trtateth of all kinde of birdes- and fowles, 
Where, remember wel, J haue read of the name and nature 
of the Matagalle, and there haut ſcene hirpzopyttion « ſhape 
ſctte downe in coloures , ſudx as J haue befoze declared you 
in this chapter. and, in my iudgemente, no oddes 
oꝛ difference to bee founde , betwixt Ge 
deſcription, and mine authozs, 
in that behalke.

Certay ne ſpeciall poyntes, neceſſarie for a 
* Falconer, or Oſtreger, collected out of 
the Italian Author. 
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flee withall earely , and with whiche late, bycauſe all hawkes 
are not diſpoſed oz mettelde alike. Mherefoze, the firlle and 
ſpeciall obſeruation is, to note the naturall inclination and 
diſpoſition of his hawkes in that behalke. 

Then nexte is it neceſſarie foz him to bee fonde ouer his 
hawke,patift,+ withall carefull to keepe hir cleane out of liſe, 
mytes, and all ſuche other diſeaſes, as I ſhall hereafter treate 
of in the latter parte of this collefion, with ſude remedies, as 
J ſhall laye downe foz euery griefe. Ind of the two, hee 
muſt rather keepe his hawke hye,and full of fleſhe, than pe 
and lowe. Beſides that, this is one generall rule, whiche by 
experience you (hall finde to bee moſt true, that al kindes of 
bawkes are moꝛe ſubiett to infirmities,being poe and lowe, 
than when they are luſtie and full in fleſhe. 

Every night, affcr he hath fleen with his hawke the daye, 
either at the fielde, oꝛ bꝛoke, he muſte giue his hawke caſting, 
ſomewhyles plumage, ſome other while pellets of Cotton, oz 
ſudy like, and agayne, ſometimes ſome one medicine oz other, 
accozding as by hir caſting, oꝛ mewte, he ſhall percepue hir to 
ſtande needefull thereof , which poynte J will moze at large 
deſcribe,in another placepzoper and peculiar to that matter. 

Euery night, hee muſte not foꝛgette to make the place very 
cleane vnder the pearche, ſo as he may bothe finde the caſting 


ok his hawke, and be certainly aſſured whither ſhe hath alrea⸗ 


dy calle oz not, whereby he may the better iudge and diſcerne 
hir ſtate. Foz by the caſting is founde, whither the hawke do 
neede eyther vpwarde, oz down ward (cowzings, 02 ſtones, oz 


any ſude like remedie. 


He muſte remember enery euening fo tye out his hawke a 
weathering, laue onely in ſuche dayes, as ſhe hath bathed be⸗ 


koꝛe, koꝛ bycauſe then the taking ouermuche moyſture, wpll 


bꝛeede hir a thouſante enills and inconueniences. Foz ſuche 
tuenings as ſhe hath bathed the daye , ſhee ought of right to 
be placed in ſome Warme chamber on a peardx,with a candle 
burning by hir, where ſhe muſt fit bnhord,if lo che be gentle, 

and 
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and not rammage, to the ende ſhe may trickt hit ſelfe,and re⸗ 

lopce by enopling hir after the water, bcfoze (he flee againe. 

Euer mozning tartly he muſte not fozgette to ſet hir out 
fo wether hir, where if ſhee haue not alrcadie caſte, het may 
caſte, and there kerpe hir hoted, till ſuche tyme as ſhee go to 
the fielde. . 

In feeding his hawke, he muſte beware of giuing hir two 
ſoztes of meate at one time, to goꝛge hit withall, neither mu 
hee gyue hir ſuche fleſhe , as hath any tuill ſauour , and is not 
ſweete , but muſte reſpeite to allowe hir holſome mrates, fox 
bꝛeeding ill diſeaſes. Foꝛ Hawkes are dayntie birdes, in their 
tine, and the moꝛe fo be conſfirercd of, when they are in hande, 
bnder a Falconers keeping and vſage , bycauſe they were 
wonte to pzaye foꝛ themſelues at libertit, and therein followe 
ſudx lawe and oꝛder, as nature had pzeſcribed them, but being 
reſtrayned , the courſe of kinde is quite altered in them, and 
therfoze the greater arte and regard to be vſed foz them. Arte 
mult (upplie the reſtraintes of kinte,by cunning. 

He muſte beware, if happily he haue occaſion of neceſſarie 
buſines, at his departure from home, not to leaue his hawke 
tyed on a pearche ol any greate heygth from the grounde, foz 
feare of bating x h@ging by the heeles,foz theneither will che 
taſte hir goꝛge, oꝛ otherwiſe ſpoyle hir ſelfe : but ſhe muſte be 
placed on a lowe blockt, oz ſtone, and if there be mo hawkes 
than one, they muſte be ſundzed ſo karre one from the other, as 
they maye not appꝛoche oz ready one the other, neyther with 
beake, talons, oꝛ otherwiſe,bicauſe their nature is to byte, and 
buckle togither, ik they come within ready. 

+ When he addzeſſeth him to make his flighte with his Fal⸗ 
con, it is bchouefull foꝛ him to haue all hir fellow Falconers, 
oꝛ ſuch as haue hawkes in the field, to ſet wwne their hawkes 
on the grounde, fo be in the moꝛe readineſſe-to aſſiſte him in 
his purpoſe,and to tye them ſure,foz feare of ill accidents that 
may befall them. a 


And againe, at the ryuer, he muſt ſckilkull to lande his _ 
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ſo placing the reſiduc of his company , and their hawkes , as 
they may flee eke without any encounter, which is not onely 
the lolle of the fowle, and hinderance to their ſpoꝛte, but alſo 
the ruine and po yle of their hawkes on both partes.

He muſte alwayes be aſſured to haue mummy in powder 
in his bagge in a rcadinclle, whatſoeuer ſhould happen, with 
luce other medicines as J ſhall hereafter treate of,foz that it 
may ſo fall out, as his hawke may reteput a bzoſe at the en- 
counter of a fowle. Mozeouerhe muſte not be vnfurniſhed of 
Tlots wacht, Cloues, Nutmugges,Saffron,caſting,cryance, 
and ſuche like neceſarie implementes. Ind hc muſt remember 
that his Jloes be ſhining and cleare, foz then is it of the beſtg 
ſo:te of Aloes. | 

Laſtely he muſte be able to make his lurts, hodres, of all 

ſoztes,Jefſes, bucts,# other nedefull furniture fox his hawke, 
and muſt not be without ſtoꝛe therof to allow his betters and 
ſtates in the fielre, if happily they want any ſuche deniſes, He 
cannot well be without his coping pꝛons, fo copt his hawkes 
beake if it be ouergrowen , whiche will be a hinderance to hir 
fecding,and to cope hir pownces and talons, ik neede be. He 
muſte haue his cauterizing buttons, and other pꝛon oz ſiluer 
toles , to cauterize oꝛ burne his hawkes if cauſe require ſudy 
cure. Foz hauing all theſe neceſſaries, and doing as J haue & 
will tell you, all his game ſhall ſucceete and ſoꝛte wel, 4 he be 
aſſured foꝛ p moſt part of god paſtime in p fielte, when other 
ignoꝛãt gromes ſhal both lacke (pozt, 4 loſe their hawkes,the 
greateſt coꝛlit þ may happen to a gentleman p louts þ game. 

Let theſe fewe aduertiſementes and inſkrufions ſuffice in 
this place,if other wynts neccſſarie not recited here, be remf= 
bꝛed at the kull in any other parte of this boke , J crane but 
thankes foꝛ my paints, x curteſie at the Falconers handes, fox 


whoſe learning and pleaſure J partly and chieſty wrote this 
collection. The

and other hawkes fleeing, after the 
opinion of lan de Franchiers. 


rſt, let your hawke be taken on the flſte, and hodded, then 
let hir be watched thzee dayes and nightes, befoze you vn⸗ 
hore hir, and feede hir al wayes hodcd in an eaſle rukter hore. 
At the ende of three dayes you may vnhode hir, and keede hir 
bnhoded, and when ſhe is kedde, hore hir againe, ſo that ſhe be 
not vnhord(but wh? you feere hir)vntil ſhe know hir meate: 
then when ſhe beginneth tobe acquainted with you, bode hir 
and vnhod hir oftentimes,to the end ſhe may the better abide 
the hode. But vſehir gently , and be pacient with hir at the 
_ fff, and to the ende pour hawke may be the better manned,x 
the ſooner reclaimed,you ſhall do wel to beare hir cõmonly in 
places where moſt people do frequt᷑t, and where molt exerciſes 
arc vſed. Ind when ſhe is well manned,make hir come a lit- 
fle to the fiſte fo hir meate. Ind when you haut ſhewed hir 
the perche oz ſtocke, and tyed hir vpon it, put with hir vpon the 
ſayre peardy oꝛ ſtocke ſome Pullet, oz other quicke fowle as 
often as you map, and let hir feede thereon at pleaſure vntill 
the be reaſonably goꝛged, and do in like maner vp6 the lewer 
vntill ſhe knowe it perfeifly. Akterwardes you may gine hir 
moze libertie,and lewer hir with a cryance,lewzing hir twice 
a daye further and further of, Ind when ſHee is tzoughly 14 
lewzed, you ſhall feache hir to flee vpon you, vntill ſhe know 1 
bothe howe to get to hir gate, and to flee rownve bpon you. 1 
Then ſhall you caſte hir oute ſome quickt kowle, and when 
thee hath ſtowped and ſcazed vpon it, you ſhall ſuffer hir to 
plume it and to fote it at hir pleaſure, giuing hir a reaſona⸗ 
ble gozge theron, as is befoze ſayre,and continewing alwaies 
to rewarte hir vpon the ſayde lewer, in ſud ſozt,that ſhe neuer 


finde the lewer without ſome rewarde tyed vpon it, and by 
that 
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that meanes ſhre will alwayes loue the lewer and hir keeper 
well, and will not lightly rangle oz be loſte. Thus you map 
continue hir foztie dayes, oz thereaboutes , and then pou may 
flee with hir lake ynough. But befoze you Co do, lette hir bee 
ſkowꝛed and bathed , and fedde with cleane meate , and well 


waſhed, gyuing hir caſting euery nygbt, tuen as men vlt to 
gine fleing hawkes,

y Ou muſt vnderſtande that the ryuer hawke ought to be let 
into the winde, and about hir pzaye to gette the vauntage 
of hir gate, and to be at hir pitche: then ſhall you make in to⸗ 
wardes the pꝛape. Ind when they art gotte vp to their full 
pitde,r nne vpon the fowle,and lande them,laying them out

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To flye at the Hearon according to Martine. 
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Tis is another manner of fleing whiche is called the 


flight at the Hearon, this is the nobleſt flight of all o⸗ 

thers. Foz the Hawke oughte to bee well lewzed and 
well trapned to get v to an high gate, and therewithall ſhee 
mult well know a quicke fowle, and ſuch a Falcon as is apte 
to flee, the Hearon ſhoulde not bee flowen with, to any other 
kind of fowle but onely to the Hearon moſt commonly. Fox 
almuch as amongſt all other flights, there is no ſuche moun⸗ 
tey made, noꝛ ſuche fozce vſed as in the flight at the Hearon, 
and therefoze reaſon would that ſuch Falcons ſhould not bee 
flowen withall oz inured to any meaner oꝛ leſle pꝛay than the 
Hearon.Foz if a Hawke be a god Hearoner, it is ſufficiente, 
and if after your Hawke haut flowen the Hearon,you ſhould 
let hir flee any other lleighter fowle oz pꝛay, She will lightly 
(by your owne default) become a ſlugge and take dildayne, 
in luce ſozt that(where befoze ſhe was a god Hearoner)ſhee 
will be ſo no moze, and will turne to hir owne eaſe , ſo that 
ſhe will neuer care to flee the Hearon. Foz aſmudy as ſhee 
will glue hir ſelfe to pzay vppon fowle that is moze eaſy to 
reach, and will fozget oz fozflow hir valiant bardineſſe, the 
whiche is much to be lamfted if a man haut once a god Hea⸗ 
toner, and do ſo ſpill hir. Nenertheleſſe you map flee with the 
Sacre all maner of fowle moze eaſely than with any ofher 
kind of Hawke, bycauſe ſhe is alike common to all fowle, e⸗ 
uen ſo is ſhe hard to be made, and of a hard and dull capact- 
tie, but deſpaire not therefoze, koꝛ in the end they pzoue god if 
the Falconer take ſudy paynes with them as he ought to doe,

eDmekinde of Hawkes there bee whiche are made foz the 
field, Foz aſmuche as there be ſome men which delight moze 


to haut Hawkes foz the field than foz the riuer, the Hawkes 
We which 
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which are god to flee the field, are firſt entred by the Spanis 
els, and aſwell accuſtomed to knowe them by the heart and 
pꝛopoꝛtion, as they know thcir pzay by the feather and flight, 
and ſecondarily they are alſo entred by cuſſomary knows 
ledge of their pzay,and therefoze it is not lightly poſſible that 
this kind of paſtime ſhoulde bee perfeitly handled, vnleſſe the 
dogges and Hawkes be lo well aquainted and knowen one 
to the other, that each of them do loue others, koꝛ although nay 
turally the Hawke be hardly entred to become familiar with 
the dogges,and will not lightly noz at the firſt loue them, yet 
maruayle you not thereat,foz in the end all field Hawkes will 
loue them, and become familiar with them, but to bzing that 
to paſſe, you muſt continually beare your Hawke amongſt 
Spanpels, and aquaint hir with them, that ſhe may the bet⸗ 
ter abide them, and that beeing done, the oftner that youre 
Hawke flee the fleld, the truer you (hall finde mine opinion: & 
ſurely pou may taſely haue god Hawkes to the fleld, if you 
keepe them in god oꝛder and diet as reaſon requireth, giuing 
them vpon their firſt, ſecond, and third pzay, a reaſonable god 
goꝛge, and afterwards you may withdzaw and abate youre 
reward by little and little, to make your Hawke the eaſlyer 
koꝛget it, foz by that meanes you (hail make youre Hawke 
knowe hir liue fowle the better, if you rewarde hir with the 
head and bzapnes ok the fowle taken, and ſo ok enery one 
Which ſhe ſhall lay, vntil you would giue hir a gozge,at time 
and houre conuentent, and by that meancs, you maye haut a 
god field Hawke vnlelle the fault be your owne.

bnleſſe they haue the help of ſome Spanyell oz ſuche dogge, 
well inured and taught foz that purpoſe with your Hawke, 
Foz aſmuch as great flights require pleaſant apde and alli⸗ 
ſtance,yea and that with great diligence.

1 yon woulde haue your Hawke hardy , keepe hir okten⸗ 
times all day long vpon pour fiſte,and keede hir with Pul- 
lets fleſh earely in the mozning aſmuch as (hall be ſufficient 
fo2 a btaching, that done ſet hir abzoade in the Sunne, with 
water befoze hir, to the end ſhe may bathe when ſhe will, and 
bow3e, as naturally they are enclined to do, and it doth them 
ſingular great pleaſure,foz bowzing may oftentimes pzeſcrue 
them from ſickneſſe, and yet ſometimes a Hawke bowzeth 
after ſome diſeaſe whereof ſhe hath long languiſhed, and di- 
eth, oꝛ elſe ſhe is thereby recured: koꝛ after ſuch a diſeaſe,bow- 
zing doth eyther cure hir oz quite diſpatch hir. Nowe when 
you haue done as is befoze ſayde (whether ſhe bathe oz not)

T fre are ſome ſoꝛtes of Falcons whydp haue thys diuer⸗ 

litie of nature, that ſome of th? well ye, well: beyng high 
and full of fleſhe, and.ſome other fle beſt when they are kept 
lowe . Wherefoze a Falconer.Mould haue eſpeciall con- 
ſideration therevnto, foꝛ Falcons are fitte foz all flightes , as 
is befoze ſayde , but the blanke Falcons are ok one nature, 
and the blewe Falcons of another, and the Falcon of the red⸗ 
diſh plume hathe alſo hir pzoperties diuers from the reſt. 


Neuerthcs 
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Neuertheleſſe to ſprake as J haue kounde , ok all other 
Hawkes the blancke Falcon is beſte. And bothe by reg# 
ſon and experience J fynde that ſhee would be kepte high- 
er and in better plight than other Hawkes, fo2 you ſhall 
ſee the blancke Falcon keeping a lyke hand vppon hir and 
other Falcons pzoue higher and in better plight when 
thee is fleeyng than any other Hawke. And the reaſon is, 
bycauſe ſhee is very gentle, and with moze caſe manned 
than any other kynde of Falcon, and loueth hir keeper 
better, ſo that thereby hee krepeth hirſelke higher 
and in better plighte than ſudx Hawkes, as

Then put your needle alſo thzough that other eyelydde, dꝛaw⸗ i 
ing the endes of the thzedre togither , tye them ouer the beake, | 
not with a ſtreight knotte, but cut off the thzedes endes neare | 
to the knotte, and twiſte them togither in luche ſoꝛte, that the 

tytliddes may be rayſed ſo vpwardes , that the hawke maye 

not ſee at all, and when the thzeade ſhall wareloſe oz vnty- 

ed, then the hawke may let lome what backwardes, whiche is 
the cauſe that the thzedde is put nearer to the beake. Fo: a 
Sparowhawke ſhould ſee ſomwhat backewards,and a Fal- 
con fozwards. The reaſon is, that if the Sparowhawke ſhold 
ſee fozewarres, ſhe would beate of hir feathers,oz bzeake them 
when ſhe bateth vpon the fiſte, « ſeeing the company of men, 

oz ſuche like,ſhe would bate to mudy. 

But to trimme your Sparowhawke in hir rightes , ſhee 
muſt haue Jeſſes of lether, the whiche muſte haue knottes at 
the ende, and they ſhoulde be halfe a fotelong, oz thereabout, 
at the leaſte a ſhaftmete betwene the hoſe of the Jeſſe, and the 
knotte at the ende, whereby you fyethe hawke, 

She ſhould alſo haue two god belles, whereby ſhe may be 
the better hearde. Foz commonly when a Sparowhawke ta- 
keth any pꝛayt, ſhe will carry it into ſome thicke bucht to feere 
thereon, in luche ſozte, that ſhe cannot lightly be eyther hearde 
oꝛ ſeene,and whiles ſhe plumeth it, theptumage dorth often- 
times couer bothe hir eyes, oꝛ one of them, then to take awaye 
the ſaide plumage, che ſtraineth with one ok hir keete, and ther⸗ 
by hit belles dilcouet hir. Therekoꝛe if ſhee had but one bell, 
ſhe might happen to ſcratte with that tote whiche lacketh the 
bell, and ſo ſhoulte not be hearde.

Further⸗ 
moꝛe they (hall be able to flee better and moze ſtrongly, that 
are god weather hawkes, koꝛ they ſhall be leſſe bzuſed, than a 
hawke whidx is not hoded , whiche will weary hir ſelfe with 
bating,t withall a man may the better flee with tht at aduan⸗ 
tage, bicaule they bate not, but onely when you woulde haue 
them to flee, whercby they haue the greater courage; and allo 
a man map beare them in all places, without bating oz bea⸗ 
ting themſelues out of bzeath.

F. as mudyx as Sparowhawkes are of ſundzye ſoztes of 
plumes, andſundzp ſhapes and pꝛopoztions, there are alſo 
ſundzy manners of manning them and making them, there 
is muche leſle papnes to bee taken with ſome one, than with 
ſomt other. Foz the moze eager and ſharp ſette that a Spa⸗ 
rowhawke is, the ſoner ſhall you winne hir, and man hir. 
Firſte, to winne hir to keede, rubbe hir kette with warme 
fleſhe, chirping and whiſtling to hir, and ſometimes pꝛelent 
the fleſhe vnto hir beakt, and if ſhe will not yet ferde, rubbe hir 
feete with a quicke birde, and the birde will crye, and ik the 
Sparowhawke doe ſeaze it with hir feete , it is a token that 
ſhe will fecde. Then ttare off the Kinne and feathers of the 
birdes bꝛeaſte, and offer it to the hawkes brake, and ſhee wyll 
taſte thertok. Foz a Sparowhawhe which feedeth immedi⸗ 
ately after ſhe be taken,doth ſhewe that ſhe is eager, and hatz 
god appetite. Ind you may giue hir as mud moze at tue⸗ 
ning, yea and ſometimes in the daye time, ſo that ſhe be not 
goꝛged firſte,but that ſhe haue put ouer hir meate. When ſhe 
is thus well entred , and will feede when you chirpe oz Whi⸗ 
file to hir, then may you hodchir with an hoe that is large

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and deepe ynough, lo that it neither hurte noz touche hir cies, 
When ſhe will indure to be hoded and vnhored, without ba⸗ 
ting, and that ſhe will feede hoded , then muſt you abate hir

Jf 
ſhee maye abyde companie , yet watche hir all that nighte 
that you vaſeele hir, to the ende ſhee may alſo bet attuſto⸗ 
med to heare people ſpeake., and bee atquaynted with them, 
and when you hode hir agayne, giuc hir two oꝛ theee bittes 
of meate. In the moꝛning betimes , put a birde in hit fte, 
whome if ſhee ſeaze hardily, and plume therron eagerly. 
then map you-boldely, take off hir hode, but if thee bate 
then, hope; hir agayne, and watchr hir vntil thee bet tho⸗ 
rowly wonne and manned: but ik ſhe fette well befoze come!

But at night ſhe ſhoulde be alwayes vnhoded, 
that ſhee may let people, 4 become acquainted with them, gi⸗ 
ning hir to feede of a Hen oz Pullet. To heale 5 places wher 
ſhe was ſeeled,to the ende ſhe may ſee the better, when p goeſt 
to bedre , holde hir in a darke coꝛner, and ſpirte a little water 
vpon hir heade, that ſhe map krott hir eyts agaynſt the pyni⸗ 
ons ok hir wings. Then in the mozning when ſhe perceyueth 
the daye light, and hath warme meate readie vpon pour fiſte, 
and is cleane loſed that ſhee maye ſee bothe befoze and be⸗ 
hinde hir, and ſeemeth to be familiar and bolde amongſt pro⸗ 
ple, then may you make hir as befoze ſayde. But remember 
that you giue hir no plumage that dape, in whiche yon haut

vnto willingly; then call hir agayne mozning and turning, 
turther and further of, but euer befoze company, to acquaynt 
hir the better with them, kaſtning a long line oꝛ cryance vnto 
hit limmes: ik it be faire weather, and that the Sunne * 
yon ſhoiilre then pꝛolker hir the water, to the ende hte mg 
bathe hir. Pꝛoulded alwayes in lo doing that che be con ; 
well manned , and that ſhe be not pot, nos gotged.” For ba- 
thing is a thing whiche maketh a hawke familiar and luſfte; 
But remember p alwayes after ſhe haue bathed,you gine hit 
ſome lyut birde to keedt on, and alwayts when you call hir 
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oꝛ fcede hir, you muſte chirpe with your mouth, 02 while, to 
the ende ſhe may becomme acquainted with your whiſtle, and 
come therevnto. You muſt feede hir amongſt hozſes e wgges, 
to make hir alſo the better acquainted with them. Ik ſhe haue 
flowen, and you woulde ſette hir in the Sunne to weather, 

ſcfte hir vpon the ground on ſome codgell oz truncheon, ma⸗ 
king bir faſte, and ſhe will alwayes loue the better to fitte v⸗ 
pon the grounde. Akter ſhe hath bathed, ik you perceyue your 
Sparowhawkeluſtie , you maye flee with hir the nerte daye 
towardes the eucning , but firſte you muſte haue reclaymed 
hir to come out of a tree, and called hir to you ſitting on hozſe 
backe, being al wales pꝛouided of ſome Pigeon, oz other quick 
thing, to take hir downe the moze eaſily. Foz befoze a man 
flee with a Sparowhawke, ſhe ſhoulde be thzoughly well re⸗ 
claimed, by watching, carying, feeding, and pluming befoze 
people, that ſhee loue hir keepers fiſte, aud his countenaunce, 

that ſhe can abyde both hozſes and dogges, that fhe be cleane 
within, as well ſkowzed with waſht meate,as alſo with plu- 

mage, and thafſhee bee ſharpe ſette , and well com- 
ming, as well from the peardy, as from of the 
grounde, oꝛ out of a tree.

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The meane to make a Sparowhawke 
fleeing. 
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PIrfte, hee that woulde flee with a Sparowhawke lately 


reclaymed , muſle flee in an euening ſomewhat befoze 
Sunncſette : Fo at that tyme ſhee will bee moſte eager and 
ſharpeſt ſetfe. Secondarily, the heate of the Sunne (if one 
ſhoulde flee in the mozning ) doeth muche trouble the hawke, 
| and 
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and ray ſeth and ſtirreth hir courage, making hir pꝛowde and 
ramage. So that ſhe leeſeth the eagerneſle of hir appetite, and 
remembzeth it not, thinking on nothing elle but to ſoare and 
gadde abzoare, whereby ſhe may be caſily loſte. Furthermoꝛe, 
towardes the euening ſhe canot ſoare ſo far away from you, 
(although ſhe (ould ſoare)as ſhe would do in the heate ofthe 
daye,bycauſe the night will enkoꝛce hir to go fo the perche and 
ſtande. Jlſo to enter your Sparowhawke , it ſhall be beſte to 
ſecke out ſome champaygne countrie, karre from the woods, 
and let hir be vnhored when the Spaniels be vncoupled, then 
if the Partridge ſpzing,and ſhe bate, caſt hir off, if they ſpzing 
ncare you. And if ſhe kill,reward hir(vpon the grounte)ofthe 
heare, bzaynes,necke,and bꝛeaſtt of the Partridge. When ſhe 
hath ledde, take it from hir, and vnſea ze hir, and gette vpon 
your hozſe a god waye from hir. Then whillle and call hir, 
and if (hee come vnto you. , rewarde hir better. Aboue all 
things, you muſte take god heede that ſhefayle not hir firſte 
llyghte at greate birdes, leaſte ſhee turne tayle,and accuſſome 
hit ſelfe to (maller game, Eut if ſhee bee once well entred at 
great game, you may quickly make hir flee Larkes and ſmall 
birdes. Jf you finde that ſhe haue moſt minde to flee Larkes, 
lette hir flee them, and rewarde hir on them. Foz there is 
no flyghte pleaſaunterthan the flyghte of the Sparowhawke 
at the Larke, Ind foz ag much as the fleſhe and bloude of 
Larkes is hotte and burning, it ſhall bee god when pou flee 
the Larke , fo gyuc your hawke wachte meate twyce in a 
weeke , and plumage very often. But gyue hir no plumage 
that daye that ſhee hath waſhte meate, noꝛ the daye that ſhe 
batheth. UUhen there is a knotte of god companie mette 
togither, and enery man hath his Sparowhawke,tf one of the 
ſce his Sparowhawke flee wh? another is alſo from the fiſte, 
there beginneth the paſtime, yet they may flce togither, But 
it is a pleaſure to take a Larke lowzing, oz clyming. Oꝛ if a 
Spatowhawkehaie beat? wwne a Larke,ozthat p ag" be 
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7his fight is ipte from hir, and gotten vp towzing as hyghe as a man 
ke 4 „ mapt beholde, and then an other Sparowhawke clime after 
Faolande, bit, get lo high that by often taynting hir, ſo as the Larke 
S, 410 ; is conſtrayned to ſtowpe to the grounde, and the hawke in 
b 55 the tayle of hir. Then the Larke had rather flce koꝛ ſuccoure 
7 7 ere of hetweene the legges of the men and the hozſes, than to fall in 
r before. the tallauntes of hir naturall enimie : yet commonly ſhee is 
there taken alſo. Hee that woulde learne fo make a Falcon 
well, lette him beginne with a Hobbie, and hee that woulde 

make the Gerfalcon flying , let him acquaynte himſelfe with 

the Merlyne. But hee that can keepe and make a Sparow- 


hawke well, ſhall allo be able to keeper a Goſhawke, foz by the 
one that other is learned. | 


To take lyme from of a hawkes 
feathers. 


TD remoue the lyme from a hawke, take dꝛy and fine ſande 

and cleane aſhes mingled fogither , put them vppon the 
place whiche is lymed,and ſuffer it ſo one nyght. Akterwarde 
you ſhall brate well togither thzce polkes of egges, and with 
a feather you ſhall laye them vpon the layde places, and ſuf- 
fer the ſo two nights. Then take as much larre as a plumme, 
and as muche butter with it, melt them bothe togither, and a⸗ 
noynte the ſapde places, and ſuffer the hawke ſo one other 
nyght. Then on the moꝛrowe wache hir with warme water, 
and wype hir with a cleane lynnen clothe, vntyll vou haue 


wyped of all the lyme , whiche by this deviſe will eaſily bee 
remoued.

J Ike a lender long needle, laye it in Uineager , oz ſalte 

water, that it mape ruſfe- and co holde the better within 
the feather : Aktetwardes thzeade it with vatwiſted thzeade, 
and dꝛawe if thzough bothe endes of the bzuled places, then 
dꝛaw it backt by the thzeare,vntill if may dꝛaw that one part 
to that other, ſo as the webbe may bee cloſe ioyned togither: 
and ſuffer not your yawke to flee, noꝛ to vſe hir wings, vntill 
it bee cloſed and ſtrong agayne. But ik it were bzoken on 
bothe ſydes, cutte it off, and fake a ſquare ymping nee⸗ 
dle, like vnto a Glouers needle , laye it in Uineager and 
ſalte water, and thzuſte it into bothe the endes of the webbe , 
vntill you haue bzought them togither:then giue your hawke 
reſte vntill the needle bee ruſted in that webbe.

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Howe to beare and make 2 
Falcon. 
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A Falcon lately taken, choulde bee ſeeled in ſuche ſozte, 
that when the leeling beginnes to lacken , the Falcon 
mapye ſee fozwardes, to ſee the meate befoze hir. Foz ſhee is 
better content when ſhee ſeeth the meate plainely bekoze hir, 
than if ee ſawe it ſidewayes, oz loking backe. And ſhee 
Houlde not bee ſceled to ſtrapght, neyther yet oughte the 
thzcede wherewith ſhee is ſeeled, be ouerſfreyghtbownde oz 
knitte aboue hir heade, but twyſted and twyꝛled togythers. 
I hawke newly taken, ſhoulde haue newe furniture, as newe 
Jeſſes , Leaſſe, and Bewettes, all of god leather, and the 
Jeſles mayled,and the Leaſe made with a button at the end. 
Then muſte pou haue a little rownde ſtyckt hanging in a 
little ſtring, with the whiche you ſhall oftentymes ſtroke and 
handle your Falcon. Foz the moze ſhee is handled, the bet⸗ 
ter ſhee wyll bee manned, and becomme the gentler , and 
the moze familiar : and alſo if you ſhoulde ſtroke oz handle 
hir with your hande, you myght chaunce to catch a knappe 
of hir beake nowe and then. She muſt haue two god belles, 
to the ende ſhe may the better be founde and hearde, when ſhe 
ſtirreth oz ſcratteth. She muſte haue a hode of god leather, 
well mare and faſhioned , well rayſed and bolled agaynſt hir 
tyes, deepe , and pet ſtrepght ynongh beneathe , that it may 
the better abyde on hir heade, and yet neuer hurte hir. So muſt 
you alſo a little cope hir beake, and tallans, but not ſo much 
that you make them bleede.

gDme lays, that the ſoare Falcon whidy hath bene tymely 
taken, e hath already paſſed the ſeas, is both the beſt Falco, 


r alto the hardeſt to be wonne 4 mined. Wherfoze obferning 
the oꝛder which is befoze rehearſed,you muſt feere ſuch a Falco 
god e warm metes (as pige6s,x ſuch like quick birds) vntil 


hee 
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the be fall goꝛged twice a daye koꝛ thꝛee dayts. Foz you muſt 
not bzeake hir of hir accuſtomed dyet all at once, and ber⸗ 
yng lately taken, chte will moze willingly feede on warme 
meates, than any thing elle. When pou feede hir, you 
muſte whope and lewze as you do when you call a hawke, 
that ſhee maye knowe when pou wyll gyue hir meate. 
Pou muſte vnhode hir gently, gyning hir two oz thzce 
bytfes , and putting on hir hode agayne, pou muſte giue 
hir as muche moze. But take heede that (hee bee well 
and cloſe ſceled , thzee dayes beeyng paſſed , if you perceiue 
hir to bee eager and greedie of meate, and that ſhe fee- 
deth with god appetite, then begynne to abate hir hir 
meate, that is to ſaye, gyue hir but lyftle at once, and 
often, ſo that ſhee haue not muche aboue at one time, vntill 
it bet euening., and deare hir late vpon your fiſte befoze 
you go to bedde, ſetting hir vpon a treſtle oz ſfole ve- 
ry neare you , ſo that pou maye wake hir often in the 
nyghte. Ifterwardes you ſhoulde take hir on your fiſte a- 
gayne befoze daye, with ſome quycke birde oz ſue like 
meate : and when you haue obſerued this oꝛder with hir 
two oz thee nyghtes, and that you perceyue ſhe beginnes 
to bee niſthe better fellowe than ſhee was wonte, and 
that (hee ſeemeth to beginnt to bee reclaymed , and fees 
deth eagerly vpon god meate, then beginne to chaunge 
hir dyete, gyuing hir often, and little at ones, the harte 
of an Hogge oz a Sheepe. In the euening when it bee 
ginnes to bee late, (without caſting of hit) lette hir ſce⸗ 
ling thzeade a little loſe , ſpowting water on bir face, 
that (hee mapt Jeouke the leſle, and watching hir all the 
nyght, holve hir vpon pour fiſte bnhoded.

ht bet reclaimed and Jeouke vpon the fiſte by daye time, al⸗ 
though to lette bir Jeouke alſo ſometimes in the nighte , is a 
thing which maketh hir the ſooner manned, In the mozning 
by bzcake of the daye , lette hir haue ſome warme meate to 
beginne with. And bicauſe there bee ſundzie Falcons of lun. 
dꝛy ſoztes and conditions, (as ſome memed at large in the 
waddes , (ome other taken at ſtande, where they haue long 
vled, and ſome other taken ſoare hawkes , (whereof we now 
treate) whither they bee Sozehawkes , mewed oz Ny- 
alle, yet are they of ſundzye natures and pzopertics, and 
therefoze they muſte bee diuerlly goucrned and centred, which 
is the cauſe that it is harde to giue generall rules. Foz thoſe 
whidyx are gentle, caſte to bee reclaymed, and of a god 
kinde and nature, ought alſo to bee the moze fauonred, 
and the moze gently handled. But when your hawke is 
bzoughte to the poynte befoze rebearſed , as well foz the 
hoding, as alſo foz hir eagerneſſe to feede , if you per- 
cepue that ſhee beginne to bee acquaynted therewith , you 
maye vnhode hir by daye time, karre from company, firſte 
gyuing hir a bytte oz two of god meate. Akterwardes 
bode hir agayne gently , gpuing hir a little meate againe 
boded. Aboue all things, you muſte beware to hode oz 
bnhadehir in any place, where ſhee maye bee frayed , foz 
that were able to marre hir at the firſte, When ſhee be⸗ 
ginneth to bee acquaynted with companie , ik you pers 
ceyne that hte bee eager oz ſharpe ſette, vnhode hir, and 
giue bir a bitte oz two of nitate, holding hir right againſte 
your face and countenaunce.

And if by luche god gouernmente, and by dealing curte⸗ 
ouſcly with hir, and keeping hir from ſodayne krare, you 
percepue that hee beginne to bee acquaynted with you, 
and to knowe you aſſuredly , and that ee feedeth cager⸗ 
ly, and ſticketh to hir meate beloze companie, then giue 
hir wachte meate , and beady hir in the mozning, ſo that 
(ce maye alwales haue ſomewhat in hir gozge : whiche 
incate you (hall laye in cleare water halke a daye , and 
you {hall cauſe hir to feede in companie , gining hir in 
the mozning aboute Sunne riſing the wing ok a Henne oz 
Pullette , and at euening, bhoding hir againe, take the 
fote ofa Conie oz an Hare, whiche is cutte off aboue the 
loynte , and flaye it, ſtripping awape the clawes alſo, 
and temper and ſteepe the ſkinne in faire water, (piel⸗ 
ſing and wzinging it a little) the whiche you ſhall giue 
hir with the topnte of the pynion of a Hennes wing. Pou 
muſte take god heede, howe you glue your hawke any fea- 
thers, vntill hee bee thzoughly reclaimed, Foz vntill ſhee 
bee thzoughly wonne and reclaymed , ſhce dares not caſte 
vpon the fiſte, Ind on the fiſte you muſle beare hir conti⸗ 
nally , till hee bee thzonghly manned. But when ſhee 
inakes ſemblante to caſte , vnhode hir gently by the taſſell 
of the hode. Pou mape giue hir two dapes wachte meate, 
and the thirde dape plumage, accozding as ſhee is cleane 
02 fowle within. Ind when chee hath caſte, then hode hir 
agayne , gyuing hir nothing to feede on , vntill ſhe gleame 
after hir caſting. But when (hee hath caſte and gleamed, 
then gyue hir a beaching of hotte meate , in companie gy- 
uing hir two oz thꝛee byttes at once: and at euening make 
bit plume a Hennes wing in companie alſo. When you 
linde hit well reclaymed, and thzoughly manned, and eager, 
and ſharpe ſette , then it is tyme to feede hir vpon the lewer. 
Ind you muſte marke whither the feathers of your hawkes 
caſting be fowle oz lymie, and whither the llyme thereof be

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yellowe oꝛ not. Foz if they bee, you muſte bee very circum 
ſpeff to niake hir cleane with wachte meate and caſting, and 
if ſhee be cleane within, then giue hir not ſo ſkrong caſtings, 
as ares feete,o2 Connyes feete: but giue hir the pynions of 
an olde Hennes wing, 02 the plumage [that is to bee taken | 
therevpon , oz the necke bone chopped koure oz fiue times be- 
tweene the toyntes , waſhed, and ſteeped in faire water. To 
make an ende of this chapter, it is certayne, that it requireth 
moꝛe tyme to winne and to watche a Falcon once mewed in 
the wodr,than one which is taken ſoze at paſſage. Ind like- 

wiſe it is harder to winne a hawke taken at ſtande, 

when ſhe hath long time bene accuſtomed, than 

it is to make a hawke whicye hath bene 
| handled bekoze.

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PpEkoze you chew the lewꝛe to a Falcon newly reclaymed, 
you mult conſider thzee things, Firſt, that ſhe be well aſſu- 


red and boldened in companpt, well acquainted alſo with 


Dogges and with Yozles. Secondarily that ſhe bee ſharpe 

{ct and cager, hauing regarde to the houre. of the mozning oz 
tuening when you will lewze hir. Tnd the third conſideratio 

is, that (Ye bee cleane within, the lewze muſt bee well garni- 
ſhed with meat on both ſides,and you muſt be apart in ſome 
ſecrete place wh? you would giue hir the length ok theleaſe. 

Vou mull firſk vnhod hir, giuing hir a bit oz twayne vppon 
the lewꝛe, as ſhe (itteth on youre fille , afterwardcs take the 
lewze from hir, and hide it that ſhe ſee it not, and when ſhe 
is vnſeazed, caſt the lewze ſo neare hir that ſhe may catdy it 
within the length ok hir leaſe,and if ſhe do ſcaze vpon it, then 
ſhall you vſe the voyce and accuſtomed ſpeache of a Falconcr 
vnto his Hawke,and feede hir vpon the lewꝛe on the ground, 
gyuing hir thervpon the warme thigh of an Henne oz Pullet, 
and the hart alſo. When pou haue ſo lewꝛed hir at euening, 
giue hir but a little meate, let hir be lewzed ſo timely, that 
when ſhe is therewith accuſtomed, you maye giue hir plu⸗ 
mage and a Juk ofa ioynt, Ifterwardes , and in the moz- 
ning betimes, take hir on pour fiſte , and when cher hathe 
calt and gleamed, giue hir a little beaching of god warme 
meate. Akterwardes when the daye is further kozwardes, 
and that it is tyme to fcede hir, take a Criance and tie it 
tohirlcaſe, and goe info ſome fayze pleaſaunt mtadowe, 
and gine hir a bitte oz two vppon the lewze, as befoze ſaid, 


then bnſcaze hit, and if you perceyue that ſhe be ſharpe ſet, 


and haue ſeazed vppon the lewze eagrely, then gyue hir to 


holde vnto ſome man whide map let hir off fo the lewze, 


then ſhall you vnwinde the Criance, and dzawe it after you . 
a god wap, and hee whiche holdeth the Hawke muſt holde 


\ bis right hande on the taſſell of the Hawkes hod in a rea- 


dineſle , that hee maye vnhod hir as lone as you begin fo

lewze , and if ſhe come well to the lewze, and ſfoupe vppon 
it roundly , and ſcaze it eagerly , let hir fecde two oz thee 
bittes vppon it, and then vnſeaze hir, and take hir from 
off the lewze, and hod hir, and then deliuer hir agayne 
to hym whyche helde hir, and goe further off and lewze | 
hir, feeding hir alwayes vpon the lewze on the grounde : | 
and vſing the familtar voyce of Falconers as they crie when | 
they lewꝛe.

Akterwardes let hir bee lewzed in companye, hauiug re- 
garde that neyther Dogges noz other thyng come in lud⸗ 
daynly fo fray hir, and when you take hir vp from the 
grounde , hd hir vppon the lewz2e , and when you haue 
well and often lewzed hir on fote, then vſe to lewzehir 
on Hozſebacke : the whiche you ſhall the eaſlyer winne 
hir too, if when you lewꝛe hir on kette, you cauſe ſome on 
Hozſebacke fo come neare you , that ſhe may ſee them, 
and cauſe them to come neare hir when ſhce feedeth vppon 
the lewze , cauſing them alſo to turne and tolle they 
Hozſes aboutc hir, but let their Hozſes be ruly, leaſt they 
ſhoulde vppon the ſuddayne affright hir.

Them, pou map then lew2e hir on hozſebacke in this man⸗ 
ner: Hee whiche holdeth hir ta let hir come to the lewze 
muſt bee on fate, and you. where you tewze ſhall bet on

do: and if ſhe ſeare eagerly vpon the lewze, and feare neyther 
people noz hozſes, then take off the lewzing line oꝛ Creance, 
and lewze hir loſe further and further off, Ind to make a 
Falcon come which is but newly reclaymed, and to make hir 
come in company of another Hawke, there muſk be two to 
hold a call of Falcons, and two which (all lewze them, but 
he whiche holdeth the Falcon that is but lately lewzed, ſhall 
not let hir come ſo ſone as the other ſhall doe: then ſhall the 
lewzebe thzowen out vnto the Falcon whiche is but lately 
lew2ed,and when ſhe is fallen thervppon, hir keeper ſhall car⸗ 
ric hir vppon the lewze, to feede amongſt the other make 
Hawkes, This being done twice oz thzice, cher will followe 
them and loue them: and if you would haue hir loue doggts 
whiche is moſt necefſary, you muſte call dogges about you 
when you keede hir, oꝛ giue hir tyꝛing oꝛ plumage. 


How you ſhall bathe your Hawke being but 
lately reclaymed, how you ſhal make 
hir fleing,and co hate the cherke. 


Hen your Falcon is well lewzed aſwell on hozſe- 
backe as on fote, and that ſhe is ready to be caſte 
off, and hathe bene well rewarded vpon the lewze, 
and is now altogither reclaymed from hir ramagt toyes, 
and When che is alſo ſomewhat recouered of the paine and 
trauayle which pou haue put hir vnto in making and reclai- 
ming hir, and bee yet in god plight, and haue hit thighes 
plompe and well bꝛawned, then offer hit water to bathe hir, 
ſpie out a fayze day when the weather is cleare and tempe⸗ 
rate, then take a baſyn ſo deepe that your Hawke may ſtand 
thereia vp to the thighes, and fill if with water, and ſet it in 
ſome ſecret place: afterwards your Hawke being lewꝛed and 
well rewarded in the mozning with Warme meate, beare hir 


vp 
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bp unto ſome high place, oz banke, and there hold hir in the 
ſunne vntill ſhee haue endued hir gozge, taking off hir hob, 
that ſhe may pzoyne and picke hir ſelte: that being done, hob 
hir agapne, and ſet hit neare to the baſon, afterwards taking 
off hir had agapne (if ſhe will) let hir leape downe into the 
baſon oz vpon the graſſe by it, and to make hir know the was 
ter, flappe thercin with a little wand,and let hir bathe therein 
as long as ſhe liſt: when ſhe commeth out of the water, take 
ſome meate in thy hande and pzoffer it vnto hir, and be well 
ware that ſhe come not out befoze thou p2offer hir thy fiſte to 
giue hir a bit oz twapne, then take hir vp and hold hir in the 
Sunne, and ſhe will picke and pꝛoynt hir on your filte, 02 vp- 
pon your:knee if ſhe will not bathe hir in a baſyn, then pꝛok⸗ 
fer hit to bathe in riner water at ſome fozd. Bathing giueth 
an Hawke great courage, much boldneſfe , and eager appe- 
tite:that daye that (he bathcth, gine hir no wacht meate. To 
make a new lewꝛed Falcon, and to make hir vpwardes, the 
moꝛow after ſhe hath bathed, get on hozlebacke in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning 02 in the euening , when ſhe is ſharpe ſef, and chofe out 
fome field oꝛ paſture , where feweſt doues oz choughes be, 
then take your lewze well garniſhed on both ſides, & haning 
vnhoded youre Hawke, giue hir a bit oz twapne vppon the 
lewze, then taking if away from hir, hod hit agapne, then 
going fayze and ſoftly againſt the winde,vnhod hit: and de⸗ 
foze ſhe bate oz find any checkt in hit eye, whiſtle hit from off 
your fiſtt fayze and gently, and when ſhe flyeth about, (frot- 
ting koꝛwards with your hozfe)caff out your lewze,and ſuffer 
hir not long fo flee about you at the firſt. Continue this both 
moꝛning and euening koꝛ a fewe dayes, and if you perceyue 
that your Qawke haue no great liſt ta flee about you, noꝛ to 
ſtoupe to the lewze , and that Wet maketh no ſemblaunce to 
toue other Hawkes , then muſt you wake hir flee with one 
which loueth other Hawkes, and which will not gadde out ta 
any.chaunge oꝛ checke: and that mult firſt be done at the par⸗ 
tridge, fo2 they flee not farre defoze an Hawke : and Y youre 
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Falcon haue flowen, and returne to you twice oꝛ thiice, caſt 
gue the ltwze vnto hir, and reward hir vp6 your Hozſebacke, 
and afterwards feede bir vp, on the lewꝛe bppon the grounde 
with god hote meate, to make hir reſolute in hit fleing, and 
that ce may retourne to you with the better will, and if the 
kowle Which you flew vnto be killed by any other Hawke, let 
your Hawke feede with the other Hawke, and when ſhe is fo 
rewarded alittle, take hir off,and keede hit vpon the1ewze. 

Ik pou flee to the riurr with yonre Falcon, and that the 
fight be kapꝛe and likely to be landed, ſtay; and dꝛawe under 
the wind, and taking off your Hawkes hood, cal hit off with 
the reſt. Whe you would haue your Hawke pꝛoue vpwards 
and a high flying Hawke , you muſk let hir flee with a very 
high flecing Hawke, but ſce that your Hawke be well taught 
to hold in the head, and that che lone well to flee with the o⸗ 
ther Hawkes, and ik the fowle be in a pole, 62 on a pitte oz 
plaſh, you mull firſt caſt off the high fleeing Hawke, and her 
Which holdeth your new lewzed Hawke, ſhall da wel to get 
him vnder the wind, and when hee ſecth his vantage let hym 
vnhod hir, and if ee bate then it is to get vp to the other 
Hawke. Then let him caſt hir ok and ſhe will climbe againſt 
the wind right vnto the high fleeing Hawke, and befozc ſhce 
weery hirſelfe to much with climbing to reache oz concr that 
other Hawkec,lay out the fowle, whk the high fleeing Hawke 
(all be at hit pitch, and lay them out behind hit, ik the kill the 
fowlc,then giue your Hawke rewarde of the Harte and the 
bꝛeſt with the other Hawkes. It your Hawke go out to anyt 
checkt, and! kill a Dur oꝛ a Crow, 02 anye other checke and 
feede vpon it, o: haue fedde vppon it bekozt you tom at hir, 
ſecme not roughly tu rebuke hir at firſt , but take hir downe: 
to the lewꝛe, giuing hir a bit of meate, and hod hir vp, and 
fler not with hir in two oꝛ theee dayts aftcr but when you do 
flee, flee. as nearr as yon ran where there be no checkt, but if 
byno meauts yon can kerpr hit from checking and going 

put, tyen oz your talt remedtt, dor as told weh Fe poutt 
awke 
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Hawke hauc killed a checkt, and you come to hir befoze (hee 


haur kedde thereon, takt the gall of a Henne, and anoynte 


therewith the bꝛeſt ol the checke which he hath killed, when 


** ſhehath plumed it and is come fo the bloud, and let hir rede 


but liffle thercon, leaſt you maße hir licke, for ſhee will ſurely 
caſt it agayne, pta though ſhe ſhould not caſt it, yet woulde 
ſhet haut ſmall luſt to flec at ſuch a kowle againe, but wyll. 
hatt and loth the meate thereof,o2 put any bitter thing there ⸗ 
vppon, as powder ak mirre, oz pong ſmall weozmes cutte in 


gobbets, but take heede that the bitterneſſe be not ouer ſtrong, 
and if that the bitter taſt haue diſcouraged the Hawke, then 
weatt hir meate in ſugred water. Some put on two papze 
of belles vppon their Hawkes legges, oꝛ ſtitch togither they: 


pzincipall. long feathers of their wings, and alla it 
ſhall be god when ſhe goeth from checke, to 
caſt hit out the lew2e,o2 to lay out an 
hurt fowle bekoꝛe hir which 
ſhe map kill.

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How to flee the Hearon. 
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TD make youre Falcon a god Hearoner, you muſt ſef hit 
very ſharp, and haut a liut Yearon, wherof you (hal make 
your Hawke a quarrey in this ſoꝛt. In the mozning when it 
ſhatl be time to feede your Hawke, if you perceyue that ſhe be 
very (harp let, go to a meadow , and let the Hearon go alter 
that you haut bzuſed both his fette and his bill, and hide your 
ſelfe behind ſome buſh: and then he which holdeth the Hawke 
ſhal vnhwod hir, the which ſhal be vnder the wind. And if your 
Hawke will not flee at the Hearon, caſt out youre lewze the 
whidx you ſhall hold in a readineſle thcrefoze:but if ſhe doe 
ſeaze on the Dare, make hir a quarrey therton, giuing hir 
firſt the Hart, and when ſhe hath taten it, giue the Hearon to 
him which helde the Hawke bekoze, who retiring backe alittle 
ſhall lewze,toſſing the Hearon about his head, holding hir by 
one of the legges oꝛ wings: then do you vnhod your Hawke 
againe,and let hir flce to him Which lewzeth ſo with the Bea⸗ 
ron, and let him not caſt it out vnto hir but ſtay vntil ſhe take 
and ſeaze it in his hand as helewzeth with it:then delpople 
the bꝛeſt of the Hearon and let your Hawke feede vpon it, and 
take þ marrow of the bone in the Hearons wing, and giue it 
your Hawke: and in this doing two oz thꝛee dayes you ſhall 
nowſel youre Hawke therevnto and make hir loue the 
Hearon, the whidy you ſhall alſo bzing the ſoner to paſſe, if 
at þ firſt you inurt hir with a make Hawke a god Hearoner, * 
Then hauing found the Hearon at ſiege , you muſt get pou 
with your Falcon vp into fome high place, into the wind and 
let him which hath the Hearoner(tyat is the male Hawke) put 
vp the Hearon, and when he hathe call off his Hawke to hir, 
let him marke whether the Hearon do mount oz not, foz if ſhe 
maunt, then caſt not off your Hawke, noꝛ vn) od hir not, but 
if the Hearon ſeeme to be diſcomfited,and that ſhe fall downe 
into the water, and that the make Hawke do ſtoupe hir, then 
vnhod your pong Hawke, and aduaunce hir: it ſhe bate to ber 
gone, let hir llee to it. | 

. How 
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Hov a man ſhall make his Hawke to loue 
? other Hawkes,when ſhe hateth 
to flee with them. 


T ere are ſome Falcons whiche will not ffee with other 

Hawkes, but dzaw backward, and ſtirre not: ſome other 
will crabbe with enery Hawke, and flee of purpoſe to crabbe 
with them: ſome Falcon hateth to ſitte oz to flee with another 
Dawke,eyther foz doubt and keare which ſhe hath of them, oz 
elsfo2 bicauſe ſhe loueth th? not. That hawke which hateth o⸗ 
ther Hawkes doth crabbe with them, and the whiche feareth. 
them, dothe flee from them. Foz remedie hecreof you muſte 
haue a gentle Lanner, whyde maye bee ſette on a peardr 
with that Hawke Whyde hateth others, but karre ynough 
off, and by day light, then gine tach ok them a bitte of meate 
as you paſſe by them, and ſet them nearer and nearer, and 
when they bee ncare one to another, put meate betweene 
them that both of them mape keede vppon it. Then if the Fal⸗ 
con make no ſemblant to crabbe with the Laner, you (hall 
goꝛge hir vp at night with god meate, and let hir abzoade in 
the kroſt oz colde vppon a prarche, if (hee bee high and in 
god plight able to abyde it, and ſo ſhall you lette hir ſitte 
thzee oꝛ koure hourcs. In the meane time holde your Tanner 
neare to the kyꝛe, and afterwardes take hit vppon pour fiſte, 
then lette another bzing you pour Falcon hooded, and holde 
hir clofe betweene your {ide and the Lanner, and when ſhee 
freteth the warmth of the Lanner, ſhec will dzawe to hir, and 
hugge to hir fe2 the hcate, and lette them ſtande ſo together 
without icouring (eyther the one oz the other) Untill pon ſeg 
that the Falcon doe greately deſire fo icouke, chen bnhobe 
hir fayze and (oftcty , and let it be in luche a place as (hee ſee 
not, but tet hir lit ſo all the night vpon your fiſſe. Ind when 
dap apprarcth, you mult let them on the peard that one 
neare to the other, pct lo as they cannot one rrach to ano- 
ther, 
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ther: That beeyng done two oz thee nightes fogyfher, lettt 
them both be let abꝛoade the third night in the cold, ſo neare 
that they maye ſit cloſe togyther on the peardy , and when 
you ſee them ſit cloſe that one fo that other foz warmth, 
then vnhod them, and afterwards feede them, peardy them, 
and lew2e them both togither, and take payne to fynde the 
aduauntage. 


H ow you ſhall enſeame a Hawke, or 
giue hir caſtings, skourings. &c. 


S Due Falcons be harder to enſeame, than fome others are, 
fo the longer that a Falcon hath bene in the hande, the 
harder ſhe is to be enſeamed: and an olde mewed Falcon of 
the wood, whyche hath mewed but one cote in the Falconers 
handes, is muche eaſyer to be enſeamed, than a yonger Fal- 
con which hathe bene longer in the Falconers hands:the rea⸗ 
fon is, bycanſe a Hawke which pꝛayeth koz hir ſelfe, dothe 
keede cleaner, and better, accozding to hir nature, and vppon 
moze holeſome meates, than ſhe doth when ſhe is in mannes 
handes,ſo that it is no meruaple though ſhe bee not ſo fowle 
within when ſhe is at hir owne diet, as when another man 
keedeth hir. Foz a Hawke whydy is in oure keeping dothe 
feede gredily both on ſKinne, feathers and all that commes fg 
band, Neyther is chte mewed with ſo cleane and holeſome 
feeding, noz dothe endue hir meate ſo well, noz hath ſuche o⸗ 
pen apꝛee at times conuenient as a Hawke why is at large 
ta pꝛay koꝛ hir ſelke. When you dzaw pour Hxwke out of the 
mewe, tk ſhee bee greaſle (the whiche you ſhall knowe by hir 
thighes if they be rounde and katte, and alſo by hir body if 
(he be full in the hand, and that hir fleſhe bee rounde as high 
as hit bꝛeſt bone) and ik ſhee bee well mewed, and haue all 
hir feathers full ſommed, then giue hir when cher woulde 
feede in the Mozning a bitte oz two ok hote meate , 
H. ij. and 
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and at nighte giue hir but a little, vnleſſe it bee very colde, 
and if ſhe feede well without conſtreynt oz foxcing thercvnto, 
then giue hir waſht meate thus pzepared:take the wings of a 
Henne oz Pullet fox hit dinner, and wach them in two was 
ters, and if you giue hir Hares fleſh oz Berke, let it be wacht 
in thꝛet waters, on the mozrow giue hir the legge of a Henne 
beryhote, and at none mcate temperately warme, a god 
goꝛge, then let hir kaſt vatill it be late in the encning, and if 
ſhe haue put over hir meatt and that there be nothing left in 
hir gozge, then glue hir a little warme meate, as pou dyd in 
the mozning, and let hir thus be dietted vntill it bee time to 
giue hir plumage, the whiche you ih all know by thzee tokens, 
the firſt is, that feeling the end of the pinion ok the Hawkes 
wing, you ſhall feele the fleſh as it were tenderer, and ſoftcr 
than it was befoze (he cate waſht meate : the ſeconde, if hir 
mewtes bee cleane and white, and that the blacke of the 
mewt bg right blacke and not iningled with any other fowle 
thing oz colour: the third token is, ik hee bee very ſharpe let 
and do plume eagerly, you mape giue hir caſting eyther of a 
Hares fote oꝛ a Connies fote, oz of the (mall keathers, which 
are on the toynt of the pinion ak an olde Hennes wing: 
take then the fozefoote of a Hare, and beate it with the backe 
dk a knife vntill the bones and clawes do fall out, bycauſe 
the ſmall bones may mouldꝛe and be all to fruſhe> to pecces, 
the which you ſhall afterwards cat and lay it in kayꝛe freſhe 
water, then Wzing it, and glue hir it at two mozſells, and 
when you ſet hir on the pearche , ſweepe cleane vnderneath: 
it that you maye ſee whether the mewte bee full of ſtrakes 
oꝛ ſkinnes oꝛ not, and whether it bee full of ſlime and ozdure 
92 not, and if it bee, then continue this kinde of caſting thꝛet 
dꝛ foure nights togither with waſht meate as is-befqze ſapd, 
and if you perceyue the feathers diſgeſted and ſoft, and that 
bir caſting be great and full of ozdure, then take the necke 
of an olde Henne, and cut it all alongſt betweene the 
"iy topnts 
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loynts, and lay the iopnts in cleare cold water, and gine it to 
your Falcon without any other thing; ano this is done by⸗ 
cauſe it bearcth downe-befoze it into the pannell, the meate 
which is vpon the ioynts, and there in the pannell the fleſh co⸗ 
ſumeth and the bones remaine (harp a pꝛicking, which bzeake 
the kelles and ſkinnes, and the groſſe ozdure, and beare them 
with them: and giue hir ſo thzee nights togither;gining hir by 
dap wacht meate-as is befoze rehearſed , 4 afterwardes giue 
hir caſting oz plumage agayne , accoꝛding as hir ſkate dothe 
require. Ind thinke it not ſtraunge that a Falcon which is to 

be enſeamed, is ſometimes a foztenight oꝛ moze befoze ſhee 
will take caſfing:neyther yet that ſome Falcons will caſlyer 

be enſeamed in a month, than ſome other in fiue weckes, ac 
toꝛding as they be ſtronger oz weaker of nature, and kedde 
with cleaner oz fowler meates, oꝛ accozding as they haue pin 
ſ\hozter oz longer time in mennes hands and keeping. When 
pou haue dꝛawen pour Falcon out of the mewe, and that hir 
pꝛincipal frathers be ful ſommed, oz that ſhe haue ſome pet 'in 
the quill, do not giue hir waſht meate, but quicke birdes, and 
god goꝛges thereof, and ſet hir aſmuche as map bee in open 
places,foz otherwiſe hir feathers maye chaunce to ſhzinke in 
the quill, and come fo nothing. 1 


To enter or make a Hawke, after 
the faſhion of Lombardy: 


VVbben a Sparowhawke is mined and reclaymed, then 
giue hir nine oz ten traynes at the leaſt, and when ſhe 
#{cth,fcede hit vp alwayes, and let the Quayle wherewith⸗ 
all you trayne hit, haue a feather pulled out of each wing, and 
caſt off the Sparowhawke to hir a karre oft, ſo often þ ſhe wil 
recouer the Quaple farre off, and then caſt hir out a Quayle 
which hath bir full wings, afterwards you may flee the wilde 
Quaple with hir: and euermoze when "wy kill, keede pie 
ij. p 
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bp with a full gozge : the Almaints are ok opinion that the 
tercell of the Goſhawke is moze weightie and moze valiaunt 
than the Hawke, both to Partridge and Feaſant. It you 
woulte make a Sparowhawke to the Pye, then d\ſmember 
the Pye, and caſt hir on the ground ts the Hawke, and feete 
hit vpn hit with a hote meale, as with a Finche oꝛ ſuche lyke 
bird, x vſe that ozrer with hir twice oz thzice, and akterwardes 
you may caſt vp a Pye to your Hawke that is ſeeled, beeyng 
diſmembzed as befozeſayd, and let hir kill hir, and keede hir 
vpon hir, alſo you may take a feather oz two out of the Pyeg 
wing, and ſet hir vp in ſome tree, and let your Hawke kill hir 
there, and make hir as god reward as you can thereof, and 
this beeing thus vled, you mape flee with pour Hawke to the 
wild Pye, but ever remember that in making theſe trayns 
your Pye be dilmkbzed that is to ſap, hit bill and hir tallents 
cut ott᷑, oꝛ ſo tyed and abated that ſhe may not ſpoyle oz burte 
your Hawke, Goſhawkes and Tercells of Goſhawkes are 
better when they are taken haggards of a Cote 02 two Cotes 
out of the wad, than they are when they bee Sozehawkes, 
but then they muſt de kept with moze delicate feede then the 
Soarchawkes , fo they are made daungerous. Foz almucht 
as in the woddes they did commonly pꝛay vpon warme 
meates,and cherewithall they are ſoner loſt than 
Sozehawkes be, by reaſon they remember 
their eyzee,but they ſhould not be a⸗ 
boue one oz two Cotes 
at the moſt,

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To enſeame a Falcon and 
, to make hir, 
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T Ake your Falcon and vle hir as porſvſethe Goſhawke in 

maner bekoꝛe declared, ſaning that when vou feete hir you 
ſhall call and lewꝛe as if you called hir to the lewze: and cuery 
day you ſhall pzoffer hir water, and euery night giue hir ca⸗ 
ſting accoꝛdingly as you ſhall ſee that ſhe endeweth: and take 
off hit hod often times amongſt company, and to the end ſhe 
ſhall not bate, hold alwais the hood by the taſſell in your hand 
ready. Ind in the euening when daylight beginneth to faile, 
take off hir hod amongſt company of people by the candle⸗ 
light vntill ſhe rowze and mewte, and then ſet hir on 5 perch 
and not befs2e,and ſet light befoze hir, and when hee is well 
weonne to know the fiſte, then begin to make hir knowe the 
lew2e,and ſo by little and little reclayme hir, vntill you maye 
call hir loſe without criance. Euery Falcon hath neede of a 
make Hawke to teach hir to holde in the head, and eſpecially 
the haggart Falcon, the which may be peraduenture an hag- 
gart of two oz thzee cotes, 4 yet ſhall be the better Hearoner: 
but if a haggart mewed will not hold in the head, then cutte 
off ſome part of hir two pꝛincipalles in eache wing, the long 
feather and that which is next to it,and that ſhall fozce hir to 
hold in. You muſt alſo feate hir brake e cope hir reaſonably. 
They always giue their Hawkes tyzing both mozning and 
tuening, but the Falconers of the Eaſt parts are of acdtrary 
opinion and ſay that it weakeneth a Hawkes backe. Ik you 
would make your Hawke vpwards oz high flying, then after 
the is reclaymed and lewzed and ready comming, when you 
lewze hit and that ſhe commeth towards you, ſtoppe p lewze 
vpon hir and let hir paſſe by you, and when ſhe retourneth to- 
wards you thzowehir out thelewze, and make much ok hir, 
and do thus oftentimes vntill you may ſuffer hir to fle löger 
about you and to get vp higher, the whicht you muſt do in a 
plain field where no wod oz trees are: and it ſhe get vp to any 
pitch, then let hir flee a turne oz two of iollity, and when ſhe is 
at the higheſt and right ouer you, thꝛowe hir fw2th the lewze, 
02 a Pigeon 02 Pullet, and giue hir a god gozge thereon, 


making 
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making the moſte of hir that you can deuiſe , and take heede 
that you caſte not pour lewze into the water, leaſt ſhe ſhoulre 
thereby be rebuked. Ind when ſhe is at hir gate,if percaſeſhe 
gadre out after ſome checkt, and kill it, then take the pzay from 
hir angerly, and beate hir there with about the head, and hore 
hir vp without any rewarde : and hereby ſhe will the leſle de⸗ 
lyght to rake out after a checkt. UWhen your hawke bath kil⸗ 
led a fowle,fake it out of hir fote,and caſt hit vp againe, and 
when ſhe is right ouer you, caſte out the lewze , and feede hir 
vp vpon it, to make hir loue the lewer the better. But at the 
beginning rewarre hir and feede hir well vpon the quarrey, 
and that ſhall encourage hir and keepe hir from going out to 
the checke. UWhen ſhe is well in bloude, and well quarried, 
then let hir flee with other hawkes,vntill ſhe be wel acquain⸗ 
ted and inured. | 

If you would make your hawke to the Crane, take a Nys 
alle Falcon gentle, and in entring of hir let hir kyll the grea⸗ 
teſt ko wle that you can finde. Hit lewꝛe ſhould alſo be a coſt» 
terkapte Crane. Ind when you woulde make hir fleeing, lettt 
hir flet ktom the fiſte, and ſuccour hir quickely. Foz you muſte 
haute dogges made foz the purpoſe, whide map helpe and luc⸗ 
coure hir ſoner tyan a man can dot. And lette ſuche dogges 
keedt al wales with your hawke, to make them the better ac⸗ 
quaynted. It you woulde make a Falcon to the Hare, hit 
lewze ſhould be then a Hares (kinne ſtuffed with ſtra we, and 
when ſhe is well lewzed, & that you would enter hir, tye the 
ſayde Hares ſkinne to the ende of acryance, and faſten it to 
pour ſaddle pommell, and when you galloppe, it will belike 
nnto a running Hare. Then vnhode your hawke, and crye, 
Backe with the Greyhoundes, backe with the Greyhoundes. 
And when your hawke commeth to ſeaze the ſayte Hares 
ſkinne, lette go your cryance, and ſuffer hir to take it, and re⸗ 
ward hir well vpon it, and make the moſt of hir that you can 
deuiſe. And when you go about to enter hit y ſecond time, let 
not llyppe your cryance at the firſte,but rather pull it from hit 
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by koꝛce, and afterwarres let hir ſeaze vpon it, and foby little 
and little you ſhal teach hit to beate it and ſtowye at it. Foz fo 
mult ſhe do at a wilde Hare. And you muſte feere hit alwales 
amongſt the dogges, and when ſhee is well nouſled and en⸗ 
tred in this manner, take a lyue Hare, and bꝛeake one of hir 
hinder legges, and lette hir go in ſome fayze place amongeſt 
your dogges, and your Falcon wyll ſtowpe hir and ruffe 
hir, vntyll the dogges maye takt hir. Then take bir from 
the dogges, & caſt hir out vnto the hawke, 4 crye backe, backe. 

If you woulde make your hawke fleing to the Partridge, 
02 Feaſant,when ſhe is reclaimed and made, then every tyme 
that you lewze hir, caſte your lewze info ſome lowe tree oz 
buſhe,that ſhe may learne to fake the tree, oꝛ the ſtande. Ind if 
the take the ſtande befoze ſhee eſpie the lewze, lette hit ſtande 
a whyle. Ind after dzawe the lewze out befoze hir, and crye, 
Zo birde, lo, Hey le birde, hey lo, and rewarde hir well. Foz in 
this manner ſhe will learne to take ſtande. But feede hir al⸗ 
wayes on the grounde , and in ſome thicke plate, foz in ſuche 
places ſhe muſte encounter with the Fealant atpeardy. Ind 
at the firſte flee with hir at Feaſant , oz Partridge that bee 
pong, to gyue hir the aduauntage, and afterwardes at the 
olde. Ik a Falcon wyll not take ſtande, but wyll kerpe hir 
on wing then muſte you flee with hir in playnt plates, where 
you map alwayes ſee hir vpon you. Sacres and Laners will 
commonly take ſtande bothe in a tree, and on the grounde, 
but the Falcon Gentle taketh lande moze willingly vpon the 


grounde. And when you dzawe a hawke out of the mewe, 


beare hit not muche in hotte weather, foz keare leaſte by muche 
bating in heate, het may gette the Pantyſe. But ik there he 
no remedie, then keepe hir alwapts þoded, and take as god 
heede to hir as you can. It your hawke be cope and daunge⸗ 
rous, then giut hir ſaltt with hir meate, J meane a dꝛamme 
of the Salte called gal nde, 02 Sal geme, d Salis albi pulueri- 
- and gyue hir water, fo: ſhee ſhall haut needethereof. 
d make hir Jeouke all nyghte in payne, and tu amoyſfe 
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02 colde place, and ſo ſhall ſhe watdx moſte of the nyght, and 1 
thereby hir greace and pꝛydt will be abated, Sacres muſt be x 
nowſled and entred as ſone as they bee manned, foz elſe they | 
are very harde to bet entred. Dꝛawe your hawke out of the 
mewe twentie dayes befoze you enſeame hir. Ik a Falcon 
trufſe and carrye, to remedie the ſame, you muſte cope hir tal⸗ 
lantes hir powlſe, and hir petie ſingle, Neuer rewarde' your 
hawke vpon ryner kowle, but rewarde hir, and make muche 
of hir vpon the lewꝛe, to the ende ſhe may the better knowe it 
and eſteeme it. The Souldane flecth to the Crane, wilde 
Goſe, and Buſtarde, with thzee oꝛ kourt hawkes at once ( 0z 
moze ) from the fiſte, yea and thoſe of all kinde of hawkes al⸗ 
ſo, as Dacres; Gerfalcons, peregrine Falcons,and Uilanes., 
And afterwards a man may make them flee to the mowntie. 
You ſhoulde flee to the Crane befoze Sunne ryſing; for ſhe is 
{luggiſhe and flowthfull, and you may caſte oft to hir a caſte 
oꝛ a leale of Falcons, oz ou may hawke to hit with the Goſs 
hawke from the fiſte without dogges.UWilde geeſe are flow- 
en to in the ſame manner, And if you haue dogges fo helpe e 
ſuccout your hawkes, ſee that they bee ſtandx and gentle, and F 
well made koꝛ thepurpoſe , and a Grephouade will bee moſte 1 
readily made therevnto. Pou ſhall flee but once in a dape at 'F 
the Crane, and therevpon rewarde hir liberally,and make as 
muche ok hir as you can. The Upllaine ſhoulde bee lette flee 
downe the winde. The Almaines doe flee at the Pye with a 
leaſe oꝛ two caſte of Falcons at once, and they make them 
to mownte and to ſtowpe, as they doe at the Ryuer. But 1 
this muſte be in a playne, where there be no trees noꝛ wodre, 
but little ſhꝛubbes and buſhrs. At you vſe to giue your hawke . 
a bꝛekkkaſt oz beaching very timely in p moꝛning, it wil make | 
hir _— flee at ſuchr time as will be connenient kon hir to 1 
flee; Aud eſpecially a Falcon, whiche you woulde haue high = | 
Aceing, and thoſe ſhoulde not be highly kepte , but ſhoulde be 11 
kedde nyne dayes togyther befoze Sunne riſing , and at 1 


uyghfe late in the freſhe oz cole of the cuening. So ſhall | | 


you 
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you make them highe fleeing , and by that meanes they wyll 
euery daye get gate higher 4 higher, ſo p they be flowen with 
tuermoꝛe in the playne champapgne. The Falcon gentle is 
commonly better inwarde when te hath mewed, than in hir 
ſoarage. The Falcon will kill the Hearne naturally, if ſhe 
be a peregrine Falcon, and pet you ſhall do well to giue them 
trapacs. A Falcon may flee ten flightes at riuer in one day, if 
the ſeaſon be not extreme, and that is the moſte that you ſhall 
flee with hir. The Falcons whiche art ryuer hawkes, ſhoulde 
alwaies be bozne vpon the ſiſte. L hawke ſhall haue fozty ca⸗ 
ſtings befoze (he be perfeifly made. Foz a hawke whiche hath 
not caſting euery nighte, will be ſurcharged with abundance 
and ſuperfluitie of humozs, the whiche do (from the ſtomacke) 
ſo ouerflow their bꝛapne, that they cannot flee ſo high as elſe 
they would do. Ind therefoze all hawkes ſhould haue caſting 
tutry night naturally, if you woulde haue them ſounde and 
cleane:t it is god to giue them tyzing oz plumage at nighte, 
eſpecially field hawkes, but not ryuer hawkes,foz weakening 
their backes. And euery thirde daye you ſhall pzeſent them to 
the water at the longeſt, Touche pour hawkes fethers as litle 
as you can, foꝛ mac handling will make them out of oder. 


The Upllaine and the Lanerette may be ſette vpon the ſtone 


incontinently, as ſone as they be made. Mhen pour hawke 
hath flowen oz bated, feede hir not as long as ſhee panteth, oꝛ 
bloweth, noz vntill che be in bzeath agayne. Fox if you ſhould 
it is perilous to bing hir into the diſeaſe called a, and 
(in a hawke) the Pantiſe. It a hawke ( eyther Falcon oz o⸗ 
ther) chaunce to be out of heart, and diſcouraged,(which hap» 
peneth oftentymes ) then take ſuche paynes with hir that ſhee 
may kill ſome pꝛaye, and kette hir vp vpn it with a kull gotge 
tuen as long as fhe will eater, and the lame night lette hir a 
bꝛoade, that ſhe may Jeouke in the open axit at hir own plea⸗ 
ſure : and on the mozrowe take hir and feede hir with (mall 
birdes to enſeame hir, nepther mozenozleſſe than you would 
do with an hawke that were newe dꝛawen out of the mewe. 


If 
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It a Falcon oz other hawke will not ſeaze oꝛ gorge, take the 
quill vt a wilde Goles feather, and tye it vnder bir long ſin- 
gle,and ſhe will ſeaze and grype. Ind when ſhe beginneth fo 
feaze, take away the ſayre quyll, and cher will ſeaze long af- 
terwards. Ik you cannot giue couert to your Falcon, oz your 
Goſhawke,then caſte hir off with the Sunne in hir backe. All 
hawkes may be mare flee at Þ lowꝛct o2 ſpꝛing. But in what 
loꝛte ſocuer you flee with your Goſhawke, lette hir haue the 
Sunne in her backe. 


To flee all manner of fowles. 


AU traines of Partridge, Rokes, Crowes, and Chonghs, 

ſhoulde bee ſeeled. Nowe to enter your hawke at any of 
them, make a lyttle pytte oz hole in the grounde, and putte 
your trapne therein. Then couer the hole with a little boꝛde, 
the whiche you ſhall faſten to a ſmall eryaunce oz coꝛde, and 
that you ſhall holde in your hande to dꝛawe away when you 
lyſt. Th? you ſhall make as though you vncoupled your ſpa- 
nels to hunte and put vp the game, and you ſhall carry your 
hawke vnhored. Ind when pou perceiut tyat your hawke lo ⸗ 
keth that way where you haue layed the trayne, then dꝛawe 
of the boꝛde, and cauſe the traine to ſpzing as though the ſpa⸗ 
nels had ſpꝛong it. Ind if your hawke do take it, let hit keede 
thereon hir fill vpon the grounde. And thus muſt you do ſuns 
dzy times. It you woulde haue a god hawke,then nowlel hir 
yong, koꝛ ſo will ſhe encreaſe hir fozce by little and little, and 
in the ende, ſhee will ouertomme bothe Feaſaunte and Par⸗ 
tridge, 4c. And when ſhee hath killed, lette hir grype and 
ſeaze the pꝛaye at hir pleaſure. And lette hir alſo plume there⸗ 
vpon as long as ſhe will, a cuermoze let hir be rewarded von 
the grounde. Ind when ſhee is well nowſked, then rewarde 
hir neuer but vpon the cockes of all pꝛayes, bycauſe that wy ll 
make hir loue that pzaye the better. Ind when ſhee killeth a 
henne of any kinde, lette hir no moze but plume vpon it, and

gyue hir but the heart, and the bzayne at the molke, bitauſe

vpon a pong pꝛapt, oꝛ inure hir thereto, Foz then (he woulde 
not afterwardes paſſe muche koꝛ olde game Ind likewiſe foz 
the ſame conſideration pou ſhall not nouſtl noz enter a mew⸗ 
ed hawke at yong game. | 

Foz the Goſhawke all fowles generally are god traynes, 
as Crane, Buſtarde, Hearne, wilde Gele, Niuer fowle, Coz- 
mozantes,Choughes, Rwkes, Kyghtes, and all other fowle 
that haunt Ryucrs 02 plaſhes. - 4 


Howe to make a trayne or flight 
for the Goſhawke, 


Sætte one ot the ſayd fowles vpon the water, and betweene 

you and the water, let there bee ſome ſmall ſhzubbes oz bu⸗ 
ſhes, ſo as the Goſhawke may haue couerte to take the ſfanre 
if neede be, as alſo to keeper hir out of ſight ofthe fowle, koꝛ hir 
aduantage. Then aduaunce your fiſte, ſo as the hawke maye 
dilcrie the ko wle. After whiche you may hold it lower againe, 
and ſo caſt off the hawke. Ind if ſo be p ſhe ſeaze the fowle, 
lefte hir kerde thereon at hir pleaſure on the grounde. To make 
your Goſhawke to the bꝛoke, lette hir flee thoſe traynes afoze 
ſayre, as J haue tolde you. But when you ſee the hawke ap⸗ 


pꝛoche the fowle , e to be within daunger, then ſtrike vp your 


dꝛumme befoze ſuch time as p fowle do eſpie your Goſhawke, 
Foz if (he once ſee the hawke befoze hee ſp2ing, ſhe will by no 
meanes Willingly foꝛſakt cthebzoke, but fall to dpuing and 
ducking, a dekence whiche nature hath pzonided & taught the. 
Thus muſte you deale with the Goſhawke to the * 
| ut 
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but if you will flee with hir to the Hare 4 Lyueref, (which is 
a game that the Goſhawke dothe muche delyghte to kyll and 
pzaye on) then muſte you bycedy bir, and at no time let hir flee 
without that druiſe,foz feare leaſt ſhe ſpoyle hir ſelfe. Foz the 
Hare is of ſome fozce, and in ſtriuing to eſcape from hir, will 
fozce hir to ſtretdy hir armes, and open hir lelkt to wide, which 
is the vtter vndoing of your hawke. The Sparowhawkes 
do ble to kill the fowle at the Sowzce oz Souſe, as the Goſ- 
hawkes do, whiche nature hath taught them, ( foz that beeing 
rounde winged hawkes,) ik they dealt not vpon the aduaun⸗ 
tage, he fowle might eaſily ſlippe from them, and elcape their 
daunger. But ſo greate is the curteſie of kinde , as ſhce euer 
ſecketh to recompence any detect of hirs, with ſome other bet⸗ 
ter benefite,oz at leaſt ſuch as ſhall ſerne the turne. Thus haue 
you the Frenche Falconers opinions layde wwne,as touching 

the fleeing with edx kinde of hawke, oz at leaſte, the 

. Greateſt parte of them. Foz the knowledge to flee 

N with the Falcon, ſeructh foz all Towze 

hawkes, and the Goſhawke foz 
the rounte winged 
hawkes. 
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To manne, hoode, and reclayme a 
haw ke, after the opinion of 
the Italian Falconer. 
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FE that will furniſhe his hawke accoꝛdingly, muſte haut 
Jeſſes and Bewettes of god leather, and ſh2ill belles, ac⸗ 
toꝛding to the hugenelle oz condition ok his hawke, So — 
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he alſo haue a hodt foz hir:and therewithall he muſt oktentymes 
hÞde and vnhode hir, in ſuch ſoꝛt that ſhee be not afrayde there- 
of,noz of hir keeper when hee handleth hir. Jn nine nightes hee 
ſhoulde not ſafferhirto iouke at all, noꝛ to come on any perdy, 
but ſhoulde kerpe hir continually ſo long vpon his fiſt, And 
when he will call hir, let him obſerne this oꝛder: Set the Falcon 
vpon the perch and vnhwde hir, then ſhewe bir pour fiſte with 
ſome meate in it, and call hir ſo long till ſhe come to it. Ind 
When ſhe commeth feede hir, and rewarde hir as pleaſauntly as 
you tan: But if ſhe come not, giue hir nothing at all-vntill ſhe 
be verye ſharpe ſet. Ind this ozder mutt you keepe withyour 
Hawke ſeuen oꝛ tight dayes togither. 

When you would lure hir, giue hir vnto ſome other man to 
holde, and call hir with a lure well garniſhed with meate on 
both ſydes, as you called hir fo pour fiſt. Itter you haue vſed that 
maner of calling ſire dayes oꝛ thereaboutes, cauſe hir to be helde 
further from you, and caſt the lure about your heade, and thꝛow⸗ 
ing it out vpon the grounde a little from you: And ik ſhe = 
fo if roundly, then feede hir and rewarde hir bountifully; 
whyles your hawke is vpon the lewze, go aboute hirfayze = 
ſoftly, lewzing and crying: wo ho ho, as Faltoners vſe, And 
when you haue thus done by the ſpace of cerfaine dayes, take 
your lewꝛe garniſhed as befoze ſayde , and every day call hit to 
you as karre as ſhee may well heare and perceyne pou: 
and let hir be loſe from all hir furnifuce, that is without either 
loynes oꝛ cryaunce': and if (he come ſo karre off to you, then feed 
and rewarde hir well, and ſtoppe hir in hir feeding oftentyriies, 
fo that will make hir come the better: but take herde that you 
hurt hir not in ſo doing. Pont ſhall alſo ſometymes call hir on 
hoxſebacke. Ind when you haue vled hit thus a moneth, oꝛ vntill 
ſhe come well androundly, and that ſheebe familiar with: the 
man without any ſtraungenelſe oꝛ copneſſe; then map pou ffop 
the lewꝛe vpon hit, and make hit flee vpon you. But befoze you 
do W, it ſhall bemeete to bathe hir, leaſt when ſhe is x iibertie 
the rangle to lecke water, and ſo you might ler ſe your Hawke: 


and curry ſenen 02 eight dayes, your Hawke ſhould be ſet fo the 
y J.i. water, 
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Water, fo the nature of them ſo requirety, When you haue thus 


manned, re clapmed, and'lewzed your Falcon, go out with hit 
into the fieldes and whiſtle hir of your fyſt , ſtanding ſtill to ſee 
what ſhe will do, and whether ſhe will rake out oz not. But if 
che flee rounde vpon you, as a god Hawke ſhoulde flee, then let 
hir flee a turne oz two: whicye done, thzowe hir out the lewze, 
and let hir fte a henne oꝛ a pullet, and kill it, and feede hir well 
there vppon. Unhode hir often as pou beare hir, and ceaſe not 


ſo to do vntill ſhe haue endewed and mewted ſufficiently. 


When pour Falcon is thus made t manned, go abꝛode with 
hit euery moꝛning when the Weather is fayze and calme, and 
chuſe a place toꝛ hir to flee in, where there is ſome narrow bꝛoke 


oꝛ plaſhe of water, Ind when you call hir of, go into the winde 
fo karre that the fo wle may not deſcrie pou. And when ſhe is 
caſt off ; and beginneth to recouer hir gate, me p54 then to⸗ 
wardes the bzooke where the ko wle lie, alwayes wy ing and ma⸗ 
king pour Hawke to leane in vpon you. Ind when you perceiue 
that ſhe is at a reaſonable pitche,then(hir heade being in, ) lay out 
the ko wle, and lande it if you can, and if you cannot,takz downs 
your Hawke, and let hit kil ſome traine,as thus. Take with you 
a Ducke,and ſlip one of hir wing feathers, and ha uin z thꝛuſt it 
though hir nares, thzow it out vnto your Hawke, and cat it as 
high as you can right vnderneath your Hawke, that he may the 
better knowe your hande,and you. Ind remember that you ne⸗ 
uer flee ayong Hawke without ſame quicke thing caryed inta 
the field with you, that if ſhe faile at firſt to kill the wilde fowle, 
you may yet make hir kil that traine which you bzing with you, 
And this you ſhall doe foz a certaine time, vatill your Hawke 
be well entred and quarreyed, and that ſhe knowe a quarreyoz 
lufficiently. Some other Falcons there be of a contrarie nature, 
which will require great ill to finde their pzoperties. And the 
ſame being knowne, you may keepe them high oꝛ pooꝛe, accoz» 
ding to their conditions. So ſhal you do moze good with them, 
than if you haut no repel to the diuerſitie of their nature: foz 


tuen you ſhould commit great errours, and ſeldome make good 
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kes. Pou may traine Hawkes in this wiſe, Firll you 


ſhall 
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feede your Hawke well vpon a fowle of the ſame kinde that you 
woulde traine hir withall, oꝛ haue hir flee to. Ind you ſhall dot 
fo vntill you haue acquainted your Hawke with that kinde of 
fowlc, the which you may do in this ſozt. Take that fo wle that 
you will make the trayne of, and et it on foote with meate fyed 
vpon the backe ok it, and go ſo neare it that the Hawke mape ſee - 
it : and when ſhe ſeeth it, let hir ſeaze therevpon, and foote the 
fowle and kill it. Oꝛ you may thus do better: Take a Cryance, 
and tye the fowle (which hath the meate tyed on hir backe)by the 
beake, and cauſe one fo ſtande cloſe which maye holde the ſame 
Cryance.Then vnhoode your Hawke, and ſtande a farte off,and 
let him dꝛawe the fowle and ſfirre it with his Cryance, bntill 
your Hawke map ſee it ſtyꝛre. Ind if tHe foote it, then may 
you afterwards make hir this other kinde of fraine. 
Take a quick fowle which can flee, and when 
you haue half ſeeled it, and caſt it out, let 
your hawke flee to it, and if ſhe kil 
it,reward and feed hir vp 
well on if, 
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To keepe and make Sparhawkes, 
be taken tender penned out of their tyꝛee, it is meete that 


F yon would know howe fo feed 


that 
pou keepe them in a freſhe and ſweete place, and giue them as 


much as they will eate,of ſmall byꝛdes, as Sparrowes , Mart⸗ 
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lets, and ſuch like. Ind alſo you may giue them other fleſh, but [if 
ſee that it be ſweet,cleane,and god,ſhzed into ſmall pellets vpon 1 
a cleane trencher. When they beginne to ware full ſomed, giue 1 
them Sparrowes, and other ſmall birdes whole, that they may 
learne to plume, for, and fy2e : and ſet them a Baſon of cleane 
water in a heape of ſande,that they may bathe therein and pzoine 
and picke their feathers. They that be thus dealt withall do not 
know how to pꝛay and therfoze you mull enter them by traynes 
in this maner. Take a pong chick? which is of colour and plume 
like a Feaſant oꝛ Partrich,x caſt it out befoze your Sparhawke, 
But if ſhe flee not vnto it, noꝛ do fte it, then ſtrip the ſkin vpon 
the head of the chicken vntil it bleed,and ſhe will lightly ſeaze if, 
thinking that it is fleſl to feed vpon. Then feed hir vpon it well, 
and thus you ſhall vſe hir vntill che wil ſeaze a chicken of hirſelf. 
When ſhe will take a chicken of hirſelf, go into ſome fapze cloſe 
dn medow where nothing may be to interrupt you, take ayong 
chicken and thzow it vp vnto pour hawke vntill ſhe flee to it and 
fote it: then feede hir vp therevpon, and coy hir aſmuche as you 
can deuiſe: Foz Nyaſe Sparhawkes are much moze daungerous 
and coy than others be. When your Sparhawke will fotfe a 
chicken well as befoze ſayd, then you may traynt hit thus.Cauſe 
ſome of your ſeruants oz others to ſtande cloſe in ſome ditche oꝛ 
other pꝛiuie comer, with a line chicken in his hande : and ſtande 
your ſelke with your Sparhawke vpon your fiſt a little diſtance 
from him: then crie and ſpeake as you would ſpeake,and cry to 
your Spaniels when they range the field. Ind when you thinke 
that your Sparhawke loketh that way as he that hath the fraine 
ſtandeth, let him caſt vp the chicken, as highe as he can, and let 
your Sparhawke flee thereat,and ſeaze it. That done,rewarde 
hir, and feed hir therebpon, making much of hir, and cheering hir 
tuermoꝛe among. Thus ſhall you do twice a day. When pon | 7 
haue thus trayned hir, mount on your hozſebacke, x giue hir like { 
traynes in the field as befoze ſayd, Then ſet hir ſharpe againſt an 
euening,and go out to ſeeke ſome game: and if you find, ek to 
make hir one flight at aduauntage, and let hir flee but once, and 
ſuppe hir vp vpon the pꝛay. Thus in koure 02 fine dayes at the be⸗ 
170 AJ. üij. ginning 
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ginning J woulde haue yon let hir flee but one flight in a day, 
rewarding hir well alwayes when the killeth any thing, to the 
ende (he may knowe hir game the better, and take the greater de⸗ 
light therein, vntill ſhe be thzovghly noulled. To keepe pour 
Sparhawke in god oꝛder, tyſe early in the moming, and ta⸗ 
king hit vpon your fylt, tappe hir on the trayne with your two 
fozefingers, and ſtroke on hir wings that ſhee may mantle and 
warble, and aduaunce hir ſelfe bolt vpzight and delicately vpon 
your kyſt. Sometymes allo take off hir hoe, and put it on a⸗ 
gaine fayze and ſoktly, toꝛ rebuking hir. When you haue kept hir 
two houres vpon the filk,then ſet hir in the Sunne to weather hir 
halfe an houre: that beeing done call hir fo your fiſt wyth 
meate, and whiſtle to hir often,and chirpe with your lippes, that 
ſhe map learne to know that voyce when you call hir, and when 
ſhe commeth rewarde hir well. Thus you ſhoulde ve hir day⸗ 
ly, vnfilt ſhe come well to the kyſt: remembꝛing alwayes that 
you deale with hit as gently and as amiably as you can deuiſe.

[# a falcontr chaunce to recouer a Ramage Hawke which was 


neuer handled befoze, let him immediately ſcele hir, and there⸗ 
withall let him euen then alſo put on hir Jeſſes, the which muſt 
bee of Shameuſc leather, o2 ſoft Calues leather, oz ſuche other 
leather as maye bee gentle and plyaunte to hir legge, It the 
ende thereof it ſhall not bee amiſſe to ſetfe two Uervelles of 
Spluer, the one thereof maye haue the armes of the King, 
o; Queene Whom you ſerue, and the other a Scutcheon obern 
1 owne 
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owne armes. Foz as much as when they flee out, if they chaunce 
to be taken vp, they may the ſoner be returned againe and reſto= 
red to their owners, the which muſt then remember to rewarde 
the taker vp or his Hawke liberally. Pon ſhall alſo put hir on a 
a paire of god Belles with two pꝛopꝛe bewets: Being thus fur-

Mhen a god high fleeing 
Hawke becing whillled, oz taſt off the fille, dothe gather vp⸗ 
wards to a great gate, you muſt haut regard fo continue hir 
therein,flteing with hir vpon dꝛoade waters and open Ri- 
uers, ełchuing little bzokes and gullets, and ſuch places as lie 
ntare vnder couert, where there be trees, ſhzubbes, and buſhes, 
in uche ſozt that it will be very hard to land a fowle hanſom- 
x from them, at leaſt not without help of dogges and great 
* lapping and a do. Pea ſometimes take you muſt of koꝛee a- 
light from off your Yozſe, all which things are able to marre 
a high fleging Hawke. Foz aſmute as crying, clapping of 
auds,noyſe,bawling of dogges,and alighting on fote, and 
urthermoze when a Hawke cannot ſee the water net iv 
theſe things do teathe hir to forget hirkindly fleeing; =

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play the Kite, houering and winding as the Kite doth in the 
ayze, without any ſhew of ſtate: aud in twice oz thzice doing 
ſo, (he abateth hit gate, and marreth hir fleing. Therefoze let 
the Falconer take god heede to that conſideration, and keepe

NO to teach you to make a flight at þ Hearon: although 
it be the moſt nobleſt and ſtately flight that is, and plea⸗ 
ſant to behold, yet is there no ſuche art oꝛ induſtrie therein as 
in the other flights. Foz the Hawke flecth the Hearon:moued 
by nature, as againſt hir pꝛoper foe: but to the riuer ſhe fleeth 
as taught by the induftrie and diligfce'of the Falconer. Then 
muſt it needes follow, that ( ſuch Falconers as haue flowen at 
the Riyer,when the end ok the month of Febzuary oz the be⸗ 
ginning ok Marche is come, a time when Hearnts begin to 
make their paſſage,) it you will make thoſe Falcons to that 
flight. ou muſt ceaſe fleeing at the Riner with them any lõ⸗ 
ger: but you muſt pull them downe and make them light, the 
which you ſhall do by feeding them with no wild meates, but 
the harts and fleſh of Lambes, Calues, and chickens, and cal? 

ling of them to the lewze with other make Falcons, that is to 

ſay,a call at once, to the end they may accuſtom and aquaint 
themlelues one with another, and ſo may the better flee the 
Hearon by helping ont another, 4 by ſuccouring each other. 
Herin you mult take god heede ſo fo acquaint them that they 
crabbe not togither, fox ſo would they do when they come to 
the flight, whereby they might be in perill to be ſpoyled oz kil⸗ 
led. When your Falcons be ſkowzed'and cleane, ſo as beyng 
(arp let, they may be called hungrie Hawkes, oꝛ(as Faulco⸗ 
ners tearme the) tagte Hawkes, you muſt get a llue Hearon, 
vpppon the vpper part of whoſe bill oꝛ truncke you muſt con⸗ 
uey the jopnt of a reede oz Cane, ſo as ſhee may not — the 
awke

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hawke therewith:that being done, tie the Hearon in a Cri⸗ 

ance, then ſetting hir vpon the ground, vnhod your Hawke, 

to the end that when ſhe eſpieth the Hearon ſhe may flee hir: 

and if ſhe do ſo, make in apace to ſuccour hir, æ let hir plume, 

g take bloud of it, allowing hir p bzaynes,the marrowe of the 

bones with the Hart altogether : (the Italians call it %a.) 

Hauing thus layde it vpon your hawking gloue,giue it your 

Hauke:and afterwardes rippe the bzeall of the Hearne, 4 let 

your hauke feede theron vntill ſhe be wel goꝛged. This being | 

done, hoode hir vp, vpon the Hearon,ſuffring hir plume ther⸗ 

on with all the fauour that may be: then take hir vpon pour 

fiſt, and lette hir tyꝛe a little vppon the foote oz pynion of the 

wing. But ik a Falconer haue not ſtoze of Hearons to traine 

withall (as often as it happeneth, by meane the fowle is rare 

and dayntie) then may he do thus: When he hath armed oz 4 

caſed the Hearons tronke with a cane 02 reed, as befozeſayd, Wen 

he may take a pece of a Calues ſkin, oꝛ ſuch other like, as long 1 

as the neck ok a Heron, t beginning at the head continuing to 

the ſhulders & body of the hearon, let him ſew it in pꝛopoztion 

and ſhape of a fheath,that it may arme the Hearons neck and 

head: 4 afterwards with a pen(ill, pen and inke, oz ſuch other 

deuice,let him paint it as like as he can to the neck and head 

of an Heron, with kethers e euery thing to the purpoſe. Then 

let him let the counterfeat Hearon vpon the ground, as befoze 

ſald: and when the Hauke dothe flee it and koote it, he muſte 

haue a quick pong Pigeon, the which he muſk hanſomly con⸗ 

ney vonder the Hearons Wyng, and let the Hauke plume and 

keede theron, releruing the Hearon ſafe foz an other tyme, and 

to make trayne agayne with it the nexte daye. Then hauing 
* thervpon rewarded youre Hauke, and coped hir ſufficiently, 

you mape got the next daye into a meadowe, oz other conue⸗ 

nient place, with pour Falcon on pour kyſt: and giuing the 

Yearon armed, as befozeſayde, to ſome other whyche maye 

holde it vnder his arme a god waye off from the Hawke, 

as halte an Arrowe ſhote oz moze : Then your Hawke be⸗

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yng vnhoded, giue ligne vnto him to thzow vp p Hearon on 
high, and ik your Hawke ſeaze it, reward and feede hir with 
a Pigeon as befozeſayd, dealing familiarly with hir, and the 
third day you may do agayne in like manner , cauſing hym 
that holdeth the trayne to hide himlelke as cloſe as he can, aud 
to caſt out the Hearon as karre from him as he may All theſe 
being done, and the Hawke hauing thus often taken bir 
trayne to your liking,you map the fourth day in a kapꝛe field, 
put out the Hearon without Criance oꝛ arming hir at all: 
and when ſhe is vp of a reaſonable height , you maye caſt off 
your Hawke, who if ſhee binde with the Hearon and bzing it 
downe, the make in apace to reſkew hir,thzuſting the Hcaros 
bill into the grounde, bzeake his wings and legges that the 
Hawke may the moze eaſily fote and plume it Then reward 
bir as bountifully as you can with the bzaynes, the marrowe 
of the bones and the hart as is befoze declared(making hir the 
Ftalia 5-ppa)many vſe to make a trayne another way which 
doth not millitke me, and that is thiz:they cauſe.one to climb a 
tree with the Htaron, and from thence he caſteth hir out to the 
Hawke,and then they let their Hawkes flee as bekoze ſayde. 
But as touching theſe traynes, it behoueth that'the Falconcr 

be of god Judgement, as alſo in diucrs other things, 
Foz euen as the Hawke doth ffce them with 
better oz wozſe liſte and like, lo beho⸗ 
ueth it that the traynes pꝛa⸗ 
uided be ſtronger oz 
weaker accoz⸗ 
dingly.

Hen poure Hawke will. kill a trapne luſtely and 
boldly, then may you go into the field to find a wild 
Hearon at llege, and whk you haue found hir, winne 
in as nye to hir as you can, and go with your Hawke vnder 
the wind, where hauing fir lo led hir hod in a readinelle, as 
ſone as the Hearon leaueth the ſiege, off with hir bend, and let 
bir flee: and if (hee climb to the Hearon , and beate hir ſo that 
ſhe bzing hir downe,runne in apace to reſkewe hir, thzuſting 
the Hearons bil into the ground, and bzeaking hir wings and 
legges, (as is afozeſaid) feede hir and reward hir vpon poure 
hawking gloue, in maner befoze declared. But if your hawke 
ſhould fayle to beate downe the Hearon, oꝛ do giue him oner, 
then ſhall you flee the Hearon no moze with hir,vnleſſe it bee 
with ſome other make Hawke, whiche is well entred and in 
god fleeing, Ind thereby the vnſkilful Hawke ſeeing that o⸗ 
ther Hawke flee at the Hearon and binde with hir, will take 
courage and flee eake with that other make Hawke epther 
little oz much, and ik they kill the Hearon, then ſhould they be 
fedde and rewatded togither while the quarry is hote, ma-

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king them an Italian See as befoze ſayd. Ind by this mea⸗ 


nes the coward Hawke may be made bold and perkeck: But 
if it chance that any luſty royſting Hauke wil flee the Hearon 


ok hir ſelfe without trayne, oꝛ p Shoueler, the Falconer, chold 


let hir fote it, plume, and bꝛeake it vntill ſhe finde bloud, and 
ſhold glue hir the 5-pp«,as Falconers do tearme it, foz ſo they 
will become much bolder and the better Hearoners alſo. But 
he that will wozke ſurely to enter his Hawke at the 
Htaron, let him helpe hir by any pzatiſe oz mea- 
nes that he can deuife;and thele be the 
meanes and pzeceþts to make ?

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KN Of ſuch Hawkes as flee from the fits, 
and firſt ofthe Sacre, 
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Ys mull vnderſfande that all ſoztes of Falcons are made 
tw the Lewꝛe after one ſelke manner, but they — 
L. iij. no 
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not hawked with all alike:fozthe Sacres, Lannets, Gerfals 
tons, Millions, and Merlins, do not flee the riuer,vnleſſe haps 
pely the Laners do, which as J vnderſtand do flee the riuer in 
Fraunce:but they flee not ſingle, but ſundzy Lanners at one 
time,moze than a caſt oz aleae of them at once, and ſo per- 
aduentnre do the Gerfalcon and the Million. Whereof al⸗ 
though there be fewe in this countrey which are made oz flo= 
wen withall, yet will J not ſpare to wzite what J haue lear- 
ned of them by htreſay, beginning with the Sacre. J ſay that 
they are flowen withall from the fiſte, in a playne field where 
there are keweſt blockes, oz ſtubbes, oz ſuch other impedimkts, 
but that a man may gallop freely: men hawke with them to 
the Hearon,the Kight,and ſuch like,as allo at Feaſant, Par⸗ 
tridge, Quaplt, and ſometimes at the Hare, but with moze 
than one ſingle Hawke atonte as I ſayd befoze. Ind in Cy⸗ 
pꝛus thty hawke with them to the Crane with the help of the 
peregrine Falcon in this oꝛder: When they haue founde the 
Crane, the Falconcr doth loſe his Hawkes hood in a readi- 
nelſſe(J meane the Percgrine Falcon) and dzawing as neare: 
to the Crane as he can under the winde, when ſhee riſeth, hee 
quickly vnhodeth his Hawke and lets hir flee, and after hir 
they caſt off a caſt oz aleafe of Sacres,which follow the pere⸗ 
grine Falcon, that leadeth them as the moze weightie and va⸗ 
liant Hawke: and bycauſe the Crane ſtriueth not at the en- 
counter in defence as þ Hearon doth, but always flecth right 
kozthwards, therefoze the Peregrine Falcon doth ſeaze vppon 
the Crane, and buckling with hir two oz thzee boundes, the 
Sacres make in and beate hir downe to the ground vntill the 
Faltontrs come in to reſkew their Hawkes, who ſpeedely 
thzuſting the Cranes bill info the ground, do eftſone bzeake- 
hit wings and legges(as they do the Hearnes,)bycaulſe they 
do Hawkes moſt wrong with their legges and feete: whiche 
being done, they reward and keede all their Hawkes vpon the 
Crane, making them an Italian % bppon their hawking 
gloue, ok the bzapnes, marrow, and the hart, dut geuing the 
Fi 5 e petegrine 
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peregrine a greater reward than the acres, (yrt with diſ- 
cretion) they reward them all togither. Thoſe peregrine Fal- 
tons which are god fox the Crane, are muche eſfcemed in cy- 
pra of great ſtatts, and ſo much the moze, by how much they 
are moze rare and paſſing in perfeition. But heere amongſle 
vs this flight is not vſed,as well koz that we haut no ſuch 02. 
dinarie ſfoze of Cranes, as alſo bycayſe our fieldes are not ſo 
playne and free without fewell as theirs are in cyprus. 
This is the oꝛder in cyrus, but in Fraunce, the chiefe ve of the 
Sacre, is to kill the Kite as J haue touched, and partly 
made you ſhew in the deſcription ofthe Sacre, 
in the fozmer part of this collection. 
But by this ye ſete, Euery coun 
trie hath his cuſtome. 
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How to flee with the Lanner 
fr om che fiſte. | 
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| x Ines are muche eſtermed in Fraunce, fox they flee with 

them (a caſte oꝛ moze at once) to the Ryuer alſo. Ind by⸗ 
cauſe they are hawkes (whide mainteyne long flightes, ) they 
tyꝛe a kowle in ſudy ſozte , that with dogges and hawking 
poles they kill many, and by that mcanes they ſpoyle moze w 
a Laner,than with a better hawke.Thus much J haue heard 
by credible repozts. Theſe Laners are flowen withall at Par- 
tridge alſo and Feaſant , and ſome ſaye that many of them 
pꝛoue very god therefoze. But in Italie they vſe no luche fle- 
ing, peraduenture bicauſe there is no greate kill in it. It you 
would flee with a Laner,you muſt ketpe hit maruelous ſhoꝛt 
and ſharpe lette. Foz they are of the ſame nature that a Sa⸗ 
cre, and that one (in manner) is made euen as that other is: 
and bicauſe they keepe their taſtings long, by reaſon they are 
harde metteld hawkes, you hall not giue them caſting ok cot⸗ 
ton, but of towe, oz knottes ot henipe, oꝛ the ſhauing of a Ha⸗ 
ſell wande. And if you giue them any Cotton caſting, yet put 
the towe oz knottes of Hempe on the outſide of it, and ſo by⸗ 
cauſe they take ſinall pleaſure therin, they will caſi the ſoner. 
Let this ſuffiſe to be ſayde of theſe kindes of hawkes,bycauſe 
they are 0zdinary,x their natures to well knowen of all men. 


To hawke with the Gerfalcon 
and the Mylion. 


Jail ſpeake ſome kew woꝛds of the Gerfalcon and the Mi⸗ 
lion, whiche art all (in manner) of one nature, as p hawkes 
laſte rehearſed ,. and are made to the lewzr in the ſelke ſame 
manner, Theſe hawkes(as far as J haue vnderſtode) do not 
flee the Niuer, but alwaies krom the fiſt they flee the Hearons. 
Shouelers, and the Right with the koꝛked tayle, and at luche 
other flightes. In going vp to their gate, they holde not that 
courſe oz way which other Falcons do. Fox they clyme vp v⸗ 
pon the trapne, when they finde any fowle, and as ſwne as 
they haut reached hir, they plucke hit 23 at the * 
6 E 
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yet at the ſecond 02 thirde intounter. They arefedde and re» 
warded as other Falcons are:they are very craftie ofnature, 
and couet to keepe their caſtings long thzough llouth. There» 
foe you ſhall not giac them calling of Cotton, but of Towe, 
Halell, oz harde things, as you ſhall do the Sacre t Laner, 
Ind you mult keepe themlikewiſe very eager aud ſharpe let. 
It is a hawke that is flowen withall by great ſfates,x Pꝛin⸗ 
ces moſte commonly. And therefoze J will wzite no moze of 
it, as ont that haue no greate pzaitiſe thereof, 


To flee with the Merlyne 
at the Partridge. 


V you will flee with the Merlyne at Partridge ,' chuſe the 

female, whiche is the larger, koꝛ they onely will pꝛoue god 
therevnto. Ind in trayning oz making the Jacke, you ſhould 
but looſe your time. When you haue made the female Mer⸗ 
lyne fo the lewꝛe, in maner bekoꝛe deſcribed, and that ſhe will 
likewiſe abydt the hode, you muſte make hir a trayne with a 
Partridge, if you can get any , ik not, then with ſome other 
line birde , in ſuche oꝛder as hath bene ſet downe to trayne o⸗ 
ther hawkes. Ind if ſhe kote and kill it, then rewarde hir, luk⸗ 
fring hir to take hir pleaſure on it,. cc. This being done, pon 
map ſtrayghtwaies flee with hir the wilde Partridge : and if 
the take it at the firlte flight ( whiche (eldome happenethb ) oz if 
ſhe flee it to marke and take it at the ſeconde flight, beeing re⸗ 
tryued by the Spanels,feede hir vp vpon it with a reaſonable 
g02ge,checring hir with your vopce, in ſuch loꝛt, that che may 
know the ſame. But if ſhe pzoue not hardit at the firlk traine, 
then you ſhall do wel to pꝛoue hir with another traine, bekoze 

you flee with hit at the wilde game. But if at the le⸗ 

condt trayne ſhe pꝛoue not hardie, it is a token 
that ſhee is cowardly, and no⸗ 
thing worth,

at the Larke 0z h Lenet. Foz ouer and beſides that they of 

themfelnes lone compante, and to flee togither , they do alfs- 

giue greater pleaſure oz delyght to the tokers on. Foz _

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that one (at the ſtouping) Mrikek the birde, and then that o⸗ 
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ther at hir downe come: and when that one clymeth to the 
mowntie aboue the Larke , then that other lyeth lowe foz hir 
beſte aduauntage, whide is molle deleifable to beholde. Peg 
and ſometimes the poꝛe birdes þecomme ſo fearefull,that they 
{:owre themſelues in the houſes t chambers of ſuche as dwell 


. neare the fielres, So that both the birde and the hawke are ok⸗ 
tentimes tak? both togither by the countryman. And therfoze 


it ſhall not be amiſſe to tye vnto their Jefſes oz Bewets ſome 
vervile,bearing the armes of their owner x maſter (as if they 
were Falcons) to the ende they may be reſfozed vnto thẽ. But 
to returne to mp purpoſe, I ſayethat when the Mcrlynes are 
thꝛoughly manned,and made gentle, you may cary them into 
the fielde, where hauing founde a Larke oz a Lenef, (making 
loſe hir hoe) you muſt go as neare as you can into p winde 
to the birde. Ind as ſcone as the birde riſethfrom the grounde, 
vnhor your caſt of Merlines, and caſt them to flee vntil they 
haut beaten downe the Larke oz Lenet,and let them feere on 
hir fo their labour indifferently. But heerewithall note that 
there is a kinde of Larkes,(called cutte Larkes) whide do not 
mounte as the long ſpurte fielde Larke doeth, but flee fozheade 
befoze the Merlyn. In any cale let them not flee ſuch Larkes, 
fo: neither will they make you like paſtime,noz yet ca you flec 
them without daunger of leeſing your Merlynes,

7 Ette vs now ſprake of the oꝛder howe fo mewe hawkes , 
and ok the Mewes. Firſte to ſpeake of Falcons , they 
maye bee flowen withall vntill Saini Geozges daye , that 
is aboute the myddeſt of Jpzill. Then lette them downe. 
And you. muſte diligently marke, whyther they haue a⸗ 
ny lyſe oꝛ not. And if thep haue, pepper them ts kyll the layde 
lyſe, and kowꝛe them befoze you caſte them into the mewe. 
That beeing dane, you may put them into the mewe. There 
are 
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are two ſundzie ſoztes of mewing that is to ſaye, mewing 
loſe at large, oꝛ at the Stocke: and J will firſte ſpeake of this 
laſte kinde of mewing, 


Of mewing at the Stocke, 
or the Stone. 


* place wherein you ſhoulde mew a hawke at the ſtocke, 
L ſhould be a lowe parler oꝛ chamber vpn the grounde, karre 
from any nopſe oz concourſe of people, and ſituate towarde 
the Notth oz Noztheaſt. Place therein a table of a conueni⸗ 
ent length, koꝛ the number of your Falcons, and let it bee fiue 
02 ſixe fete bꝛoade at the leaſte , with little thinne boꝛdes oz 
planckes all alongſt the ſides and endes, nayled on foure fin⸗ 
gers high. And lette this table be ſette on treſtles of two fote 
high, oz thꝛet fete high from the grounde, and fill theſe tables 
with greate Sande whiche hath pꝛetie little rounde pebble x 
grauell ſtones in it: in middeſt whereof you may place ſome 
greafe free ſtones a Cubite high, made like vnto a piller, flatte 
in the bottom, and playne 4 ſmooth aboue, growing by pecce⸗ 
mealc lefſe and leſſe vnto the toppe of them. Wherevnto leffe 
pour hawkes be tyed, eyther Falcon, Gerkalton, Myllion, oz 
Merlyne. Then take a ſmall cozde of the bignellt of a bow⸗ 
ſtring, oꝛ little moze,put it thzough a ring, and binde it about 
the ſtone, in ſudy ſozte that the ring oz (wyvle may go rounde 
about the ſtont, without any ſloppe oꝛ lette: Ind thervnto tye 
the leaſeof a Falcon, which may ſo ſtand vpon the ſayd ſtone 
being ſette in the lande. But you muſte haue regard, that ( if 
yon mewe moe Falcons than one at once in one rome) you 


ltttt pour ſtones one ſo farre from another, that when your 
hawkes bate, they maye not ready one another koꝛ crabbing. 
The greate ſtones are ſet, oꝛ that a Falcon feeling the freſh. 
neſſe and colenes of the ſtone; will delight to ſitte ſtill vp it, 
Ethe little grauel ſtonts are, bycauſe a hawke will oktktymes 
ſwallow them to cole hit within, and will keepe them I 
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times two oz thee houres, oꝛ moze within hir. The ſand alſo. 
is neceſſary,bicauſe when they bate, they ſhall not marre their 
keathers, and alſo bicauſe thereby their mewtes are the eaſlicr 
cleanſed, and to bee remoued from them. The little coꝛde oz 
bende with the ring on it, art tyed about the ſtone, bicauſe the 
Falcon bating this way and that way, ſhe ſhall neuer twinde 
noꝛ tangle,bicauſe the ring followeth hir ſtill. Jl daye your 
Falcons ſhoulde bee hoded vpon the (fone, vnleſſe it be when 
they would krede, koꝛ then only you muſt take them on y fiſte, 
vntill they haue fedde.Jt night off with their hodes, and bi⸗ 
cauſe ſomtimes inconueniences do happen by night, the Fal⸗ 
coner may do well to haue his bedre in the mewe, that he may 
the ſoner and in tyme helpe oz redzeſſe any thing that ſhall 
happen amiſſe amongſt his hawkes.

1 you woulde mewe your Falcon at libertie and at large, 
then muſt you mew but one at once in one rome, and yef 
if the circuite of your mewe be greate 4 capable inough, there 
may two, thꝛee, oꝛ four Falcons be mewed therin wel inough 
(with diuiſions.) The ſcope foz one Falcon muſte bee twelue 
fote ſquare,+ as muche in bright. oz thereabout, © two win⸗ 
wwes a fote and halfebzoare,o2 two fote bꝛoade at the moſt. 
Wyerof that one ſhould open towards the Nozth, wherby z 
mewe may alwaies recepue freſhe colre ayze, and p other to⸗ 
wards the Ealſt,foz p heate and cofozt of the Sunne. And edx 
of theſe windowes ſhould haue his cloſe cafementes on þ out 
ſide, to ſhut when you liſt, either one oz both of them,accozding 
as occaſion ſerueth. It your hawke be a madbꝛaine Kite, 4 a 
great bater, then ſhould it be beſte that this mewe oz chamber 
were on p grounte,whith if be lo, you muſt couer the grounde 
with groſſe lande foure fingers thicke , and therevpon fette & 
ſtone in ſuche ſozt as befoze ſayde, bicauſe Falcons do touet to 
ſtande vpon a ſtone, And therwithall you muſt make hir two 
handſome perches, nrare to eache windowe one, that ſitting on 


that 
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\ that one, ſhee maye haue the comfozte of the Sunne, and on 
that other, the freſhe of the cole ayze, and cuery weeke, oz 
at leaſte tuery koꝛtnyght, you muſtt ſette hir a latten baſon, 
02 a befſell of ſton oz tartheo, and at eucning fyll it with wa⸗ 
ter, that your hawke may to the water, if ſhce deſire it. And 
if hee doe bathe therein, then take it awaye the nyghte fols 
lowing , and haue regarde that your baſon , panne, oz ſuche 
other vellell bee of luche byggeneſſe and depth, that a bhawke 
may therein commodiouſly bathe at eaſe. Pour mcwe muſte 
al ſo haue a Poztall, wherein there may be a little hole bilowe 
to conuey in the deuiſe whereon their mcate is ſerued , called 
amongſt Falconers, the Hache.

Ind ik her haue foze ok traynes, then he ſhall re- 
warde and feede hir on the bzaynes , hearte, and thyghe of 
that whiche hee trayned withall; But if hee haue no loze, 
then it ſhall bee nerdekull fo laue that foz another trayne. 
This done, lette him cloſely conuey a Pygeon vnder/the 
wing of the trayne , and te warde his hawke therewith, 
as hathe beene heeretofoze declared in the traynes to the 
Hearon, And the nextedaye lette hir not fler, but ſette hir 
downe, gt. The thirde day he may glue hir another trayne, 
ſomewhat further ock. Ind the thirde trayn e he ſhall gyue it 
bir on hozſebacke , fiftie oz thzee ſcoze paces off at the leaſte, 
oz ſo karre off as bee maye come in to ſuccoure his hawke 
in tyme. His hawke beeing thus trayned and entred, he may 
ride out with his hawke ( without belles , bicauſe the Geeſe 
ſhall not ryſe befoze the Falconer haue bzoughte his hawke to 
the vauntage)then with his Tabard to brate it vp,4 ſo fozth, 
whereof J haue tolde befoze, Ind hauing kounde any wilde 
geeſe,he ſhall ewe them to his hawke, who being naturall 
mœued, will make from the ſiſte to them, and will fleelowe 
by the grounde, vntill ſhe come neare them. Then the Fal⸗ 
toner ſhall rydg after apace , and ſtrike vpon his Tabarde, 
vntill hee rapſethe Wildegeeſe, And if his hawke ſrazt as 
ny of them at Source, hee ſhall quickely ſuctoure hir, and 
rewarde hir, ec. But foz as muche as Wildegeeſe,will riſe 
as ſone as they ſee any bodie,'Therefoze the Falconer muſte 
teache his hawke to take the aduauntage , which is thus 
done: Js fone as hee hath kounde them a karre off; lette him 
alygyte from his hozſe , and carrye his hawke vnhoded 
behinde his hozle , ſtawking towardes them, vntill he haue 
gotten reaſonably neare them, holotug'vowne his thawke 
couerte bnder the hozſe necke oz bodie; in ſuche ſozte3/that 


cher maye finde the Geeſe. Then the ir” ſhall won 
| Fa n 
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in apace and ſicike vppon his Tabarde , to rayſe the Geeſe. 
Ind il ſhe kill any ofthem,remarde hir, xc. Uſing his hawke 
in this oꝛder, ſute may be made to kill two oz thzee, oꝛ moze, 
in a dayt. And in like manner maye ſhee bee made to the 
Crane. And in like ſoꝛte may he creepe to flee at fowle which 
lye vpon pyttes, oꝛ pondes. Firſt ſhewing them to his hawke, 
and letting hit dꝛawe to them, and then running in to putte 
them vp with his Tabarde. But the Faiconer muſte take 
heede, that as long as hee may finde grtate flightes, hee flee 
not at ſmaller fowle , to the ende his hawke may continewe 
the moze boldly to flee greate ffightes, Foz aman maye ſwne 
make a hamke a cowaruc and a ſlugge. Pet ſome there bet, 
(but thoſe are very rare-) whide fleeing at all kindes of 
fowles , becomme ſtill harder and hardper, and better and 
better. Nowe hauing wzytten ſufficiently of ſud flightes, 
J wyll paſſe ouer to teache the mcanes to mewe a Gol⸗ 
hawke. ö

VVV ben gon haue flowen either with Goſhawke oz Ter⸗ 
cell, foare, oꝛ haggarde, vnt ill March, gine hir ſome 
god quarrey in hir ttt, and toꝛeſeing that iht be cleane from 
lyſe, cuttt oft the buttons of hir Jeſſes, and thzowe hir into 
the mewe, the whiche map bee a rome either bylowe, oz on 
the grounde, ſet to wardes the Noꝛth if it be poſſible, And as 
foz the bygneffe , ſo that it be not to little, lette it be as large 
as you will, and let the prarches thertin be lyned with Can⸗ 
uas oꝛ Cotton, ſo that the ha wake hurte not hir keete there⸗ 
vppon : foz thereby ſhet might catch eyther the gowte, oz the 
pynnt. Let the mewe alſo haue a windowe toward the Eaſt, 
and another towardethe Nozth, to take freſhe apze , and the 
comfozte of the Sunnt. Pow fhall alſo pzouide in the lame 
meme, a Baſon oz other beſſell fox water, and cuery thzee 
dapes at the moſte, chaunge and ſhifte the water, And feedy 
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your hawk eyther with Pygtons or with Qyayley, on elſi 
with\hotte fleſhr of a Weather 62 grlotd Goat. le wat wil

A Bont the b extnning ot Dif6btr, if you prrieine your Gol- 
hawke fates mcewed, and harde penned, then gyue hir tis 
ther chirkens, oꝛ Lambes hrarfes, and Calues hearts, by the 
ſpace of. rx. dayrs ogither,to ſuowꝛe hir and to mak bir ſliſe 
out the lymir ſabifance and glyttt ont ok hir pannell, and to 
enſeame hit (as Faltoners termt it.) That being done, one e⸗ 
ucning you may dꝛaw hit out of the mewe, and new furniſh 
hir with Jelles, Bells, 4 Bewets,and of all other things that 
' halbe nedekull. Ind when pou haue ſeeled hir,keepe hir ſo ſce- 
led two oz theee dayes, vntill che will be gently hoded. Ind 
therof a Falconer ought to haue a ſpeciall regarde. Foz com⸗ 
monly all mewed hawkes art as coy to be hored, as whf they 
were firſt taken. But when you haue wonne hit to abyde the 
bor gently,then in an enening by candle lyght you may vn⸗ 
ſccle hir, and the nexte dayt you may go aboute to ſhewe hir 
the fie and the gloue. Ind as J haut befoze aduiſed you to 
- dealt with Haggarrs, oꝛ hawkes new taken from the Cage, 
you ſhall not fozget fo let hit tyꝛt and plume moꝛning and e⸗ 
uening, giuing hir ſomtimes in the mozning, when hir goꝛge 
is emptie, a little Suger Candie, koꝛ that will helpe hir mar⸗ 
ueloully to endewe. Sometimes alſo when ſhee is emptie in 
goꝛge, and pancll, you ſhal giue hit ſkowzings of Allies Cico- 
tune, Cloues, t Staueſaker,wzapped in a little pecce of Cote 
» * t602in Tow, oꝛ lynen cloth. But hereofſhalbe wzitten moze 
playnely in the treatiſe of medicines. 


To make a mewed Goſhawke fleeing. 
yy" the Falconer ſhall perceyue his Goſhawke to 
keede eagerly , and perceyucth by gr gemente 1 
ij. e 
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thee is cnſeamed, and that hee may boldely flee with hit: then 
lette him go into the fielde, and finding Partridge , ik the 
hawke bate at them ok hir owne accoꝛde, it is a token, that 
ſhee is emptie, and readie to flee : but ik ſhee bate not, then 
doth it betoken the contrary. Therefoze in luche caſe feede hit 
ſtill with wachte meates , and things conuenient, as long as 
pou ſhall thinke requiſite. Foz wubtles if ſhe be once tough⸗ 
ly enſcamed and readie , ſhee will flee of hir owne accozde. 
And then if ſhee kill, keede and rewarde hir as hath 

bene befaze declared. But if ſhe flee fo the marke 

with a Partrioge, then you mule retriue 

it, and ſerue hir as is alſo befoze 4 

txpꝛeſled. 
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Howe to keepe Nyaſſe Fog 
Sparowhawkes. 
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Jeewbawker art fs be conſidered of as all other kinds of 
hawkes are, accoꝛding to their age and diſpoſition. Some 
ot them art named Nyaſſes,ſome Bꝛaunchers, fome Soares 
pawkes ,jand ſame mewed hawkes: Some allo Haggards,' 
151 N.iij. being 
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becing mewed in the wodde, they are called Npalles, which 
are taken in the epzee, Bꝛanchers are thoſe , that hauing foz- 
ſaken the eyꝛer, are fedde by the olde hawke vpon the boughs 
and bzanches neare about the eyzee , and therevpon they are 
called Bꝛanchers: afterwards they are called Soarchawkes, 
They are called Soarehawkes, bicauſe when they haue foz- 
faken the wodde, and beginne to pꝛay koꝛ themſelnes,they flee 
vp aloft vpon pleaſure, which with vs Falconers is called ſo⸗ 
ring. Mewed hawkez are all hawkes that haue once oz moꝛe 
ſhifted their feathers:and Yaggards are they Which pay fox 
themſclucs,t do allo mewe themlelues either in the wodre, oz 
otherwiſe at large. To beginne with the Nyaſſe, whiche is of 
greateſt difficultie to bzing vnto anye perfeifioh , you muſte 
firſte feede hir in ſome freſhe cole chamber oz parler vpon the 
ground. And ß ſame chamber ſhold haut two windowes not 
very large, wherof that one ſhould open towards the Nozth, 
and that other towardes the Eaſte, to take the freſhe cole 
ay:e, 02 the comfozte of the Sunne at hir pleaſure. Theſe 
windowes muſte be open, barred ouerthwarte with lathes, oz 
thinne bozdes, ſo thicke that neyther your hawkes mapye gette 
oute, noꝛ your Catte maye come in. And in this chamber 
caſte and ſtrewe Upneleaues , and other freſhe leaues. Fox 
it refreſheth a hawke marueltouſely to refke vppon them. Ind 
$02 the ſame confideration it ſhall not bee amiſfe, to ſette two 
oz thzce greate free ſtones in the chamber, wherevppon the 
Hawkes may ſitte cole t freſh. Pon muſt alſo haue two oz 
thꝛet peardys lyned oz conered, one a little higher than ano- 
ther, ſo that the hawke as ſhe groweth huger and huger,may 
flee from one pearde to another, and neuer hurte hir fcete, 
Ind whf ſhe is full ſommed, ſo as ſhe can flee, then will it be 
meete and moſte necelſlarie to ſette ſome large baſon , oꝛ o⸗ 
ther veſlcl full of water, that fhee maye bathe hir at pleaſure 


therein. Foꝛ that is not onely very holeſome foz hir body, 
but atſo will make hir put out hit feathers 5 better, & the fg». 


Ter. Ind you ſhall doe well to ſhifte hir wattt euery three 
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dayes. Pon ſhall feede hir with yong Sparrowes, Marte⸗ 
lettes, and pong Pygtons, and ſometimes with Sheepes 
heartes 2 and whyles (hee is very pong and little, you ſhoulde 

cutte hir meate , and ſhꝛedde it in ſmall peliettes vpon a tren⸗ 

cher, oꝛ a cleane boꝛde foz the purpoſe, ſetting it ſo neare hit, 
that (hee maye reache it with hir beake, and feede. Thus you 
ſhall feede bir twice, 02 moze euery daye, tuen as pou ſhall 
ſee hir endewe it, oꝛ (as Falconers ſaye) putte it ouer. Bes 
ware that you gpue hir not gozge vpon goꝛge, koꝛ that wyll 
make hir caſte hit goꝛge. But when ſhee is full ſommed, and 
flecth aboute, then you ſhall doe better to gyue hit whole 
birdes, and ſometimes to feede hir vppon your fiſte, ſuffring 
hir to kill and ſtrapne the lyue birdes in your hande : Peg 
and ſometimes to put quycke birdes into the chamber to hir. 
that (hee maye learne to knowe them, to fote them, and to 
kill them: aud lette hir feede vppon them hit ſelfe in your 
pꝛeſence. Foz that ſhall bee very god, ag well to nowſel hir, 
as alſo to make hit leaue that vyle condition which commons 
ly all Npaſles haue, whidy is, to carry and hyde their pzaye 
in ſome hedge oz ditche, oꝛ ſecrete place: and therein they will 
ſitte very cloſe foz becing hearde , when they heare oz per» 
ceput their keeper to ſeeke them. UWherebpon their keepers 
are oftentimes euill troubled and diſpleaſed.And alſo it ſhall 
not be amille, euery moꝛning to go into the ſayde chamber, 
and to call them to the fiſte, whiſtling and chirping with your 
mouth, koꝛ by p meanes you ſhal both manne them thzoughly, 
and allo you ſhall gayne the time which you (ould elſe ſend 
afterwardes , in making them when they were ready to bee 
dꝛawen out of the ſayde chamber. 


Toreclayme and make the Nyaſle 
Sparowhawke. 


VVbn your Nyaſſe Sparowhawke hath put fozthe all 
4 hir feathers, & is full ſommed , then ſhall you take hir 
Et N. iilſ. out 
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out of the chamber, and kurniche hir with belles, bewets, Jel⸗ 
ſes, and lynes. And by my counſell yon ſhall alſo ſeelt hir at 
the lrſte, to make hir gentle to abpde the hode, whiche is 


tontrarie to hir nature, and to make hir traffable to be hand⸗ 
led, vſing hir fauourably and louingly alwayes : and at the 
firſte with a hode whiche is to greate and large, to bode and 


bnhade hir ofcentimes , ſtroking hir heade ſoftely with 
your hande, vntiti ſhee wyll ſtande ſtyll, and abyde the hode 


gently. Then in an euening by lyghte of a candle you ſhall 


vnleele hir, gyuing hir ſomewhat to tyꝛe vpon, handling hir 
and ſtroking hir feathers gently, ſometimes hoding and vn⸗ 
hoding hir. And bicauſe Nyafſe Sparowhawkes are ſeldom 
mare perfeit and god without greate paynes and diligence, 


therfozc obſerue theſe things, and vſe them accozdingly,if yon 


will haue a god Nyaſle hawke. 
To trayne a Nyaſſe Sparowhawke. 


VVbm your Nyaſle is well wonne fo the hode, and to 
the fiſte, lette hir kill ſmall birdes vppon your fiſte, 
then call hit two oꝛ thzee dayes togyther ; vntill hee wyll 
come farre off. Then you muſte take a quycke Pygeon tyed 
by one fate with a Cryaunce , and ſtirre it vntyll your 
bawke wyll bate at it, and ſeazc it, though not farre off, 
pet as you map, and helpe hir at the firſte , leaſte the Py⸗ 
geon ſtruggling with hir, be to ſtrong, and diſcourage hir. 
Then lette hir plume hir and fote hir, and keede hir there⸗ 
bpon with as much kauour as you maye, and whiftle to hir, 
to make hir knowe pour Whyſtle, vntyll ſhee haue taken a 
reſonable goꝛge. Then hode hir vp, and lette hir plume 
oꝛ tyꝛe a lyttle afterwardis. They daye following you ſhall 
call hir to the fiſte , and ſhewe hir alyue Pygeon, ſo neare 
that hee maye reache at it with hir beake. Then caſte 
it oute befoze hir, vatyll (hee flee it, and take it. 
That done , rewarde hir, ec. Jgayne you ſhall another 
timg 
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tyme thzowe oute a chicken bekoze hir, and if chee take 
and kote it, rewarde hir, #c. Afterwardes you ſhall canſe 
one to hire himlelke cloſe in a ditch oz pitte, and thꝛow hit out 
a Pigeon oꝛ Pullet, if ſhe take it, reward hir and feere hit vp 
with the bzaynes, hart,and a legge 92 a wing, whiſtling, chir- 
ping, and ſpeaking to hir to encourage hit: and this ozder you 
fhait obſerue awhilt, ſtil ſeruing hir with greater and greater 
traynes:toꝛ by that meanes you ſhall giue hir courage to flee, 
yea if it were at a Fealant,foz that chickens are ſome of them 
not much vnlike a Feaſant poult.As alſo vſing hir to greate 
chickins, ſhee will neuer couet to carry as ſhce would do if 
you trayned hir with fmaller birds, which is a thing wazthy 
the obſeruation,as you ſhall find by experience, Ind when 
you haue giuen hir ſufficient traines of chicken and ſud like, 
pou ſhall one dap ſet hir ſharp, then take a Quayle tied in a 
Criance,and in a playne meadowe: Firſt ſhew hir vnto your 
Sparowhawke, then thzow it vp aloft and calf your Hawke 
off handſomly after hir, and if ſhe take it, reward hir with the 
bzaynes to noulle and encourage hir, but feede hir with the 
legge of a chicken oz Pullet , and deale daintely with hir. 
The next time you may ftrayne hir with a Quayle withoute 
a criance,the which hauing a legge bꝛoken, and two feathers 
pluckt out of each wing, giue.it to another which may cloſely 
thꝛowe it out fo hir, and fcede hir vp therevppon wit! a god 
goꝛge. Being thus oftentimes trayned, you may ride out in⸗ 
to the fields about nine of the clocke, where calling your ſpa⸗ 
rowhawke to youre fiſte and giuing hir a bitte oz two of 
meate, go with your Spanicls to ſcke ſome Beauie of pong 
Nuayles,adnauncing your fiſte aloft,that your Hawke may 
ſet them when they ſpꝛing, and let hir flee with aduauntage 
at the firſte. It che kil, reward and feede hir, zt. but if ſhe miſſe, 
oꝛ that you find no yog Quaples, then ſerue hir with a trayne 
of 4 Quaple as is often beloze iy, 
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How to hawke with a Sparowhawke 
being made, | 


VV your Sparowhawke is once made, you may goe 
freely into the field: and if you find any pong Nuaile 
let hir flee thereat with almuch aduauntage as you tan: and 
if ſhe take it, reward and feede hir tc. Remember that at firſt 


entring of your Hawke you hold pour fiſte aloft alwayts, al⸗ 


well bycauſe youre Hawke mape ſee the game ſpzing,as alſa 
that ſhe may learne to haue an eye to the Dogges,the whyche 
you ſhall alwayes cauſe to hunt on your right hand wht they 
raunge, but eſpecially when they quell and call, to the ende 
you maye the better and at moze aduauntage call off youre 
Hawke wh? you let hir flee, Ind when pour Sparowhawke 
doth know hir game and how to flee, then may you flee moze 
than one flight in a fozenone oz an akternone, ſo that always 
you giue hir ſome (mal reward at enery flight that ſhe killeth. 
And bycauſe it behoneth muche alwapes to encourage youre 
Hawke, and to keepe hir well nouſled, you ſhall doe well euer 
to carrie a line Quayle with you, that if you find nont, oꝛ flee 
and miſle, you may therewith trayne oz ſerue youre Hawke 
accozdingly:and pou mape cauſe it ſo to be call out vnto hir, 
that the will thinke it is ſpꝛong with the Spanells. As alſo 
J would wiſh you enermoze to keepe aline the ſecöd Muaile 
that you ſhall fake, and keepe it in your hawking bagge,ſo as 
i neede be, it may ſerue you at night oz at any time to reward 
your Hawke with: koꝛ keeping your Hawke in this ozder, ſhe 
can neuer lightly be diſcouraged. Ind when youre Hawke is 
thꝛoughly entred and perfeifly well in fleeing, and well nou- 
fled, then pou (hall hold your handt lowe, whereas befoze you 
held it aloft. Foz your Hawke being much quicker ugbted tha 
you are, ſhe will ſoncr ſee the game ſpꝛing allo, and bate at 
the whurre, as we tearme it:then befoze the Hawke tan reeo⸗ 
uer pour filte, the game is flowen karre off to hir great diſad- 
uantage:yea although you ſhould let hir go when ſhe batetb, 


yet 
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pet ſhall che not flee with ſuch aduauntage as you might lette 
hir flee when ſhe and you both ſpied the game ſpꝛing at once. 
He therefoze that will be a perkeck keeper of a Sparowhawke 
oꝛ luch like, muſt haue a quicke eye, and a god conſideration 
and regard fo the Spanells , keeping them ſtill as ncare as 
he can vpon his right hand, and hold his hande lowe, bycauſe 
hys Hawke ſhall not bate at the game befozc he ſee it. Ind 
alſo it ſhall not be god to be ouer neare the Dogges, but ra- 
ther alittle aboue them, that you maye let youre Hawke flee 
coaſting at the vantage when the game ſpzingeth, and als 
wayes to be quicke of eye and nimble of hand, koz he that is 
not ſo, noꝛ regardeth the aduauntages of a flight, ſhall hin- 
5 bys Hawke whereas hee mpghte further and helpe 
ir, 


How to make a Sparowhawke,being ey⸗ 
ther Sorehavvke, ramage, or me- 
vved Hawke. 


ND J haue ſpoken at large of Nyaſſe Sparowhawkes, 
it were meefe that J ſhould ſet downe ſome inſtruckions 
alſo concerning Ramage Hawkes, and ſuche as are taken 
when they haue pꝛaped koꝛ themſeluts. Ind yet in effeif the 
fame pꝛecepts that ſerue foz a Myaſſe , wyll ſerue alſo fog 
ramage Hawkes and mewed Hawkes. But pet they, (J 
meane ramage and mewed Hawkes) require not ſo muche 
payne to make them know their game noꝛ to enter them, by⸗ 
cauſe they haut bene p2afiſed in praying foz themſelues, and 
the Nyaſſes are altogether ignozant and ſimple : ſo that the 
| Nyaſles muſt be taught to knowe their game, in a manner, 
tuen as they are taught by the bꝛerder in the wd, the whyche 
(as J haue heard old Falconers tell when hir pong Hawkes 
go out of the neſt and can hoppe oz flecke from one bough to 
another, commeth in with ſome pꝛap vnto them, and K 
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them altogether, ſhe fleeth aloft and lets the bird fall among 
them, lo that which ſoener ok them tatcheth it with hir taltts, 
feedeth vppon it koz that meale, and then returneth the olde 
Hawke foz ſome pꝛap, vntill ſhe haue fedde them all x taughte 
them to kœte their pꝛay And therefoze when a man hath them 
Nyaſſe which neuer wer taught ſo by the bꝛeeder, he mult pꝛa⸗ 
tile as neare as he can like the old Hawke, to teache them to 
foote and to kill their pzay and to know it, the which you ſhall 
not be troubled with in a ſoare rammage oꝛ metred Hawke. 
Fot they Whiche beare thoſe names, haue learnt to pzaye foz 
themſelues+and moſt of all the mewed haggard Hawkes, koz 
they are thzoughly noulled and trayned therein, yea and moſk 
commonly they haut learnt ſud conditions, that with all the 
paynes we can take,fewe of them can be bzought to any god 
perfeifion. But he whiche hathe a Haggard Sparowhawke, 
mull aboue all things take paynes in weyning hir from that 
vile kault of carying, and that all he do by ſeruing hir often 
with great Pullets, and other great traynes the which ſhe cã⸗ 
not carrie,and thervy, che will learne to abide vpon the quar⸗ 
rey. Aliſo they whiche delight in Haggards, muſt take greate 
heede that they offend them not, but rather cope them as much 
as they can with all deuiſes of fauoz e cheriſhing, foz they wil 
remember fauoz oz iniurie muche better than any other kynde. 
of Hawke. And of the ſame condition are Lentmers foz the 
molt part, the whiche are called with vs March Hawkes, oz 
Lentmers, bycauſe they are taken in Lent with lime oz luche 
like mranes. And the Jtalians call them M«rJare{:, bycauſe 
they are taken in March oz thereabouts: ſo that the Etymolo= 
gie ok the name pzoceedeth all vpon one cauſe, and they are 
called ſo whether they be Soare Hawkes oz mewed hawkes. 
Neither is there any great difference betwene them and hag⸗ 
gards foz euill conditions, but the Lentmers are moze ſub= 
iet to moyſt humoꝛs, and eſpecially in the head, and therefoze 
you muſk plie them with caſting and ſkowzing, as ſhall bee 
moꝛt at large declared in the treatiſe of medicines.

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Certayne obſeruations for an oſtreget 


in keeping of a Goſhawke. 
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hir flight: koꝛ in a manner all the ſkill of a Falconer 62 Offre« 
ger conſiſteth in coping and delicate vſage ok his Hawke, and 
fo cheriſhing hir, that ſhe may take pꝛide and plcaſure in hir 
flight. Therefoze J woulde not thinke it amiſle it hee had al⸗ 
ways at the firlk entring of his Goſhawke oz Tercell,a traint 
Partridge in his bagge, ts ſerie hit with, when necde dothe 
require, and lo he ſhall winne hir lone. Ind therewithall lette 
him marke theſe obleruations, to keepe his Hawke in god 
tewne alwayes. Fitſt let him conũder that naturally all Gol⸗ 
hawkes are full of moyſt humoꝛs, and eſpecially in the head: 
and therfoze let him plie them with tiring, and plumage, both 
mozning and euening, koꝛ that will open them in the Head, 
and make them calf water therat. Let the Goſhawkes firing 
be the rumpe of a beeke, oz þ vppermolt toynt ok a wing which 
we call the pinion, oꝛ a chickens legge, giuen by the fire oꝛ in 
the warme Sunne. This will not only keepe your Hawke o⸗ 
pen in the head, but alſo ktepeth hir in exerciſe and vſe and 
fro ſlouthkulneſle, which might marre hit e vtterly ſpoylt hir.

red, Foz the infirmitie of a Hawke being once knowen,it is 
the moze eaſily cured. He hath alſo fo conſider the ſeaſon: fox 
in the winter and colde weather, he muſte ſetfe his Hawke oz 
Tercell warme, in ſome place wher fire is made:he mult rolle 
the peard) with cotton oꝛ ſome luche like thing. and the ptarch 
muſt be (et karte krom the wall that his Hawke hurt not hir 
feathers when che bateth: but if it be not colder, he may let hir 
euery mozning in ſome place where the Sunne hath power 
fo: an hour oi tuo. +

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Remember that no Bennet oz pultrie com 'heare p place 
where your Hawke ſhall pearch, and-rſpecially in Lent when 
Hennes haue pong chickens commonly following them. 

Remember alſo in the ſpzing to offer your Hawke to the 
water euery wecke,foz elſe ſhe wil (oare away whe ſhe fleeth, 
and make you ſeeke hir. 

It your Hawke bathe hir at any time of bir owne accozde 
after hir flight, go pꝛeſently to the next houſe with hir, (if it 
be in Winter oz cold weather) and weather hir by a fire with 
hit backe fo the fire, and not hir gozge, koꝛ that woulde make 
hirſicke. Ind likewiſe dzie youre ke if yon haut caried 
bir in the Rayne. Let a god Falconer oꝛ Oltreger alwayes 
kcepe his Hawke luſtie and high, and yet keepe hir in ſuche 
tewne that ſhe may flee beſt when che is high: foz doubtleſſe 
the plucking downe of a Hawke dothe marre hir and make 
hir cowardly. Aboue all things an Dtreger muſt bee paticnt 
and neuer cholleriquͥ. 

A god Oſtreger muſe alſo keepe his Hawke clcane, and 
hir feathers whole, and ik a keather he bzoken oz bzuſed , het 
muſt pm it pꝛeſeutly, as ſhall be taught herakter alſo in 
this boke,and therefoze he muſt haue his ymping 

needles, his Semond, and ſud other 
things about him euermoze |

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Certayne obſeruations concerning 
Sparowhawkes; ' 


Sekt youre Sparowhawke euery mozning abzoade in the 
Sunne two houres oz neare there aboutrs , and ſef hir in 
the water twice in a weeke at the leaſt, and eſpecially Nyaſs 
ſes,foz they couet þ water moze thi the reſt. Soare Sparow- 
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hawkes would not be flowen withall to ſone in a mozning, 
koꝛ they ſoare willingly. Take your Sparowhawke from the 

pearch alwayes with ſomewhat in your hande, to make hir 
loue you and be konde of pou, fo2 that is a thing of no ſmall 
impoztance and coſideration.As alſo to make your Sparow⸗ 
hawke fote great kowles, to the end (he may not learne noz be 
accuſtomed to carrein, And as touching mewing of a Spa- 
rowhawke, ſome vſe to put their Sparowhawke in the mew 
aſſwne as they leaue.flecing with hir, cutting off both hir be⸗ 
wettes,lines,and the knottes of hir Jeſles, and leaue hir in the 
mewe vntill ſhe be cleane mewed. if you will haue hir to 
flee at Partridge, Quayle, oz Feaſant poult, then you muſte 
dꝛawe hir in the beginning of Apꝛill, and beare hir on the fiſke 
till che be cleane and thzoughly enſeamed. Some other keepe 
their Sparowhawkes on the pearch vntill March, and then 
thꝛowe hir into the mewe being peppered fot lyſe if ſheehaue 
any. Hir mewe ſhould be a chamber aloft from the grounde 
eight oz nine fote long, and flue oz ſixe fte bzode, with two 
windowes,to the Eaſt and the Nozth,as is befoze declared in 
the deicriptionof the mewe koꝛ a Goſhawke: and ſet hir per⸗ 
ches and al other things euen as foz a Goſhawke, ſauing that 
the mewe muſte haue one little windowe to conuey in hir 
meate at. And your Sparowhawke being thus pꝛouided of 
hir mewe, go in to hir in Yaye in an euening by candlelight, 
and taking hir ſoftly,giue hir to thy companion to hold, vntill 
thou haue pulled out all hir traine feathers one after another, 
holding the pꝛincipall feather with thy one hand(whiche Fal⸗ 
coners do call the couert feather)and plucking out the other 
feathers with that other hande, foz ſo ſhalt thou doe hir leaſt 
hurt: and this ſhall make hir,mewe the kaſter, ik thou feede hir 
with hote meate and birds, and alwapes keepe an houre cer⸗ 
taynt to giue hir hir meate. Some will ſet water in the mewe 
by their Sparowhawke continually, ſhifting and renewing 
the wafer euerp ſecond oz third day. Some ſet water befoze a 
Sparowhawke in the mewe but once in 5 foztnight, and =

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take it away againe within. rriiij. houres affer they haue let 
if there, Some will neuer let water befoze their Sparow⸗ 
hawkes at all when they mewe them, ſaying that Sparow- 
hawkes are very hote, and plucke out their owne feathers fo: 
extreame heate, and that therefoze water is not to bee giuen 
02 allowed them, bycauſe it killeth and delayeth the hrate in

an: But fox mine owne part and experience, J woulde leaue 
the extremities and take the mrane. And J woulde thinke.it 
beſt to ſet water befoze a Sparowhawke in the mewe, once 
in riiij.dayes at the leaſt, oꝛ oftner,if y Hawke ſeeme to haut 
Reede,the Which you (hall caſely perceput, it ſhe haue any fea⸗ 
thers oꝛ downe that ſtand ſtaring vp on hir backt, and when 
ſhe ſitteth alwayes as though ſhce woulde rowze, 02-48 twit⸗ 
ching at hir feathers with hir brake, then ſet hir water: but to.

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BEkoꝛe J deale with diſeaſes of Hawkes, and cures due to 

the ſame, (which is the ſubiet of this third, and latter parte 
of my Colleckion of Falconrie) J holde it very neceſfarye, 
and of impoztance, as well to the attaynement of the cauſe of 
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tach parficular diſeaſe; as alſo the deuile of remedie fo2 each 
kinde of miſcheefe,to ſpeake ſomewhat of the complerions of 
Falcons, vnder whoſe name and nature {you knowe) in the 
beginning of this Boke of Falcorrie, J haut compiſed all 
other Hawkes, in regarde that the Falcon is cheefe , and the 
Quecne ok all other Hawkes: nothing doubting at all, but 
that diners will muze at the name and tearme of the comple- 
ion of a Hawke, as though indeede there were no ſuch mat- 
ter, ledde therevnto by their grolle conceyte and blinded ima⸗ 
gination, foꝛ that they can not in their opinions iudge lo ea- 
ſily ofthe natures of Hawkes, as they can of the complerions 
of men, whoſe clearenefſe and thinneſſe of ſkinne bewzayes 
their inclination and complexion, whereas Hawkes are not 
in any condition ſo to bee deemed and indged, by meane of 
their plumes :whiche indeede is karre otherwiſe , foz, as in

Hauing ſpoken thus much of the complerions of Hawkes,

JT both belong to a god and ſkilfull Falconer, not alone to

conrit:but it is very neceſſary and behouefull koꝛ him to haue 
knowledge and god experience in their diſeaſes and cures;

W woke A (vnlelle J flatter my ſelfe) in the kozmer 
parts of this colleckion, perfozmed my p2omiſe , made in the 
very entry and beginning ok tais boke, as touching Hawkes, 
and other matters belonging to the miſterie and ſkill ok Fal⸗ 
conrie:it is only left now, and J reſt charged, with their dil⸗

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And J nothing doubte, but vſing this order which J pzefcribe 
vou, pour hawke ſhall recouer in ſhoꝛt ſpace. In anp caſe you 
muſte be circumſpeit and heerefull, hauing a hawke thus diſ- 
taled, to marke diligently whither ſhe do mend oꝛ payze, whe⸗ 
ther che ware hye, oz abate hir fleſhe. Foz that accozding as 
ſhe ſhall do any of theſe, it Mall be neceſſary koꝛ you, eyther to

Falconers are accuſtomed to giue their hawkes caſting of casing / 
plumage, ſometimes being emptie aboue, and eake in feeding 6 


to ſuffer th? fo take fethers, but ſpecially to Sparowhawkes. 
They giue them ioi..ces ok wings of ſmall birdes, 2 Quailes, 
when they haue kedde them, tearing them out with their teeth, 
and plucking away the longeſt feathers, and ſo giue it. 
Theſe caſtings, in the mozning being wzought round, and 


caſte without any ill ſauour oꝛ Linke, do make cuident ſhewe 


that the hawke is ſounde ; and howe muche moze rounde and 
ſv.cete they are, the better token of the hawkes god ſtate. But 
cotrariwile, if the caſting bee long, limit, and rammiſh in 
ſmell , with ſome ſmall partes of the fleſhe vndiſgeſted , clea⸗ 
uing to the ſame, and withall frothic,hauing a kinde of fome 
ſticking on it, all theſe things togither, and euery one fpeciall 
by it ſelfe, do impozte the diſcaſe of the hawke , and make full 
ſhew ok hir ill ſtate. And therefo2e that (ſhe ſtandeth nedekul of 
a god ſkowzing, and god intendance,as J ſayde bekoze.

VV that helpe and lighte that J haue alreadie gyuen 


you, by the hawkes caſting, if you diligeatly oblerut

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the mewfe, you ſhall eaſily pꝛognoſticate and fozeſee hir eniff] 
and any luche diſeaſe as your hawke is affeifed with. Foz if 
the mewte be white, and not onerfhicke ; no: ouercleare, and 
belides not hauing any blacke ſpotte in if, oꝛ at the leaſte but 
little, it is an euidente pꝛoke that the hawke is ercellently in 
tune, and not diſealed But ik it be white, and very thicke in 
the middeſt, well it maye impozte healthe, but it argueth the 
bawke to be ouergroſſe,and to full of greace. Ind thecefoze it 
Mall be needefull to cure that miſchiefe, by gouing hir liquide 
and moyſft meate,as the heart of a Calke, Lambe, oz ſuch like. 
And fo2 one oꝛ two ingznings,to allow hit (being empty and 
hauing nothing aboue to put ouer) a quantitie of ſuger Can⸗ 
die, Which wil Ko we hir, 4 make hir ſly le, oꝛ elſe a gutte of a 
chicktu well wacht, ok a conuenient length 4 ſize, full of god 
oyle Oliue, well clarified in water, in ſud ſozte as heereafter 
I ſhall inſtruff you. 

It is eaſily founde,when a hawke is ouergreaſie, and not 
enſcamed , by hir mewte , when it is White with ſome blacke 
in it, whiche euill is eaſily remoued, by gyuing hir hot Spas 


- rowes, and pong Pygeons. 


But if hir mewte be White, entermedled with red, yellowe, 
grey, oꝛ ſuc like colour, it is a ſigne that the hawke is very ill 
and diſcaſed, and moꝛeouer p ſhe ſtanteth nedekull of a ſkow- 
ring, as of Mummy purified x braten to pourer, wꝛapping if 
in cotton, oꝛ ſome ſuche like matter, to ſet the gozge ſtomake 
of your hawke in tune agayne, and other inward? partes, as 
hereafter J ſhall make further ſhewe of in a place meete foz y 
fpeady and diſcourſe, Jſſuredly , when you ſee your hawkes 
mewte bo full of diuers colours, it is very neceſſary fo you to 
reſpec hit cure. and to endeuour your ſelfe fo remedy that mil⸗ 
cheke, oꝛ otherwiſe (he muſte neres periſhe vnder your hand, foz 
that thoſe are very deadely ſignes and pꝛokes of the yll late 
of your haue. 

The white mewte,haning a greater part of yellowe in it, 
than of any other coloure , doeth tuidently make ſhewe, — 
. e 
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the Hawke is ſurcharged with cholericke humourts, tauled 
and engendꝛed by ouer⸗greate flyghtes , when you flee with 
your hawke in the heate of the daye, as alſo of ouermuche ba⸗ 
ting. Mhiche tuill you maye pꝛouide foꝛ and efcxwe, by gy⸗ 
uing your hawkes meate wacht in cold waters, as Bugloſſe, 
Enoyue, Bourage, and ſud like hol ſome colde waters, very 
medicinable foz that miſchiefe, al wayes remẽbꝛing to ſtrayne 

the hawkes meate, and wꝛing it in a lynnen cloth, after you 
haue waſht it in the waters afozeſayde, 

And ik this fall not oute in pzoofe to your contentmente, 
then if you can gyue pour hawke a quantitie of Agaricke in

By this whiche J haue ſpoken , as touching the mewtes 
of hawkes , it maye bee gathered howe greately it doeth im- 
pozt , and howe behwuefull it is foꝛ a Falconer, oz Dltreger, 
foz the better cure of his hawkes, to peruſe enery mozning w 
great care the mewte of his hawkes. Foz that it doth greatly 
concerne the god health and ſtate of them, to finde out at the 
firſte their indiſpoſition and diſeaſes, befoze they be to derpe⸗ 
ly roted and confirmed in them, when truely it wyll pzoue a 
very harde and difficult matter to remoue the cuill, 

But nowe J accompte it hygh time to pꝛoceede, and de- 
ſcende to the knowledge and particular cure of the o2dinarie 
euills and diſcaſes, whiche do plague and peſter hawkes. In 
whiche diſcourſe, to obſerue ſome methode and ozder , J wyll 
ſpeake generally of all infirmities and yll accidentes happe⸗ 
ning to the bodies of hawkes, as namely of the Ftuer, and ſo 
conſequently of eucry ſpeciall diſeaſe that belongeth to eache 
particular member of a hawke, as well thoſe that are within 
the bodit, as withoute : And beſires all theſe , ok the gozge, 
guttes , and lyuer , of the ſtripes and bzuſes that happen to 
bawkes:and laſlly of their feathers, and other euils. Laying 
downe to your viewe in the latter parte heereof, ſuche inſtru» 

mentes and twles, as Falconer do vſe to cauterize their 
bawkes withall , with ſudx other ozdinarie reme- 
dies, as they do commonly beſtow bpon 
their diſcaſed and ſicke 
Hawkes.

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Of the Feuer or Ague, where with 
Hawkes are wont be mo⸗ 
leſted and troubled. 

1 Haue noted and oblerued, that the Feuer happeneth vnfg 

{Hawkes,by reafon of ſome ſmal colde, and heate enſewing 
the ſame. Ind verely in myne opinion, it doth much reſemble 
the Tertian, wherewith we our ſelues are daply vered, Pou 
may caſily geſſe this gricfe , wht pou ſee your hawke hake ⁊ 
tremble , and pꝛelently atter holde hir wings cloſe vnder hir 
trayne , ſtouping downe with bir heade to groundewarde. 
Ind beſires all theſe tokens, you haue one moze, which is, that 
your hawke will haue hir barbe feathers vnder hir beate ſta⸗ 
ring, and out of oꝛder, and lometimes eake ſhe wilkrefuſe hir 
mcatt. Ind if happely you touch hir with your bande, you 
(hall feele ſenſibly the ertremitie of heate that doth ſurcharge 
hir. All, oꝛ the moſte part oftheſe ſignes, do euidently argue 
your hawke to bee froubled with a Feuer, a very daungerous 
griefe,but not altogither deadely,foz that J haue ſeene many 
hawkes recured of this diſeaſe. d herkoꝛe all your care muſt 
bee, to cole and refreſhe hir,bycauſe in deeds the Feuer is no⸗ 
thing elſe but an inoꝛdinate heate. In this caſe , hir feeding 
muſte bee, either the legge of a chicken, oz a pong Pygeon,o2 
ſome other (inal kowle, but Sparrowes laſte of all, fo they 
are not to be allowed in the beginning of the diſeaſe,foz their 
great heate. Ind you muſt remfber to waſhe hir meate in the 
water of Bugloſſe,oz Endiue, oꝛ in a mucillage of /in, in p 
iuyce of Cowcumbers oꝛ Yellons, and afterwards dzyc it in 
a cloch, t lo giue it hir to feere on. Mozeouer you muſt(if pou 
do wel) bathe the perche, 1 alſo hir legges in the Sommer with 
Plantaine water, (02 koꝛ want of p water, with p very iuyce 
of it) w Lettice water, oꝛ Nightſhare water, and ſometimes 
among with the iuice of Henbane, Lettice water, Nenuphar, 
Howllecke, + ſudx other coling deuiſes,fo delaye hir inozdi- 
nate heate ⁊ inflamation, ſetting hir in ſome out place where 
the ayꝛe is freſh,but not where ſhe may take the ayꝛe to much.

Ik your ſicke hawke 
be very lowe bzought in ſtate, you muſte allowe hir a gozge 
twice a day,but with diſcretion t iudgement, not giuing hir 
ouermuche at one tyme. Ind if ſo the Feuer ceaſe not by theſe. 
pꝛactiles afozeſayre, it ſhalbe well done to giue your Falcon of 
crcellent god Ktubarbe, finely beaten to pouder, two ſcrou- 
ples, in a Cotton caſting, to purge 4 ſkowze hir choler, which 
is the very oziginall ground of hir feuer. There are ſome that 
do will and pꝛeſcribt, p you muſt let your Falc6 bloude in the 
thygb, which albeit J haue not experimented, yct doth it ſtãde 
with reaſon;that it map do god, ik you can finely do it: but it 
were much better in mine opinid, to open the vayne vnder hir 
right wing. bicauſe that would chiet ly rekrigerate a cwle the 
lyuet out of hãd, ſo by a cõſequt᷑t p whote body thzoughout. 

This oper afozcſaire is to be vſcd,if p fener be a hotte keuer 
whtrewith your hawke is moleſted. But if it happen to bee a: 
colde feuer, which you ſhall percepue, by that your hawke will 
be extreme colde, it pou touche hir. Hir epes loke not of their 
wonted hewe, and beſires all this, cher ſelwme.mewteth, and: 
that with greate payne. 

Then.you mult let hir in ſome warm place, q after hir fitte 
of colre is paſl,ſhe muſt begently bozne on p fiſt. Beſires,whe: 
p; feuer hath left hir,foz p time vou ſhould let hir flce.a little: it 
wil do hir great god. Lokt p hir meate wherwith yon frede: 
hir, be hot fleſhe, as Sparrowes, (Which in this colde keuer ate 
very Wel to be allowed, though in p hot agtw I told you they 
were hurtful)pullets, Pigeons, + ſud) like hot kowits, the fleſh: 
of whome you mull walhe in wine, wherein haue bin bopled: 
theſe hot things folowing, as Sage, Mints, Pelamountaine,- 
Cloues, Cynamõ, à ſuch other fwecte cökoꝛtable deuiſes. Be⸗ 
fides.you may gyut pour hawke the fo:cſayit lleſh. if it picaſe 
you, With honie, and a little pouder of Dill, Fencl,,4 Comin 
medled fogither. But ſpecially you muſte obſerut this rute, 4 
remember it well, not to giue your hawke goꝛge vpo gozge: 4 
againc, it your pawke be hye in fleſh when this diſeaſe taketh- 
hir ſyt mull be ted but littli'e ſeldome; although indeere — 
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very god at all times, howloeuer ſhe be affected, to kepe area» 
ſonable hande vppon hir, as touching hir dyet , whither ſhe be 
diſeaſed oz in pertect ſtate. Foz of ouer greate goꝛges, and to 
full and liberall a hand, do pꝛocede athouſand miſchtefes and 
diſeaſes to a hawke, as experience wth dayly inſtru vs, both 
to the greate paynes of thoſe ſillie birdes, and the greate griefe 
and coſte of the vnſkilkull keeper, whoſe purpoſe and meaning 
perhaps, is by giuing his hawke liberally, to haue hir flee lu⸗ 
ſtily, and to continue in perfedf healthe and ſfate , whereas in 
trothe nothing doth fo muche offente a hawke , as to greate a 
dude s in all other things, ſo in this likewiſe, The meane 
IS DEITE, 

Some Falconers do pꝛeſcribe this methode koꝛ cure ok b fe - 
uer in a hawke, whiche J doe not greatly commende oz al- 
lowe. They will you to take Reubarbe, Wuſke, Suger can- 
die, and the iuyce of Motherwozte, and making a pylle of 
thoſe things afozeſayde , to gyue it your hawke, feeding hir 
afterwardes with Sparowes, oꝛ yong Rattes, whiche are ve⸗ 
ty hottt meate. 

Other ſome appoynfe a paſte oz myxture to be made, as 
bygge as a nutte, ot᷑ theſe things following, whiche being ſtie⸗ 
ped a ſpace in Uyneger, muſte be gyuen hit, not dealing with 
hir in ire houres after, at the leaſte. They take to the compo- 
ſition of this paſte, Lloes, Wuſke,and the fatte of a Henne, e⸗ 
gall poztions,giuing it the hawke in manner afozeſayde. 

The ſignes that they gyue to knowe the Feuer, are the 
wzything ok the hawkes trayne, the colreneſſe of hir kote, and 
oftentymes the caſting of hir gozge. But the firſte rules and 
remedies do ſatiſfie mee ſufficiently , without thele, bycauſe 
I finde in them ſome moze reaſon : pet doe not thinke it as 
mille, to ſette downe diners mens opinions, bycauſe euery 
man mape make his chopce: koꝛ what liketh one , perhappes, 
contentes not another. De 
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' Of diſeaſes of che heade;and firſt of tile 
Apoplexye, or falling euill. 


Hy ing in purpoſe to treatt of the diſraſes, wherewity 
wkes thoſe fillie birds are vered in their heades, I muſt 
do you to knowe, that vnder the name and terme ok the heate, 
J do not only compziſe that part that contayneth the bzayne, 
but alſo the eares, eyts, brake, oz clappe, nares, and mouth of 
the hawke : all which partes are ſubieif to ſundzy diſeaſes and 
eulls. But firſe of all, I meane to ſpeake of the chicfeſt, and 
molk pzincipall part of all the reſf, « of ſuch maladies as light 
vpon the bꝛayne, and after that, of ſuche as happen to the 
external and outward parts of the hawkes head. Among all 
which infirmities x griefes, J account the Apoplexie (whome 
the Jtalians call Gx :) the greateſt and moſt perillous , as 
the which doth ozdinarily cauſe and bzing ſodayne death. 

This miſchieke doth commonly befall hawkes, by meane 
ok to muche greaſe, and ſfoze of bloude, koꝛ that at Th tyme 
there wth happely bzeake ſome one vayne oz other in p bzaine 
which doth fill foe c6cauitie oz hollow Cell of the bzayne, 
bloure, in. which Celles (as the learned do imagine x affirme) 
the Animall ſpirites are ingẽdꝛed, and haue their beginning. 
Without which Tnimall ſpirites, no lyuing creature can ey⸗ 
ther haue ſenſe oꝛ mouing. Wherevpon it doth follow of ve⸗ 
ryneceſſitie , and by a meere conſequent, that the paſſage of 
thoſe ſptrites beeing chutte vp, and ntereluded;the creature, 
whatſoruer it be, muſte dye. 

Agayne, it may happen, foz that the bewke hath bene ſette 
too long in the heate of the Sunne, koꝛ by that occaſlon there 
may bee ſo muche humidit ie and moyſte humour dꝛawen vp 
into the bzapne, as may ingender this cuill , and pꝛocure this 
miſchieke in the haw Re. 

Moꝛtouer it may chaunce, by making a log flight at a Fes 
ſant,oz Partridge, in the heate of the dayt, by mtant ok which 
the hawke hath ſurcharged hir (:ife with ouermuche trauaile. 
Pe W 
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Mherekto ze it hall be behwuekull and necellarie, ſo to bſe the 

matter with care and diligence, as it may be kozeleene, that 
hawkes incurre not this aduenture and euill. Wherevppon, 

fo: that hawkes in the mewe, art accuſtomed to gather muche 
groaſe,it (hall be god foꝛ the ſpace of fiftcene oz twenty dates 
bekoze the dꝛawing of them out of the mewe, to keede them 
with lyquide and \lypper fleche, ſuch as may lyghtly be put o⸗ 
ner; and paſſe thzough them. Xs namely, with the heartes of 
Calues, Lambes, oz Goates, waſhed in luke warme water, 
and afterwarde dzyed in a lynnen clothe , befoze you gyut it 
your hawke. | x art] 
© Lykewiſemay you boldly feede pour hawkes befoze t ey 
are dꝛawen out ok the mewe, with ſmall-pullettes, and pong 


Sparrowes. /Uhen you haut thus done, and obſerned this 


oꝛder ok keeding them, when the tyme is come to dꝛawe them 
out of the mewe, you muſte remember to dzawe them very 
oꝛderly, and after that to continewe the ſame kinde of fce- 
ding, and to krepe the ſame hande vppon them, foz other 
twentie dayes ſpace at the leaſtt, to ſkowze and diſburden 
pour hawkes of that ſlyme and glytte, whiche doth ſurcharge 
them, hauing them alwayes foz the moſte parte on the fiſte, 
and eſpecially at nyghte. Neyther ſhall it be euyll to ſkowze 
them, (02 as our Oltregers and Falconers do terme it) to 


enſeame them, by gyuing them a quantitie of wacht Tloes, 


allowing a Falcon as muche as the byggeneCe of a Beane, 
beaten into powder, wzappediin Cotton, and fo to make 
hir a kowzing thertok, and beſnes to giue hir Huger Candy, 
two 02 thꝛet moꝛnings. But in any condition you muſte be⸗ 
ware not to vſe Alocs vnwaſhte, bycaufe thereof are bꝛedde 
ſundꝛp ill actidentes in hawkes. Ind koꝛ that occaſion is jt 
peſcribed pon, ta vſe Itoes waſht, to auoyde that vydoubted 
cuill, whiche would otherwiſe happen.

As touching the gentrall kowzing, J can commend and 
allowe you to gyue hir thꝛee oz foure moꝛnings, when ſhee 
hath no meate to put outer, a pyll as bygge as a nut of But- 
ter waſht fenen oꝛ eyght tymes in freſhe water, and ſteeped 
well in Role water, myngling it alterwarde with Honie of 
Roles, z very god luger, holding pour hawke on the fiſte, tyll 
he make one oz two mewtes. Whid) being done, to dilburdt 
and ſkowze the head, it ſhall be excellent well done to take of 
Rewe ſeede foure dzammes, Jloes Epaticke two dzammee, 
Saffcon one fcruple-, reducing and fozcing all theſe to fine 
powder, and with a quantitie couenient of honie of Roles, to

Pou muſt not koꝛget, it it be ſo as your hawke be lo weake, 
as ſhe is vnable, oz ſo frowarde,as ſhe will not feere and tyꝛe 
vppon hir meate whidy pou gyue hir, then to cutte it in ſmall 
pellettes, and ſo giue it hir, epther by fayze meanes oz fowle, 
not leauing to vſe it ſo, if it beepoſſible, as ſhe may recepue 
it willingly, and feede hir ſelke, bicauſe it may the better nous 
riſhe hir. Foz this is one vndoubted rule, that when a hawke 
doth refuſe to feede and tyꝛe, ſhe is very vnluſty, and diſeaſed, 
and not one among a hundꝛeth of them, that doeth reconer. 
And koꝛ mine owne parte, in all my time, J haue recouered 
but one Falcon beeing ſo diſeaſed, and that by the meane and 
cure afozeſayde,and by vſing the cauttrie. * 

Lette this luffiſe, as touching this monſtrous akcident, 
fo: I mtane to referre you to another place foz the cauterie' 
and fire, whide you ſhall vſe fo hawkes, where J will ſpeake 
ſpecially therof,Dnely gyuing you this caueat befoze you go, 
that this euill of the heade , is infeffions, and will paſſe from 
one hawke to another, as the maungie doeth among Spa- 
nels, oꝛ any ſax contagious diſeaſe. Mherekoꝛe if ſhall bee 
very god to ſequeſter and ſunder the hawke that is thus ak⸗ 
kecked, from pour other hawkes , foz auopding of the lame 
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| Of che diftillation and ſwelling of s 


- hawkes heade, and alſo of hir 
eyes and nares. 


Iwkes are atcuſtomed to haue a certayne diſlillation oz 
arre in their heades, bicauſe, when they are harde fleen 
withal, x ſet in greate heates, by long 4 papnefull flyghts, they 
tallly take colde vppon the ſame, tither though ſome vnhap⸗ 
py ſtoꝛmes of weather, oꝛ great windes, oꝛ by reaſon of the exe 
treme cold of winter, and chiekcly when they are full of groſſe 
and naughty humoꝛs. 
Pe'e this Catarre oz diſtillation, ſundꝛy times there growe 
a thouſande miſchiefes to thoſe poꝛe birdes, and ſpecially the 
ſwelling of the htade, with a kinde of dꝛopping humoz, which 
is the cauſe many times, that the hawkes eyes becomme leſſe, 
and are contraifed in a manner togither. Beſide whiche in⸗ 
tonuenience, the nares al ſo becomme to be ſfufte and ſtopped 
with exceſſiue excrement, that deſcendeth from the bꝛapne. All 
whiche cuill accidentes do require, and ſtande needefull of ſe⸗ 
uerall cures, befoze they can be remoued , and the hawkes ine 
loy their accuſtomed health. 
 Wherefoze firſfe of all, if chall bee neceſarie to Rowe 

your hawke , beeing thus affeffed and difeaſed, with butter 
pꝛepartd in manner afozeſayde, oꝛ with Dyle Dlyue , pꝛepa⸗ 
red after that faſhion, as JI ſhall inſtruct you in the chapter of 
the Pantas. 
Jhaue-, in the Catarre of Falcons, (as alſo of other 
hawkes, )diucrs tymes vſed with greate god foztune and 
ſucceſle, to gyue them of Agaricke two ſcruples , of Cy⸗ 
namon finely beaten, of the iuyce of Lyqueriſſe , ofeyther- 
one (cruple „ becing made alſo into powder, and with a 
quantitie of Honie of Roſes, to make all thoſe things a 
koꝛeſayde inta a pyll, as bygge as a Beane, fo2 the largeſt. 
fozte of hawke, and foz other leſſe hawkes, halke as bygge .. 
Ina this was J accufomed to gyue my Falcon, y Aro 
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hawkes in the mozning, hauing nothing aboue iu their gozs 
ges, holding my hawke on the fiſte, vntill ſuche tyme the me» 
dicine beganne to woꝛke, bycauſe (hee ſhoulde not caſte the 
ikowzing, (whiche thin would do hir no pleaſure at all) and 
after thzec houres, then to feete hir with ſome good meate. Von 
muſte remember, and note this very well, that if your hawke 
to whome you glue this Kowzing,be greafſe,and ful of fleſh, 
pou may boldely gyue it hir two oz thzee moznings, But 
if thee be poꝛe, and lowe, then once oz twice to allowe this 
ſkowzing will very well ſuffiſe hit. Foz there is ener reſpeit to 
be had of the ſkate of a hawke, when any vpwarde oz downes 
warde ſkowzing is gyuen them, foz otherwiſe it wil do them 
greater miſchiefe,than pleaſure. 
But when you perceiue your hawkes head fo ſwell, and hie 
eyes to be full of dꝛopping humozs,and to ware lelle than na» 
turally they were accuſtomed to be, by meane of the fwelling 
ok hir heade : Jt ſhall be god, hauing gynen hir this generall 
ſkowzing,that J haue ſpoken ok, to Rowe the head alone, and 
purge it with ſome dtuile, to koꝛce hir ſnyte and ſauffe, as mẽ 
do accuſtome to ſneze: + to koꝛce hit therevnto , you map take 
Pepper, Cloues, and Muſtard ſeede,of cache one a like quan⸗ 
titie, making them all into very fine pouder, as is pollible, and 
then with a whiſtle of lluer, oꝛ other like mettal, (yea thougg 
tit be but a quill, it will ſerue the turne) beeing applyed vppon 
hir nares, to blowe it into hir nares as ſtrongly as you may, - 
to make it pierte : further in. And beſides that, you; 
may rubbe and frotte the pallate of your Hawke with the 
ſayde powder, and not keede hir aftcr it, vntill ſuche tyme 
ſhe haue lefte inyting and ſnuffing. Jf you continewe this 
1 pꝛaciſe thzee oꝛ foure dayes , your Hawke ſhall recouer aſſu- | 
redlie. 

To diſcharge the heade of a hawke , that is ſtukt with yll 
humoz, genau Na, Which the Apothecaries do ſellin the winter, 
J haue founde a very excellente thing, and of greate fozce, 
gyuing of it the byggeneſe of a Beane vnto my hawke, 

P.tiih, being 
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beeing emptie, 4 hauing nothing aboue. And withall J was 
accuſtomed to rubbe the pallate ok hir mouthe , fozcyng al⸗ 
ſo ſome parte of the powder to aſcende vp into the heade , by 
the hole that goeth to the-bzayne : and after J had ſo done, 
woulde caſte my hawke to the pearche, vnhoding hir. Which 
was no ſoner done, but you ſhoulde ſee hir caſte a wozlde 
of _— filthe and moyſte humoure , and ſnyſe at hir nares 
as kaſte. 

But if it be ſo, that the abundance of humozs inthe heade, 
by none of theſe afozfayre remedies will be remoued, applying 
them neuer lo often, noꝛ p miſchieke ceaſe to vere your hawke 
whiche you ſhall eaſily diſcerne by hir lymie caſtings, and the 
abundaunce of filthe that will iNewe at bir nares : then muſt 
you of fozce be dꝛyuen vitrouſly to flee fo the ackuall cauterie, 
t with an y2on button heate in the fier , fo cauterize hir vpon 
the heade, vſing no leſfe iudgemente and diſcretion therein, 
than the dayntineſſe of the place requires, regarding the bone 
of the hawkes heade , whiche is not very ſtrong, oz harde. 
Ind befoze you do vſe the canterie, it is neceſſarie to cutte a= 
way thoſe feathers, that are growing about the place where 
you meane to beſtow pour fier. 

It with this monſtrous moyſtnelle of your hawkes heade, 
there be ioyned a ſwelling,oz the dꝛopping of hir eyes: in that 


caſe J do thinke it beſt, to beſtow your button vpon hir head, 


tuſte betwixte hir eyes, obſeruing the ſame oꝛder that J haut 
alreadie pꝛeſcribed you. | 
When the nares of your hawke are ſtukte with filthe, and: 
furcharged with ſuche diTillation from the heade, as J haut 
ſpoken ot: after a conuenient ſkowzing, then ſhall it be god 
to take Pepper and Muſtarde ſeede beaten into fine powder, 
and putting it in a cleane lynnen clothe, to ſtype it a ſpace 
in the ſtrongeſt Uyneger pou can gette: and that done, 
to beſtowe ſome kewe d2oppes thereof vppon hir nares, 
fo as they map enter and pierce hir nares. Foz truely —

dtuiſe will ſo ſcowze and dzie bp the humoz, as it will doe 
great plealure. But ik ſo with theſe remedics and meants 
you cannot reſolue it, then muſt you be fayne to vſe the tautt⸗ 
rie, not aloft vpon the head, but round about the nares, giuing 
hir a little touch with the fire, ſomewhat belowe the narcs, to 
make them moꝛze large, alwapes vſing the matter ſo carckullp, 
as you touch not the rote oz (poꝛet) of hir nares. When you 
haue in this maner beſtowed your fire, and ackuall cauterie, 
vutill ſuch time the payne do ceaſſe, and the elcarrt fall away, 
(whiche is nothing elſe but the cruſt that is growen there, by 
mecane of the fire,) you muſk anoynt the place with freſh but- 
ter, and after that you haute ſo done, then pzoceede to the cure 
of it with the powder of Maſticke, 0z)Olibanum. 

This is a very god remedie foz the ſwelling in the head of 
a Hawke. Take Staueſacre, a quantitie of Pepper, and a 
little Zloes Epaticke, brate theſe ſayd thinges into fine pow⸗ 
der, and put them into the water of Kew, where when it hath 
bin ſteeped a ſpace in the ſaid licoure, with a little bombaſt oz 
lint, bath your Hawkes nares twice a dap, and you ſhall finde 
it eaſe your Hawke greatly, and ridde a grratt parte of the 
filthie matter that bzeadeth the ſtoppage in hir head. Ik all 
theſe remedies Which J haue alleaged generally, noz any one 
ſpeciall medicine will pzeuayle, as J ſayde befoze: then muſte 
you repoſe pour chiefe truſt in the cauterie, which muſt be done 
either on the head with a cauterizing button, oz about the 
nares with a nedle, oꝛ ſharpe pꝛon, kyꝛe hotte, oz ſome golden 
02 ſiluer inſtrument, of purpoſe made, applying after the fire, 


fo: the remouing of the Eſcare, and the cure of qe! ſame, the 
remedies afozcſaid,

* doth diners times happen vnto Falcons a öder 
1 miſcheeke, whole nature — to cauſe the Hawke

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to ſhake hit head continually, ſo as at no time ſhe can hold it 


ſtill oz ſteadie, but is euer mouing it to one ſive oꝛ other, hol⸗ 
ding hir eyes cloſe ſhut withall. This diſeaſe is called Soda, 
which in engliſh we may tearme y Megrim oz a kind of Pals 
lle, by meane the head is in continuall moning. 

This euill may pꝛoceede, eyther by the fowleneſCe of the pa 
nell, oꝛ of a cozrupt and naughtie liuer, The remedie koꝛ it is 
this, whichu J hae found very god, and wherewith J haue 
cured my bawke in times paſt. PVou muſt gine your ſick hauke 
a caſting of cotton, in whiche you ſhall enwzappe of Jtoes 
Epatickt one ſcruple, of Cloues two graynes, making theſe 
into powder, befoze you giue it:then two houres after the ta⸗ 
king of this ſkowzing,feede your Hawke with a pong Pige⸗ 
on, oꝛ a hote Pullets legge, vſing this ſelfe ſame oꝛder thzee oz 
foure moꝛnings one after another. 

One other remedie koz it is this. Take as much vnwaſhtf 
Larde as the toppe of youre little finger, with a quantitie of 
Peper, and alittle Aloes Epaticke , beate theſe two laſt into 
powder, and conuey them into the Larde,whiche done, thzuſt 
them into your haukes thꝛote, holding hir on your fiſte a ſpace 
after it:then tie hir on the pearch in the lunne, and ther let hir 
ſtay til ſhe caſt both the ſkowzing,and the llimie matter which 
is in hir goꝛge. Ind this medicine may pou vle tuery thirde 
day once,feeding your Hawke with hote meates, as Pigeds, 
and pong Sparowes, x euery time you ciue-hir this ſkows- 
ring,conuey into hir a little Jloes,whic is an excellent thing 
to o wꝛe hir, and quitte hir of this diſeaſe, 

Ik theſe receytes and ſkowzings peelde no remedie, then 
muſt you to the actual cautcrie,ſhearing away the plumes a- 


bout that part ofthe head where you will applie youre fire, e- 


uer reſpecking the bone, and burning nothing but the very 
(kinne, to let the miſchiefe bzeath,remouing the eſcare,and d 
ing the cure after the eſcare remoued, as is befoze ſaid. Let 
this ſuffice foz this monſtrous miſchieke, whiche killes many 
Hawkes:yct haue J cured my Hawkes twice, by theſe temt⸗ 
dies in my time. Dk

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Of cke Cataract in the eyes of 
a Hawke.

Eſars thoſe other evils, ther is a Cataraf which wth light 
vpon the eyes of a Hawke, whome we may tearme a ſuf 
fuſion, a miſlchiefe not eaſely remoued, and diners times ime 
poſlible fo be recured, as namely whe it is growen-fo thicke, 
and ouerlong hath bin ſuffered in the eye, without ſeeking re 
medie foz it:but if it be not confirmed, then may it well be re- 
medied, and J my ſelke haue cured ſundzie Hawkes affeifed 
with this euill. 

This euill accident dothe happen , by meane ok groſle hu⸗ 
moꝛs in the head, whiche are wont to dimme and darken the 
ſight,and ſometimes cleane to put out the Hawkes eye with⸗ 
out redemption. 

Ft maye bee, that the hood is the cauſe and grounde of this 
diſeaſe, foz J neuer in m like remember that J ſawe any o⸗ 
ther byꝛd oz fowle troubled with it but only the Falcon: and 
perhaps, it lights on hir, in chieke, koꝛ that of all other, chet 


is moſte vſed to the hode, and to be almoſt at no tyme vn⸗ 
hoded. 


Pon muſt therefoze haue an eye, and eſperiall regarde fo 7he Carre; 


this inconuenience,at p firſt, by giuing one oz two moꝛmings 
a ſkowzing of Alocs, o2 of Tgaricke, to ſkowze your Hawke 
withall, bycauſe if you ſhoulde aduenture vppon any ſharpe 
92 hard painefull medicine, applying it to the eye of youre 
Hawke, it woulde perhaps cauſe a greate repaire of euill hus 
moꝛs and accidents to the place diſcaſed, 

When you haue giuen thys ſkowzing of Tiots, or Aga⸗ 
ricke, to remoue the matter from the eyt, you muſt vſe a pow⸗ 
der made of waſht Tloes, finely beaten, one ſcruple, and ol 
Suger candye two ſcruples, blowing of this powder into 
pour Hawkes c pes thee oꝛ foure times in a dayt, with the 
Pipe oꝛ quill afozeſayd. Thys is the gentleſt, and moſſe ſos 
— medicine that you can appite to the eye in thys _

if nother 
remedlie. 
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and whileſt you do miniſter this receyte, it ſhall be god ſomes 
times to bath the eye with the vzine of a little boy. 

Ik by theſe medicines afozeſayd, the webbe of the eye wyll 
not be remoued, we muſt be dziuen to vle a ſtronger receyte, 
which is this. 

Take a newe layde egge. and roſt him ſo long vntill the 
white of him become like milke. UWhen pou haue ſo done, put 
it into a fine white linnen cloth, and ſtrayne it ſo much and ſo 
long, vntill you ſee iſſue though your ſtrayner a clcare greene 
Water, wherof you ſhall now and then infuſe a dꝛoppe oꝛ two 
into the hurt eye, vſing it ſo thꝛee oz foure times in the day at 
the leaſt, vntill you (ce your Hawke amend of hir miſcheefe, 
and ware ſound. | 

Lalt of all, if theſe things auayle not to the cure, J do com⸗ 
mend and allow aboue all the reſt, that you take the iuyce of 
Celendyne rotes, making them cleane from the earthe that 
doth vſe to hang to the mazes: then ſcrape away the outmoſt 
rynde and pill of the rote, and vle the iuyce to your Hawke. 
Truly J haue found this to be of ſingular fozce and vertue in 
the like accident. | 

It ſhall not be amiſle, in this and ſuche like affefions and 
{ll paſſions of the eye of a Hawke, fo bath hir eyes often with 
roſe water,wherin haue bene boyled the leads of Fenygreke. 
But you muſt remember, that this water oz colirie, be ſome⸗ 
what warme when you ple it, bycauſe the eye is ſo noble, and 
ſo ſenſible a member, as it can ill bzoke things eyther ouer⸗ 
hote oz ouercolde , but muſte haue them moderately hotte oz 
cold. This deuiſe may you vſe to bath your hawkes eye with= 
all, vntill ſuch time ſhe be recouered, feeding hir meane while 
with god meates, and ſuch as are light of digeſtion. 

Hawkes are of ſo noble and excellent a nature, as the moſt 
part of medicines that you doe applie to the hurtes and cures 
of men,you may boldly beſtowe on Hawkes, as things very 
bholeſome foz them, as by their woꝛking will be moſt tuidently 
ſcene and perceyued : pet muſte there be a diſcretion vſed, 15 

| the 
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the adminiſtration of theſe ſayd receptes, hauing alwayes a 
regard vnto the weake and delicate nature of Hawkes, in 
reſpeft of men: and therefoze y quantities of euery thing muſt 
be allowed and giuen acco2dingly. 

It happencth diuers times, that though the Catarre, and 
paine of the head and eyes, there lights vppon the cares of a 
{Hawke ſo moꝛtall and deadly an apoſtume, as ſeldome when, 
though there bee greate care vſed abont the cure, ſhe maye be 
brought to perkeck ſtate, oꝛ recouered. Ind this pꝛocerdeth, by⸗ 
cauſe the miſchiefe lies ſo neare a neighboure to the bzayne, 
as befoze it can bꝛeake oz be clenſed outwardly, it cauſeth the 
Hawke to periſh. Beſides that, it is very hard to applie medi⸗ 
cines in that place:but if the Hawke be of lo ſtrong a nature, 
that (he bzoke the bzcathing and rupture of this diſeaſe, which 
you hall percepue by the quitture and filth that dothe iſſue 
from hir tares, giue hir this remedie, which is a very noble re= 
teyte, and appꝛoued of me offen times, as well in men, as in 
Hawkes, to my great commendation and glozy, 

Take honie of Roles, and oyle of egges, incozpozate them 
togither,and powze twice oz thzice a daye into the cares of 7 
your Hawke, ſome fewe dꝛoppes of it hote: and if you find by 
the abundance of filth, that there needeth great abſterllon, you 
maye adde therevnto a quantitie of Sarcacoll beaten into 
powder. 

The wine of Pomegranats is a moſt excellent remedie in 
this miſchiefe,confeifed with thoſe things afozeſayd. 

Butter well copled and beaten in a mozter of lead, one 
houre at the leaſt, and afterwardes powzed into the Hawkes 
eares reaſonable hote, twice oz thzice adap, is a very god 
remedie.

Thr Hawkes mouth, there art 
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tertaynt white peeces of fleſh, and ſometimes fending ſome⸗ 
what to blacke, which do hinder the Hawke from hir feeding, 
by meane whereof without any other euident cauſe, ſhe beco⸗ 
meth leane, and lowe. Wherkoꝛe it ſhall bee very neceſſary to 
loke into hit mouth ſometimcs, both in the Palat, and vnder 
the tong,bicauſe that many times, there eſpecially, do growe 
vp certaine preces of fleſh like in ſhape to a graine of Peper, 
ſometimes leſle, ſometimes bigger than a Peper grapn, which 
it ſhall be neceſſary to cut awap, either with a payꝛe of cyſers, 
if you may conmodiouſly do it, oz with Roch Alome burnt, 
02 with a dꝛoppe of Ople of Bꝛimſton, applyed vpon a little 
cotton, with an pꝛon vnto the place;taking away the cozrupte 
fleſh.You muſt mundifle the place with honieof Roſes , and 
bombaſt oz lynt, vntill you ſee the quicke fleſh vnderneath it, 
then afterwards,vnto the honie of Roſes, you may apply and 
adde, a little powder ok Malticke, oz incenſe to conſolidate 
the wounde, waſhing it ſometymes among with white 
wyne. 

- Mozeouer, and beſides this, there is wont to happen vnto 
Hawkes in the mouth, a certaine frownce oz impedimente, 
which doth hinder their feading, as the other peeces of fleſh do, 
of which J haue ſpoken befoze, This frownce map be very 
well perceyued and diſcerned with the eye, and will appeare 
alſo,by the feeding of the Hawke, 

Diners times this kind of euill is cured with honie of Ro # 
les, and with the powder of nutſhels;bound in a peece of lin⸗ 
nen cloth, well bathed and typed togyther , and thzuſt under 
the whote-ymbers ; vntill it may bee bꝛought vnto finepows 
der:thys may you continue twice a dap, as long as ſhall bee

But if this will not ſerne the turne, it ſhall be very neceſ-

ina Hawke, which is none other thing , but a very Canker; 
ſudy as men are plagued withall Wherefoze , take Uerde- her 
grece, Roch Atome, ofeyther two ownees, Honie ok Roſes =

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one ownce, water of Plantaine, wine of Pomegranats, ok ey⸗ 
ther two ownces , and a halfe, ſet them on a ſofte burning 
fire, alwayes ſtirring them with a ſkicke, oz wodden Aplatter, 
untill it turne to the thicknelle of honie:then take a little of it, 
and mingle with a quãtttie of Plantaine water, and you ſhal 
find this the moſt excellent remedte, aſwell koꝛ the frownce in 
a Hawke,as alſo fo; the Canker in the mouth of a man.

But many times it ſo 
falleth out, that the beake of a Hawke is hindzed and offended 
with this kind of euil,and not the mouth ſo much: in ſuc ſozk, 
as the Hawke cannot well kee de, by meane this miſchicfe wth 
ſo fret and eate the hozne of hir chappe and beake. Foz re- 
medie of that, you muſt take a harp knife, and pare away, 
as mucht of the beake as is cozrupted : but if the maladie oz 
frownce haue eaten very karre vnder the hozne of the brake, it 
is not ſufficient to cut it away with a ſharpe knife, as karre as 
the canker hath eaten, but you muſt afterwardes anoynt the 
plate with honie of Roſcs, twice oz thzice:and in ſo doing the 
Hawke ſhall recouer and do well, koz the honie of Roſes will 
both mundifie and incarne. 4 
Sometimes a Hawkes beake oz clappe doth onergrowe ſo 
much, as it is very neceſſary to cope it with an pꝛon, and af- 
terward to ſharpen the beake with a knife, taking away ſo 
much as is needeful foz the better feeding of your Hawke, but 
in any wiſe you muſte not medle with the nether clappe, by⸗ 
cauſe that doth not commonly growe ſo kaſt, noz ſo karre as 
to hinder your Hawkes feeding. Wherefoze that part is to be 
fauozed. Let this ſuffice as touching 5 diſeaſes of p Hawkes 
mouth, and the frownce, bycauſe ther is no canker oꝛ frownce - 
ſs ill, but being taken in time, with theſe receites, it will be re⸗ 
tured aſſuredly. _ 
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Ofthe Pancas, 


Oe ſpeciall diſeaſe among others that be lurking and ſe⸗ 

cret within the bꝛeſt and couert parts of a Hawke, is the 
Pantas, a very daungerous euill, and familiar to Hawkes; 
fo: lightly kewe eſcape, that are once Ons Wyth thys 

_ infirmitie, 

This milcheeke pzoccedes, when the lungs and thoſe bꝛea⸗ 
thing members by erceſſiue heate are ouerdzitd, and baked, in 
ſuch (ozt,as they cannot by any meanes freely dꝛawe the ayze 
to them,no2 yet vtter it well being once receyued, koꝛ the bet⸗ 
ter cooling of the hart, whoſe bellowes the lungs are, by na⸗ 
ture 0zdayned koꝛ that ſpeciall purpoſe and office, wherby the 
hart wareth inflamed , and by a neceſſarye CONLequrench, the 
Hawke of fozce muſt veriſh. 

Beide that, the humiditie and moyſture of the head diſtil⸗ 
ling from aboue, vpon thoſe bzcathing partes, and there en⸗ 
creaſed, and waxen thicke, is wont alſo to be a great furthe⸗ 

raunce to thys miſchicke, and bꝛeede difficultie of bzeathing, 


Tu herekoꝛze it (all be very neceſſary, to regard it at the firſte, 


bekoꝛt the diſeaſe haue taken tw deepe rote: foʒ that then koꝛ a⸗ 
ny thing Jknow)there is no remedie in the woꝛlde to be had 
 foz this Pantas, which is commonly tearmed Ain. 

Pon mape iudge of the beginning ok this -greefe , and 
know it by thys, Pour Hawke labozeth muche in the panell, 
mouing hir trayne often vp and downe,at each motion of hir 
panell, and cannot many times mewte oz \liſe:and-when ſhee 
doth (liſe,ſhe dꝛoppes faſt-by hir, and makes a ſmall rounde 
burnt mewfe: theſe are apparant pzwfes, that ſhee hathe the 
Pax tas growing on hir. 

Againe, vou may perceyue it by the mote violent motion of 
bir goꝛgt than cuſtome was, but the other are the moſt aſſy- 
red ſignes that you can deſire and inkallible. Mozeouer, when 
pour Hawke doth often times * and. cloſe hir clappes and 
uz Q. beake,

T he way to 
veſb Oyle. 
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brake, then is the diſeaſe very neare confirmed. And loke how 
muche the moze ſhee dothe it, the moze is the Pantas roted on 
hir, and then is the cure deſperate,and not to be hoped foz. 
The beſt remedie that euer J coul de kynde foz the Pantas, 
was to ſcowꝛe the Hawke with god oyle oliue, well waſhed 
in ſundzye waters, ſo long , vntill it became cleare and 
white. 
My accuſtomed maner of waſhing it was, to put it in an 
tarthen potte, that had a little hole in the very bottom of it 
of purpoſe made rounde , whereby if mighte the better bee 
ſtopte with the toppt of my finger:then do J conuey into this 
potte that quantitie of Oylt, whiche J meane to waſhe in it, 
and with cleare water do theec coyle it togither with a wod - 
den ſplatter,oz a ſpone,that the water warcth ſomewhat darke 
with it: after whiche remoning my finger, the water paſſcth 
away by the hole, the Ople remayning behinde, and lwim⸗ 
ming alokt, as it is the nature of it to do. Ind thus do J ſire, 
ſeauen, oꝛ eyght times, ſo long, vntill Þ pertepuc the Dple to 


haue no filthe lektt in it at all. Then of this Dyle thus pꝛe⸗ 


pared, J beſtowt vppon my Hawke that hathe the Pantas, 
filling therewith a chickens guttt wacht very cleane, of an 
ynch long and ſomewhat moze foz a Falcon and Goſhawke: 


ut koꝛ other lelle Hywkes, of a leſſe length, faſt knit at bothe 


endes with a thzead, to the ende the Dyle maye not iſſue out, 
whidy guttt J conuey into the Hawkes thzote, after ſhe hath. 
caſt, and is emptie aboue and in the pannell bothe, holding 
dir on the fiſte till chee make a mewtt: and one houre after the 
hath left mewtjng, then J keede hir with come ffipperfleſhe, 
as the harte of a Calke, ox a Pullets legge, refuſing to vſe 
olde Pigeons and Sparowes , bycauſe they are duer hote 
meate , vnleſſe happely the Hawke were very lowt and poze, 
but being hit and full of lech, thole other meatts afozrſayde, 
art not alone hoteſome, and ſufficient fo2 hir, but they will be 


much better, being waſht in water 6f Buglolle, and w2ong 
Ait in a linnen cloth, and then minged with the powder of 


Suger 
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Suger candie, vſing this ozder ſire 02 eyght dayes 02 moe, 
eucry other day till my Hawke recouer : giuing hir euery 
third dz fourth daye , a cotton caſting with Cubebes and 
Cloues,to ſcowze and diſcharge hir of ſuch moyſt humozs as 
deſtilleth from hir head, which ſometimes (as J haue ſayde 
befoze) is the chiekt and oziginall ground of this diſeaſe, 

Beſides this remedie,there is one other very god, and that 
is butter, and Larde, well lliled, and wached in ſundzie wa⸗ 
ters, till they become very cleane, and whyte , whyde you 
mape keepe in Roſe water, vntill you haue occaſion to 
ble it. 

Ok theſe beeing thus pꝛepared and conſerued , you mays 
take as you haue nede, foz euery ſkowzing Cudy a quantitie, 
as will ſerue to make a pill oz pellet , ſo greate as you maye 
well conuey into your Hawkes thzote, vling it in maner and 
time afozeſayd:giuing hir now and then among that ſkow⸗ 
ring of Cubcbes and Cloues, as wel foz the reaſon alreadie 
alle aged, as alſo bycanſe of hir liquide mrate and Clipper fees 
ding vppon tho le harts, ſo bathed and ſtieped in water. Foz 
Cubcbes and Clouts will greatly comfozt the ſtomackt and 
goꝛge of your Hawke, 

I baue found by experience that Dyle of ſweete Almonds 
is of wonderous eff:cacie in the cure of this diſeaſe, giuing it 
in a chickens gutte as afozeſayd. 

Ik theſe remedies which J haue ſhewed, doe not pꝛeuaple, 
noꝛ perkoꝛme the perfit cure of your diſcaſed hawke,ne pet doe 
make hir mewte, which happened at no time to me in all my 
experience and pzaffiſe. But when there is no remedie to bee 
had at all, J can well allow the vſe of Igaricke with a cotton 
caſting,bycauſe Agaricke is of great fozce to cauſe a Hawke 
ta lliſe But if foz al this, the gricfe do dayly pꝛoctede and in⸗ 
create, then do J thinke god that you beſtowe a Cauterie vp⸗ 
on youre Hawkes heade, betwixt hir eyes, eakt at hit nares, 
ſpecially k there be anp {mperfeffid in thf, Some mf are of 0- 
pinion, p foz.p cure of the Pantas "= ſhulde gine your _ 
Te, eb), 
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two inches ok a Lucerts tayle, newly cut off,conneying it into 
youre Hawkes goꝛge, and afterwardes ſetting hir in foie 
darke place, till ſhe haue caſt, and then to glue hir gotes milke, 
with the bloud of a Doue. Otherlome Wzlters do will and 
aduiſe to let the Hawke bloud in the necke. 

But J koꝛ my parte, haue neyther tried the one, noꝛ the o- 
ther, ik J (all tell you the trouth of the matter, bycauſe J doe 
not at all like of theſe deuiſes: hut doe aſſure you , that with 
thoſe other remedies and receytes, whiche J haue taught you 
in this Chapter ok the Pantas, (J meane, the ſkowzings, and 
the cawteric,) { haue done very muche god, and recoucred 
my Hawkes of this diſeaſe, and therefoze do recommend pou 
to them, as ondoubted experiments. 

Bttony reduced into the koꝛme of an Elettuarie with ho⸗ 
nie, is a very god remedie koz this grecke, as well in men, as 
in Hawkes, 

One other remedie which J find in an Italian Futhoz, is 
this. Take Wununy, Rhewbarbe, Saffron,q4 Suger candye, 


- make all theſe into powder, giuing it to your Hawke , koꝛ the 


ſpace of tight days at lealf in a chickins ſuinne, if ſhte will 
take it, ik not, foꝛce it into hir. And while you miniſtcr thys 
medicine vnto hir, al that time let hir not be bozne on the liſte: 
and withall among ſometimes, giue wacht freſh} butter with 
ſuger candye, and ſometimes a cotton caſting with incenſe 
within it. But J do moze commend, to giue hir bole Armon(i- 
acke, in a pill with honie. 
Theſe remedies no doubt, are bery god and loueraigne a- 
gainſt the Pantas of a Hawke. Make you choſe of them, but 
ict the Tawterie be the aſt refuge , to! that is an extremitie. 
Remember this rulc of Phiſicke , that cucr it is beſt to begin 
w the weakeft:foz if they will pzofit and do ſutkicient god, in 
vayne it wete to charge nature With the ſtrongeſt receytes, 
which are rough, and <urliſh in wozting, / 


Ot 
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Ofthe infirmitie and diſeaſe inthe gorge 
ofa Hawke, when ſhe dothe 
ceaſt hir gorge, 


S Under are the diſeaſes that Hawkes are peſtred withall, 

by meane of the indiſpoſition of the gozge , when þ parte is 
out of tune: among which the moſt ozdinarig and perillous is 
the caſting of the gozge, when a Hawke dothe calf hir meate 
vndigeſteo, in the ſelke ſame fozme ſhe receyued it : oz elſe coꝛ⸗ 
rupted, and of a lothſome lauoure, both whiche they doe 
many times. 

Ik chee caſt it cleane, and not ſtincking, but of good (ell, 
ther is no great tcare of the matter, noꝛ any great danger: by⸗ 
cauſc it mape pꝛoceede by meane fome ſmall bone is croſſed 
and turned in the goꝛge of the Hawke, whiche doth cauſe hir 
to caſt it againe foz hir moze eaſe and quitt: Wherefoze in 
this caſe it (hall be god foz the moze ſuretie , and to knowe 
the woꝛſt of the accident that may happen thereby, to beare 
your Hawke to the water, oꝛ to ofter hit a baſon of water, to 
trie whether ſhe wil bow3e oz no. Foz by bowzing, beſides the 
god that ſhe ſhail receyue by it, you (all haue euident pzwfe 
and ondoubted (2we of hir diſeaſe, and that in deede ſhee 
is ſicke , and dothe ſtande in neede of Phiſicke : but if ſhee 
bowze not at all, it argueth hir to bee in god tune. 

Theſe accidentes are wonte to happen by meane of ouer 
much moyſture and humiditie, and thzough exceiſiuerott? hu⸗ 
moꝛs, engendzed in the goꝛge. 

Wherefoze if the Hawke caſt hir meate well ſanozing, and 
of god coloure , neyther ſtinking to ſmell , noz lothſome to 
bewe,and do bowze after it, it hau be god to heate and comes 
fozt the gozge, with the powder of Nutmegges and Cloues, 
with a quantitie of Muſke, all enwzapped in a peece ok fine 
cotton, oꝛ bombalt, gluing it to the hawke when ſhe is emptie 
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paneld, as cuſfome is to do, holding hir on the fiſke,vntill cher 
put ouer hir layd caſting into hir gozge. Then two hourcs 
after ſhe hath caſt it againe, it ſhall be very neceſlary to feede 
hir with yong Doues, giuing but halfe a gozge, oz ſomewhat 
leſſe at a time:and at nighte when hee ſuppes hir, to lette hir 
plume alittle , and if the Hawke will bowze, to giue hir 
leaue to dor it, oꝛ truly it will be very wholſome foz hir. By 
this meanes, J pꝛomiſe you, J haue recouered ſundzie ſicke 
Hawkes,and chiefly Sparowhawkes, 

I haue ouer and beſides this,vſed with great god ſacceſſe, 
god Roſe water, altred w a quantifieof powder of Clones, 
and muſfke,pzeparing it after this manner: 

J haue taken Roſe water two ownces, powder ok Clones 
two ſcruples,of fine Muſke kyue graines : and of this haut J 
ginen my Hawke fyue ownces, oz there about, akter that as 


mp Hawke hath bin either poꝛe oꝛ hie in ſtate, holding hir on 


the fiſte, vntill ſhe hath made a mewte. 
This medicine will bzing hir to a god apetite, a ſweete 
death, and will beſides all theſe ſcow2e very well. 

Burt if that which he doth caſt, be coꝛrupted and ſtincking: 
duer and beſides the afozeſayd remedies , whiche indeede are 
excelient god, J can allow well that you take the rote of Ce- 
lidonie, oz Celondine, remouing away the vpper rynde and 
pill off the rote, vntill it loke redde , and dzoppe agayne, 
then to infuſe it in a quantitie of luke warme water, ſfir- 
ring the rote vp and downe in the water, to cauſe it to re- 
cepue the effeff and qualitie of the Celydonie the moze. Ok 
which rote you mult (after you haue ſo done) conuey a pel» 
let as bigge as a beane foz the huger ſozte of Hawkes, into 
the beake of your Hawke, thꝛuſting it downe with your fozc= 
finger into the very goꝛge ol hir, to the end it may the better 
deſcend into your Hawke. Beſides this, it is very god to 
open hir beake, and conuep into hir one ſponefull of the wa - 
ter afozeſayd,not all at once, but at twice oz thzice , dong

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faſt hir clappes againe, bycauſe ſhet maye the better krepe it, 
and not caſt it vp pzeſentlp, 

Thys beeyng done, keepe hir a ſpace bppon the fiſte, vn⸗ 
till the rote and licoure bee well ſettled in hir gozge. Af- 
ter Whyche, call hir on the pearche, in ſuche a place, where is 
no reſozte, eyther of people, dogges , chickens , cattes, oz 
other ſudx lyke thynges, to the ende you maye the better 
diſcerne hir ſkowzing : and beſydes , that ſhee maye haue the 
leſſe cauſe to bate. There let hir ſtande , vntill cher hathe caſt 
all the rote which ſher receyued , and that the water hathe 
made hir mewte and \liſe ſufficiently , whydx will doe hir 
very greate god. Then after two hourcs it ſhall be well, 
to giue hir a pong Ratte oz Mouſe, newly ſtripped out of the 
{kinne hote, and fo lacke thereof, a pong Pi ron whome 
you ſhall kill, by thzowing hir foꝛcibly againſt the grounde, 
with the raines downeward, bycaule the blond may gather 
togither, and ſtande: whereof feede youre Hawke, giuing 
hir the hart alſo, and the reynes thereof, withoute anye moze 
allowance of any of the Pigeons fleſhe, When ſheehathe 
diſpatched and rydde this beaching of the Pigeons hart and 
bloud, oꝛ of the pong Katte, then giue hir in like manner the 
tike quantitie, onely of the dead doue:onely fwice a day to a 
Sparowhawke,but to a Falcon oz Goſhawke, foure oz fyue 
beachings in ont day, euer obſeruing the ſelfe ſame oꝛder that 
J haue pꝛelcribed you, 

The next mozning you may, ik neede be, in a little lint, oz 
kla xe, oꝛ ſuch like deniſe, gyue a ſkowzing of incenſe oz Oliba⸗ 
num, Jmeane, the leaues of it bꝛoled in your hand, as final 
as is poſſible, gpuing hir but a ſmall gozge, to the ende, 
that towardes the euening, you may allowe hit a reaſys 

nable ſupper, 

By this vſage and ozderhaue J cured ſundzie Hawkes of 
mine owne, and other mens. 

2 mult note, p wht thele remedies 2 do not pzofie,” 
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no: do the feate,and that the Hawke doth caſt hir, moze than 
twice, then is it a deſperate caſe, and ſo much the wwzſe,it the 
Hawke belowe and poze , foz then in that caſe haue  ſecne 
very few oz none recured. 

Neuertheleſſe,J haue ſomtimes ſeene a meruaple wꝛought 
in this caſe, by making the greater kind of Hawkes; as Fal- 
cons, Gerkalcons and ſuc like, dzonke with a ſponfull oz two 
of ſtrong Malmelie, conueyed by fozce into hir goꝛge: but to p 
leſſer Hawkes you muſt not gine ſo muche of the Malmelle, 
but in leſle quantitie. Which done, they haue bin placed vpon 
a bedde oz a cuſſhen,foz on the pearch they cannot ſtande, be⸗ 
ing dzowſie, but will lie as things in a traunce, koꝛ the ſpace 
of a quarter of an houre, and many neuer recouer themſelnes 
againe , but if happily any do after they are thus dealt with= 
all,recouer and ſliſe, and ſcoure away their medicine, no que⸗ 
ſtion that Hawke ſhall tyzoughly recoucr:then is it god to 
glue hir of the bloudp parts of a Pigeon vſed in that manner 
as J fozeſhewed you, but this daungerous medicine is not to 
be giuen, but in deſperate calts. 


Of diuers accidents that happen to 
Hawkes, by meanes of fowle:

1 hapneth ſometimes that a Hawke can hardly put oner 
hir meate which may be diſcerned by this, when in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning ſhe hath of hir ſupper aboue. This milfoztune chaunceth 
partly by reaſon hir mtat was ouerdꝛie, ande as we may lay) 
fo hard baked in the goꝛge, as ſhe coulde not put it ouer, and 
partly agaynt, koꝛ that the Hawke cannot endue ſufficient- 
ly, neyther yet dothe fyll in * pannell as fhee oughte 

to a T 
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In the firſte caſe, J haut holpen diners with gyuing the 
Hawke water at wpll,to bowze hir pleaſure, bathing beſides 
hir kerte 4 pearche with frefhe colde water: whicht not ſeruing 
the turne , J haue thzuſte my fozcfinger into hir gozge,and ſo 
holpen it along, and ſomtimes mp little finger, oz a ware can⸗ 
dle: and by that meanes haue cauſed hir to fill in the ventricle 
ſoner than otherwiſe ſhe woulde haue done. The weakeneſſe 
of which part diuers times is a cauſe that the hawke wth not 
well endew, noz fill in the Panell. | 

Somewhiles againe J haue vſed, « chiefly to Falcons, to 
giue a \kowzing in Cotton of powrer of Mummte, pzepared 
of Cloues and Nutmegs,rolling aloft vpon the cotton a litle 
lynte of Flaxe, bicauſe they ſhould the ſooner caſte it. And by 
this meanes haue reconered them pzeſently. 

When a hawke wth endew but lowly,x hath by p meanes 
ſmal luſt to hit meate, you muſt thus do, to make hir moꝛe e⸗ 
ger + ſharpe, wꝛappe hir meate in the ſecte of N Aturciũ, 02 was 
tercrallies, and ſo cauſe hir to take it, But this muſte be vſcd 


. bnely in winter, by reaſon that kinde of ſecede is very hotte. 


The meate being thus vled, will bzing hir to be very ſharpe 


fette, and cauſe hir to be well bzcathed , and beſides make hir 


luſtie,foz in deede it is a medicine very excellent, and of infi= 
nite vertue, WE | 8 
Belldes, ſometimes the goꝛge is ſo out of tune, as it is the 
tauſe that the hawke at hir accuſtomed houre doth not caſte, 
but retayneth hir caſting within hir. Wherevpon it behwoncs 
ſome arte to be vſed to make hir caſte. Thenexte remedie fo2

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But about all other, do J commend and pzeferre a ſows 
ring conueyed into a little cotton caſting, that is made of the 
pourer of Tloes Epaticke wacht, ot Cloues, Nutmegges and 
Ginger, ok cache of theſe equall poꝛtions, rolling the cotton in 
a little Tow oꝛ Flare, making it as hard with your hante ag 
you map, t then rolling it in p pouder of Clones,and fozcing 
it downe the hawkes thzofe : and pzeſently you ſhall ſee your 
hawke caſte it vp with the olde caſting whiche ſhe had befoze, 
This, beſires the benefite of that, will comkoꝛt greatly ſtrẽg⸗ 
then the goꝛge, and ſkowꝛe the heade of all ſud) euill humozs, 
as are there, ſurcharging the ſame. The ble of this deniſe 
nowe and then, will be very neceſſarie and beneficiall to your 
hawkes without doubt. 

Jf pourhawke will not caſt, take Tloes, Pepper, pouder of 
Cloues,and honie of Roſes, making of all theſe a long pyll, 
and as bygge as a caſting, gyue it your hawke, and ſhe ſhall 
pꝛeſently caſte vpon the taking of it. 


Of woormes,that moleſt and trouble 
 hawkes out of meaſure. 


Nowe do J holde it high time, and the place very conue⸗ 

nit᷑t to wꝛite of luch kinds of woꝛmes, as do trouble and 
vexe b poze hawke, as hit moztall enimies, which after a ſozt 
do depende ofthe goꝛge, though whole weakeneſle there are 
engendꝛed groſſe and viſcuous humozs in the bowelles of a 
hawke , where beeing weakely wꝛought by default of natu⸗ 
rall heate, the humoz conuertes into (mall woznes a quarter 
of an ynche long, and moꝛe. 

Pou may perceyne theſe wozmes fo plague and trouble 
your hawke, when you ſee hir caſte hir goꝛge, when hir bzeath 
ſtynckes, when ſhe trembleth and wzytheth hir trapne, when 
ſhe croakes in the night, offrefh with hir beake to hir pannell, 
when hir mewte is not cleane,white, noz in ſuche abundance 


as it oughte to bee, And beſides all this, when your Hawke 
| keepes 
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keepes at one ſtaye, and is lowe of fleſh continually. 

In this caſe it behoues you to teſfroy theſe woꝛmes eyther 
with a ſkowzing of wacht Aloes Epaticke, Muſtard ſete, and 
Agaricke, ok each one egal poztions,vſingto giue it as J haut 
taught you befoze,Dz elle, dy miniſtring the pourer of p Gall 
of a Boze pyg d in the (moke : oz if theſe kaylt, to gyue 
the pouder of Harts hozne being dzyed, | 

White Dittanger, era pigra minore, (koz there are ſundꝛy 
kindes of it)of eache two dzames, Iloes Epaticke well wacht 
thꝛee dꝛammes, J garicke,Saffron,of each one dꝛamme, being 
all incoꝛpoꝛate with Honie of Roſes, is an excellent remedie 
agaynſt the wozmes. Pou muſte keepe it well, and giut Fal⸗ 
cons, Goſhawkts, t ſuche like, the bygneſſe of a beane, but to 
Sparowhawkes, and the leſſer ſozt of hawkes, as muche as a 
peaſe,in fozm of a pill, thzuſfing it wwn your hawkes thzote, 
keping hir after it a ſpace on y fiſt, till ſhe haue lliſed a mtw⸗ 
ted hit medcine,feding hir afterward w god meat after your 
woted maner. Ind this ſhall reconer hir, and kill the wozms, 

Foz the ſame diſeaſe it is very god, to giue a ſłowꝛʒing of 
white Dittander, Tloes Epaticke well waſht, Cubebes foure 
oꝛ fiue, a fewe flakes of Saffron enwzapped in a mozſell of 
fleſhe, fo cauſe the hawke the better to fake it. 

This receyte,no doubt, will bothe make the hawke to llyle 
and mewte, and withall recouer hir. Foz it is an appzoued 
remedie againſte the wozmes, and ſpecially when the hawks 
doth wꝛythe and wꝛeſt hir trapne. 7 
Againe, take Heu ponticum, Sugter Candy, filings of pꝛon, 
of tacht like quantitie, of theſe, with iupce of Mozmewod,

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cure of them. Albeit theſe wozmes doe not all depende ok the 
goꝛge, koꝛ their naturall place x being is'neare tye rapnes of a 
hawke,where they be enwzapped in a certaine tyinne nette oz 
ſkinne, ſeueral by themſelues, apart from either gut oz goꝛge. 
Theſe Filanters(as the very name wth impoꝛt, are (mal as 
thzceres, 4 one quarter of an pndx long, {vor pꝛoper and 
peculiar to Falcons, than to any other haWke oz kowle. And 
this makes me to thinke, p they are naturally allowed p Fal- 
con, btcauſe in deede they do not at al times vere 4 trouble the 
hawkes, but now # then, + ſpecially when p hawke is pwze, & 
low of fleſh. But if ſhe be hie 4 luſtie, then by reſon of p abun 
dance of nouriſhment x for p they receiue fromp hawke,they 
moleſt hir not at all, but rather do hir god: and mp reaſon is 
this. I cannot be induced to thinke that nature (who doth vſe 
to make nothing but to ſome ende and purpole) hath pzoduced 
t placed thoſe Filanders in that part of the Falco foz naugbt, 
oꝛ to hurt. che hawke. But how and in what ſozt they pleaſure 

02 p2ofit the hawke, J coulde neuer pet reache by conteture. 
hen they are troubled and grieued with the Filanters, 
you ſhall firſte diſcerne it by the pouertie of the hawkes, by 
ruffling their traynes, and by certayne twytches and ſtartes 
that they wyll make, ſfrayning the fiſte oꝛ pearche with their 
pownce,and laſtly by their croking in the nyght time, which 
kinde ofnoyſe they vtter, when the Filanders pꝛicke and gripe 
them within. Foz when they wante their luſtenance, whiche 
they can by no meanes haue, when the hawkes art lowe and 
poze, then do they endeuour to rende and bzeake that lender 
nette wherein they are naturally incloſed , to yſſewe oute fo 
ſeeke their vittayles ſome other where. And manye tymes if 
happeneth, that, not ſceing to it in tyme, and at the firlte,they 
paſſe though their webbe , and crall bp as hyghe as the verie 
hearte , and other pzincipall partes of the Hawke, whereof it 
muſte needes conſequently kollowe, that ſhee periſheth with⸗ 

out redemption, 

J haue ſometimes ſeene this peſtilent wozme by plercing 
and 
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and bzeaking the bed wherein nature hath layde them, aſcend 
vp ſo highe, as they came fozth, and appeared at the Hawkes 
beake and mouth. 

(Uherefoze it ſhall be neteſlarie to reſpeff the cure of theſe 
Fylanders , not by killing them (as you woulde doe other 
wozmes , ( fox then happely beeyng deade , and rotting in 
that place , from whence they can not paſſe awaye with the 
Hawkes mewte, they woulde there cozrupte and bzeede a 
filthic poſtume in hir) but the wape that you muſte takt: 
is, by making thk dzoncke with ſome medicine to entertayne 
them, in ſud) ſozt,as they map not offend oz grype the hawke. 

. . The beſte remedie that can ber deuiſed fox it, is to take a 
Garlicke head, pylling krom the clones thereof the vtmoſte 
finde : whiche done ,you ſhall with ſome mall yzon twle, oz 
bodkine hette in the fyze , pierce the cloues , and make cer⸗ 
tayne holes in them, And afterwards ſteeping them in Ople 
at leaſte thꝛee dayes, gyue your Falcon ont of them dow ne 
hir thzote:foz the cloue of Garlicke vſed in this manner as J 
tell you, will ſo inrage 4 aſtonne the Filanders, that foz thir⸗ 
tie oꝛ fozty dayes after they wil not at al molef your hawke. 
Wherevpon ſome Falconers, when their Falcons below and 
poꝛe, once in a moneth do of ozdinarie gyuethem a Clone of 
Garlicke , fo feare of the Filanders, to pzeuent the wozſte , 
and truely ta god effeife, Ind koz that verie purpoſe and 
cauſe,are ſeldom oꝛ neuer without Garlicke ſtieped in Oyle, 
where þ loger they lye, b betttr. a moze medicinable they are, 
Thus muſt you deale with thoſe Filanders, that lye in the 
raynes. But there is one other kind ok Filanders,lying in the 
guts, 02 pannell of a hawke, which are long, mall, and white 
wonns, as though they had dzopt out of b raines of b hawke. 
It you will deſtroy thoſe Filanders, you muſt take Aloes E- 
paticke,fytings of yzon, Nutmegges;4 ſo much Honie,as wit 
ferue to frame a pyll, which pyll you ſhall giue pout hawke in 
mozning, as lone as ſhe hath taſte. holding hir on 5 fiſte fo 
ſpace of an houre after, Then caſt hir on 5 perche, 4 whea 
} 14-1 
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pou geſſe hir to haue lyſed hir pill, and mewted it cleane, then 
keede hir with god hotte meate. | 

There are beſires theſe, yet one other ſozte of Filanders in 
the guttes of a hawke alſo , whiche cauſe a hawke to caſte hir 
goꝛge as ſone as cht hath fedde,and do make hir ſtrong bꝛea⸗ 
thed:foz them pꝛouide this remedie. 

Take Aloes Epaticke, 2 Wozmwod made into very ſinall 
pouder,temyer the pouder with Ople of bitter Jlmondes: and 
that done, annoynte therewith the flanckes and ſides of your 
hawke. And if you like not the Oyle, koꝛ greſing pour Falcos 
feathers & plumes, compounte thoſe ſayre pouders w Uineger 
at the fire: but it is certaine that the Ople is the better karre of 
both, and moze pꝛoper to this diſeaſe. 

Af you can,giue your hawke Dple of bitter Almonds, and 
not diſquiet hir gozge, + after it beſtow þ other cure vpon hir, 
with the aunointing bir as J haue taught pou vou ſhal finde 
it the moſt perkeck remedie, d may be againſt thoſe Filanters, 
that lodge in the guttes and bowels of your hawke. 


Of che diſeaſe of the Lyuer, 


The lyuer of a hawke is oftentimes inflamed by ouermuch 
bating e trauaile, as it happeneth not ſeldome to Falcons 
b:ought from karre x fozrayne parts by ſhippe: againe,when 
they bee impacient and bedlam in the mewe, oꝛ when they flee 
ſurcharged  ouergreat bells. Foz the ouerbelling of a Falco, 
puts hir to a greater payne x trouble, than neeres. By theſe & 
luche like occaſions,hawkes become hot lytered. Igaine ſom⸗ 
times it happeneth by meane of an Ipoſtume, which is engk⸗ 
d2ed either by Come pꝛickt of a thozne, oz the ſtripe of an other 
hawkes pownce,by crabbing © hir. Foz whf they haue ſuch a 
ſtripe oꝛ pꝛicke, p ſkinne is boxen outwardly , but p bloud re- 
maining cozrupt within,engfdzeth þ apoſtume. Many times 
this diſeaſe of the lyuer pzocecdes of ſome bzoſe agaynſte the 

ground, oꝛ in a tree, oꝛ the encounter with another fowle. 
Pou ſhall perceiue this diſeaſe of the inflamation of y _ 
when 
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when your hawke ſtandeth melancolie , caſteth not at hir ac- 
cuſtomed and wonted houres , by hir fowle caſtings , by hir 
ſtynking and yll coloured mewtes, (whereof J (pake befoze) 
by bir labouring thicke in the panell , and by feeling of hir: 
Foz hir pulſe dothe beate as the pulſe of a man that hath a ke⸗ 
uer. Mozrouer hir mewt is as black as any incke.The diſeaſe 
is the moſte peſtilent and daungerous of all others. 

It the heate of hir lyuer pzoceede of fo mucht bating , oz 
bꝛoyling with hir ſelke, you maye eaſily curehir with foure 
v2 fyue god lyquide and cooling gozges , as to feede hir 
with the legge of a Pullette, oz the hearte of a Ueale, ba- 
thed in water of Bugloſſe, Bowzage , Hartes tongue, and 
ſuche like waters. 

Moꝛtouer it is very ſouerayne, to wache hir meate in the 
tuyce of Heubane , oz elſe (that whiche doeth muche moge re · 
freſhe the hawke ) to take a lyttle larde oꝛ Bacon, withoute 
tie rynde, and well waſhte and conſerued in god Role wa⸗ 
ter, and laſte of all rolled in powder of Suger Candie. With 
this receyt moze than with any other, am J atruſtomed to re⸗ 
tomkoꝛt and refreſhe my hawke, when the is ſicke of hir liner, 
Notwithſtanding the other medictnes are very wholeſome & 
god. Ind ſpecially, god freſhe butter , oꝛ Dyle waſhte and 
pzepared, as J taught vou in the koꝛmer chapter. 

But when the miſchtefe of the lyuer is engendꝛed dy ſome 
pꝛickt of a thoꝛne, 02 the crabbing with ſome other hawkes 
02 kowle, as diuers tymes it happeneth to the Falcon, by en- 
counter with a Hearon,when they binde togither in the ayze.

Ind you ſhall know it by a cotinual hardneſſe, Which 
you ſhal fecle in the hawkes panel, ⁊ by hir yellowe mewtes. 
Foz this incouenience there is no remedie in p wo.ld to be 
had, although you wolde trye all y medicines þ are to be vſed 
to hawkes, you ſhal p2ofit nothing. It muſtneres kolow, that 
Win fine daies your hawke peke ok p perche. It is not curable. 
Giordanus an excellent Falconer, fo; h indiſpoũition & heate 
ok the lyuer, willeth vou to take halke an ownce of Soldanel, 
and one ownce of Iroes, which is floure de Luce. Pon muſte 
beate theſe into fine powder, # conuey it into your caſting, x 
ſo giue it your hawke;Withall at nyght he willes you, when 
your hawke hath put oner,and well ikowzed hir filth, feere hit 
with god meate,waſht in theſe coling waters following.

BY ſomt outwarde accident, many tymes the thighe oz legge 
of a Hawke is become out of ioynt: wherefote it ſhall be ve⸗ 
rie neceſſarie in this caſe , as (one as is poſible, to ſet it in his 
right and naturall place againe, to the ende that no matter no2 
flure of humoꝛ deſcende oz diſtill, to hinder the ſetting of it in 
ioynt againe, whiche muſt necdes enſue ik it be not regarded in 
time.

legge whiche is out of ioynt, and kaſtning ouer and aboue the 
ſapd plegget a ſlender roller of linnen cloth, to conſerue and kepe 
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if the moꝛe firmely and ſtayedly in the place where you would e 
baue it to remayne. Uſing the mattcr thus ten dayes togyther, 
ſhifting and renewing the medicine cuerye two dayts once, to 
the ende the plegget waxe not ouer dzic and ſtiffe to the hurte 
member 


IJ can lyke verie well withall,ifbefoze you applie this ſayde 
medicine, you bathe well the thigh oz legge of the Hawke with 
a reaſonable warmt lotion oz bath, madt of Wine, Roles dꝛird, 
Myꝛthe, Sage, Comfrey,Camomill, and Roſemarie : fo theſe 
will warme and comfozt the nerues and ſinewes, and withatl 
dzie vp ſuch fluxe of humoz, as ſhall poure downe vpon the lame 
and bzoſed member. 


When a Hawke hath broken a thigh 
or alegge. 


F by any miſhap pour Hawke have bzoken anarme oi a leg, 


doe, by ſome ſtrype , oꝛ encounter at the Bꝛokt with a ſtrong 
fowle, you muſt with all cart and ſpecde, ſette right the bzoken 
bones in their naturall place againe : whiche done, deplumt and

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When you haut made this playſter, ſpꝛeade a poꝛtion of it 
thinne, vpon Flare oz Tinte well towſed, applying it vpon the 
rupture and bꝛoken place, wyth as greate cunning and care 
as vou can: you can not vſe it to daintily, when you applie 
it, bycauſe of the tenderneſſe of the hurt. This done, dynde it 
with a fine Linnen roller to ſtape the playſter . Then make 
fine ſplets of Timber, all of one length, thinne as may be, and 
in faſhion like the ſcales of a Swoꝛde ſcabbarde , whome yon 
muſt enwꝛappe in Lynt foz bzcoſing the member. Theſe ſplets 
beſtowe oꝛderly aboute your Hawkes legge oꝛ thighe on tuerie 
ſide,bynding them with the Linnen rollers oz fillets artificially, 
but neyther lo looſely as the bones may llippe out of theyz place, 
ne yet lo ſtreightly, but that the hurt member may recepue hys 
naturall nouriſhment and comfozt. Foz otherwiſe it woulde be 
moꝛtifled, and the vſe of it loſt. 

This ligature and rolling of the member, muſt be continued 
at the leaſt. xxx. dayes, oꝛ that the bone cannot cloſe againe firms 
ly vnder one Monethes ſpace. Pet can J wiſhe, that you vn⸗ 
binde pour rollers,and chaunge your medicine, twice at the leaſt 
in the firſt fiftene dayes, dealing ſo daintily as the bones may not 
ſunder thereby. And by meane thereof will your medicine, and 
the ligature, wozke the better effeckk. 

Laſtly,it ſhall not be amiſſe,after you haue thus done, to ble 
for thꝛee oz foure dayes this lotion oz water, to bath pour hawkes 
legge,to ſtrengthen and comfozt the place. | 

Take Roche Jlom one dzamme, Roſes dzyed, the pyll oz 
rind of Pomgranets, and Frankinſen(e,of ech a ſinall quantitie, 
white Wine as muche as will ſuffiſe : wherein you mull, boyle 
theſe things afozeſayd,to the conſumption of halfe the wine, with 
this lotion, bath your hawkes thighe and legge, plucking away 
the feathers as afozeſayde. And this ſhall comfozt the member, ſo 
as no fluxe of humoꝛs ſhall repapze to the place. 

Bell des all this, you muſt not foꝛget, during the time of this 
cure, to ketpe your diſeaſed Hawke remoued from all noyſe and 
acceſſe of people: and if this miſfoxtune befall hir in the Winter 
time, vou muſt let hir warme.

pJJwkes are wont diuerſe times to receine ſtripes and blowes 
by other fowles, as the Falcon by encounter with a Heron, 
and ſometimes by ſome other accident, as by carping hir in a 
hawks-bag vp6 occaſion, oz by caſhing into buſhes and thomes, 
oz ſuch like hurtfull places. 

Theſe ſtrypes and hurtes either are ſimple hurtes (as they are 
termed) that is to ſay in the ſkinne and fleſhe of a Hawke only, 
oz elſe compoundes , as when a nerue and ſinewe is pickt , 02 
cut in ſunder.

It your Hawkes Ckinne of hir thigh oꝛ hinder partes be bꝛo⸗ 
ken, kretted awayt, 02 hurt by bearing hir in a cloſe Cannas 
baggt, oꝛ ſuch like, you maye caſily recouer hit with thys de⸗ 
uiſe. The lcaucs of dzyev Sage beaten to powder, oz the pow- 
der of olbanum, o; Maſtickt, bathing the hurt with white wine, 
when you meant to applie the powder, and in two oꝛ thier dayes 
you ſhall ſee it recouered. 

But if the ſtripe be ioyned and matched with the offence of 
any nerue oꝛ ſinewe , then will it be a harder matter to cure, foz 
that the hurt is of greater impoztaunce and daunger, toꝛ then is it 
wont to be full ofoa paine,and to cauſe inflamation.

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Much moze might be lapd of ſtripes and bzoſcs ot hawkes, 
but J doe leaue you ouer to the learaed Phiſitions, and-ſkilfull 
Surgeons, bycauſe J will not ouerwearte pou with tedious 
tircumſtaunces: accounting it ſufficient toꝛ met, to haut layde 
downe the cures foz molt oꝛdinarie hurtcs, which doe rykeſt hap⸗ 
pen to Hawkes, and of ſach as haue tymespaſt by foztune come 
to my handes. If you, couet to haue greater ſtoze of medl⸗ 
tines, foz the cure of auy member oz hurt part of pour Hawke, 
J avuiſe you that haut ſkill in the Italian tongue, to fler ouer 
to Meſuer Frederige Giorgi, his pꝛactiſe, plainely and excellent⸗ 
ly ſet downe in his boke of Falconrie, from whente J haut 
collected ſundzyt things.

H Aung bithervnto ſpoken of ſuch diſeaſes and greefes, as fox 
the moſt part Hawkes are troubled withall within their bo⸗ 
dies: nowe remayneth that in fewe ſpeeches J ſew you a re= 
medie fo vermin and Tilt, a particular paſſion and affection that 
tighteth on the ſkinne of a Hawke, and ſpecially about hir heade, 
the plie of hir wings, and hir trapne: koꝛ in deede theſe Liſe and 
Mytes doc chiefty raigne and lodge in thoſe ther partes of the 
Hawkes moze than in any other. 0 | 
.  Fatconers doe vſe to ridde theſe vile wonnes and Liſe-in the 
Winter time. by taking of pepper beaten to powder two dzams, 
of warme water one pounde, oz as much as will ſuffice, ming⸗ 
ling the Pepper and water well togither, and then to pepper (as 
we terme it) oz wache all hit feathers with the ſayde lotion oz 
bathe, and fpecially thoſe partes of the Hawke whereof J ſpake 
befoze, where the Mites and Life do moſt haunte : whiche done, 
they ſet the Hawke on a perche, with hir trayne and backe fo the 
Sunne ward, holding in their handes a ſmall ſticke one * U 
ong, 
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long, on the foppe whereof they kallen a peete of wart, either red, 
02 greene, and With that, (while the Hawke doth weather hir) 
they take away the Liſe and Mytes crawling vpon the feathers, 
fo as before the Hawke be thzoughly dꝛyed and weathered, what 
with the ware, and their owne dzopping away, there will not be 
a vernun left-abont-the hawke . Foz the Pepper and 7 doth 
lo much diſeaſe them, as they are enkoꝛced to leaue their accu- 
ſfomed lodgings : then the heate of the Sunne, o fire, helpes to 
make them ſhrw themſelues: and the ware by cleauing to them, 
vtterly and clearely riddes the hawke of them. | 
-Jhane ſeene fome Falconers adde vnto the Pepper and water, 
a quantitie of Staueſagre,as an enimie to the liſe and mytts, by 
meane of ſtrength and koꝛce that is in it:and J take it to be verie 
neceſſarie to be added in this medicin to the Pepper, fo2 the better 
diſpatch of thoſe vile vermines, which do ſo much ver and annoy 
the hawke, as ſhe can by no nicanes keepe hir ſelke in god ſtate, 
Whileſf ſhe is incombzed with them. 
Pou muſt remember to pepper pour hawke in this mantr, as 
4—— chewed yon, in a verie warme ſunnie day , when there 
no winde at all blowing in the Skie. But if by foztune you 
bee enkoꝛctd to do it in another time, when the weather is colde, 
and the Sunne not ſhining, then muſt you ſet your hawke by the 
fire to weather hir, and dꝛie hir feathers : but neither muſk the fire 
bt oner hote, noꝛ the goꝛge of your Hawke towardes the fire, 
whereof J haue giuen you aduertiſement bekoze, in thoſe pꝛe⸗ 
cepts which art fo be oblerued of a god Falconer.

Ie mew Hawkes are ſubieif to ſundzie accidents. Tmong 
all which (to paſſe ouer the greſineſſe and excelſiue glitte, that 
they are ſurcharged withall, hauing ſomewhat toucht that mat⸗ 
ter in the Chapterofthe Goute)the greateſt miſhap that may be 
is, when Hawkes fall to laying egges, and to be with egge in 
the mewe. Fo in verie deede this is a great miſchiefe, and dy⸗ 
uers fymes doth kill the hawke. | 


Nou qhall firſt percepue it by the creaking and crying that 


they've inthe mewe ſometymes, and otherwhiles on the perche, 
albeit now and then they do it foz egerneſſe and apetite, when 


remedied. - Nun 10 21020 | 
A man ſhall knowe when they fall to lyking and laying, by 
this,from the nerke of the Hawke, down * 
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hir traine,there is vpon the feather,a certaine thing like the floure 
of Bzanne,of a pale and alhie colour. | 

And bycauſe this accident happeneth by meane of to muche 
daintineſle, and luſtkull pꝛide of the Hawke, it (hall bee god fo 
kcepe hir low, and to holde a hard hand oner hir, pinching hir of 
bir feeding, giuing hir liquide and moyſt fleſhe,from the middle 
of Apull, to the ende of May, which is the ouly time to be feared 
of all the peare koꝛ this matter. When the Hawke doth leaue hir 
croaking and crying in the mewe, it is a manileſt pꝛoke that ſhe 
is with Eggt, whiche you (hall knowe, both by hir grofſncſſe 
and filling in the pannell, as allo by hir ydle ſtanding withoute 
liſt to fecve. Ind ik happely the Egges bee growne any thing 
great within hir, you fall hardly hinder hir, but that ſhee will 
lay them, Therefoze (as J tell you) it ſhalt be god in tyme to 
lake vnfo it, teping hir lowe in Ipzill and Wap. And in thoſe 
monethes to miniſter vnto hir, Aloes Epaticke waſht, a quan⸗ 
titic of Saffron lapped in Bombaſt oz Cotton, whtrropon ton⸗ 
ue a little Flaxe oz Towe, and make a caſting oz ſcouring of 
it, thzuſting it downe hir thzote into hir goꝛge, the Hawke be- 
ing both emptie panneld, and having no meate abone to put o⸗ 
uer, keeping bir on the fiſt after it. till ſuch time tte ſcouring be in 
hir goꝛge.

I your Hawke bee with Egge (as they terme it) ſo as you.

which being done, conuey in thy fozefinger at hir tuell, as finely 
as thou can, to feele the egges, whiche if thou once feele, gripe 


tip Hawkes pannell ſoftly fox hurting hir, koꝛcing downwards 


the egge towardes thy finger in hir tuell, and if it be poſſible ſo 
bꝛing it away cleane, and rid thy hawke of it: but if thou cant 
not do it, bꝛeake it euen there right, and afterwarde beſtowe a 
clyſter vpon thy hawke of things lenitiue,to make hir mewt and 
lliſe well: koꝛ by this meane (as my Jtaliau Juthour doth in- 
koꝛme me) thou ſhall diſcharge thy hawke of this miſchicfe , and 
bꝛing hir to be in perfite ſtate againe.

C Omethnes it ſo kalleth out, that Hawkes doe not mewe in 
time, fo as they may be flowen with in the pleaſant tyme of 
the yeare, noꝛ be dzawne when other Falconers do ac eto 
dzawe their hawkes, but they come ſo late as the peare is farre 
fvent,and ſmall pleaſure fo bet taken in keeping oꝛ fleeing. with 
them, koꝛ which a man is ſometimes dꝛiuen of koꝛce to vſe deniſe 
to further the matter, and to pꝛactiſe to make hit mew ſoner than 


hir atcuſtomed maner is to mew of hir ſelfe. Wherkoze to make 


a hawke mewe timely, the fureſt and beſt way is to caſt hir off 
into a god mewe koꝛ the purpoſe , (made in maner as J haue 


taught you befoze)and there to allow bir of the bell hote meates 


that may be had, as Nuayles, Pigeons, and Sparrowes, and 
now and then among, to ſet hir in the mewe ſome veſſell, large 
and veepe,conueniently filled with Water, wherein your hawke 


' may bowſe and bath at hir pleaſure, 


But if this oꝛdinarie kinde of god and kindely mewing 
will not ſerue the turne, Which ſeldome, oꝛ neuer almoſt happe⸗ 


neth to Goſhawkes, fox that by this fozmer faſhion vlage they 
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do vlt to mewe verie well and ozderly)then(as J ſayde) it beho⸗ 
ucth to aſſiſt and further nature by Arte and Phiſicke, fo cauſe a 
Hawke to mewe tymelp. 

To helpe in this caſe, thoſe kymelles oz ſmall nuttes, whiche 
art growing vnder the thzote of a Weather, are verie god (as 
mine Juthour affyzmeth)vſing them euery thirde dap, koz thꝛice, 
oz thercaboutcs, allowing a Sparrowhawke thre oz foure of 
them at once, being both emptie goꝛged and panneld. But you 
may giue a Falcon ſire oꝛ moꝛe at one time, holding the hawke 
on the fiſt, till ſhe beginne fo lliſe and mewte, and after that a 
ſpace feede hir with god hote meate, alwayes remembzing, that 
ik the hawke do loath the taking of them, (as happely ſhee will) 
02 doe not verie well bzoke them after ſhe hath taken them, then 
that you giue hir reſpite betwirte tymes, foz thiee oz foure 
dayes togither, to the ende ſhee may not finde hir ſelfe cloyed 
with them.

Ik at the ende of eight dayesſhe beginne fo caſt any feather, 
then may you into the mewe with hir, without moze a doe: but 
it not, then muſt you fall-fo giuing hir of thoſe glandulous kir- 
nels of the Weather againe , once oz twice moꝛe: fo vſing it in 
this oꝛder the ſeconde time, without queſtion,within ſire 02 ſeuen 
dayes ſhee will caſt the backe feathers, oz hir ſarcels oz flagges:

Eſpecially remembzing to feede 
bir all that while ſhe is ſo without ſeathers, twice in a day, al⸗ 
lowing hir ſuch and ſo much meafe;as ſhe can endew, and make - 
away with. Foz all that tyme will ſhe conet great goꝛges, and 
ridde great ſtoze of meate, vutill ſhee haue recouered hir cott a⸗ 
gaine, Ind to reſtraynt hir, oꝛ keepe a harde hand vpon hir, ha⸗ 
ning mewed hir feathers-, and being now at poynt to dee 
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newe in their places, wyll bzrede hit feathers to bee kull of 
tayntes, and ill kauoured, and beſides that hir ſarcelles and 
pꝛincipalls will not be ſo long and large as they ought to be, 
by meanes whereof ſhe will not be able to flee lo well as cher 

Some others, to cauſe a hawke to mewe ſpeedely, do wyll 
you to enwꝛappe hir meate in the powder of a Frogge, dꝛyed 
in an ODuen, oꝛ Foznace. 

Other ſome, in the powder of a Cuttell bone, taking of the 
powder of this fiſhe bone, to the weyght ok apennie. But 
theſe pꝛackiſes and deniſes J did neuer appꝛoue, and therfoze 
do committe them to the diſcretion ok the Reader. 


Of accidentes that happen and lyght vpon 
a hawkes feathers, and firſte, how to 
vſe the matter, when a feather 
cannot be imped,

Then 
after that, to keepe it open, that it runne not togyther az 
gayne, you muſte frame a ſmall pellette of Larde, oz boyled 
Honie, whiche being conueyed into the hole, will there abyde, 
vntill ſuche time as the ſhoting oute of the new feather do re⸗ 
moue it, and diſplace it. | | 1 

Some other time it happeneth a feather to be bzoken in the 
quill, o neere the wing, as it is not poſſible — Lmpe it againe: 
- then 
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then do they vle, (fo make tht quill to fall and dꝛoppe away 
withoute payne to the Hawke ) this deuiſe. They annoynte 
the place with the bloude of a yong Ratte , whiche will cauſe 
the bꝛoken quyll to come away. Akter which, to kepe the hole 
pen, they vſe the helpe afozeſayde, with the Barly coꝛne. 
Theft two cures „I neuer tryed , bycauſe it was neuer 
my happe, (J thanke foztune)to ſtand neerefull of the pzafiſe. 
But truely J like neyther of them ſo well, as J can greately 
commende them. | 8 
Dtherwhile it chaunceth, though the hurte of a Hawkes 
wing, that one oꝛ two ot hir Flagges, long ktathers, o: Sar⸗ 
telles, are bꝛoſed, and thereby bothe put hir to greate paynes, 
and takt hinder hir flecing. Wherefoze,it ſhall be in this caſe 
very ntceſlarie, as ſont as it happeneth, to loke and vewe the 
wing well, whither there be any bloude, muche o2 little, in the 
quill that is bꝛoſed, in maner akoꝛeſapde:which if be ſo, it ſhal 
be nedekull fo pierce it with a ſharpe needle,oz ſuch like inſtru⸗ 
mente, to gyue the blonde yſſewe , befoze luche time as it bee 
tongealed and waren harde. Ind after that, to annoynte the 
bꝛœoſe (and eſpeciatiy, where the blacke bloude is) with olde 
{ardc,and reſtie Bacon. 
Moꝛetouer, it (hall be very god to ceaſe the payne, to purt 
vppen the hurte place, thzee oz foure dꝛoppes of god Dyle of 
Roſes , ſomewhat hotte, whiche hauing vſed foz the ſpace of 
thꝛee oꝛ foure dapts, it ſhall not bee amiſle, to bathe it with 
Aqua vite , to d2ye and reſolue it. It you bſe this meane in 
the beginning, when the hurt is firſſe taken, no doubt, it wyll 
b:eede reſolution. 1 
But if by negligence 02 otherwiſe, it be fozeſlacked at firT, 
ſo as the bycoſed Sarcell, 02 other feather growe oute of oꝛ⸗ 
der, and croſſe the nexte feather to it in fleeing, and by that 
meane bee a hinderance to the Hawke , and a payne, it ſhall 
be god fo cutte it off in the quill. Ind to the ende there may 
growe another fecond feather in the place of that, whiche is ſo 
{popled and tutte off, it halbe well dont, to make the quill to 
8 dzoppe 
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dꝛoppe away. To bꝛing that to paſle, irſte of all wipe wel the 
bloude congealed and cozrupted within the place, and after 
that, fill it with A qua vitæ, of the beſte that may bee gotten, 
and deale ſo artificially, as the A qua vitæ may ſtape, and not 
dzoppe out of the place. Which muſte be done, by ſtopping the 
hole with waxe, oꝛ ſuch like teuiſe.This A qua vitæ, by meane 
ok the heat of it, will cauſe the quill to fal away within eight 
dapes, oꝛ little moꝛe, by meant whereof there may (hate oute 
a newe feather. | |

In this caſe it ſhall be better, rather to cutte awaye the fra- 
thers , onely to cutte the nether parte of the webbe, luſte oner 
agaynſt the bzoſed place, leauing the vpper parte whole and 
vnfouchte : then to take a long ſlender nerdle, like a Glouers 
needle,and to thzeede it, and hauing ſo done, to thꝛuſte the eye 
of the needle beeing thzeeded,into the greater parte of the fea» 
ther fowardes the quyll, fozcing the poynte of it ſo hard with 
a thymbell, as if may bee cleane hydde in the feather, and no 
parte ok it to bee ſcene. After that, loyning bothe ſides of the 
b:oſed feather togyther, where you cutte the webbe, dzawe 
the thꝛeede as harde and as ſtreyghte as you can poſſible, ſo 
as the poynte of the needle,by pulling of the thzeede that han⸗ 
geth out, may ſo karre enter the vpper parte ok the feather, as 
it maye bee halfe on the quyll ſide, and the other halfe on the 
poynt of the bzooſed feather, which wil ſtrengthen the feathers 
marueloully.

Mauer tymes it ſo foꝛtunes, as the trapne of a hawke is 
quite ſpoyled, and no one feather lefte fo ſerue the turne. 
Wherefoze it ſhall be neceſſarie in this caſe,fo ſet your hawke 
a newe-trayne;which is done after this manner. | 
Pou muſlte take a peece of paper as bygge as your hande, 
in the myddle whereof you muſte llytte a hole, thzough which 
conuey the hawkes trayne being bzoken, vp to the very rumpe 
of hir, dꝛawing backe thꝛoughe the ſayde llytte ok the paper, 
all the bꝛayles and ſmal kethers of the trayne that grow about 
the hawkes tewell, bot about and beneath, ſo as there appere 
none at all, but the long feathers, vppon whiche you meane to 
woke your feate. Then cutte off thoſe long trapne feathers 
Wa fine penknife, beginning fr6 the firſt, ſecond, third, kourth, 
fifte,and lo on the other ſide of the trayne in like manner, and 
you muſt cut them off allope, ſidewapts, towards the topye of 
the truncke 02 quill, vntill you come to the two couert fea- 
thers, which two you muſt cut direckly, x not ſloping , as you 
did p reſt. So as when you haue done, the frayne of phawke 
may be in ſhape like the pypes of a payꝛt of Oꝛganes. Then 
take the traynt of a mewed Jay,(if it be poſſible, bicauſe they 
are the kayꝛeſt feathers beeing mewed) ſetting in tutry quylt 
of the hawkes trayne, ont feather of the Jaye,ozderly,the firſt 
feather of the Jaye , in the firſte quill of the Sparowhawke, 
and fo conſequently. And if the Layes feather will not enter 
the hawkes quill, then muſte you cutte it alittle, and loſing 
if with pour finger;foce-it into the cutte quill, anoynting the 
ende of the boꝛo wed feather in the fatte of a gge , the polcke 
of an egge, oꝛ luche like ſtuffe, and ſo placing it right and di⸗ 
rcifly with the hawkes feather. Hauing ſet ont feather in this 
oꝛder afozeſayde, on the one ſide of the hawkts trayne, paſſe 
Sucr to the other firlte feather of * other lide, and do in lyke 
manner, 
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manner, alwayes placing and ymping them ſo, as in length, 
and eache condition elle, they may agree fully with the natu⸗ 


rall featherof the hawke:and ſo from one to the other, vntill 


you come to the two couert feathers , whiche you muſte ſette 
laſte of all the reſt, and thoſe in ſo god oꝛder, as your eye may 
indge them to be excellently ymped by the luſte lengthe & ſy3e 
of them. Akter all this, take awaye your paper, and with a 
knife wette in a litfle.ſpittell, go ouer all tye ymped feathers, 
putting p knife betwixte euery quyll, cloſe by p rump of pour 
hawke,and ſo go along the feather,to cut away all ſuch ſmall. 
feathers, as ſhall be out of oꝛder, by meane of the ymping and 
cutting of the feather in the trayne of your hawke. Whicdhe 
wne feather by feather,ſet your hawke firſte on your fiſte, and 
lo after a ſpace on the perche, that ſhe may tricke hit ſelfe, and 
right and enoyle hir feathers with hir beake. 

Here will J not omitte to remember eutry god Falconer, 
that he haue in his houſe, and in a readineCle about him at all 
tymes, his pmping needles , and ſuche like neceſſarie imple⸗ 
mentes, ta ſtrue the turne withall, and to lende his compani- 
ons, it they neede. Foz it ſhall redounde to his credit greatly,

Now in myne owne opini6, J haue diſcourſed ſufficient- 
lye of all diſeaſes , # made yon pꝛiuie to the Italians oꝛder of 
phiſicking his hawke, whiche Þ can very well commende, as 
greatly agreable to reaſon.

ePthencethat in theſe receytes koꝛ hawkes diſeaſed z fickt, J 
haue diuers times made mention of Mummp, and ok other 
medicines appꝛopꝛiate and peculiar to ſundꝛie griefes, here J 
thinke it not amiſſe,tolaye dwne the meane, how to pzepare 
it foz the ble and benefite ok all Falconers, that ſhall haue oc- 
caſion to implope it to any ſicke hawke : Foꝛ that in cure of a 
boſe, I take it to be the moſt ready and exquiſite way to rt⸗ 
couer the hurte hawke againe. 
Mummie is prepared in this manner. 
Firſt, you muſt take Nutmegges, in number four, Cloues, 
Singer, a Cynamon, ok eyther halfe an ownce, Saffron one 
dꝛamme, reducing all theſe to fine pouder, Boyle them in an 
earthen potte well glazed , e couered cloſe with a reaſonable 
quantity of god Balmeſie,to the coſumption of a third part:

How to keepe and mayntayne all 
manner of Hawkes in health, 
good plight and liking. 


TD keepe Falcons and all maner of birds of pzay in health, 
the chiefe Falconers ſaye, þ they muſt neuer haue a great

Jt 
muſt be done in Sommer with colde water, and in Winter 
with luke warme water, and it muſt not be wzong to muche 
with the hande : foz the mallinelle ok the fleſhe, and the loce= 
n:\ſe of the water, will cauſe them to put ouer and to indew 
the ſooner and moze ſpedily, And it will cauſe them to haute 
the larger panels, whereby they ſhall the better ſcowze them» 
lelues downeward of the glitte,and groſſe humozs, And thys 
is to be vnderſtode of all groſſe fleſhe wherewith per ſhall be 
fayne ſometimes to feede your Hawkes:but not ok any other 
feeding that is light and of god digeſtion. Foz yee muſt haue 
diſcretion to reward pour Hawke now and then with ſome 
god liue and warme meate, oz elſe (hee maye bee bzonght to 

lowe. Neuertheleſſe the ſeruing of your Hawkes with waſht 
mecate(as is ſapde befoze)is the way to keepe them in healthe, 


Of Aloes Cicotrina,wherewith you muſt 
make ſcowrings for youre 


Hawkes. 


JTell you further, that to mainfayne youre Hawkes in god 

plight,x to keepe them from all difeaſcs, you muſt euery fif- 
tecne days,giue the p mountenice of a beane of Aloes Cico- 
trine, Which muſt bee put into them, wꝛapped vp in alittle of 
the fleſh;oz of the ſkinne.of a Henne, to the intent that the taſte 


of the Aloes which is very bitter, de not felt of them. And whk 


your Hawke hath ſwallowed it downe, beare hir vpon youre 
filte, the better to cauſe hit tokrepe that whiche is giuen hir, 


which done, let hir afterward caſt vp the water 4 lime whydy 
ſhe hath in hir body: and take vp the teſt ofthe Tloes againe 


which ſhe hath taſt, and let it not be toll, koz it is god and will 
ſerue foz another time. Then let your Hawke in the Sunne

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oꝛ againſt the fire boded, and fcede hir not till two honres ak⸗ 
| ter, at whidy time you hall giue hir a reaſonable goꝛge of 
(ome liue birde oz fowle. And the ſaid medicine muſt be giuen 
in the moꝛning alter that the Hawke hath caſt. 


Of common pilles that are giuen to Hawkes 
for laxative medicines or downe⸗ 
warde ſcowrings. 


FJ Euertheleſſe in ſtead of the ſayd Tloes, ye may at youre 
diſcretion vlt common pilles, ſuche as Potecaries giue 
men to make them lo lebodyed. Ind many are of opini6,ryat 
they be much better tha that other of Jlocs:foz the pilles dziue 
downeward and ſcowze moze ſtrongly and with greater ek⸗ 
teck. Pet notwithltanding, ye may ble ether of thoſe two, 
making th? at your pleaſure, Df the ſaid pilles you ſhall giue 
your Hawke one oz two, after as the quantitie of them is, and 
when ſhe hath taken them, let bir by a fire, oz in the Sunne, 
and keede hir not koꝛ the ſpace of two houres after, at whyche 
| time ye ſhall giue hit ſome quicke and liue thing to keede vp⸗ 
pon: Foz the taking of the pilles will ſet all hir body out of 


temper and tune, And lo ye ſhall keepe your Hawkes in god 
plight, ſtate and health. | 


Another vvay to ſcovvre by medicine,

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a Goſhawke, koꝛ they be not of ſo ſtrong and churliſh nature 
and mettell as other Hawkes are:4 much lefſe to a Sparow- 
hawke, bycauſe ſhe is not able to bzcoke ſo ſtrong a medicine, 
as the Goſhawke is. Ind therefoze you muſt beare in mynde 
that your giuing of the ſaid things to your Hawkes mull bee 
accozding to their natures and ftrengths,by the god diſcreti⸗ 
on of ſuche as though their noble diſpoſition doe place their 
care,pleaſure,and minds,vpon ſuch things. 


To make a Hawke caſt when ſhe kees 
peth it too long. 


F Talmud as Hawkes do ſometimes keepe their caſting fo 

long and cannot put it vp:02 elſe it may now and then fall 
out that a man knoweth not whether they haut any caſting 
02 no: in ſuch cafes, you muſt gine your Hawke a little Jloes, 
and then ſhe will taſt it togither with the Cline and filth that 
hindꝛed the caſting of it. And foz want ol Aloes, giue hir the 
mountenance of a beane of the rote of Celendine in two oz 
thꝛee pellets, and it will tale hir out of had. Ind fo further the 
matter, it ſhall not be amiſſe to giue hir one (ponefull of wa- 
ter, wherin the Celendine rotes haue bin licped ſome ſpace;, 
foz the bitternelle thereof will fozce hir to caſt, 


Of the bathing of Havvkes. 


JF yon mind fo keepe your Hawkes in tune and ſtate to flee 

well, you muſt make them bath oftentimes, and you muſte 
ſet water by thf, though they liſt not to bathe. Fox ſomtimes 
a Hawkc is deſirous to bowze and take of the water by rea- 
fon of ſome chaunce,oz foz ſome heate of bir body, oz ok hir li- 
uer: and then is water god and auaplable to ſet hiragayne 
in god plight aud hralty: whiche thing you (hall lightly per⸗ 
tiuc by that, that the Hawke will make countenaunct of moze 
theare and teioyce moꝛe. When pour Hawke is bathed(whe- 
ther it dee Goſhawke oz Falcon,) lette hit be * 
wetherd 
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wetherd at the fire 02 in the Sunne. And if ſhee happen to bee 
walhed,oz ſowlt with raine, oꝛ otherwile, let hit be thzoughly 
weatherd as is ſaid akoꝛe, leaſt ſhe (arfet by cold, ſpecially wht 
ſhe commes from the field and krom hir fleeing. Foz then is 
ſhe comonly marrde foz lacke of god oꝛder, and loking to, 
in lomuch that therevpon inlew the Pantas, and other diſea= 
les. Ind therefoze when the Falconer perceyneththe tyme 
to be daungerous fo2 his Hawke to take ſuch maner of colde, 
as in winter time after hir flight,oz by taking wet in flying: 
he muſt firſt weather hir well at the fire oz in the Sunne, and 


then giue hir fiue cloues of Maces in hir caſting, and that wil 
heate hir againe. 


To keepe Hawkes from inconuen ien 
ces which they take of themſel⸗ 
ues, or which happen to 
them vnwares. 


FUrtbermdteeto pꝛeſerue Hawkes from miſchiefes whydy 
they take lightly by cold oꝛ otherwile: when ye haue bathed 
and wetherd them, beware of letting them in cold and mopſt 
places,but choſe ſome warme and dzie place, and with ſome 
clothe roll the pearch oz billet that they ſtand on. Foz diuers 
times when Hawkes haue beaten and bꝛoſed them ſelues at 
the encounter, with great toyle in the field oz at the riuer, they 
be ſo tyꝛed, and take cold ſo lightly,and do ſo chafe their feete, 
that if ye ſhould ſet them downe in that plight, vpon a ſtande 
of ſtone oz wod, their legges and feefe would [well, by reaſon 
of the humoꝛs that would fall down and diſfill from p higher 
parts, and by that meane bzeede gowtes, as happeneth in me 
by like diſoꝛder. Foz ſuche diſeaſes light not to men noꝛ yet to 
Hawkes, but foꝛ want ok god heede and loking to wht they 
haue diſtempered themlelues by anpe immodtrate exerciſe. 
When ſuc diſeaſes light vpon pooze Birdes, they be hard — 
e 
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be cured, bnleſſe a man haue very god (kill to oder them, and 
to pꝛouide remedie foz them, 


How men ſhould make their Hawkes to 
tire euery day. 


I 4 further, that the god Falconers and ſuche as haut a 
care to vſe theyꝛ Hawkes well, and to keepe them in health, 
muſt make them to tire towardes the euenings befoze they let 
them iouke. When your Yawke hath put ouer and indus 
ed, afterward in giuing hir caſting, you may well at youre 
diſcretion gyue hir (if yoltiſtatictle Floes Cicotrine in hir 
caſting,oz elſe ſome comms pill, and that doth greatly ſcowze 
the head, and doe hir much god. Ind that mult be done eyther 
once a Weeke, oꝛ twice in thꝛee weekes: and the ſayd medicine 
is gin? diners times by ſuch as like not to giue their Hawkes 
firing. Ncuerthelelle J ſay that tiring in the mozning af 
ter the Hawke hath caſt, is very god. Ind if the tyꝛing be of 
plumage, keepe hir from eating of feathers (as well as you 
may)foz feare leaſt ſhe take caſting befoze the tuening : koꝛ to⸗ 
wards night it is no daunger,foz then of common courſe ſhee 
is to haue caſting. Let hir tire againſt the Sunne, ſ\nyting 
and ſewing hir beake a little at your diſcrefion, after as you 


- find your Hawke lowe and peoze, vatill you intend to go to 


your paſtime. J haue knowen many Falconers that neuer 
make their Hawkes to tire, ſaying that it is but a cuſtome, 
any_needeleſſe:but J.ſay the contrary. Foz inalſmuche as the 
Hawke is exerciſed by reaſonable tyꝛing, hee becommeth the 
helthyer and the lighter both of body and of head, by all mo⸗ 
derateerecrciſes, yea and ſhe is the bett er in ſtate alſo as you 
may perceyue. Ind J belecue that the opinion ok ſuch as lape 
ſo, pꝛoceedeth ok nothing but of llouth and of ſmall lone whych 
they haue to their Hawkes. Therkoꝛe koꝛget not to make your 
Hawketo tyꝛe againſt the Sunnt in the moꝛning: koꝛ it rid⸗ 
veth them tht better of the watry . that delcend 1 
12 " N 
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their heads, ik either befoze the doing ok it oz akter. you (ef them 
vpon apearch againſt the Sunne, that they may tricke and 
tnople themſelues at their pleaſure. This done, ye may ſette 
them in their accuſtomed places. And bicauſe ſome Falconers 
arc fo floathfull(as is ſayd afoze)that they will not make their 
Hawks to tire, and otherlome haue not leyſure always to do 
it: in ſtead of tyꝛing, 4 will giue them a remedie that kollo⸗ 
weth to eale them of their watery humoꝛs which they haut in 
their heads fo2 want of tiring. Take Agarike beaten into 
powder, and /eraprgra, Withzalittle Saffron , and make a 
pill of it as bigge as a beanc,and put a third part lefſe of 1er4- 
Pigra than of Igaricke to binde your-pouder togither. Let 
that pill ſo made be put into hir wꝛapptd in Cotton, towards 
euening when ſhe hath indued hir gozge and is emptie, ma⸗ 
king hir ta rectyue jt thzee 02 foure dayes togither. And pon 
may vle this medicine from moneth to moneth at youre diſs 
cretjon:And by the opinion of all Falconers,ye may giue this 
pill foz all vnknowen and hidden diſcaſes,foz Which you know 
none other remcdie, |

Another receyt to keepe and mayntaine 
youre Hawkes in good 
healthe.

F yon intend to kerpe and maintayne your Falcons and all 
bother Hawkes in health, take German ler, Pelameuntayne; Ba- 
fil, Grimelſede, and Bꝛome flowꝛes, of tach of them halfe an 
ownce:of Jſop, of Sage, ol Yolepodie,and of Boꝛſtmintes, 
of cache of them a quarter of an ownce : of Nutmegges; 
a quarter of an ownce:of Cricubes, Bozage, Mfimy,Moges 
wont Sagt, ok the our kinds of Mirabolans, '/doruns, Kebie+ 
lorum 5 Beliritorum aud Em beltrorum, ok tathe of them halke an. 
ownce:ol Saffron an ownte. and ol Toes Cicotrinrthe fifth 

part of an ounte· Tu thele things contelt to a powder * 
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at tuery eygth day oꝛ at enery twelfth day gine your Hawkes 
the quantitie ot a beane ok it with their meate. And ik they 
will not take it ſo, put it in a Hennes gutte tied at both ends, 
02 elſe after ſome other meanes, ſo as yt cauſe them to receiue 
it downe. Ind if they caſt vp the fleſhe againe by fozce of the 
powder, let it no moze be ginen them with fleſhe,but in the 
fozcſayd maner ok the gutte, and lette them ſtand emptie one 
houre after, And accozding as you ſee your Hawke diſpoſed, 
mate hir to vle this medicine, to owe hir of the euill hu⸗ 
moꝛs that are in hir body, bzed of feeding vpon naughty fleſh, 
which ingendzeth ſuchc humozs and cauſeth many diſeaſes in 
Hawkes. 


That the diſeaſes whiche Hawkes hauein 
their heads, do commonly come of 
giuing them too great gorges 
and of foule feeding: the : 
meane to knowe it. 


Te chiefe Falconers ſaye and agree, that the diſeaſes in 
Hawkes heads do moſt commonly byeede of gining them 
to great gozges,cſpccially of groſſe and ill fleſh . Foz when a 
Hawke hath to full a goꝛge, (he cannot well put it ouer and 
indue it, wherevpon it falleth to coꝛrupting and ſtincking in 
hir goꝛge by lying to long there, and ſpecialiye, moze in a 
Hawke that is lowe and poꝛe than in one that is high, and 
full ok fleſh, inſomuch that ſhe is koꝛced to call it all ſtincking. 
Ind if ſhe happen to put it ouer ſo ſtincking, it atteynteth and 
rotteth hir panell, by meanes whereof the kume and ſtinch al⸗ 
cend vp to hir head, and there cloſe and ſtuffe vp hir carcs, 
and the paſſages of hir pipes and head, ſo as the humozs 
whiche were wonte, cannot paſſe away as they were ac⸗ 
cuſtomed , by reaſon whereof the head ſwelleth inoꝛdi⸗ 
T.ij. nately.

nately. Foz the humoꝛ feeketh iCue and vent eyther at the 


cares, oꝛ at the nares, oz at the thzote : foz wante whereof the 


Hawke falles in daunger of death if ſhee haue not ſpeedy re- 
medie. And fo diſcerne this diſeaſe of the head, the Hawke 
will [niffe often, and ſhet hir eyes towards night, and ſome- 
times ſhet ekt the one and ekt the other eye, and make as 
though che iowked with worſe checre than ſhee was wont to 
dot: and then muſt you beware that ſhee ſwell not betweene 
the eye and the beake. Ind if ſhe do, then cauterize hit in that 
maner that is {ct downe hercafter. Whenſoeucr the humoꝛ 
makes a ſhew to ſew out at the Hawkes earts, at hir nares, 
oꝛ at hir thꝛote, then is ſhee in perill of deathe, if (hee bee not 


holpen pꝛeſently. 
T be remedie of the ſayde diſ eaſe, 


Du muſte fake the larde of Bakon that is not reſtie, noꝛ 
ouer olde, and of the katteſt of it make llyces, as it were to 
larde Partridges, and ſudhe ſmall birds, and let them ſteepe in 
frefhe colde water a whole night, chaunging the water thꝛee 
oꝛ foure tymes. Then take the marowe of beefe well picked, 
and ſuger once boyltd and clarificd, and of thoſe thzee things 
being eche of like quatitie, with the quantitie of a lyttle beane 
of Saffron in powder, well mingled togither, make pillts of. 
the bigneſſe of a beane,and giue them to your hawke, cauſing 
ſome body to caſte hir, and opening hir brake by fozce, if hee 
will not take them otherwiſe. This done, let hir by the kyze, 
oꝛ in the Sunne, and anone ye ſhall ſec howe ſhe will ſkowze 
and llyſe by caſting vpwarde and downwarde the groſſe hu- 
moꝛs wherwith hir bodie is ouercharged. Ind when ſhe hath 
muted well thzee oꝛ foͤure tymts, let hir be taken from the fire, 
oꝛ out of the Sunne, and ſet vpon hir pearche in hir accuſto⸗ 
med place, and let hir not be frdde till two ho wers after, and 
then allo we hir ok a chicken oꝛ mutton but halkt a goꝛge. Let

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hir be thus dealt withall thzee dayts togither, making hir to 
tyꝛe enery day agaynſt the ſunne both mozning and euening. 
And foure fiue oꝛ ſixe days after, giue hit enery day a cloue of 
Mace in hir caſting,and ſhe ſhall recouer. ov 

When the thzee dayes are paſte, wherin you haue ſo (cows 


red hir, take a little pepper beaten into very fine powlder, and 


mingling it with vineger in a lawcer, open hir beake, and 


rubbe the rofe of hir chappe therewith , and likewiſe put a 
dꝛoppe 02 fwayne of it into hir nares, and ſet hit by the fire oꝛ 
inttze Sunne, and you ſhall ſet how mightily it will open hir 
head. Howbeit you muſt not giue this medicine to a Hawke 
that is very poꝛe, koꝛ ſhe will not bee able to bzoke it. And 


within an houre oz two after, feede hit with a chickens leg: 
and after let hlr haue twice a day at hi hourts a-reaſonable 
goꝛge, and let the ſayde powder be giuen hir no moze but 
once. 

In ſtead of this powlder, ſome giue thys medicine kollo⸗ 
wing, whych you maye gyne alſo if you thinke god: that is 
to witte, alittle Staneſacre, howbeit that it is very ſtrong, 
if there be not kill vſed to delay the ſtrength of it. Where⸗ 
foze if you mynde to giue your Hawke of it, giue hir not paſt 
thzee oz foure graynes of it wꝛapt in a cloth. oz in lint, whide 


you mult bzeake afterwarde and beate into powlder. Then 
take a little cleane wafer in a dicht, and put your powlder in 


it, and mingling it togither in manner of a Sirop, put thzee 
oꝛ foure dꝛoppes of it into your Hawkes nares, and ſette hit 
in the Sunne oꝛ by the fire as is ſayd afoze, if it be colde. 

That done, then by Martins aduice take pitd ik you will, 
to the mountenance of a beane , whyche pou muſt warme be⸗ 
twirt poure handes, and akterwarde cleaue it to the rofe of 
hir beake, rubbing it ouer with a little of the powlder of 


Staueſacre and Pepper, till ſhee feele the pitche well vppon 


hir Palate: anv by and by in labozing to ſhake off the ſapde 
pity and water from hit Palate, ſhee will caſt: and let hit 
caſt hir fill till hee bee thzoughly ſcowzed. And when pee 

T. ii}. thinke 
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thinke hee is ſcowꝛed ſufficiently, takt away the layd pitde 
if it bee not falne off already, and ſet pour Hawke to the fire, 
oꝛ in the Sunne as is ſayd in the medicine ofthe Pepper, and 
feede hir with ſome god meate one houre after. 

Ind fo recoinfozt youre Hawke after all theſe medicines, 
yte maye giue hir foure o2 fyue Clones of Mace as is ſay de 
afoze , aftcr as the bigneſſe of them is, Whyche you muſt firſte 
bꝛoze a little, and put into hir caſting. Foz the Clones fo 
giuen are ſingularly god fox Hawkes againſt all Rheumes 
and humoꝛs of the head, ſo that it maketh them to haue a god 
breath and kerpeth it from ſtincking, by letting they? whole 
bodies in a femperate-heate, And the Clones being ſo gy⸗ 
uen euerp eight daye, is ynough to keepe a Hawke from att 
rhewmatike diſeaſes ok the head, and from all other diſcaſcs 
that come « cold. 


of a confirmed Rewme that commetłi 
| of colde. 


Nos that JF haue ſpoken of the diſeaſe of the head whydx 
commeth oftentimes of gyuing to greatt a goꝛge 02 of 
fowle feeding, J will ſpeake of the Rhewme oꝛ poſe whyche 
bꝛeedeth of the coldneſle of the bzayne, and vpper parte of the 
head. The Hawkes that haue this diſeaſe, indure ſuche payne 
as they cannot holde open their eyes. And of this diſeaſe 
ſpzing many othergriefes, as the pinne and the webbe in the 
eye, whereby they lofe theyꝛ ſyght : and ſometimes they loſe 
their ſyght withoufe hauing the pinne and webbe in they 
eyes. ' Beſtdes that, there followeth the hawe in their eyes 
as in the eycs of a Hozſe, and ſomettmes alſo the pip in their 
tungs, and another diſeaſe Whiche is called the Zforcyllons 
in the French tong (A knowe not what Engliſhe tearme to 
beſtowe vppon it.) And'mozeouer the ſwelling of the rofe of 
their 9 is called the Y vila, an ill diſeaſe, FER 
zcedeth 
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dꝛerdeth the Cancre. All theſe diſeaſes art verydaungero 
and put Hawkes in great hazard, it there be not (kill to reme⸗ 
die them betimes. And Malter Ame Caſyen ſapth that ſucx 
dileaſes bzcede of flewme whiche is in the bodies of Hawkes, 
as I ſapd afoze of the other Rhewme : and that fleume com- 
meth of ſetting them in moyſt and colde places. Alſo ſome⸗ 
tyme it commeth of bzinging them home colde and wet out 
of the fieldes , and of letting them downe vppon their pears 
ches withoute dꝛying oz warming them at the fire oz in the 
Sunne. 

The remedie of thoſe diſeaſes is firſt and koꝛmoſt fo caw⸗ 
trriſe them in manner following. Faſhion a little yꝛon with 
A rounde heade like a peazc, (whiche is called a button) and 
make it in manner redde whote in the fire, but yet not ouer⸗ 
whote: (fo2 y2on is very violent if it be to. much het.)Cautes 
tile hit therewith on the toppe of hir head, bycauſe the griefe 
and diſeaſe is there grounded. Cauſe your Hawke to be well 
caſt, that you maye cawterize hir at youre eaſe,and pleaſure, 


koꝛ you muſt beware of burning hir to deepe, and therekoze 


that ye may be ſure to do it well, mayle your Hawke kaſt, and 
pull off a fewe ok hir feathers. Allone as pou haue done ſo, 
take another yon with a poynte as ſharpe as the toth of a 
combe, and put it in the fire as afoze ſapde, and therewith 
pierce hir narts in middts. The two oz thzce days alter, takt 
another flat y2on of a finger bꝛoad, heate likewiſe red whote, 
and cauteriſe your Hawke againe therewith handſomly as it 
were betwecue the eye lid and the hozne of the beake,and do it 
with the ſharper ſide of the yzon : not that the yzon ought in⸗ 


deede to haue any edge, but rather by all reaſon to be blunt. 


And take god heede that the fire touch nother the ball ok hir 
eye noꝛ hit narts, and thercfoze ſee that ye gard hit eye with a 
wet cloute to keepe it from the (moke. All ſuch maner ok fires 


+ muſt be giuen towards the cuening,befoze Hawkes are ſup- 
* ped, when they are emptie, foz otherwiſe p handling of them 


would make them call their gozges. Whenal is done as it 
"GC ſhould 
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ſhould be, halfe go:ge your Hawke, oz ſomewhat leffe with 
warme meate. And the lame daye make pꝛouiũon of ſue 
Snaples as are among vines, oz among Fenill, and ſudx as 
haue gray ſhelles, they are the beſt, foz men are wont to eate 
of them. Steepe fyue oz ſire of them in the milke of an Alle, 
02 of a Gote, oz elſe(fo2 want of that) in womans milke , and

The next mozning beake the ſhelles, and wall them in 
newe milke as it commeth from the Cowe:then gine foure oz 
fine of thoſe Snayles to your Hawke, after that they bee of 
bigneſſe. Ind aſſone as that is done, ſet hir againſt a fire oz 
the Sunne, and remoue hir not away till che haue muted four 
02 fine times. And if ſhe can abide the heate well, let hir alone 
ſtill, foz it wth hir much god. Akter none fede hir © a Hennes 
legge oꝛ with ſome ſmall birds, oꝛ with a Katte oz a Mouſe, 
white are beſt of all, and then let hir in a warme place and 
giue hir not to great a goꝛge. When euening, commes, that 
ſhe hath indued + put ouer hir meate, take fine oz ſixe Cloucs 
of Mace, bꝛoken aſunder, and wꝛapped in a peece of fleſh oz a 
pellet of cotton, and make hir to receyue it by fayze meanes, oz 
fowle, by opening hir beake, and conueying it into hir. Con- 
tinue this medicine foure oz fine dayts, and your Hawke ſhall 
recouer. Akterward make hir to tire cuening and moꝛning 
and let hir feeding be ſtyptd in milke as is ſayde afoꝛt of the 
Snaples, foz the milke ſcowzeth hir body within, and is very 


nutrittue, and will quickly bzing hir to be hit, and in fleſhe 
agapne. 


Another medicine that Mallopin giueth 
in ſtead of the other ee. 


=—y the powlder of Saffron and Camomill, ok cache the 
mountenantce of a little peaze, t when pe haue mingled tie 


togithcr, 
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fogither,put thereto Larde that is neither reſtie, noꝛ ouer ſal⸗ 
ted, and ſteepe them a nyght and a day in thee oz foure chan⸗ 
ges of water, and then waſhe the Larre thzoughly in faire li- 
coure. That done, take Suger clarified , and the Waree of a 
Beefe, Df the things afozeſayde,take as muche of the one, as 
of the other, ſo as you may make fiue oz ſire balles of the big⸗ 
neſſe of a Beane. Then myngle the ſayde mixtures, and the 
powders togither,and euery mozning gyue your hawke one 
of the balls,tyll all be ſpente:and as is ſayde afoze , ſette your 
hawke by the fire, oꝛ in the Sunne, t fecde hir not by the ſpace 
of an houre oz twaynt after:at which time you ſhall gpue hir 
either a hennes legge, oꝛ ſome ſmall birtes, oz a Rat,oz ſome 
Myce. And inthe mozning , when ſhee hath well indewed, 
giue hir foure oz fine clones of Maces lapped in a little fleſh, 
oz in the ſkinne of a Henne, oz in pellettes of Cotton, And ſo 


map you cauterize hir befoze the ſayde medicin, after the ma⸗ 


ner that J haue ſhewed befoze in the fozmer retepte of the

gDmetimes there happeneth another diſeaſe to hawkes , by 
reaſon of moyſture of the heade, whiche is called the diſeaſe 
of the eares,bycauſe there yſſue out certaine humozs by them. 
And ye ſhall know the diſeaſe by this, that the hawke will okt 


times woythe hit deade backe, and maketh not lo god cheare, 


as (he ſhoulde do, and is moꝛe vnluſtie. UWrherefoze ſearch and 
peruſe hir eares, and pou ſhall. finde the dileale there. The 
temedit whereof, by Maſter Ame caßians dtuile, is this. 
Take a little long pꝛon, rounde at the ende as a peaze, and 
Oyle of ſwcete Jlmouds, oz koꝛ lacke ok that, Oyle of Roſes, 
wbicht is muche better, it you can come by it. Then heat pour 


Pon in the ure, nepther glowing red, noꝛ very hotte, and * 
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it into the Dyle,and of that ople ſo heat with the pꝛon, dꝛoppe 
a little into your hawkes eares, putting the yꝛon a little into 
them, that they be not ſtopped. Foz then of ſuche incon⸗ 
uenience happeneth oktentymes the Tanker to the bzapne, 
which is incurable,x killeth the hawke. And beware of thzu⸗ 
ſling the yꝛon to karre in, oz of becing to hotte, foz elſe you 
may kill hir. You muſt continue the miniſtring of this Ople, 
foure 02 fiue daies, alwaits wiping away the humozs gently, 
that yſſewe out of hir eares, 4 alwaies reſpecking hir caſting, 
Whither it be cleane 02 no. Ind if you liſt to ſkowze hir with 
a common pyll oz twaine, they wil eaſe hir heade maruelouſly 
well,and doe hir exceeding muche god : 02 if you do it with 
the ſayde balles of Larde,Suger, and Marow of Beefe,it is 
1 you may ble eyther y one oz p other at your 
pleaſure,

A otber diſeaſe happeneth fo Hawkes, in the eyelyddes, 
whiche cauſeth a \welling vnder the the eylydde, betweene 


the eye + the ſcare of p beake (we haue no pꝛoper ſpeach foz it) 
if ye remedit it not betymes, it wyll ſwell rounde abont : and 
thereof commeth the Hawe in the eye, whiche will ouergrow 
the eye, ſtoppe it. Ind aſſure your ſelfe it is a ſigne of death, 
ik it growe tw long. Foz J haue ſeene many dye of it in my 
tymt, koꝛ lacke ol remedie. Now by Maſter Am? caſyans o- 
pinion, the remedie is this. Heate the little roundt pꝛon that 
IJ ſpake of afozc,t cauterize hit with it ſoftly vpon hir heade, 
as is ſaid foꝛ p Rewme. Likewiſe with p other cutting yzon 
ſcare hir betweene the eye & the beake. Alſo pierce hir nares 
with the lyttle yzon , and akterwarde gyue hir the medicine 
ok the Snaples:, after the manner afozeſayde , foure oz fine 
dayes togyther.

M Dteourr ſomtimes there growes a great diſeaſe in their 
eyes, Which is named the Hawe, and commeth after the 
lame manner that it commeth in hoꝛſes: namely, fometyme 
by a blowe, oz a lltipe, ſometyme by a diſeaſe in the heade , £ 
moſte commonly by hurting of the eye with the ſtreygytneſſs 
of the hore, oꝛ by ſome other miſfoztune, which cannot ſome- 
times be eſchewed. Ind you ſhall diſcerne the coming of this 
diſeaſe, by ſeeing a little filme growing vp from the bending 
of hir beake, and couering hit eye by little and little. And this 
filme is ſomewhat blacke akoze, and is called the Hawe, which 
putteth out the eye, if it once ouergrowe the ball of it. To re⸗ 
medie the ſame, take a little needlc p is very ſharpe poynted, 
and fine thꝛeeded with a ſilke thꝛeede, and therewith take vp 
the Hawe handſomely, and cut it with a little ſlicer, as hozſe» 
leaches do to hozſes,but beware that you cut it not td muche, 
foz hurting of the eye, which you muſt waſhe with Roſe wa# 
ter thꝛee dayes togither, In theſe cures of diſeaſes that grow 
in the tyts, thert mull be great care vſed, fo feare of a greater 
miſchieke, bicaule of the dapntinelle of the place,

COmetinre the eyes of hawkes are hurt dy ſome miſhappe, 

ſome ſtripe, oꝛ otherwiſe, as J layde afoze. Igainſt ſuch vn⸗ 
loked foꝛ miſchaunces, Maſter Ami Coun giueth clere Fe⸗ 
nell water, x Roſe water, as much of the one as ofthe other;x 


therwith walheth p eye twyce oz thzice aday. Maſter my 
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Arendell in in his boke of the Pzince, willeth to fake the iuyte of Celon⸗

dine, otherwiſe called, Herbe Trondell, oz Swallowes herbe, 
t fo conuey it into the eye. Ind ik it be not to be had greene, 
to take it dye, and to beate it into pouder, and to blow it into 
hir eye with a quill, and this ſhall recure the hawke. 


Of the Filme in the eye, which ſome 
call the Veroll , or the Pinne 
and webbe. 


Here is another diſeaſe in the epe, called a Filme, whiche 

commeth ſometimes of diſeaſe in the head, z of Rhewmes 
that diſtill into the eyes, and ſometimes of ſtanding to long, 
oꝛ to cloſe hoded, whiche hapneth through the fault and ne⸗ 
gligence of ſuche as haue the bearing and ouerſight of them. 
Foz the remedie heerof, Maſter Martin lapeth, that ye muſte 
take Celondine, and bꝛap it, putting thereto Honie and freſh 
butter, and of echt of thoſe thzee gyue your hawke a like poz- 
tion with a hotte gozge , and mozeouer put the powder of 
Pepper and Jloes in hir eye. Oꝛ elſe (as ſayeth Maſter Ame 
Caſhan) ꝓon muſte giue hit the fozeſayde medicine of Larde, 
Suger,and Marow of Beefe,thzee oz four dayes togithers to 
{kowe hir, ſetting hir by a fire, oꝛ in the Sunne, and feeding 
hir after it with ſome lyut fowle , and keeping hir out of the 


wind, + from ſtanding colde,oz mopſte. After ſhe is ſo ſkow- 


red, ik ye ſee that the webbe ſhewe it ſelfe muche, cauterize hir 
bpon the vpper part of hir head, and likewiſe a little betwene 
the eye and the beake,after the manner afozeſayde, When all 
this is done, ſquirte a little Roſe water into hir eye, and if 
nede be, miniſter thereto the powder 02 the iupce ok Celondine, 
otherwiſe called Herbe Trondell, as is ſayde afoze, This diſ- 
eaſe of the Pinne 4 webbe , is of ſome men called the ere, 
foz the reinedying whereof, they burne the ſhell of a Toꝛtople 
in a newe pot, and beate it into fine powder, Whiche they ſerce 
thꝛough a fine cloth. Then take they a Cockle of the ** 
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Hall prceiue it by this, that the hozn of the beake waxeth rug⸗ 
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is faſhioned like a Hart, and burning it thzoughly in the fire, 
make it into fine powder, ſerce it likewiſe, And finally they 
take Suger Candie in powder. Theſe thzee powders mpxte 
togyther in equall poztions, they ble to put into theirhawkes 
eyes tyll they be whole, 

Maſter Michelin telleth of one other receyte koꝛ the ſayde 
diſcaſe,which is this. Make a little hole in the top of an egge, 
and powꝛe out the white of it: then cople cleare Roſe water, 
and gangui dracenu, Well togyther,and fill vp your egge with 
them, and ſtirre them thzoughly with a [mal ſticke. Afterward 
w2appe vp your egge in paſtt, and ſtoppe vp the hole of it, that 
nothing get out: which done, let it ſo clozed in the fire, till the 
palte become blacke and redde at the taking it krom the fire, 
Then take out that which is within it, and beate it into pou⸗ 
der, and lerce it thzough a fine cloth: and of that powder you 
map ble to put in pour hawkes eye till it bee cured, waſhing 
hir eye now and then with water of Fenell, and of Roſes. 

Malter Mallopin makes another medicine fo the lame diſ- 
tale, Which is this. Tant the dung of a Lyzart, (which is cal- 
led a Pꝛouinciall) and beate it into powder, with Suger Cã⸗ 
die, ſome what moze in quantitie than the other, mingling the 
both togither. He layeth, that this powder is much better than 
all the others, whereof you may vſe as is ſayde afoze,conueys 
ing into your hawkes eye water of Roſes, and of Fenel],

AP other diſeaſe bꝛedeth in Hawkes nares,fo as they (well 
exceedingly : and ſometyme vppon the hoꝛne of the beake 
there ryſeth a cruſte, at p remouing whereof the fleſh is found 
to be raw vnderneath the clappe, inlomuche that diucrs times 
they loſe p one half of their beake. Maſter md can ſaith, 
d the hawke hath ſmal Mites in hir heade, which creepe wwne 
alogſt hir beake,e entring in at hir nares, do bzere þ ſayd diſs 
eaſe:+ that h hawke feeling them, + being moleſted therwith. 
thꝛuſteth hir talants into hir nares. Oz elſe it happeneth ſom⸗ 
times, that a caſt of hawkes do buckle x crab togither.⁊ therof 
bꝛeedeth the ſayde diſeaſe, Maſſer Ame caſdan pꝛouideth fot it 
this remedie following. Wake little matches of paper, of the 
bygnelle of the tag of a poynt, & let your hawke be caſt hand⸗ 
ſomelp, t ſet your matches on fire with a candle, 1 ſeare your 
hawke vpon the place wollen, taking god here that you do it 
not to roughly.

Jt 
rippe off the bꝛeedeth commonly of a Rhewme , confirmed in the heade, 
rinde or n from whence ſpꝛing many other diſeaſes, ( whereof J haue 
ef «ny thing, made mention in the Chapter of Rhewmes in the heade, 
of which word and of the diſeaſe called (the 3arbslns, ) whicht bzcedeth in 
ths diſeaſe Hawkes tongues,) as the Pyppe doth , the diſeaſe ok the pa⸗ 
ſcemeth re be latt, and the anker, which are very daungerous diſeaſes and 
deryued. dtadely. Ik pee wyll knowe the Z/corchillons, let pour hawke 
be caſte handſomely, and open hit beake, and koꝛce downe hir 
tongue with your fingers ende, ſo as you map ſee hir winde⸗ 
pppe, and a little beneath hir windepype yee ſhall finde the 
Eſcorchillons, Iyke thzee oz foure ſharpe pꝛickes growing one 
agaynſte another, that ſometymes the Hawke cannot caſte, 
by meane thereof. And that is a perfeif waye to knowe this 
enyll. Furthermoze, in the lame place, and on eyther ſyde 
of the windepype , pee (hall finde two (mall ſtertes of fleche, 
white are naturall to all Hawkes.

ye muſt vnderſtande that the Canker byecdefh of fowle ſee- 
ding your Yawkes, not waſhing of their meate in colde 
water in Souter, and in warme in Winter, which ingen- 
dꝛeth in their guttts grolle ſlimy matter. And when thoſe hu-= 
moꝛs come to be n oued, they kume vp into the head, and (ſo di⸗ 
ſtilling agayne) gender heate of the lyucr,which bzcakety out 
in the thzote and the tung, and there ingender the Canker, Jou 
ſhall diſcerne this diſeaſe by the feeding of your Hawke, fo in 
taking hir meate (he letteth it fall, and afterward hath much a⸗ 
doe to ſwallowe it. Therckfoze let hir beake be anopnted, and 
you ſhall find the diſeaſe of the Canker. Maſter Ami Caſian 
giueth this medicine fozit. Take Oyle of Almonds oz Oyle 
Olike waſhed as is ſapd afoze, and anoynt well hir thzote with 
it twice oꝛ thzice a day.

Ofa kinde of Pippe that is in a Hawke. 


T* Pippe cometh chiefly of cold and moyſtneſſe of the head: 
and ſometimes of feeding your hawke with euill and rotten 
fleſh, without waſhing it and making it cleane in warme wa⸗ 
ter in the winter, and tn colde water in the Sommer, Whereof 
ingendereth ſlimy 4 grolle humozs in the bodie, which aſcend vp 
tothe head x ingender the pip on the tip of the tung as ye ſee cõ⸗ 
monly fall out in chickens. Ind yt map perceiue this diſeaſe by 
your hawkes often ſniting,+ by making a nopze twice oz thzyce 
in hyꝛ \nyting. M, Ame Caſdan ſapeth, that to remedie this di⸗ 
feaſe,you mull caſte your hawke gently, 4 loke vpon the tip of 
dir tung: and if ye finte hir to haue the pippe, ye mult ſcoure hir 
with a pill made of Ar garil and Ierapigra, giuen two ox thꝛet 
dayes togither with hir caſting towards nigbt, and that will rid 
by: of the rhewine in hyꝛ head, the rather if ſhe be made to tyꝛe 
againſt the ſunne in the moznings,as is ſayd afoꝛe. M. Mala pin 
in his bokt of the Pꝛince, ſayeth, that to cure the Pippe, ye muſt 
dinde a little cotton vpon a ſtickes ende, and dipping it in (werte 
roſewater waſhe well hir tung with it: and afterwarde an. 
noynt it thꝛet oz foure dayes with oyle ol Jlmonds, and oyle 
olife well waſhed as is bekoꝛe ſayd: and when ye haue done ſo, 
ye ſhall finde the Pippe all white and ſoft, Then take an awle, 
and with the poynt of it lift vp the Pippe ſoftly, remouyng it 
as women do Pippe their Chickens. Yowbeit ye muſt not re- 
moue it till it be full rype : foꝛ if yet take it to greene, you ſhall 
burte your hawke. And loke that you wet hir tung and palat

S Omttimes it happeneth that the palates oz rofes of hawkes 
mouthes are (wollen, and loke whytiſh : which commeth of 
moyſture and cold wherwith their heads are ſurcharged. And ye 
may perteyue this diſeaſe by that they cannot cloſe their beakes, 
and by that they loke not ſo cherely as they were wont to do, 
ne can put ouer, 02 endew their meate but with greate payne. 
To cure pour hawke of this diſeaſe, you muſe open hir brake, 
where you (hall finde the roofe of hir mouth whytiſh and ſwol- 
len, And if you find it not ſo,you muſt ſearche hir beake fo dil⸗ 
teme if ſhe haue any other diſeaſe there that lettes hir to ſhet it: 
koz ſometimes their beakes growe moꝛe on the one ſide of the 
clappe than on the other, ſo as they cannot cloſe the. The remedie 
that M. Ame Caſian giuts for this tuill, is this: The hawkes 
that are ſo diſeaſed muſt haut the ſayd pilles of Larde, ſuger, and 
marte of berte, giuen them tuerx mozning,one oz two, koꝛ foure 
oz fine dapes ſpace togither, and aboute an houre oz two alter, 
frede them with ſome poultrie oꝛ mutton dzawen thzough the 
koꝛtſayd ople. Ind after thoſe dayes, open hir beake againe and 
ſoftly ſcrape of the whyteneſſe:and if pe finde the ſwellyng aba⸗ 
ted, then do none other thing to byꝛ but onely continue your a» 
noynting of hyꝛ with the fayd oyle. But if ye perceiue the wel⸗ 
lyng to rp3e to high, ye may launce oz pꝛickt it, but ye muſte be⸗ 
wart that pee ſtryke not to deepe, koꝛ ye may ſone kill your 
hawke. Ifterwarde lay the tupce of maydenheare to it, and 
continue it till it be thzoughly cured, and alwayes dꝛawe hir 
meate in the ſayd oyle, oz elle in milke oz butter.

T* diſeaſe of the iawes cometh either of dꝛawing the hoe fo 
ſtreyt, oꝛ fo2 that it is to cloſe « ſtreyt of it ſelf, And p cauſeth 
the RKewme to dꝛoppe downe out of the hawkes head vpon byz

A Pnopnt well the goꝛge, iawes, and nares of your hawke 
with oyle of werte Jlmondes thzee 02 foure dayes togither, 
and foz want of that, take ople Dlife wacht in two oz thꝛee was 
ters, and dꝛawe hir meate thzough it as is ſapde afoze, and giue 
hir pilles of Lard, ſugre and marie of a beef, oz elſe common 
piltes to ſcoure hyꝛ botye vpward and downeward, 


Of che Hawke that hath broken hir clappe, 
by ſome miſchaunce. 


AR other inconnenience befalleth Hawkes by the negligence 

of (1ch as kepe them: foꝛ in their feeding there cleaueth oz re⸗ 
mapneth ſome pcece of fleſl) in their iawes oz in the rofe of cheir 
mouth, 02 on ſo:ne place oꝛ other of their beake, whiche marreth 
their beakes, ſo as it is enfozced to fall away in liucrs and pee= 
ces. This hapneth foz want of wiping their beakes as they 
oaght to be after their feeding, by meane whereof both bir 
clappts grow ſo much, as at length it falleth fo bzeaking and ri⸗ 
uing,if it be not remedied in time. Ind thereof bꝛeedeth this dil⸗ 
eaſe which we call Formica Corr.ſiue) Wherby the beake becom⸗ 
meth bzittte and is vtterly marrtd. Malter Ar me Caſian dpoin⸗ 
teth it this remedie following. Loke into your Hawkes brake, 
coping it and keping it very cleane, and it pou find any Formeca 
corroſiua there, remoue it. That done, anopnt the hozne of hir 
beake with the bloud of a Snake oz an Adder, and the bloud of 
a henne, mingled togither,to make it to grow the moze ſperdy⸗ 
ly. Alo let the mcate which ſhe tateth be cut in ſmall pellets, fox 
otherwiſe (he cannot feede. Ind yet foz all that, ceaſſe not to flee 
with hir. Within. xv. dayes 02 thzee werkes after, when ye ſee 
hir beake begin to grow agayne,caff your Hawke handſomely, 
and cope hir nether clappe that the vpper clappe may ioyne ozers 
lp vnto it, as it ſhould do of his owne nature. Fer 
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Of the falling ſickneſſe, whiche hapneth 
to hawkes as well as to men, and 
other liuing things.

T* chiefe Falconers (ay, that the falling ſickneſſe happeneth 
to hawkes, thzough a fumyng heate that aſcendeth bp from 
the liuer fo theyꝛ heads, and maketh them to kal downe vpon the 
{uddapne. M. N alloyin ſapeth, that to remedie this diſeaſe, the 
hinder part of their head muſt be pervſed x ſonght, where a man 
ſhall finde two little pittes, whiche muſte be cauterized with a 
wyer of bꝛaſſe. Ind if that help not, then muſt you cauterize hyz 
dayntely vpon the head with the fozeſayd round p2on,o elſe you 
may hap to kill hir. This done, dꝛie redde Lentils in an ouen, 
and make them into fine powder: then take the filyng of y2on, 
the fineſt of it, as much of the one as of the other, and mingle the 
bothe togither with honie,and make it in little balles of the big- 
neſſe of a ptaʒze. Then gine your hawke two oz thzee of them, 
puttyng them as karre into hir goꝛge as you can, and holde hir 
vpon pour ſiſt at the fire 02 in the ſunne til ſhe haue made a mute 
oꝛ twayne, and let hir haue no meate till none, and then ſerue hir 
of a Pigtons wing, dealing ſo with hyꝛ ſeuen oz eight dayes 
togither: In the night let hyꝛ be kepte alwayes abꝛode, and in 
the day times in the darke, with water continually befoze hir. 
M. Ame Caſyan ttatheth another medicine: that is to Wit, 
that the ſkinne of theyꝛ heades muſte be launted right ouer a⸗ 
gaynſt the fozcſayde pittes, where there art little veynes whiche 
multe be taken vp with a (ilke thzeede,and annoynted ouer with 
the bloud of a Chicken. Whiche beyng done, ye muſt gyuehir 
the koꝛeſayde pilles ſenen oz eight dayes togither, takyng god 
heede that ye let hir not neere any other. hawkes, and that your 
hawking gloue be very cleane. Foz that kynde of diſcaze is con- 


tagious,and will lone paſſe from one hawke to another, by ker⸗ 


ding on the gloue whereon another hath bene fedde bekoꝛe. Ind 
by night lette hir ſtande in the winde and open aye, and by day 
in darke places, with water alwayes afoze hyꝛ, as is already 
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Of another falling euill which firſt breedeth in 
the necke and in the gorge of a Hawke. 


N you percepue pour hawkt to haue a {wollen necke goꝛge, 
x that che panteth mote ſtrongly in the momings at one tune 
than at another: aſſure your lelke that che hath the falling cuill. 
Aartin layeth, that you muſt take Sangus draconu, Nutmegs, 
that kinde of Mirabolans, whiche are called Xeb«l:ne, Cloues, 
Cynamon and Ginger, of eche two pennie weight, and ma⸗ 
king it all into ſine powder, ſtrew a quantitic of it euery moꝛ⸗ 
ning vpon hir mtate, ſupping hir euery night with a ratte oz a 
mouſe, thzec oz foure dapcs togither, and that will make hir 
whole and lounde. 4s 


Of the Fiſtula, a grief that proccedes 
through payne of the head. 


yeE ſhal perceyue when your hawke hath p Fiſtula, by the rũ⸗ 
ning of hir nares x by the ſtrcaming downe of p humozs fro 
hir head. Foz y Which diſeaſe, a artin alloweth this remedic. Pe 
mult caſt your hawke yandſomly,and deplume hir head behinde 
in the backer parte, and anoynt it with butter and ſwynesbloud 
togither. And you ſhall finde a vayne that cometh downe to hir 
eycs, whiche you muſtt cut, and knit it againe with a redde ſitke 
thꝛeede, anoynting it well and-th2oughly with butter e fwynes 
bloud koz nine dayes togither, and then it will tecouer hir.

17 your hawke gape much and brate hyꝛ wings, then be yet 

ſure that ſhe hath y lwymming in v head. The temedie Wher⸗ 
of is this. Take a ſine needle that is Marpe poynted, and when 
pt haut well het it in the fire,peavce bir nares with it thzough on 
vothe ſideg, and be warc that ye go not awꝛie, koꝛ fo ye map do 
by2 great harme. Then anoynt it with Dyle and butter togi⸗ 
ther, and it will retoutr hyꝛ. by mtant of the vente that you ſhall 
giue the humour by the nares, OS.

ly for the ache that is in a Hawkes head. 


JJ Nenforuer your hawke hath any great diſeale oꝛ payne 
in hyꝛ head, take ſire graynes of pepper, foure of Staueſ⸗ 
aker,and fiue cloues, ⁊ beate them togither into fine powder, and 
feede hir but thꝛee dayes fogither, wich warme meate mingled 
with it, and ſhe ſhall recouer. Ind koꝛ want ok that, ye may vle 
the fine powder that is mfcioned herefofoze. Ind if your hawke 
will not be fedde with it, let it be conutyed into cotton oꝛ into a 
a Hennes ſkin, to take away the ſent of it, + feede hir with none 
other than warme meate, and ſuch as is light of diſgeſtion. Foz 
the diſeaſes of the head, do ſo weaken hyz appetite and ſtomacke, 
that ſhe cannot put ouer, noꝛ indew hirmeate. And to the ende 
ſhe may the better indew it, giue hir but ſmall meales till ſhe be 
thzoughly recouered. Ind if ſhe will tate the yolke of an egge, 
dꝛoppe vpon it ſome of the ſayde powder, and giue it hir with 
 whote meate, and ſo ye ſhall recouer hir. Here are ſundyy re- 
teytes and medicines, whiche Jaeuer haue pꝛoued, and therefoze 
I can warrant little of them: but neuertheleſſe J finde them in 
my French Tuthoꝛs, and therefoze am fo ventrous to place them 
here in this collection of remedies fo2 hawkes: leauing them o⸗ 
uer to the deſirous Falconer,that hath a wil to pꝛactiſe vpon his 
hawke.Foz ſtoze(they ſay)isno ſoze, 4 among many there muſt 
needes fall out ſome god and wholeſome receytes. Wherfoze 
{udxe diſcretely of all: and matze pzofe of ſuche as you lyke: 


Experience i the mother of hill, 


Of theſtone,and how and wherof it cometh. 


Ou muſt vnderſtãd p there are. ij. ſoꝛts of diſeaſes in hawks, 
called by the name of the fone: x ſcarlly dothe the one come 
without the other. The one keepeth beneath in their tnels, 4 the 
other in their bowels x panels: they may be cured'bothe togi⸗ 
ther. Some cal this diſcaſe p Cray. And M. A mẽ Ca» ſaitth 
that the ſtone oz Cray commeth by the eating of filthie lech, by 
mant of fonle feeding. Foz it burneth + dyicth in theyꝛ bowels, 
U.iiij, _ (as J 
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(as J ſayd heretofoze in the diſeaſes of the head) bicauſe the filthe 
which they haue gathered in their panels inflameth their Liner, 
which doth ſo dꝛie vp the ſubſtance of the guttes, that they cãnot 
mute, but mul needes die ok it, ik they be not cured. Some lay 
that this diſeaſe cometh of giuing them wacht meate whote be⸗ 

foze it be thzoughly cold, ⁊ that is like ynough:foz a hawke likes 
not of water and bloud both togither at once. The ſtone in the 
fundement cometh of the filthe whiche the hawke ſhoulde mute, 
which thickeneth x lies bakte at the tuell: by meanes Wherok ſhe 

becomes ſo pwze,that ſhe canot mute o2 llyſe from hy,4 ſo muſt 
needes die. Pet notwithſtading J haue often ſeene,that when a 
Falcon is high and luſtie, ſhe will Cyſe it out well ynough by 
meane of hir ſtrength. Ind ye may perceyue when ſhe hath the 
ſtone, by that ſhe muteth with peyne + by dꝛops, which is a ſigne 
that ſhe needeth to ſkowte that matter, whereof the ſtone dothe 

grow. And when ſhe muteth at twice, A a third time after that, 

it is a token that the ſtone is thzoughly confirmed in hy2 guttes 4 
panel. Mozeouer, when ye ſee that hir tuell is chafed, 4 but little 
dꝛoppes from hy2,and that the feathers of hir trayne art much fi- 

led with hir muting, and that ſhe is euermoze picking with hyz 
beake about hir tuell, be ye ſure ſhe hath 5 ſtone in hir tuell, which 
wt cal the ſtone Craye. Againe when ſhe muteth and maketh as 

though ſhe would iouke vp6 your fiſl,+ in hir eyes is moze trou- 
bled tha of oꝛdinarie:doubt not but that che hath the ſtone cray. 
And bytauſe ſhe cannot ridde it, ſhe is in daunger, if ſhe be not 
lokfe to in time. The remedie thereof by the iudgement of M. 
AmeCaſyan,is this: take a lyce of Larde(02 a pellet of Sope, 
wet in ſalet oyle) of the bignefſe of a gooſe quill, and an inche 
long, and put theron the powder of les cicotrine: Which done, 
taſt your Hawke handſomly, and conuey it into hir tuell as ye 
woulde giue a man a ſuppoſltozie : and if the Larde be to ten- 
der and ſofte to handle, ſticke it vpon a Hennes feather, ſo as the 
feather appeare not thzough the Larde (fo2 ſo may yee do hir 
greate harme with the feather) and fo conney it vp into hyz 
fuell,0zawyng away the feather gently, and leaving the Larde 
behind, and haut ſnayles in areadineſſe to glue hit We 
| 8 alter 
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after ye haue applied the ſayde deuiſe. And foz lacke of Snayles, 
giue hir the fozementioned pyll of Lard,mingled with marrow 
and ſuger, and ſet hir in tie Sunne, oꝛ by a fire, without feeding 
of hir till one houre after none. And if ſhe indure well to be by 
the fire, oꝛ in the Sunne, let hir alone, fo? the heate is very god 
koꝛ hir. Ifter this, giue hir ſomewhat moꝛe than halfe a goꝛge of 
a pong pullef, oꝛ if ye can come by any Myte oz Rats, nothing 
is better. But let hir not ſtand in the ayꝛe oꝛ in the wynde,ercept 
the weather be fayze and warme. At night when ſhe hath in⸗ 
dewed well, giue hir koure oz fiue cloues of Mace bzoken, and 
lapped vp in a little cotton, oꝛ in the ſkynne of a Henne : and 
do ſo thꝛee 02 foure dayes,ſauing the ſuppoſitozie oꝛ pellet afoꝛe⸗ 
ſayde, fo2 it will ſerue twice well ynough, Ind thus ſhall you 
{koure your hawke thzoughly. Loke well to it, that ſhe caſt not 
bp the cloues of Mace, koꝛ they be ſingular god foꝛ hawkes in 
all reſpeſtes, ſpecially foz all humoꝛs that ſurcharge their heades, 
and generally foz all Filanders and wozmes. And if you mynd 
to rid a Falcon cleane of the Cray, and of the ſayde diſcaſe:giue 
hir meate ſteeped in Goates mylke, oꝛ in other mylte, and do ſo 
foure oz fine dayes together: for the layde mylke is verie god a- 
gainſt the Cray. In the booke of the Pꝛince, there is another re⸗ 
ceyf, koꝛ this diſeaſe of the Cray oꝛ ſtone. That is to wit: Take 
the gall of a Pigge of there weekes old, and conuey it into your 
hawkes beake, ſo as ſhe maye take it and ſwallowe it downe 
whole without bꝛeaking, and take heede that ſhe caſt vp none of 
it againe. Akterwardes, giue bir a little piece of the Pigges 
fleſhe, of the big neſſe of a Beane, and let hir ſtande emptiepan⸗ 
neld vpon the ſame vntill night, ſetting hir in the Sunne oꝛ by 
the fire. This medicine is verie geod koꝛ all byzdes of pꝛaye that 
are encombꝛed with the Craye oz Stone. Neuertheleſle, if a 
Goſſehawke oꝛ a Sparrowhawke haue that diſeaſe (ſo it be not 
to ſoze)gine it hir no moze but once. But as foz other hawkes 
that are of ſtronger mettcl,ye maye giue it them thzice. And 
when euening is come, feede your hawke with a pullet, oꝛ with 
mutton, oꝛ with ſmall birdes, and the nerte mozning ſteepe hy2 
meate in Goates mylke, oꝛ womans mylke, feeding hir ſo thee 
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daycs together with (mall goꝛges, and ſhe hall be ſounde. Ind 
if you will not oz can not vle the lapde Receypt, ye may takt a 
little oyle Dlyf, and ſomewhat leſſe Honnye, and wette your 
hawkes meate therewith , koz it is god ta-helpe that diſcaſe, 
Some put the layde things into a Hennes gut tyde faſt at both 
endes, byt auſe a hawke will take it the better: and naturally ſhe 
likes not oyle With hir meate. 

Malter Atichelin (ets do wne another medicine which is this. 
Take Larde, marow ok becfe,Suger clarificd and once boyled, 
and Saffron in pouder, of cache a like quantitie, pꝛouided that 
tye Lard be firſt ſtieped in vineger four and twentie houres,and 
the water ſhifted thꝛee oꝛ foure times, and ſet abzoad in the open 
apꝛe. Ok the which things conkecked together, ye muſt make 
pylles of the bygneſſe of a Beane, whereof you ſhall giue your 
bawke one oz two, ſetting hir in the Sun oz by the fire, and fee- 
ding hir with poultrie oꝛ with mutton, allowing bir but reaſo⸗ 
nable goꝛges, tourt oz fiue days together, x giuing hir Maces ag 
aloe: foʒ they can not but do the hawke great pleaſure in euery 
condition and part. Maſter Michelin teacheth another receipte 
foz this diſeaſe, ſpecially foz Goſſchawkes and Sparowhawkes, 
which J haue tryed ofte. | 

Cut a Sheepes hart in fmall pieces, and when pe haue let it 
lye ſtieping all nigbt in Alles mylke, Gotes mylke, oꝛ womans 
mylke, put a little boylde'Suger into the milke, and goꝛge your 
hawke reaſonably therwith thzee days together. And aſſure pour 
ſelke, that this medicine is very excellent koꝛ the Cray,x without 
danger foꝛ all manner of hawkes. M. Marerne ſapth in auouch= 
ment of this matter, that when a hawke cannot well mute with 
hir caſe, it betokeneth & plainely ſheweth that Che hath the ſtone 
Cray.Foz remedy wherof, take the heart of a Hog, and a quan⸗ 
fitie of bis ſewet minced very (mail, and make them into pouder 
togither,+ giue it the hawke in hir meate thzce days ſucceſliuely. 

Againe, J haue ſeene ſome take the white of an egge, 02 the 
whole egge, with a little Saffron in pouder, well coyled and 

beaten together, which being beſtowed vpon the hawkes meate, 
hath cured hir, 5 | 
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Mallopin (ets downe pet one other receit moꝛe. Put the inics 
of (water Crefſpes ) in a Hennes gut of one inche long tyed at 
both ends, and fozce yaur hawz to recelue it. Wich done, ſet hir 
in the Sunne 02 by the fire, and feede hir not till noont, at which 
time giue hir but halte a gozxe of hote meate, bicauſe of the me⸗ 
dicine, which hath ſet al hir body out of temper. Let this be dane 
two 02 thꝛee dayes, and if pou find the medicine to baue fcow2cy 
and take much at the firſt of your hawke, giue hir lelle and lee, 
and ſo (ſhall ſhe recouer. The booke of Pzinces ſetteth downe pet 
one other remedie koꝛ the ſame diſcaſe,that ye might put it in vꝛe 
whiche ſoeuer liked you beſte, @Take a peniy weight of 
Perlley ſeede, as much of Smallage ſcede, a dꝛanune of boylde 
Suger,a penny weight of Staueſaker ,of Wheaten bꝛanne one 
dzam,and halfe the ſhell of an egge. Put them altogether into a 
god large poſnet full of water, and ſcethe it till it be conlumed 
to the one halke, and then ſtreine it thzough a cloth. Then take of 
Caſa Fiſtala ont dꝛàamme, and of 7«rb:cb one penny weight, of 
Hermodactils two pennye weight, and of Alves Cicetyine there 
penny weight. Beate all theſe into fine pouder,+ put them into 
the water, whercin the other mirture was boyled, and make 
thereof a Clyſter in the bladder ok a Pygge. 

Then take a great quyll of a Gooſe oꝛ of ſome other byꝛde, 
and thereof make the necke of your Clyſterbagge faſt tyed to 
the bagge, that nothing maye iſſue out of it, and ſo giue your 
hawke the Clyſter, as you haue ſerne it giuen to men at they} 
neede. This done, let your hawke in the Sunne oꝛ by the fire, 
and keepe hir emptie till none, at which time giue hir a pulicts 
legge, and ſo (he ſhall recouer no doubt. 


For the diſeaſe called the Filanders which 
happen in the bodyes of Hawkes: 
And firſt of ſuch as are in 
| their gorge. 


T*. chiefc Falconers lap, that all hawkes haue the Filanders 
ataltimes,+ are neuer Wout them, like as it is (aide that — 
Lk hoꝛle 
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hozſe is without the Bottes. There are foure kyndes of Filan⸗ 
ders, and one other kynde of Filanders, of which J will ſpeake 
hereafter in their due places. And with all theſe ſoztes of Filan⸗ 
ders, ſome hawkes are moze peſtered than other ſome. The cauſe 
of them is eyther their feeding on grolle and foule meates, which 
ingender x increaſe thoſe Filaders in them, oz elſe fox that infly- 
ing either p field, oz the riuer, they bzeake ſome (mal veines with⸗ 
in thcic bodies, at the encounter, by ſeazing to violently vpon 
their pzaye. By reaſon whereof the bloud burſteth out into their 
bowels,and there dꝛyeth and clottereth, whereof bzeede the ſayd 
Filanders in great aboundance. Akterwarde by reaſon of the 
ſtinch of the ſayde bloud ſo clottered and bakte, being coꝛrupted 
and putrified in the bulke , bycauſe it is out of the pꝛoper veſſels 
and vaynes where it ought to be, the Filanders runne about lee⸗ 
king the cleaneſt places of the bodie, to ſhunne the ſayd noyſyme 
ſtinche, and creepe vp either into the hawkes heart, oz into hir 
goꝛge, ſo as ſhe dyeth of it. Tgaine, ſome men ſape, that their 
hawkes dye of the diſeaſes of the heade, oꝛ of the Craye, when in 
deede they dye of the Filanders oꝛ( which is wozſſe)of the (A4. 
gnilles) a kinde of Filanders koꝛ whiche we want an engliſhe 
terme. J wil ſpeake firſt of thoſe Filanders that craule vp to the 
hawkes goꝛges, and from thence to the holes in their palates 
whereat the hawkes do bꝛeathe. and by them into their bꝛaynes, 
wherby they be in danger of death. Ye may perceiue this incon⸗ 
uenience in the goꝛge by this, that when you haue fedde pour 
hawke,the Filanders feeling the ſweetneſſe and taſt of the fleſh, 
doe ſtyꝛre and craule about in ſuche wiſe, as you ſhall ſee your 
hawke oftentimes gape. Sy reaſon wherof it commeth to paſſe 
that nowe and then ſhe caſteth hir gozge. Againe,ye may know 
by this, that your hawke will be ſtrayning at them with hir fa» 
lons. Therefoze caſt hir gently, and loke into hir thꝛoate, and 
you ſhall ſee them crawling there. To kill the ſayde Filanders, 
maſter Ame Cajyan layth thus: take a great Radyſh rote, and 
make a holt in it, and fill it with water, and ſet it in embers ve⸗ 
rie hote, putting freſh embers to it continually by the ſpace of 
halfe an houre oz moze, till it be thzoughly well bopled, and as 

your 


your water diminicheth, fill it alwayes vp againe, howebcit 
that the Kadiche peeldeth water pnough of bis owne nature. 
Then put the Raviſhe into a dyſhe, ſtampe it and pꝛelle out 
all the inyce quite and cleane. This done, put the quantitie of a 
Peaze of Saffron made into pouder into the ſayde water, and 
walhe pour hawzes meate therewith wyen pet feede hir, and 
glue hir but halte a gozge. Tad if ſhe will not feede on it, let hit 
be kept emptie, till ſhe be verye greedie and eger:doe thus to hir 
thꝛee oꝛ foure dayts together, and you ſhall kyll the Filanders, 
and mast poar hawke ſounde. 


Of the Filanders that are in hawkes bowels, 
and in their reynes. 


ye ſhall diſcerne that the Filanders are in hir bowelles and 

guttes, by hir geauie cheare and playat in the ntxhte, koꝛ ſhe 
will crye, and make a moucntull nopſe. Alſo ye map perceyue 
it by this, that when ye take hic on your fit in the mozning, ſhe 
will ſtretch bir ſeife moze ſteongly than ſhe is wont to da of oz. 
dinarie,and ſomtimes ſhe wil make as though ſhe would iouke 
vppon yourſi te, and (he will be buſle with hir brake about hir 
backe right ouer againſte hit rapnes. When ye ſer theſe ſlznes, 
aTure your ſelfe that epther the Flanders oz tut Ag ailles doe 
trouble hi: and it ſhe haue not helpe of them betimes, they will 
kill hir, koꝛ J haue ſetne many dye of that diſeaſe, Maſter 
Ame Caſiian giueth this remedie toꝛ that miſchieke. oy 

Take Lentilles,of the reddeſt that you can finde and parche 
them at the fire, and mae fine pouder of them, with the pouder 
of Wormeſcede,leſſe by ont halke thanof the pouder of Lentils, 
and mingle and temper them well together, and make thereof a 
playſter. dꝛouen (vppon cloth oz leather.) Then deplume your 
hawke in the place where bir grielt is, and lay the playſter to hir 
panell, changiny it euerie day, koꝛ foure oz flue dayes ſpace to⸗ 
getzer,and ſhe Hall be cured. "ORE: 

Jef pe like nat that receigt, Water Michelin gineth you ano⸗ 
ther, which is this. Take the leaues 7 a Peach tree, ol * 
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of Woꝛmtlerde, and of thoſe thee being bꝛayed together, ſtreyne 
out the iuyct, and afterwarde take the pouder of Wozmewod, 
and put it into the iuyce, and lay it vpon yourhawkes reynes 
playſterwiſt twice a day,cuening and moming,fo2 foure oz fiue 
days together, + it will kil the Filanders, and laue your hawke, 
Walter Ame C4" telleth ytt one remedie moze. Take

that they bꝛrake the veines of their legs. Ind this hapneth qpeci⸗ 
ally rather to Hagard hawkes, than to ſoare hawkes, By mea- 
nes whereof the bloude of thoſe veynes ſo bꝛoken, poureth and 
diſtilleth along their legs and pannels, betweene the ſkinne and 
the fleche, and there lying in lumpes, doth conuert to wonnes, 
whereat the hawke dleth. This diſeaſe may come alſo by hir ba» 
ting ouermuch vpon the liſte, where thzough (he bzuſeth hir ſelfe 
violently : and ſometimes he that beareth hirfurthereth it by his 
raſhneſſe + impaciencie. Ind ye may perceiue that p Filanders 
E Wounes are in your hawkes legges oz bowels, by this: They 
plume themſelues oftentimes,yea,+ the pendant feathers of their 
thighes and of their pancls,fal off voluntarily. Maſter /«/op:u 
ſayth, that the remcdie foz this diſeaſe, is fo waſhe your hawkes

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Tere are found a kynd of Filanders which are called (A.- 

guilles) bycauſe they be ſharpe like a needle,ſhozter and moze 
perillous than art the great Filanders,foz as much as in ſeeking 
the cleaneſt partes of the body, to ſhunne the ſtinch and filth, they 
pearce the bowels x creepe vp to the hart, ſo that your hawke pe⸗ 
riſheth of them, ik ſhe be not regarded in time.

M. Mallopin giueth this re⸗ 
medie kolo wing. Take Staueſaker beaten into pouder, the herbe 
'of Barbarie, otherwile called in greek Peftora,4 Aloes Citotrine, 
'of each alike quantitie, copled altogetherinto pouder, and giut 
yRur hawke the quantitie of a Beane thereof, lapped bp in ſome 
part of a Hennes ſkinne, oꝛ in cotton. Which done, ſet hir in the 
Sunne oꝛ by the fire, and at none allowe hir but halfe a goꝛgt. 
Pou mayt giue hir of this pouder thzee 02 foure dayes, fo ſhe be 
not to lowe already : for if ſhe be not ſomewhat highe in fleſhe 
and in life, ſhe will not be able to beare and bꝛok it. Ind if this 
medicine cure hir not, take this that foloweth, which is ol mafter 
Mallepins druitt alſo.

Ind this gap ing mayt be 
bnderſtode and conſtrued two wayes, The one is w en che 
doth it ofhir owne nature, but that is not ſo olte as the other 
Which commeth by miſchance, and that tyther of colde that ſhe 
bath taken, oz of ſome moyſt humoz that deſlilleth downe into 
bir gozge.

e inflamation of the Liuer happeneth ſometymes thzon 

the negligence of ſuch as haue the keeping of Hawkes. Fox 
they fetde them with groſſe and naughtie fleſhe , ſuch as is ſtale 
and ſtinking, without making of it cleane, by meanes whereof 
pzoceedeth the ſayde inflamation of the Liuer. Allo it yappeneth 
foz want of bathing when neede is, and foz lacke of water, which 
they ought to haue, oz with onerfleeing of them , when they bee 
emptie panneld. Pe ſhall perceyue this diſeaſe by they? feete : 
fo2 they will be chafed, and the colour of their chappes will bee 
chaunged, and loke whitiſhe thzough the heate of their Liuer. 
And if pee finde bir tongue ſcozched and calved blacke, it is a 
ſigne of death. To remedie this miſchieke, make the medicine of 
Snaples ſteeped in Aſſes milk, oz Gotes milke mentioned in the 
Chapters of the diſeaſes of the heade,and of the ſtone : and giue 
your Hawkes of it thꝛet oz foure days in the momings. Ind if 
ye cannot get that medicine, ye map vle the other that is made of 


Lard, Marrow of beef, and of boyled Suger,with a little Saf- 


fron,foure oz flue dayes togither euery moming, as is ſayde be⸗ 
foze. Foz the ſcouring of hir will ridde and abate hir heate. And 
all that while foz ſeuen oz eight dayes, keede hir with poultrie, oz 
with mutton,ſteeped in milke: foz milke is verie god foz the 
beate of the Liuer, And pou muſt beware you feede hir not with 


. Pigeon, 
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Pigeon, not with other groſſt fleſhe, koꝛ bzeeding hir to inoxdl- 
nate heate. Maſter Ame Caſa» ſayth yet further, that to allay 
the layd heate in Hawkes, it is very god to (keepe 02 wet theyz 
meate inEndiue,oz Nightſhade water: and likewile in white 
whey newly and lately made. And that this maner of keeding 
mult be continued foure oz ſiue dayes, till the Hawke be well 
ſcoured. Ind that if the hawke haue a deſire to bowze the ſayde 
whey, ye mull let hir take hir fill. Maſter Ame Caſ#a» ſapeth 
moꝛeouer, that when your medicine hath ſcoured your hawke af- 
ter that maner, and hir tongue is not aught in the better tune, ye 
muſt take oyle ©life waſht in two oz thixe waters, and bath hir 
tung «+ thꝛote therwith with a feather thzee oz foure times in the 
day, foz foure oꝛ fiue dayes fogither, and gently ſcrape hir tung 
and thꝛote with a deaiſe of (iluer,oz of other mettal foz that pur 
poſe. Ind although ſhee neither can feede noz will, yet hee muſt 
not be giuen oner,but haue meat gently conueyed into hir goꝛge 
by (mall mozſels , and thzuſt downe lowe ynough with a fine 
ſticke, that ſhe may take it: koꝛ ſhe cannot ſwallowe hir meate 
by reaſon of the ſwelling of hir tung, and therefoze ſhe muſt bee 
aſſiſted in maner afozeſayde.MWaſter Michelin (apth furthermaze, 
that to comfozt and ſtrengthen the Liner withall, ye muſt ſteepe 
Kubaro in a diſhfull of colde water all night, and the next moꝛ⸗ 
ning wache hir meate therewith , continuing ſo by the ſpace of 
fourc oz fine dayes togither, 

Martin giutth pet one other medicine, which is this: Take a 
Pullets gut, thuice the length of pour little finger, 4 cutting it in 
thee peeces ( which you mull tye faſt at eyther end) till them with 
ple of Almonds, oꝛ ople Dlife, and thzuſt them into hir thꝛote 
ſo as ſhe ſwallow them one after another: and within an houre 
after goꝛge hir reaſonabiy with a pong Pullet.

Pranſe many menne ſpeake of the diſeaſe of the Pantas dy⸗ 
uerſely, and yet knowe not what it is: J will ſhewe thzee

maner of Pantaſes wherewith Hawkes are diſeaſed, The firſt in 


the goꝛge, the ſeconde commeth of colde, and the thirde is in the 
reynes and kidneys. The firſt kinde of Pantas commeth of ba- 
ting vpon the perche, oꝛ vpon the fyſt of him that beareth them, 
by meanes whereof ſome little veynes of the Liuer bzeake , and 
the bloud poureth out vppon the Liuer, which dzyeth and clod- 
deth into (mall flakes, and thoſe ryſing vp afterwarde when the 
Hawke bateth agayne, doe ſtoppe the paſſages and windepype, 
and thereof commeth the Pantas. And ſometyme when the 
Hawke bateth, thoſe flakes doe ſo aſcende into hir thzote , and 
lie ouerthwart it, that ſhee pzcſently falleth downe deade : in⸗ 
ſomuche that ſome holde opinion it is the Pantas that makcth 
Hawkes to dye ſodenly. Foz pzoofe whereof, open your hawke 


when hee is deade, and pet Wall finde this maladie in hir 
thzote . Maiſter Ame caſan gyutth no medicine to thys 
Pantas in the gozge , bycauſe it cannot be miniflred to hir,

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neither by hir thzote noz otherwiſe, Foz the diſeaſe holdeth htr in 
the verie windepipe, whereby the bzeath paſſeth in and out. Nee 
uertheleſſe his counſell is to cloze vp the Hawke in ſome conue⸗ 
uient Chamber, with Lattis windowes, ſo as ſhee may not get 
out, and to ſet hir two oz thzce perches, that hee may flce from 
one to another, and haue the Sunne ſhine in vpon hir if it be pol⸗ 
ſible, and ſhe muſt haue alwayes water by bir. And when pet 
feede hir, hir meate muſt be cut in mall pellets, and haue ney⸗ 
ther leather noꝛ bone in it, leaſt ſhe ſtreyne hirlelfe in tyzing , and 
ſhe muſt haue but halfe a gozge at once, and but once in a day. 
This is his counlell and aduice foz this milchieke, 


Of an other Pantas that commeth 
of colde, 


A N other Pantas commeth of colde when Hawkes take wet 

in fleeing the fielde, oꝛ the Riuer, and are not weathered af- 
terwarde, noz ſet in a place where they may ſtande warme. JA 
gaine this diſeaſe commeth by ſtanding where (moke oz duſk 
may annoy them. Ind ye ſhall knowe the Pantas, by your 
Hawkes panting , foz that ſhee cannot dzawe hir bzeath as ſhee 
ſhould do. lleyin ſayth that to remedie this diſeaſe, ye muſte 
take the filings of yzon,and meale of Lentils, of eche like quans 
titie, which you muſt temper togither with honie till it bee lyke 
paaſte, that ye may make it in little balles as bigge as a peaze. 
Whereof you ſhall gine your Hawke two oz thzee euery moꝛ⸗ 
ning, and after note fcede hir with god meate, but not with 
beefe: which dyet you ſhall allowe hir thꝛer oz foure dayes. And 
if ſhe amende not, ſeaſon hir meate with powder of Opiment 
two oz thee dayes. 

Maſter x7:chelia giutth this medicine following : Take 
Mapdenheare, which groweth lightly at the heades of pondes 
and pittes, and therewithall the rotes of Perſlep , the rotes of 
Smahage.

Of the Pantas that is inthe reynes 
and kidneys, 


JT happeneth lometymtt that when a Hawke bath bene reco⸗ 
uered of ſome great greefe by god keeping and intendance, af» 
ferwarde ſhe waxeth euill againe,and falleth to panting, wher⸗ 
of bzeedeth this diſeaſe of the reynes and kidneys, in maner of a 
Canker,as bigge as a beane, which fwelleth bigger and bigger, 
in fuch wiſe, that ſhee falleth to caſting ſome part of hir meate. 
This Pantas difkereth muche from both the other: fo2 it will 
leaue hir ſeuen oz eight dayes,+ then vere hir again moze ſfrong- 
ly. And ſomtymes it will take hir but from Moneth to Moneth, 
ſo as ſhee ſhall beare it oute a whole yeare. It is diſcerned by 
this, that when ſhce panteth , ſhee ſtirreth hir repnes moze than 
hir Pinions , whereas in the other ſhee ſtyzreth moze hir Pini- 
ons, than hir reynes. Againe to knowe it truely when it com⸗ 
meth and goeth eueric ſeuen oz eight dayes, if your Hawke 
chaunce fo die, rippe hir and yon ſhall finde a knubbe of the big- 
neſſe of a ſmall Beane full vpon the reynes and the ſmall of hir 
backe,whereof that diſeaſe pzocecdeth. 

Mailter C/ gpueth this remedie foz it. Pee mull take 
the rotes of Capers, of Fenell, of Smallage, and of Parſley, 


and boyle them togither in a - 6" , to the CON 
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of a thirde parte. Then take an oldt Tyle, the older the bet⸗ 
ter, and make powder thereof, When pou ſerut pour Hawke, 
fetde hir with flecht (tieped in the water of the ſayde rotes, a 
quarter of an houre oz thereaboutes afozehande. In the mozning 
when ye giut hir ot that waſht meate, giue hir none ofthe pow⸗ 
der, and at night waſhe not hir meate with the lapde water, 
but beſpzinckle it with the powder; ſo competently as ſhe mayt 
recepue it, and giue hir not at any time aboue halte a gozge : let 
this be done nine'o2 tenne dayts, oꝛ moꝛe.

ſetrete diſeaſe that happeneth to them, and therefoze J will tell 
pou how pou ſhall know it. The Hawke that hath that diſcaſe 
is alwayts greedie to fcede, inſomuch that when pr haue giuen 
hir a great gozge in the mozning, ſhee will haue indewed it out 
of hande, and ik ye giue hir another at None , ſhee will put it 


ouer by and by, and ik yee giue hir the thirde at night, hee will 


dilpatch that quickly alſo , and the moze ſhee fecdeth , the moze 
greedie and nippie ſhee is. This diſeaſe commeth of this, that 
when your Hawke is verie poꝛe and lowe in ſlate, and pou deſi- 
tous to ſet hir vp quickly, thinking to bzing hir in god plight 
with great goꝛges, you feed hir with Pigeons and other fleſbe, 
which ſhe cannot indew, by reaſon of hir pouertie 4 weakneſſe, 
fo: want of heate in the liuer:the heate whereof is the cauſe of all 
kindly digeſtio v indewing. Allo you may know this diſeaſe by 
hir often muting which is wateriſh & thin, beſides ſhe doth lice 
further tha ſhe is wot to do, by reaſon of ſpedy induing hir meat. 
Maiſter AMallopin in his bokt of the Pzince, ſayeth that foz 
remedie of this diſeaſe, yet muſte ſtiepe a ſheepes heart cutte in

H Abberto pe haue read of the inwarde diſeaſes of Hawkes : 
Nowe J will tell you of the outwarde accidentes: and firſt 
will ſpeake of the Teynfe, whiche the Frenche Falconers call 
T aigne, the Jtalians , 2 gnuole and Tarmæ, Whereof there are 
thiee ſoztes. The firſt is when they? pzincipalles oz long fea- 
thers beginne to dzoppe off, by meancs whereof many Hawkes 
are marred and calt awaye, without knowledge howe to helpe 
tt. Maiſter Ame Con ſaytth, that this commeth ſomety- 
mes of the Lyner, and of the erceſſiue heate of the bodye, by 
meanes whereof ſmall pymples ryſe vppon theyz wings, oz 
on their traynes, whiche afterwarde cauſe they? feathers to 
dꝛoppe off, and when they are gone, the holes Where they ſtode 
doe cloze agayne , wherethzough the Hawke doeth periſhe, if 
ſhee bce not remedycd . This diſeaſe is contagious , and one 


of them will take it of an other, and therefoze pee muſte not 


let the Hawke that is affeifed with it , ſtande neare a Hawke 
that is ſounde, neyther muſt you touche oz feeds a ſounde Hawke 
on the Gloue whereon a ſicke Hawke hath beene fedde. And 
pee ſhall knowe that ſhee hath that diſeaſe , by hir often picking 
with hir beake vppon hir p2incipall feathers of hir wings and 
trayne, and by they2 dꝛopping awaye. Therekoze caſt pour 
Hawke , and let hir bee well peruſed , and yce ſhall tynde the 
ſapde diſeaſe . Foz remedie whereof , Maiſter Martin, and 

B. v. Maiſter 
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Maiſter Co» ſay, you muſt caſt your Hawke, and when you 
haue found the (mall pimple whence the feather dꝛopt firſt, you 
muſte get a little ſticke of Firre , whiche is by nature gummie 
and kattt, make a little pegge of it, not ſharpe at the fozcende, 
no: thzuſte it in with violence, but ſoftly as you may. Ind if 
ye can get none of that Weodde, then take a grayne of Bar⸗ 
lye, and cutte of the koꝛepoynt of if, and annoynt it with a lit⸗ 
tle Triacle, oz Oyle ©life, and conney it into the hole, ſo as it 
may ſticke a little out, and the hole not cloze togyther, and 
ſtoppe agayne. Then with a ſmall Launce oꝛ Penknife you 
muſte llitte the pimple , and let out the redde water which you 
{ſhall finde there. After this fake Alie, Cicotrine in powder, 
and put it into the gall of an Oxe, coyled in a diſht, and with 
thoſe two mingled togyther, annoynt the ſlitte rounde aboute: 
and beware that there come nothing in the hole where the fea 
ther grewe, koꝛ it mighte dot the Hawke great harme. This 
done, fake of the reddeſt Lentilles that you can come by, 
and leſſe than halfe ſo muche of the fylings of pꝛon, and 
mingle them togyther with Bonie, and thereof make Pilles 
as bigge as a Peaze, and gine your Hawke two oz thzee of 
them tuerye Mozning, Then ſet hir by a kyꝛe, oz in the Sunne, 
and after None giue hir a reaſonable god goꝛge of a Pulltt, 
oꝛ of Mutton, and il pee lyſt yee maye giue hir of thoſe Pilles 
towardes the Euening alſo. Let hir meate bee ſtieped in milke 
as is ſayde heerctofoze , fine oz ſixt dayes togyther, and loke 
alwayts to the incyſions that yee made, and ſhee ſhall bee 
Tecouered, f | 
In other remedye Martin gyucth fo: the ſame diſeaſe. 
Annoynt the place wyth ſome god Bawlme where the kea⸗ 
thers fell awaye, and the Teynte will dye out of hande, and 
kreche feathers ſupplie the place agayne. Ind hee ſayeth moꝛe⸗ 
oucr, that you muſte take the powder of Petre of Jlexandzia 
whiche is ſolve at the Potttaryts, and mingle it with Uineger, 
and annoynt the diſeaſed place with it thꝛee oz foure tymes, and 
it will be whole. 
The ſeconde kinde ol Teynfe whiche kretteth the * 
of a 
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of a Hawke to the verie Quill, commeth ( as the checke Falco⸗ 
ners affirme) of ill keeping, when they haue not their due in⸗ 
tendance, beeing neyther bathed noz ſcoured, noz kept in wholt⸗ 
ſome places. And therefoze we are foꝛbid to keepe a Hawke in 
a ſluttiche coꝛner. Igaine, ſametymes both in the mew and out 
of the mewe it happeneth that by feeding them with filthie and 
lothſome fleſhe, they become full of filth both within and with⸗ 
out, whereof bzcedeth ſuche a ſoꝛt of Wonnts, as doe vtterlye 
frette aſunder and marre their feathers. The thzee chiefe Falco⸗ 
ners ſap, that foz this ſeconde Teynt which fretteth the feathers of 
a Hawke, in ſoꝛt that they become like ſtickes, yee muſt take vine 
ſhꝛedds, and make therof as ſtrong Lie as ye can, and waſh your 
Hawke once a day with it thzoughly : and when ſhe is weathe⸗ 
red againe, annoint all hir feathers with honie out of the combe. 
Ten makc powder of $<ng«x.274conx,and Roch Alom ve rit 
mall, and powder the fozeſaid Quils therwith, and your hawke 
ſhalbe recured. Oz elſe takt a Mole of that ſoꝛt which bzeedeth 
in Medowes, and put hir in a new earthen pot well coutred and 
ſtopped, and ſet it on the fire one whole day: which done, take hir 
out againe as ſhe is, and make hir into powder very ſmall. And 
when ye haue bathed your Hawkes feathers thzoughly with the 
layd Lee, by and by beſtrow hir feathers with the powder of the 
Mole a certaine time togither, and it will pleaſure hir. 

The thirde kind of Teynt is knowne in Hawkes by the ry⸗ 
ning of their pzincipal feathers thzoughout alongſt the vpper ſive 
of the webbe of them. Ind that happeneth commonly foz want 
of cleane feeding, and due attendance. To remedie this, alla 
pin ſapth, thar ye muſt take a greene Reede, and cleaue it all as 


longſt, and ſcrape oute the pithe of it, and Wzing oute of it as 


muche tupce as pte can, wherewith you muſte moyſten the 
ſayde ryuen feathers all alongeſt the ryftes of them, and they 
will cloſe and ſhette againe as bekoꝛe. Ind if anye feather hap⸗ 
pen to be dzopt awaye, let a tente made of Fyzre oz of a graynt 
of Barlye as is ſapde heerctofoze bee put into the hole of it, 
and vie it after the fozeſayde manner, and a newe feather 


will growe againe out of hande.Jfthis deuiſe to cauſe a 2 
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to growe againe be not to your liking,you ſhall in this colltckl⸗ 
on finde ſuch as may content you, * 
Martin Ciueth another Medicine and aduice foz the ſame, 
which is this: Take twopennie weight of Dzpiment, and nine 
rapnes of Pepper, and make it into powder, and caſt it vpon 
ir meate, which muſt be reaſonable warme. Againe, take ther 
ſlices of Bacon, of that which is neareſt the ſkinne, and let them 
bee ſo ſmal as your hawke may ſwallow them with eaſe:ſawce 
them with a little honie, and ſtrew of the powder of the filings 
of yꝛon vpon the honie, and giue your hawke thereof thzce dayes 
togither. Akter which time takt a pong Chicken, and befoze pet 
boylt it in wine, bzwſe the bꝛeaſt of it, and open it with a ſharpe 
knife oꝛ . cher inſtrument, that the bloud may follow, Then feed 
hir with the ſayd Pullets fleſh warme, ſterped in Goates milke, 
oz other milke. Pꝛackile this two oz three dayes, and aftcr- 
warde therevpon giue hir god warme meate, and ſhce ſhall 
tecouer. | 


Ofthe Hawke that indeweth not, ne putteth 
ouer as ſhe ſhould doe. 


* kalleth out ſometimes that a Hawke cannot well indew noꝛ 
put ouer hir meate as ſhe ſhould dot, and that is oncly bytaule 
ſhe is foule within, oꝛ bath taken ſome ſurfeyt , oz elle that when 
he wes low and pore, hir keeper being defirors to let hir vp az 
gaine fo haſtily, gaue hir to great goꝛgts, which ſhe by reaſon of 
hir wcakeneſſe was not able to put ouer and indewe, wheres 
thꝛough ſhet ſurketted and fozwent hir appetite of feeding alto⸗ 
gither. Foz remedicbcreof , 3ra/lopin ſayeth ye muſt feede hir 
with light mcates, and little at once, as with pong Rattes 
and Mice, 02 with great Rattes , fo there is moze ſubſtaunce 
in them than in the other, whereof pee muſte giue Lir tut palke 
goꝛges, that ſhee maye the ſooner indewe them, and put them 
oner. ©? elſe feede bir wyth Chicken, oꝛ Mutton dipped in 
Goatts milke, oz otherwyſe. Ind fo2 wante of thoſe , take 
the yolke of an Egge, and giue hir a quarter ofa gozge thereof, 
and 
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and when ye feede hit with the fleſh of any liue byzde oz fowle, 
ſteepe it well in the bloud of the lame fowle, and it will doe hir 
much god. So ſhall your Hawke mount of hir fleſh apace : if 
beſides that, you doe alſo ſcourt hir with pilles made of Larde, 
Marow of beefe, Suger, and Saffcon thzee momings togither, 
and two houres after giue hir a reaſonable gozge. | 
Inother receyt which maſter Michelin giutth, ſaying. When 

a Hawke indewes not hir meate, ne putteth it ouer as ſhe ought 
to doe, but bath lurfeyted and wanteth naturall heate: Take 

verie pure white wine, and ſteepe hir meate in it luke warme,gi- 
uing it hir by little 4 little off tymes in the day, alwayes chaun⸗ 
ging hir meate,and ſee that it be light of digeſtion, Doe thus to 

hir till ſhe be in better tune againe, giuing hir fue 02 ſixe clones 

of Maces in the Euening wꝛapped in a little cotton, oz in ſome 

other ſuch like deuice: fo2 that wil warme hir head, x all hir other 

partes verie well, and let the Cotton bee dipped in odoziferons 

olde wine, |

Of che Hawke that can neither caſt vp 
hir meate,nor ende it as 


ſhe ought. 


A other miſchiekt is wont ſomtymes to light vpon Hawkes, 
 *Anamely that by taking ouergreat goꝛges, they can neyther 
indewe noz caſt it againe, and alſo that many tymes a Hawke 
ſoareth away with hir pꝛay, and feedeth ſo greedily vpon it by 
reaſon ſhe was kept onereager and ſharp, that ſhe can neither get 
it vp noꝛ downe, and thervpon falleth in danger of death. Where 
foze all men ought to vſe diſcretion in feeding their hawkes,that 
they ouergoꝛge them not. 

Malter Ca ſayeth that foꝛ vemedie thereof, ye muſt ſet 
cleane water in a veſlell befoze pour Hawke, and let hir bowze 
thereof at hir pleaſure. And ik ſhe lift not: then take the quan⸗ 
titie of a Beane of Pozke, of the fatteſt of it, and two parts leſſe 
of powder of Pepper, with a little ſalte bꝛayed verie ſmall , and 
when ye haue mingled them all togither, make a little ball of it 
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as biggt as a Brant, and put it in your Hawkes beake, fo ex ſhe 
may recepue it. Then (et hir by the fre, oꝛ in the Sunne, and you 
ſhall ſee hir caſt hir gozge. But let not the Hawke be to pwze, 
to whom you intende fo allowe this pill, = if ye bee tw lowe, 
ſhe will hardly btare i | 


Another medicine to make hir caſt 
hir gorge. 


R Ub) he rote of hir month with alitle Tineger and Pepper, 
and ſhe will caſt by and by. Ind if pe liſt, ye may allo con⸗ 
uty two oꝛ theee dꝛoppes of the fame into hir narts, and it will 
make hir caſt hir goꝛge out ol hande. Ind if pe ſee that the Ui- 
neger and Pepper do vere and diſtemper hir to muche after the 
caſting of hir goꝛge, ſpirt a little freſh water with your OY 
into bir pallat and nares, 


Of the Havvke that caſteth hir gorge ouer 
much, and cannot indew as ſhee 
ſhoulde doe. 


Miw tymes it commeth fo paſſe that when a Hawke hath 

fedde, ſhe cannot keepe hit meate but falleth to caſting, as 
ſone as ſhce hath receyued it. This commicth of feeding bir 
with groſſe,foule, and vnholeſome mcafe not waſhed:02 elſe fox 
that ſhe is foute in the panell, and ſo cannot indew by reaſon of 
the great ſtoze of filth that is within hir. Therefoze ye muſt be⸗ 
ware that ye cut not hirmeate with a foule knife,oz with a knife 
that hath cut Onions, Lerbs, Chibbols, oꝛ ſuch other like things. 
To remedie this inconuenience , giut not your Hawke greate 
goꝛgtes. Ind to bꝛing bir well in tune againe ,. ſcoure hir with 
the fozementioned pilles of Larde, Barrow, Suger, and Saf- 
fron,by the ſpace of thzee dayes. Ind about all things, let not 
the Hawke that hath caſt hir goꝛge be fedde a god ſpace after it, 
but let bir ſtande cmptie in the Sunne with water befoze hir to 
bo wit at hir pleaſure, foz that will doe hir muche god. And 
when yee kerde hir, gire hir at the fyzſt time but a 2 ok a 


gorge, 
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goꝛge, and at the ſeconde ſomewhat moze, if ſhee kerpe the 
firlt:and hir meate mult be ſome liue foule, and god ok digeſti- 


on, till ſhe be bzought againe to hir naturall pli ht. But if cher 
keepenot all hir meate,giue hir pong Rattes,o2 line Mice: and 
foz want of thoſe,giue hir ſmall byꝛdes till (he bee recouered. It 
theſe fozeſayde things bote not, then by Mallepins aduict, take 
Coꝛiander ſeede beaten in powder, and temper it wich warme 
water, ſtreyning it thꝛough a cloth, waſh your Hawkes meate 
therewith foure 02 -fiue dayes togither, and if pee haue no Co⸗ 
riander ſerde, take the inpce of Coziander, And ik your Hawke 
mende not pet ko all thys : Followe the.counſell of Waiſter 
Michelin: heere inſupng. . Boyle Bape .leaucs in whyte 
Wine till halfe the 1yquoz be waſted, and then let it cole with 
the leaues ſtill in it. Which done, fozce a Pigeon by deuice to 
bowſe fo much of the Wine that ſhe may die of it. Then imme⸗ 


diatrip fetde your Hawke with the (ame Pigeon, and let hirnot 


tate nio e than a legge of it. 


Ofthe Havvke that hath loſt hit appetite 
and vvill not feed, to make hir eager 
vvithout bringing hir lovv. 


A Hawke doth ſometyme loſe hir appetite of feeding by ſome 
miſfoztune, as by taking to greate gozges towardes Euc⸗ 
ning, whiche ſhe can not well indewe, bycauſe the nyghtes are 
colder than the dayes. Allo ſhee may loſe bir appetyte by be⸗ 
ing foule in the pannell, and diuerſe tymes by coldeneſſe , ozby 
ſome other diſeaſe Whiche can not bee perceyned out of hande. 
Foz remedye whereof , Maiſter Mallopin ſapeth, pet muſte 
take Alves Cicotrine, boplde Suger, and marrowe of Berke, 
of eche alyke, ſauing that there muſte bee leaſt of the Lloes, 
and when pee haue mingled them togyther , and made them 
in little Balles oꝛ Pilles as bigge as Seanes, give of them fa 
youre Hawke, and holde hir in the Sunne tyll ſhee baue caſte 
vppe the flyme and fylthe that is wythin hir. And if it 


happen to \koure downewarde , lette it not trouble pot 
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fot it will doe hir much god: and feede hir not fill nove, at 
which time giue hir god meate, and ſerue hir ſo thzee dayes tos 


ther. 

* Fo the ſame diſeaſe, At ichelin ſayth you muſt fake common 
Pilles that are giuen to purge men withall,and giue one oz two 
ok them to your Hawke in the moming, keeping hir hoded by 
the firr,02 in the Sunne, loking to hir that ſhe taſt them not, (if 
it may be) to the intent they may cauſe hir fo ſtourt downward, 
And the boke of the Pꝛince layth that it is god giuing ok thoſe 
Pilles fo Hawkes in the beginning of September. Fo if they 
haue the Filanders, oꝛ any other inward viſeaſe,it ſcoureth them, 
and riddeth them ok all miſchiefes' that may enlewe. Thee oz 
kourt dayes after yon haue e Hawke theſe Pilles, if 
the haue yet no luſt to feede , caſt the filings of pꝛon vpon hir 
meate thꝛer oꝛ foure dayes togither. ese vera 

Mater Ant Caſtan fapth , that for the ſame diſeaſe, when 
you perctyue it, you muſt giue your Hawke a line Stockedoue, 
allowing hir leaue fo ſcaze and tire vpon it, and to take the bloud 
of it at hir pleaſure. And foz want of a Sfockdoue,fmall birdes 
are god, and ſo be Rattes and Mice, { ſhe haue them aliue. 
And if you will haue hir to indewe them quickely , giue hir but 
balfe gozges. 


When Hawkes are low brought, 
a remedie. 


]Tboppeneth ſomefymes that Hawkes are bzonght ſo lowe, 
that a man ſhall haut much a doe to let them vp againe. Ind 
that commeth thzough the fault of vnſkilfull keepers,rather than 
any other thing. Foz ſome giue them yll meate, colde and vn⸗ 
waſhed, Alſo Hawkes doe happen to growe poze by ſome dil⸗ 
eaſe that their keepers are not ware of. Againe ſometymes it 
happeneth that a Hawke ſoares awaye, and is loſt foure oz fiue 
dayes, and ſo becommes poꝛe foz want of pꝛay. Waſſer c. 
ſayth,thar if ye will ſet hir vp againe, pe mut feede hir alittle at 
once and with god meate, ſuch as Rattes and Mice are,foz yt 
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khey be lyght of digeſtion, oz elle with ſmall birdes, which are 
god likewiſe,and of great nouriſhment. Pultrie alſo is god, 
but it nouriſheth not lo muche of his owne nature, as Mut⸗ 
fon doth; 

Againe ye may ſet hir vp, (when ſhe is low) in this maner 
folowing. Take a ſponfull oz twaine of honie, thꝛee oz foure 
of freſh butter, boyle them togither in a new pot of water, thẽ 
take Poꝛke wel waſhed,x ſtiepe it in that water, giuing your 
hawke a god reaſonable goꝛge of it twice adaye, warming 
your ſayde water when you intend to fede your hawke. And if 
ye ca find any Snailes that bzeere in rüning waters, giue hir 
of them in the moꝛning, and they will bothe ſkowze away the 
groſſe limie humozs that are in hir panell, and alſo be a great 
helpe to ſet hir vp againe, (koꝛ they nouriſhe very well.) And 
if ye mind to make your hawke eager, and ſharye ſet, without 
bating hir ſelfe,take the hart and liner ok a Pye, and when ye 
haue made it into powder, make your hawke to eate it, and it 
will lette hir ſharpe and eager. Theſe are the opinions of the 

Frenche Falconers. Pou are to conſider of them all, and to vlt 
the moſt probable at your eleſtion and ptcaſure. | 


Of a Hawke that hath no liſte to flee,and 
is become ynluſtie or ſlouthfull. 


Nen and then if happeneth, that a hawke hath no lyſt too 
flee,eyther bicauſe ſhe is in euill keeping, that is to witte, 
ok ſuche as knowe not howe to gyne hir hir ryghtes: as bow⸗ 
zing, bathing , and kuche other things, whereof (ometymes 
ſhee hath greate neede : 02 bycauſe thehawke is to hyghe, 
and fullof greaſe, wherethzough ſhee becommeth cope 2-02 
tontrarywiſe, bytault ſhee is to lo we and pe: oz elfe by 
reaſon of ſome miſhappe oz diſeaſe whiche ſhee hath, that (s 
bnknowen.. Therefoze Maſter c ſayeth , if a hawke be 
vnluſtie to flee, chee muſte be vewed and peruſed by ſome one 
of god (kill, and haue ſuche remedies miniſtred to hir, as che 


hath 
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bath neede of, as well foz bathing, as foz bowzing: Foz in a- 
ny wiſe water muſte bee lette befoze hir. Ind if ſhee bee high 
and not well enſeamed, hir meate muſt be thzoughly waſhed, 
that it may ſkowze hir the better. elſe if ye lyſte , ye may 
gyue hir the fozeſayde medicine of Larde , Marrowe, and 
Saffron, Ind if yer perceyue your Hawke to be ſicke,oz dil⸗ 
taled, yt map vſe the remedies lette downe heretofoze , accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the ſeuerall natures of the diſeaſes,tyll your hawke be 
in god plyght againe,as ſhe was befoze. 


Of the Hawke that hath broken 
hir — by ſome 
miſchaunce. 


JT happeneth ſomewhile, that a hawke bzeaketh hir wing dy 
miſchaunce, as by bating againſt the ground, oz otherwiſe, 
Maſter lleyin ſayeth , that when a Hawke hath hir wing 
bꝛoken affer that manner, yce mulſte take $a»gus draconu, Bo- 
le Armoniacke, Gum Irabicke, white Franckincenſe; whiche 
is called olanum, Maſtickt, Lloes Cicotrine,of each of them 
a like quantitie , and a reaſonable quantitie of fine mealt 
flower. Make a powder of all the ſayde things, tempering it 
with the white of an egge , and make thereof a playſter , and 
laye it to the hurte, when pee haue firſte ſette it right agayne. 
Then croſſe hir wings one ouer another, as thoughe they 
were not bꝛoken, and maile hir well and faſte, ſo as ſhe may 
not ſtirre them, and lette the meate that you giue hir, be cutte 
in ſmall pelltttes. Remoue not the plaiſter foz ſeuen oz eight 
dayes , and when ycelaye on another, in any wyſe beware 
that that wyng bee not remoued : Foz if it bee neuer ſo lit⸗ 
tle remoued 02 diſplaced , your laboure is loſte, and pour 

Hawke marred foz euer. | | 

Therefoꝛe ktepe hir in that oꝛder by the ſpace ok. riiij. oꝛ 
xv. dayts, ſctting hir vpon a very ſofte Cuſhion , and lette 
hir meate bee god, and newe killed, and giue hir mettely god 


goꝛges 
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goꝛges of it, koꝛ ſhee needes not to be kept lo we, to recouer hit 
hcalth the better. 


Ofa Havvkethat hath had ſome blovve 
or ſtripe vpon hir vving. 


SDmetpmer a Hawke hathe a ſtrype on hir wing by ſome 
miſhappe, ſo as ſhee cannot afterwarde holde it ryght , but 
it hangeth alwayes downe, and lolleth : Maſter cn [aps 
eth, that yce muſte take Sage,Myntes,and Pclamountaine, 
and boyle them all togythcr in a new earthen pot full of god 
wyne, and when they bee well ſodden, take the potte, and ſet 
it bppon hotte imbers, as cloſe ſtopped as maye bee. Then 
make a rounde hole of the bygnelle of an Apple, in the clothe 
that your potte is ſtopped withall , foz the ſteame to iNew out 
at. Whiche done, take your Hawke vpon your fiſte,and holde 
out hir hurte wing handſomely a greate whyle ouer the hole, 
that it may take the fume whiche ſeameth vp out of the potte. 
Akterwarde, lette hir be well dzycd by keeping hir warme by 
the fire, foz if ſhe ſhould catche ſodaine colde vpon it, it would 
becomme wozſe than it was befoze, Uſe hir thus twyce a» 
dayt, foz thzer oz foure dapes togyther , and thee ſhall bee 
recouered.

1 a Hawke happe to bee wounded by an Eagle, oz any o⸗ 
er byꝛde ok pꝛaye, by crabbing togyther, oꝛ by encounter 
in fleeing : oz by a iobbe with the truncke of a Crane, Hea⸗ 
ron, 02 other water fowle : oz by taking ſome greater blowe 
agaynſte a tree oz Rocke , whereby ſhee is greately payned , 
and in daunger to bee marred, if there bee not fkyll to helpe 
hir with ſpeede: By Malter Ame Caians aduile , take the 
iuyce of the herbe called Culuerkwte, otherwiſe named Herbe 
Boberte ; and ik pre finde your Hawkes ſtrypt to bee greate 
and blacke , and yet that it hath no greate gaſhe, you muſte

The Haggart(ſaith he)is not to be caſt loſe into the mew, 
but to be mewed on the fiſte, foz otherwiſe ſhe woulde become 
to coye and ſtrange, and if ſhe fall to bating and deating hir 
ſelfe fo2 heate, then muſt you hd hir vp, oz beſpowte hir with 
colde water, the nexte way to make hirleaue bating, Thus 
mult you continue hir on the fille,ttll he begin to ſhed hir fea- 
thers, then ſhall it bee god to ſet hir downe, and tie hir to a 
ſtone, oz pearch, as you do the reſt, Ind after ſhe hath mewed, 
and commes to flee,then if you let hir ſtand on a blocke,oz bil- 
let, caſed and rolled with cloth, vou ſhall do very Well. 

Goſhawkes, Tiercels,  Sparowhawkes,muſt be mewed 
as Falcons, ſaue that they wil not be bozne on the fiſte, but be 
at libertie in the mewe,and very clenly lerued. 

Befoze you dzaw your Hawke out of the mewe, fifterne oꝛ 
twenty dayes,you muſt begin to bate hit of hir diet, the ſoner 
and better to enſeame hir, by reſtraint of hir ful feeding, which 
ſhe had befoze, koꝛ otherwiſe, there woulde kollowe lurtet and 
rtpletion, than which there is no moꝛe daungerous euill. 

It is no llender part of kill, ſo to vſe a Hawke in the mew, 
as ſhe may bee quitte of all miſhappes, that befall hir in the 


mewe, if che bee not well attended and regarded, during the 


time ſhe is in the mew, 


The maner hovy to deale ſo vvith a Havvke 
in the mev w, as ſhe may auoyde the miſ- 
chaunces of the mevv, vvhich ſun⸗ 
dry times do happen, as vvell 
diſeaſes, as other harmes. 


JT hapneth diuers ftymecs that when Hawkes are in the 
mewe, ſome doe mewe well and ſome ill, fo as * 5 
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their owne naturt, and ſome by miſhap, do fall to be diſeau ., 
oꝛ otherwiſe bꝛeake their feathers, and caſt them not all the 
ytert long. Ls touching this matter, Maſter Arallopin in hys 
boke ok the Pꝛince, ſayth : that when youre Hawke meweth 
not well and kindly : go in May to a laughter houſe where 
Sheepe are killed, and take the kernelles that are vnder theyz 
cares right againſt the end of the iawebone, of the bigneſſe of 
an Almond. Choppe ten oz twelue of thoſe kernelles very 
ſmall and giue them to your Hawke with hir meate, finding 
the meanes, by ſome way oꝛ other, that che may receyuethem 
and put them ouer. And when ſhee once beginnes to caſt hir 
feathers giue hir no moze of them. 


Another vvay. 


VAT ye meene fo further the mewing of your Hawke, 
takt of the Snayles that haue ſhelles , ſtampe them 
ſhelles and all, ſtrayning them thzough a cloth, and with the 
Oyle that comes thereof walh hir meate two oz thzee tymes. 
Alſo take of the Snayles that lie in running ſtreames, gyue 
your Hawke of them in the moꝛning:koꝛ that wil both ſcowꝛe 
hit and nouriſh hir greatly, and ſetteth hir vp, and maketh hir 
to mewe apate. Malter 2c:chel;»,in his Boke ofthe King of 
Cypꝛes, ſayth thus: Cut an adder in two partes and ſeeth him 
in water, and with that water and wheate fogither fede your 
Pullets, Pigeons, Turtles, and other birds which you intende 
to allow your Hawkes that are ſlacke to mewe, and ſcone af- 
ter they ſhall mewe their feathers apace. PTY 
Maller Can ſayth, that when a Falcon will not mewe, 
ye mull take of Backes, otherwiſe called Reremice, and dꝛie 
them lo at the fire oz in an Duen, as pee may make them into 
powder, which you muſt beſtow vpon your Hawkes meate. 
Alto take little ſucking whelpes, and keede your Hawke with 
the fleſh of them, ſterped in the milke oz renet, whiche you ſhall 
find in the mawes of them: akterward ſhzed the mawe it ſelfe 
Ni in 
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in ſmall peeces,and koꝛce hit to take if, and ſhe ſhall mew ve- 
ry well, and timely. Likewiſe all maner of line birds make a 
Hawke to mew well,fo! it is their naturall feeding, and ther⸗ 
koꝛe beſt foꝛ them. 

Martin (apth, that to mew your Hawke well, ye mull ſefte 
water by hir once oꝛ twice a wecke, and al lo roſt Frogges in 
the lite, making them into powder, and beſtowing it vpon hir 
meate. Likewiſe (mall fiſhes chopped, and giuen with hir 
meate do further a Hawkes mewing very much. Thus do the 
frenh Tuthoꝛs wzite, J leaue them to youre experience, that 
lyſte to follow the french faſhion. EN 6 


The maner of dieting and keeping 
Hawkes in the mewe, 


Vn ye intend to caſt your Hawke into the mew, yee 
muſt ſee the mew very cleane,fhen furniſh pour hawke 
with all hir implements, letting hir two oz thzee times in the 
Sunne, taking god heede that hir kurniture ok hir legges bee 
not ſo ſtreight, and vneaſye,as ſhe be dꝛinen to be euer teacing 
at it. Allo you muſt caſt hir into the mew high, luſtie, and in 
god plight, well Kowzed, and fed with god hote fleſh. Again 
ye muſt now and then giut hir {mall fiſhes , ſpecially to Goſ- + 
hawkes,Sparowhawkes,and all other roidwinged hawkes, 
bycauſe thoſe fiſhes be (as my Juthoz fearmeth them, ) lara 
tiue, and god to ſkowze , letting them water twice oz thꝛice a 
Week. Foz now and then they will bowze, by meanes whercof 
they dilcharge their bodies of humoꝛs, and alſo their bathing 
in it maketh them the better penned and the firmer. Pong: 
Rattes, Mice, and Swallowes , are very god feeding for a 
Hawke, fo2 they bee nouriſhing meates, and will keepe the 
Hawke in god plight. Therefoze let your Hawke be mewed 
in a plate that is cleane, hand ſome, and well kepte,foz (he wil 
reioyce,and delight greatly in it. Thus haue pee the manner 
of mewing your Hawke, akter the opinion of the French.

VV ben ye dꝛawe pour Hawkes out of the mewe, yee had 
neede to take heede that they bee not tw greaſy:fox 
ſometimes when they be ſo, and let vppon the fiſte vnhoded, 
they ſo take on, and heate themlelues with bating, that they 
bꝛeake their greace within them, putting themſelues in great 
daunger of death. Wherefoze my counſell is, that all mewed 
Hawkes ſhould be well attended and fed with wacht meate, 
koureteene oꝛ fifteene dayes befoze they bee dꝛawen out ofthe 
mewe, to bꝛeede reſolution of glitte, and groſſe matter, whyche 
is in their panels, whereof they ſhall owe the moſt parte by 
doing as is afozeſaid, and fo ſhall ye quit them of all danger. 
Mallopin (peaking hreereof in his boke of the Pꝛince, ſayth; 
that if a Hawke be huge and greaſy, when ſhe is new dzawe, 
a man muſt not beare hir vahodeo, Foz yee may well vnder⸗ 
ſtand, that if ſhe keele the ſunne,the aire, az the wind, he light⸗ 
ly falleth fo bating and ſtirring, by meanes whereof ſhe hea» 
teth hirſelfe inoꝛdinately, and fo runnes in daunger of deathe 
and ſpoyle by taking cold vpon it. Wherevpon the Petikal⸗ 
coners and Nouices, which know not what it meancth, ſaye 
that the Hawke periſheth by meant of hir mewing and tho⸗ 
rough default. And therefoze when a Hawke is to be dꝛawen 
out ot the mewe,ſhe muſt be well attended, and lokfe to, that 
hir meate be waſhf, and regard had that ſhe be not ouergoꝛ⸗ 
ged. Ind if happely ſhe loze hir appetite and liſt to feede, take 
Aloes Cicotrine, and the tupee of Barberies, and fozce hir to 
recepue it in the gut of a hen. Which done, hold hir vp5 pour 
fille vntill ſhe haue Kowꝛed, keeping hir emptie till none: It 
which time giue hir ſome hote mcate oꝛ bird, and the next day

- Maſter can ſayth that fome Falconers, after they haue 
enſaymed their hawkes in maner afozeſaid, thzce oꝛ four days 
befcze they intend to flee, do giue them a pill of the bigneſſe of 
a beane,made in maner following. They vle to take a little 
Larde, with the powder of Pepper, and alches fifted and ſer⸗ 

ced,of each alike much, and a little fine (alt, and a quantitie of 

Jlocs Cicotrine in powder. They mingle them all well and 

thꝛoughly togither,and make thtrok a ball, conuey it into the 

hawkes beake, ſo as they infozce hir to take it down, if ſhe wil 
not otherwiſe. Which dont, they hold hir hoded by pᷣ fire oz in 

p Sunne, making vir to keepe the pill as long as they can, x 

akterward do let hir calf it at hir pleaſure. By this meane pee 

ſhall ſec þ ſhe wil caſt groſſe and flegmaticke humozs, wherby 
hir pancll and bowels will be diſcharged ok much glit, and ſhe 
become found and cheerekul, and ready to flee hir pꝛay.

Mw are of opinion that when Hawkes are fleeing, they 
muſt haue Jloes Cicotrine giuen them from moneth to 
meoneth, conueying the quantitie of a beanc thercof into their 
meate, oz info a Hennes (kinne, to take away the bitternefſe 
thereof,that they may krepe it as long as may be, befoze they 
calf it, then ſetting them al the While by a fire oz in the Sunne, 
til they haue call the limit and groſſe humozs with the Tlocs, 
And if ye minde to keepe pour Hawke from the wozmes and 
the Filanders, giue hir thr mountenaunce of apcazeof Tlocs 
euerp eyght dapts in hir caſting.

Hawke wth ſometimes bꝛeakt a talon by ſoine miſchance, 
Aan often by therudeneſſe and <urliſhneſſe' of the Falto⸗ 
ner in vnfeazing hir roughly from hir pꝛap, in lomuch that hir 
talon taryeth behind in the thing that ſhe ſeazed on, and ſom⸗ 
times is quite bzoken oꝛ ſliued from the fleſh, by reaſon wheres 
of che is in daunger of ſpoyle, oꝛ at leaſtwile of lozing hir ta⸗ 

| lon. When a Hawkes talon is ſo lined off, as ther remaineth 
nothing but the tender part that was within it: make a little 
p2etie lether gloue of the bigneſſe of hir ſtretcher oꝛ clta, and fit 

it with Capons greace and dꝛawe it on, typing it handſomly 
to hir leg with two pꝛetie ſtrings, renuing it eucry other dap 
till the poynt ok hir stretcher be well hardned aganne.

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bꝛoken off, ſo as ſome part of it remayneth. ſkill behind, let it 
be anoynted with the fatte of a Snake, and it will growe a- 
gaine as the others. And if the Hawke be hyrt by violence, ſo 
as the talon is become loce from the fleſh , and falles to blee⸗ 
ding:then firſt of all caſt the powder of Sanguu dracony bppon 
it, and it will ſtaunch the bloud out ok hand: and if it ſwell oz 
rancle aſter it, then dꝛelle it à anointe it with Capons greace 
02 honie of Roles till it be thzoughly recured. 

In theſe hurts of Hawkes talons, arartine giueth this coũ⸗ 
ſell following. Wake little matches of paper and ſere therwith 
the ſtretcher that bath loſt his talon, and bind the cindze of the 
ſamepaper with a little honnie to it, and let it ſo reſt nyne 
dayes togither. And if the talon be quite bereft, put on the

Of che Hawke that layes an egge inthe 
mewe, or out of the mewe. 


Sometimes Hawkes are with egge in the mewe, and effe 

without the mewe, whereby they fall ſicke and are in greate 
daunger if there be not remedie had foz it: whiche thing you 
ſhall eally perceiue by them in May and Apzill, at which times 
they are wont fo be with egge. To remedie this inconueni⸗ 
ence, let the Hawkes meate be waſhed in the vzine of a man⸗ 
child of lixe oz ſeauen yeares old, eight oz nine dayes togither, 
and that will keepe hir from laying. But if the egges be al⸗ 
ready full faſhioned within hir, then to bzeake and diſpatdy 
them, yer multe (as Maſſer Martin lapeth, glue hir the .

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of a couple of egges reere roſted with butter, twice 02 thꝛice a 
weckte: and that muſle bee done during the moneths of Map 
and Apzill. Foz beſides that it will bzeake and waſt away the 
egges within a Hawke, it is god alſo to ſet them vp when 
they be lowe in ſtate, howbeit you muſt remember that when⸗ 
ſoeuer pet miniſter this medicine, yee muſte giue them fleſhe 
withall,foz it is of great nouriſhment. 

Againe, 4 alloprn ſapth that to bꝛeake tgges in a Hawke, 
ye mull take of the liquoz that bleedeth oꝛ oʒ eth out of vynes- 
in March, when they be cut, and with that liquoz waſh youre 
Hawkes mtate nine oꝛ tenne dayes, and the egges will con⸗ 
fume & waſte away'by p meanes,how greate ſocuer they ber. 


The maner of taking Hawkes in

Irſt you muſt beware that you take them not befoze they 
are ſomewhat woxren: foz if ye do ſo, and bzing them into a 
told and moiſt place, they will haue a diſeaſe in the backe, ſo 
as they ſhall not be able to ſtand on their fecte,and mozeouer 
they ſhall be in daunger of vtter ſpoyle. Therefoze they muſte 
not be taken, till they be ſomewhat ſtrong, and can ſtand well 
on their kette. Ind you muſt fet them vppon ſome pearche oz 
baylt of wod, that they maye by that meanes the betterkeepe 
their feathers vubzoken , and eſ<ne the dzagging of theire 
traines v pon the ground, koꝛ ſo ſhall they bee the better ſun⸗ 
ned.

F ye will knowe whether pour Hawkes haue lice,oz mitts, 
let hit in the warme Sunne out of the winde, and by and 
by ye (hall eaſyly perceyue it: foz they will crall out vpon hit 


feathers and [warme there, Foz remedie hereof take a quan= 


titie of Dypinent beaten into very fine powder, and hauing 
mingled it with halfe almuch powder of Pepper, lette poure 
Hawke be caſt handſomly, that ſhce bzeake not hir feathers, 
then powder firſt the one wing and ſo the other gently, and 
finally all the whole carkaſſe of hir: after which, let hir vppon 
your fiſte againe, beſpoute hir, and ſquirt a little waicron 
hir with pour mouth, and ſet hir by a fire, oꝛ in the Sunne, till 
fe be thꝛoughly wetherd. Tfterward when ye intend to keede 
dir, walh hir brake to take away the ſauoz of the Ozpiment, 
and beware that your Hawke be not poze, when you intende 
to vſe Oꝛpiment. Hauing thus done, you ſhall ſee that all the 
mites and lice will diſcouer them lelues vpon hir feathers and 
die, eyther the Oꝛpimkt alone, oꝛ the Pepper alone are as god 
as both of them togither to ſpople the mites.

When per vle the Pepper 
alone, put thereto a thirde part leſle of Aſhes, to abate the 
fozce of the Pepper, and ſo ſhall your Hawke be ridde of thoſe 
vermine. Ind aſſure your ſelf þ no hawke which hath p mites 
(be the neuer lo god) is able to do hir duetie a play hir parte, 
by reaſon of p anopace which ſhe feeleth in hir feathers by thk.

And againe,foz that 
they are ſubiedt to many diſcaſes and plagues , (as we com⸗ 
monlye terme them) foz dogges, and longer than they are 
without inkeſtion, we may expeit from them no pleaſure,aſſi- 
ſtance 02 recreation: J wyll onelye in this treatiſe deſcribe 
you their harmes , With cures due to the lame. Among all 
whiche, J place the Mangie firlke , as the capitall enimie 
to the quiete and beautie of a bzaue Spanell , wherewith 
they poꝛe dogges, art oktentymes greately plagued , hothe 
to the infeſfion of their fellowes , and the no ſlender griefe of 
their maſters. | 


The waye fo cure and diſcharge a Spanell ok the Wan. 7he cure for 
git, is to annoynte him eyther at the fire, oz in the Sunne, ce mangie. 


thzyce tutry other daye, with an vnguent made of Barrowe 
flicke one pownde, common Ople thzee ownces, Bzimſfone 
well bzayed foure ownces , ſalfe well beaten and bzoſed, 
alhes well ſykted and ſierced, of eyther two ownces, boy⸗ 
ling all theſe in a Kettle oz potte of earth , mingling them 
well togyther, tyll the barrowe flicke bee incozpozate and 
well compounded with the reſte. With this vaguente thus 
made and confeifed , annoynte and belmeare all the bodie of 
your Spanell, and euery other parte of him, ſhifting his litter 
and kennell often, the oktener the better. And laſtely,hauing 
thus done, waſhe him ouer and over with god ſtrong lye, and 

it will moztifie and kill the Mangie. 
But ik perhappes (as commonly it kalleth out) the Spa⸗ 
nell lo ſe hir heare, though it pꝛoceeded not of the ſoꝛce of this 
vnguens 
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bnguent and ſtrong meditine, yet it ſhalbe very god fo bathe 
your Spanell, chzedding his heare in this ozder,/with the wa⸗ 
ter of Lupines,oz Hoppes, and to annoynte hym with ſtale 
barrowes klicke. 

This medicine, ouer and beſires that, it cureth and quitteth 
the Mangie, it alſo maketh the Spanells inne beautifull £ 
kapꝛe to lokt to, and kylles the flies , the dogges diſquieters 
and enimies, to his eaſe. 

But when this fozeſayde remedie is not of fozce ſufficient 
fo rydde the mangie , buf that it ſpꝛeddes and getteth greater 
power and dominion ouer your Spanell:then doth it behwue 
you to deuiſe a farre ſtronger medicine, whiche is, to take 

Another re- ok ſtrong Uineger two quartes, oz as muche as will luk⸗ 

medie more (iſt, cũõmon Dple ſire ownces, Bꝛimſtone thzee ownces, ſutte 

ſtrong. of a chimnie oꝛ potte, a quantitie of ſixe ownces, bzayed ſalfe 
and ſerced, two handfulls : boyle all theſe afozeſayde in the 
Uineger, vſing the koꝛmer oꝛder of annoynting your Spanell 
in the Sommer tyme. 

Ik neither of theſe remedies afozeſayre wil ſerue the furne, 
then foz a laſte refuge, you muſte be dꝛyuen to pꝛackiſe with a 
karre ſtronger, than eyther of both. But in any wiſe,this me⸗ 
dicine muſte not bee miniſtred in the colde of du inter, foz it 
will then put the Spanell in greate hazard ok death. 

A verie Take quicke Syluer, as greate a quantitie as ſhall ſuffiſe, 
frrong medi- and mottifie it with ſtalt barrowes flicke, oz Larde, as if J 
cine * the ſhoulde ſette you downe this pzopoztion: Df Quicke Syluer, 
alangie. two ownces, Barrowes greaſe ten ownces , myngle them 
well togyther, vntill they be incozpozated: with this vnguent 
annoynte your Spanell in the Sunne, tying him afterwards 
fo: the ſpace of an houre in the Sunne, to the ende the vnguef 
may ſyncke in, and pierce the deeper. Then waſhe him twice 
with blacke Sope, and obleruing this oꝛder of annoynting 
him cuery other day twyce oz thꝛice, aſſuredly you ſhall rydde 

him of all Manginelle, whatſoever it be. 

But J muſte tell you this by the wap that this Auer

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of Quicke Siluer, will cauſe hir heare to fail away. Uhere- 
foe it (hall be requiſite, euery third oz fourth day, to annopnt 
him with ſtale Bacon greaſe, fo2 that will pꝛelently maxe his 
deere to growe and come againe. 

Ik a Spanell be not very muche inkeiked with the Wangie, 
then is it and caſie matter to cure it in this ſoꝛte: 

To make a kinde of bzeade with wheaten bꝛanne, and the 
rotes, ltauts, and kruite, oz flouers of the herbe which we call 
Ag imonie, btating it well in a moꝛter, and making it into a 
palte 02 dowe baking it in an ouen, and ſo made fo giue pont 
Spanclls of the ſayd bzeade, as muche as they lyſt to tate, and 
none other bzcare at all foꝛ a time. dd ith foure oꝝ ſiue ok theſe 
loaues of bzcade,made in manner as Þ tell you; haue Þ cured 
my Spanels of the mangie, and ſome other of my kriendes. 

Though cuery body fo; the moſt part, do know theſe com⸗ 
mon herbes, yet neuertheleſſe J will follow ner 
ſet it downe with the ſame defcription as he doth, 

Agrimonie, is an herbe that growes in meadowes + fields; 


neare bnto ſome rote of a free, and vppon the mouth of ſawe 


pittes , and other olde vucleane and vnoccupied places; The 
leaues of it do ſp;eade vpon the grounde, they ate a ſhaftment 
in length, iagged on cache ſide, like vnto tht leake of Hempe; 
diuired into fiue oz moepartes and bzaunches, indented rounde 
aboute. It bzings fozth one oz two blackiſhe ſtalkes, vpr on 
whiche there are certayne boughes; ſtanding one diſtant from 
another, on whiche there are pellowe floures, and thoſe flou⸗ 
res, beting thzough rype, doe yeelde certayne rounde berries 


as bygge as a Peaze oz Fatche, whiche wyll cleaue and hang 


to a mans garmentes , if hee once touche them. This delcri⸗ 
ption-doth my Jtalian Juthoure make of the herbe A gym 
nie, Whertok he woulde haue this bꝛead made to cure the man⸗ 


gie Spanell. Fleaue it ouer to thy vſe and diſcretion,till thou 


needt it.

EA ery man dothe knowe, that there is a kinde ok vyle dil⸗ 

eaſe that lyghtes vppon Spanels cares , whiche dothe 
greately vere them, in the Sommer fyme eſpecially with the 
flyes, and the ſcratting and tearing themſelues with theyz 
owne feete. Wee terme it in Engliſhe, a kinde of Mangie, 
but bothe the Latiniſt, and the Italian terme it Formica. Tht 
Frenche man hee calleth it, Fourmyer, Whiche in trouthe is in 
Engliche nothing elſe but an Inte, oꝛ Pylmere, applyed 
heere in this place to a dogges diſcale, fo2 ſome likelyhwde 
aud pꝛopertie betwixte the Pyſmere and the miſchiefe,whiche 
is accuſtomed to creepe and go further and kurther, with his 
infefion, to the greate anoyance of the poze Spanell, euen 
as the Pyſmnere is euer buſie, trauayling tw and fro, and ne⸗ 
uer vnoccupied. | 

The wapye fo rydde this vyle diſeaſe and milchieke, is fo 
beſtowe vpon the infeikep place, a medicine made of Gumme 
Dragaganthe, foure dwnces, infuſed in the ſtrongeſt Nyneger 
that may bee gotten , by the ſpace of eyght dayes : and afters 
wardes bꝛo led on a Marble ſtone, as Paynters do their co- 
loures, adding vnto it, Roche Jlome and Galles, beaten to 
powder, of eyther two ownces, Uſing theſe things as J 
haue ſhewed you, you maye make a powder of maruep⸗ 
lous fozce : foz this purpoſe , laying it vppon the member 
where the Mangie lyes. This no queſtion , wyll kyll the 


Formica. a 


Sometimes there befalles this miſchieke vpon poꝛe Spa⸗ 
nels. There dꝛoppeth downe an humoꝛ from their bzaynes, 
by meane of whiche their thzoates and neckes do ſwell vnrea= 
ſonably. Foz remedie of this, J wyll aduiſe you to take no- 
thing mo2e., than fo annoynte all the place withoute with 
Dyle of Camamil, then waſhing and embzoching the dogges 

thzoate 
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thoate rounde about the griefe with Uineger not onerſtr6g; 
and with Salte. It you do this, you ſhall recoucr your Spa- 
nell, and dzyue awaye this diſtillation of ill humozs, that 
fall out of the Spanels heade , cauſing the greate ſwelling in 
the thzoate. ' 
Ofa kinde of woormes, breeding in 
the hugtes and mangie partes 
of a Spanell. 


S. Dmttymes when a Spanell hath taken a hurt oz wounde, 
there do ingender in the wounde certaine weounes, that do 
hinder the cure of the hurt, cauling it to continue at one ſtape, 
oz to growe worſe and worſe. Wherfoze it ſhall be very ne⸗ 
ceſſarte to endeuour to kill them, which you ſhal do aſſuredly, 


if you conuey into the wounde nothing but the gumme of J⸗ he cure 


uie, called in Latine, (] Hederc) keꝭtping it there for the 
ſpace of one day oz two, waſhing the wound with wine, and 
after that annoynting it with Bacon greaſt, Oyle ok earth⸗ 
woꝛmts, and Rewe. We 
 Moxeoucr,a iuyce made of the greene pilles and ryndes of 
Wallnuttes , oz the powder of dꝛyed Lupynes is very god. 
Likewiſe powder of wylde Cucumbers, is extellent to kyll 
thoſe woꝛmes: and not that alone, but it will play the parte 
of a Con eHjue, fretting awape the deade fleſhe, and encreaſing 
the god. 


But when the wwzmes growe within the body of a Spa- 9 weormes 
nell, they muſte bee killed in this manner, with an inwarde _ the 


receyte. 


Cauſe your Spanell,eyther by lone oz foꝛce, to tate, ohen 7 he cure. 


hee is faſting,the yolke of an egge, with two ſcruples of god; 


Saffron beaten into powder, confeffed with the ſayde egge, // e pa-

When a Spanel is hurtt, as long as her can tome to licke H= Foxe, or 
che wounde with his tongue, he necdes.no other remedie. Hig mad dig ge. 


tongue

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tongue is his Surge. But when ht tannot polliblie licke if, 
then ſuche woundes as bee not venemous, you mape reſolue 
with the powder of Marrefilua , d2yed in an Duen, oz in the 
Sunne. And ik it be the byte ok a Foxe, it ſhall lufkile to an⸗ 
noynte it with Dple, wherein earth wozmes and Rewe haue 
bene bopled togither. 

But ik it were bytten by a madde dogge, it (hall bee beſte 
pꝛeſently to thzuſte thou h the ſkinne ok his heade and poll 
with a hotte y2on , tulle betwixt the eares , ſo as the fire may 
touche bothe ſides of the hole made: And affer that, with your 
bande to plucke vp the ſkyane of the dogges ſhoulders and 
flanckes backeward?s, thzuſfing it thꝛough with the hot pꝛon 
in like manner. 

The gpuing of this vent to the wounde, will greatly plea⸗ 
ſure the Spanell, and is a ready way to cure him. 

Belldes the application of this cauterie and fire, there is one 
other appꝛoued remedte, and that is, to cauſe your Spanell to 
lappe twice oz thꝛice of the bꝛothe of Germander,and eate the 
Germander it ſelfe boyled. Þneede not to deſcribe the herbe, 
it is ſo well know en: but my Tutho! ſettes wwne his pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tion and floure, It beares a iagged leafe, and hath a purple 
02 blew floure, and in ſhape it is like a little Dke. 

This herbe Germand er, ſodden and conkecked with ſalfe x 
Ople, epther ſimply bzoſed togither, oꝛ made into a paſte, and 
giuen vnto a Spanell, will do him very much god in the cure 
of the byte ok a madde dogge. 


Nowe and then Spanels, by meane ok to muche reſte and 


gyanell that greaſe,and ſome other accident beſides, doe loſe their ſenſe of 
hath loſte his (melling, f2 as they canof ſpꝛing oz retriue a fowle after their 
ſenſe of ſmel- accuſtomed maner.

ſwallowe

To cut off the tip of a Spanels tayle or ſterne. 


1 is verie neceſlarie to cutte off a little of the Spanels tayle, 

when it is a whelpe foz ſundzy occaſions : foz in ſo doing, you 
hall deliver him, and be a meane that no kynde of woune oz 
other miſchicfe ſhall greatly offende that parte of your Spaneli: 
Whiche, if it be not cutte a little at the verie poynte and toppe, 


that the dogge will not dare to pzeaſe ouerhaſtily into the couert 
after his game. Beſpdes the benefite of it, the Dogge becommes 
moꝛe beautifull by cutting the foppe of his ſterne: fo2 then will 
it buche out verie gallant iy, as experience will teache you. 


Jt ſhall be good when Spanell whelpes are one moneth olde 79 #9794 
02 ſomewhat more, to woune them vnder the toung: kor there Panel 


haue they a irivy tt it uur vnto a woʒmt, Which mult bepluckt 
away by ſome deuiſe oꝛ other. This is the oꝛder of it. It it bee 
a whelpe of a moneth olde, they take bim and open his flew and 
tawes with a mannes hande : but if it be a bigger Spancll,then 
do they conuey a rounde ſtickt into bis mouthe, to-keepe it wyde 
open: which done, they plucke out the Dogges toung, and with 
a ſharpe knyfe of purpoſe foz it, they Clitte the toung all alongſt 
where the woꝛme lyts, on bothe ſydes, and ſo verie artificially 
with the poynt of the knike, they rayſe vp the wozme the better to 
pull it away. But in this caſe there muſte be care vſed, that the 
wounnt be not cut aſunder, but had cleane awaye, without lea⸗ 
uing any parte of it behynde. 

Some men do ble (in the taking away of this wozme in a 
Spanels toung a needle oz ſuche lyke inſtrument with a double 
twiſted thzeede hanging to it, two ſhaftmentes in length, thzu⸗ 


ſling the needle quite vnderneath the woꝛmt juſt in the middle of 


it, dꝛawing the needle ſo karre vntill the double twiſted thzeede 
be lenell with the middle of the wozme,then dzawing it harde 
with the hand, they pull it out (but by = dzawyng the thzeede

is ſubiett᷑ to many euils and inconueniences, and wyll be a cauſe 
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artificially, many tynies the wonne bꝛeakes in two perces, and 
then it is a verie harde matter to come by that parte that is ſlipte 
and left vehinde. Wherkoze in myne opinion, the firlk is the better 
way to — wo him cleane. Foz when this wonne is once quite 
dꝛawne out, the Spanell will become farre the fairer, and ware 
ge fatter. Many tymes the want of wozming doth keepe a Spa- 
nell poze, and out of fleſh, ſo as he can not pꝛout. Ind (as aun⸗ 
cient wꝛiters affirme) the wozming doth diſcharge the Spanell 
of madneſſe and kreneſle (which J can hardly credite oꝛ beleene 2: 
the infeifion and biting of an other madde Dogge beeing ſo ves 
—_ it is able to woke great elke lt in the Dogge, that in

Thus mute J thoughte god to waite of Spanels, and 
their diſeaſes and cures, foz that they art ſuperintendantes, and
